Belongs in the Home 


If your living-room listening needs a rest 


from enormous orchestras and huge sounds, 


add records of baroque music to your collection

@ Baroque music was called the 
“new music” in its 17th-century 
It was the 
beginning of modern music, free- 
ing itself from almost every pre- 
vious musical tradition. No wonder 
it is easy for us today to under- 
stand and enjoy. No wonder Bach 
and Handel lovers are widening 
their horizons to embrace Corelli, 
Vivaldi, Telemann, and Purcell. 
Baroque music is human-size. It

was written for small groups of in- 
struments to be played in small 
halls or rooms. 

Compared with Wagner, who de- 
mands that you remember motifs 
and phrases through hours of 
listening and who rejoices in the 
superhuman, a Vivaldi concerto is 
short and sweet, offering much but 
demanding little. 

Compared with contemporary mu- 
sic, which appeals—if you can 
call it appealing—mainly to the 
intellect, baroque music rejoices 
in emotion. You can find in the 
Bach fugue much intellectual grat- 
ification (Bach was quite a mathe- 
matician), gut there is always hu- 
man feeling involved. 

This rich and interesting music 
is non-assertive in the sense that 
you may discover what you will, 
when you will. A first listening to 


a Scarlatti sonata is immediately 
enjoyable. Many listenings later, 
you will find yourself still discover- 
ing details to delight your ears. 
Enthusiasm for music of this 
period can be measured by the 
success of such records as Vival- 
dis The Four Seasons, available 
in 18 performances. Compare this 
to Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony, a 
“standard repertoire” item which 
comes in 42 performances, and 
Vivaldi doesn’t come off badly. 
“Baroque” is a term that causes 
some misgivings and even distaste. 
Yet who would snub Handel’s The 
Messiah with its rousing “Halle- 
lujah” chorus? Who turns away 
from Bach’s exquisite “Jesu, Joy 
of Man’s Desiring?” “Baroque” is 
too often taken to mean rococo or 
superficially florid, smacking of the 
effete. But this is unfair to the 
exuberant spirit of the 
Renaissance world.

It all depends on your point of 
view, and from where we sit in the 
20th Century, baroque music has 
serenity with interesting, but never 
overbearing, ornamentation. It is a 
relief in our  over-complicated 
world to hear such direct, human- 
sized music. 

No wonder recordings are so well 
suited to the baroque. Much of the 
music is for single or a few instru- 
ments. And ensembles, in those 
days, were small. The symphony 
orchestra was not defined until very 
late in the 18th Century. But the

But the changes 
of balance and texture and color 
which Vivaldi, for example, wrote 
into these similar themes act like 
the facets of a diamond. They 
enhance the poetry and spirit of 
the music. They also remind us of 
the improvisational nature of jazz. 

Domenico Scarlatti’s keyboard 
sonatas require thrilling virtuosity. 
Listen to Wanda Landowska play 
a collection of these short, single- 
movement pieces for harpsichord. 
The élan of the age, the brilliance 
and the gaity are infectious. 
Domenico’s father, Alessandro 
Scarlatti (1660-1725). crystallized 
the structure of Italian opera. 

At the end of the baroque period 
came Georg Philipp Telemann 
(1681-1767), prolific and not very 
profound. His music is gracious 
rather than impressive, but experi- 
mental and progressive for his day.

Even spacious attics and basements that would take care 
of our dead storage needs could do nothing about our 
crucial, exasperating problem of putting things away, out 
of sight, right where they will be used tomorrow, next week, 
next month. These are things that just can’t be carted up 
and down stairs all the time. 

We desperately need this storage inside our present rooms, 
yet the surprising fact is that most persons are unwilling 
to take the bold steps necessary to provide it. Any room, 
regardless of size, can give up the inches required and still 
seem as big and act as big. The illustrations with this story 
show how wasted corners were turned into closets, parti- 
tion walls were deepened to become cabinets, open floor 
space taken for room-dividing storage units, all without 
cramping the size of the room or interfering with its per- 
formance in the life of the household. On the contrary, the

room serve the occupants more efficiently and, by bring- 
ing a sense of order to what had been clutter, often make 
the room seem larger. 

Many persons hesitate to add storage depth to their walls 
because they cannot visualize what will happen at the door 
and window openings. Actually, careful designing at these 
points can enhance the appearance of a room rather than 
detract from it. A good example is seen in the storage wall 
between a dining room and kitchen shown above. Notice how 
the depth of the wall is clearly revealed as you pass from 
one room to the other. It gives the passage an importance 
it would not otherwise have had, and at the same time the 
house itself presents a greater semblance of solidity. Con- 
sider what a different feeling would have been created by 
a “modern” five-inch partition. 

Window treatments offer even more possibility for crea- 
tive designing. If you were to surround a favorite window 
with a storage wall of 12-18-inch depth, you would have 
four useful surfaces around the window: shelf (or counter ) 
beneath the window, deep frames at each side (called the “re- 
veals’’), and an overhead surface (assuming the window did 
not go to the ceiling).

on its depth, the counter could be a window seat, desk, 
dressing table, or display shelf. The “reveals” could dis- 
play art or collections (on narrow shelves), hold mirrors 
to reflect more of the outdoors, or merely back up the cur- 
tains, shutters, or other window covering. Overhead could 
be a built-in light either to serve the work surface below 
or simply to decorate. 

It is important to note that all of the storage areas 
shown with this story either were added to existing instal- 
lations or could have been added without difficulty and 
with the same results. Yet all of them fit easily into the 
rooms in which they were built, and they seem to be part 
of the original architecture. Careful design has blended 
the new with the old, so that the eye accepts the new struc- 
ture as the natural design for the room. In some cases re- 
decorating has aided the blending process (see the two 
closet installations on the opposite page). 

In the search for such new walls to conquer, where do 
you start? Almost anywhere, but most likely on a wall where 
you are already losing depth because of a jog in the wall, 
a fireplace, a radiator, or a small chest, bookcase, or desk 
(the same drawer, shelf, or work space can be included in 
a built-in). But you need no such excuse. Any wall of any 
room can blossom into “point-of-use” storage. 






























This bedroom has given up floor space for the storage wall 
behind the beds, but in so doing has done away with the need 
for separate bookeases, bed tables, lamps, and chaises. The 
one unit supplies all of these things (as shown in the photo- 
graph below), yet when it is closed (above), it presents an 
organized front impossible with individual pieces. Spacious- 
ness derives from unity like this, even when the floor space

@ When you build a new house, a 
much more fundamental approach to 
the problem of storage can be taken. 
Here you have a chance to deal with 
the allocation of space before being 
hemmed in by supports and partitions. 
It is, perhaps, your only opportunity to 
provide storage in proper depth for 
every room in the house. After the 
house is built, only stopgap solutions 
will remain. As you study the floor 
plan of your prospective house, one 
clear-cut fact will be revealed: what 
you really need is a brand new use- 
concept for every wall in the house. 
Within the structure of the walls them- 
selves should be the storage depth you 
need in the rooms they enclose. 

For example, in the bedroom, is 
only one wall out of four devoted to 
storage needs? Why? Don’t you al- 
ways want a dozen things close by your 


bed every night? On the window 


wall, couldn’t you have a long strip 
of drawers built in under the sill? 
Couldn’t the wall backing up to the 
hall be a two-faced cupboard where 
you could feed linens in on the hall 
side, and take them out for bedmaking 
on the other? Shouldn’t you have a 
roll-around hamper somewhere in the 
bedroom wing for soiled linens? If 
two bedrooms share one bath, couldn’t 
you provide a lavatory cabinet in one 
bedroom, so that such things as brush- 
ing teeth and laundering of personal 
items could be done without occupying 
the bathroom proper? Every room in 
your new house can be analyzed in 
this manner, every wall looked at with 
X-ray eyes. Once you start looking at 
each wall as a possible treasure of 
space, and not as a mere partition, you 
are on the road to less complicated 
living.

@ We have more things to store than ever before, but new 
homes, too often, are designed to accommodate less. When a 
house lacks basement and attic. the problem may be particu- 
larly acute. There is a simple solution—storage walls. 

Foot for foot, storage walls offer a maximum of put-away 
space. They do it because they can (and usually do) extend 
all the way to the ceiling and from wall to wall. There are 
no idle corners, no useless in-between spaces. Every inch 
counts, and can be given organized, designed use. 

Storage walls are also a most economical kind of unit. 
They are likely to use the existing floor, ceiling, and walls 
of the house. Only a front is needed to complete the en- 
closure. They do their job unobtrusively. Their flush fronts 
are like an unbroken expanse of a wall itself. 

Storage walls can be used anywhere: entry, living room, 
kitchen, hallway, bedroom, bathroom. laundry, or outdoors. 
They can be located back-to-back to serve adjacent rooms, 


or may be shared between rooms. (Please turn the page)

The advantage of storage walls over door-in-the-wall 
closets is that their full front may be opened. You don’t 
have to contend with walls that block access on either side 
of the door and above it. Their great superiority over base- 
ment and attic storage is the immediate accessibility of 
everything they hold, their freedom from deteriorating 
dampness and unfavorable temperature, and, above all, from 
catch-all disorder. 

If you are remodeling, you can use storage walls to replace 
existing partition walls, gaining the 4” or more of depth the 
walls occupy. If you are building new, you can eliminate the 
walls from the start and use storage walls instead. If you 
rent, you can build or buy storage wall units that look built- 


in, but which are independent of the house structure. You 


can take them with you when vou move, rearranging them 
to fit a new situation.

Storage walls may be enclosed with sliding, 
folding, or hinged doors, or with draperies.

Portable storage 


for Renters 


® A renter cannot afford to make the most efficient use of 
his wall space through built-ins, because he would have to 
write off the building costs when he moves. So his dilemma 
is how to have “built-in” performance while still keeping the 
structure detachable and portable. 

Here is what one apartment dweller did in a cramped 
foyer. By stacking 14 unpainted bookcases of various sizes 
and covering them with lightweight shoji doors, hinged to 
perform like a screen, 88 cubic feet of storage space were 
created. The total cost (bookcases, doors, installation) was 
3860. The resultant screen-like effect is more interesting than 
a flat mounting of the doors would have been. 

The shelves and shoji doors can be easily removed and 
reworked for a new location in some future home. A 34” 
plywood frame was built around the kitchen door, extending 
it to the depth of the ready-made bookcases on either side. 
A wood frame, 1” x 2” strips, was attached to the wall over 
each of the two storage units to anchor the bookcases to 
the plaster wall. 

Hinged shoji panels zigzag in front of the shelves. On 
the left of the kitchen, two panels are fixed to the wall 
frame and shelves. Three other (Please turn to page 103)

Furniture that makes “storage walls” 


@ Using ready-made furniture, you can have the convenience 
and beauty of your own custom storage arrangements with no 
on-the-job carpentry and no fastening of any kind to mar 
the walls. With any of several systems now available, your 
special needs can be housed elegantly in finely finished cabi- 
network that can be fitted to any given space. This means you 
can take full advantage of what wall area you have for the 
kind of storage you need and, at the same time, give char- 
acter and interest to empty, uninteresting rooms. 

There are three basic systems. You will find them now in 
furniture stores and through decorators. The newest is the 
spring pole type. These supports, adjustable for all different 
ceiling heights, stand securely in place with the pressure of 
concealed springs. Shelves and cabinets can be attached at 
any level on brackets from the poles. This flexibility permits 
placing units at heights most convenient for your use. 


Another system, which offers the same flexibility, uses free- 
standing wood supports that do not reach the ceiling. When 
the shelves or cases are locked in place the unit becomes a 
rigid piece of furniture. 

In addition to these demountable systems, there is a third 
type: groups of cases and stack-un superstructures offering 
a variety of interior fittings. These are completely finished 
pieces of furniture that are scaled in heights and widths so 
they will line up together to form one big element. Sections 
can also be used separately. 

Rearrangement or moving is easy with any of this furni- 
ture, since nothing is attached to the walls and because most 
of them “knock down” into small individual parts. 

Your particular needs can be filled from the big array 
of special units for these arrangements. There are counters, 
shelves, closed cupboards, vertical (Please turn the page)

slots for records or magazines, drawers (including file-size) , 
drop-front desks and bar units, housings for radio, turn- 
table, and speakers. Also, you can get larger elements like 
wardrobes and fold-up dining tables—even the housing for 
a fold-away bed. 

Since these pieces are finished on all sides they will also 
work successfully as room dividers, with units facing each 
way. By using many open shelves the result can be very airy 
or, using only drawer units and closed cupboards, you can 
build up a massive, solid cabinet. Yet, unlike built-in cabinet- 
work, these storage units represent an investment you can 
take away with you when you move, to re-use in new ways to 
meet a new set of requirements.

the materials and surfaces, and how to introduce some prom; 
inent note or notes of interest which would give character 
and distinction to the rooms. 

Replacing the triple-hung window in the living room with 
a pair of doors gave access to the terrace. A pair of small, 
compact air conditioners were chosen for the small windows 
on either side of the big window—as being less defacing 
than one big unit, which would have ruined all three win- 
dows. Three roller blinds were chosen for these windows to 
unify them into a group, and the draperies were made in 
S1X pieces, to part in the right places, so the conditioners 
could blow free and clear in hot weather but be out of 
sight in cold weather. Thus the minor structural problems 
were solved. 

The arranging of furniture, most of which was still to be 
bought, was therefore the paramount question. The living 
room was an ample 19 x 23 feet. and was to be used for fre- 
quent and important entertaining. How to arrange it so that 
as many-as ten people might talk together, while at other 
times permitting two or three conversations simultaneously ?

Never arrange furniture because “‘it is 
done that way.” But think about how it 
will work in that particular room and 
situation.

inviting when first seen from the hall door? How to create 
a pull of interest that would give the rooms a personal ex- 
pression, lifting them above impersonal hotel environment? 

The room was big enough to have been broken up into 
several quite-separate seating groupings. But that would have 
made it seem smaller and not as spacious. The fireplace was 
not usable as the center of a seating grouping, for that 
would have blocked the traffic path between hall and bed- 
room. If the long interior wall had been used for the main 
sofa grouping, it would not have looked inviting from the 
entrance door, and it would have been hard to do anything 
with the opposite window wall—except look at it. Since 
people tend to gravitate to the sofa first, positioning it on 
the inside wall would mean facing the light, which is not 
optimum comfort. 

Thus, several possibilities were ruled out as not altogether 
right. That left only the possibility of treating the room as 





one big whole—meaning one big single seating arrangement. 


But to have put all of the seating (Please turn to page 105) 
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One of the wrong ways to have a 
seating group. This is what you 
might call the “picture window” 
cliché: table and lamp in the center 
of a big window with all other pieces 
symmetrically on either side. You 
would see this first on entering the 
room, butit is not interesting enough 
to be so prominently featured.

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ow to Choose a Chair 


No chair is right for everyone (see examples at the right). Your body proportions 


create a set of requirements with which you should be familiar 


before you go chair-shopping. This penetrating article by Dr. Janet Travell, 


now personal physician to President Kennedy, was first published 


by House Beautiful in 1955. It explains what makes a chair really “sittable” 


© You wouldn’t dream of buying shoes that don’t fit you. 
You wouldn’t want to sleep in a bed that’s too short. But 
have you ever stopped to consider whether the chairs you 
sit in are right for you? 

Think of how much time you spend sitting! Yet it’s my 
conclusion from years of study that one can go into most 
homes and not find a single chair that’s properly designed to 
support the framework of the human body sitting in it. 

There are vast numbers of people who suffer from mus- 
cular pain. | find that one of the major reasons for this pain 
is poor seating design. I'm not talking about beauty of de- 
sign. That's important, too, of course. I’m talking about 
what happens to the muscles and joints in your back, arms, 
legs, neck, and shoulders when you sit reading, writing, 
talking, sewing, playing cards, or looking at television for 
hours in a chair or sofa with angles and proportions that 
violate the principles of human physiology. 

How many times have you sat at a bridge game, in the 
movies, or as a guest in someone’s home, and twisted and 
turned to find a position in which you could be comfortable? 
When the chair or sofa doesn’t fit you, that’s what you have 
to do to find support for the parts of your body that need it. 

You may have the wrong idea about the sort of chair to 
relax in. Most people think of comfort as implying some- 
thing soft and yielding that gives way to the contours of the 


body. They reject the 


idea of their bony framework being 


held up, and want only to sink into soft cushions. 

The truth is that the more a chair is to be used for re- 
laxing, the more important it is to have your body held in 
shape by that chair. \f the chair doesn’t provide the right 
amount of support at the right places, the effect is like sleep- 
ing in sand. At first it feels wonderful, but then the sand 


begins to ooze out from under you, letting the body sag,

and gradually straining joints, ligaments, and muscles. Many 
people now realize that sleeping on too-soft beds gives them 
backaches, but they haven’t waked up as yet to the ill effects 
of too-soft chairs. 

When I say that your body should be held correctly, I 
don’t mean immobilized. Some body-shaped reclining chairs 
aim at holding your body completely and so letting your 
muscles relax fully. However, I personally do not like this 
type of fixed-angle chair, which tilts all in one piece, be- 
cause you can’t shift your position much, turn on one side, 
straighten your legs, or stretch your back. It’s as if you 
were frozen in a mold. Even during sleep, people move fre- 
quently. The old Morris-style chair with an ottoman the 
height of the seat is a good reclining chair that permits 
ample mobility and flexibility. 

When you sit in something that is not right for you, your 
muscles are compelled to do the work the chair should do 
to keep your body in a correct position. Your muscles are 
like rubber bands. They like to be stretched to a certain 
tension to be comfortable. If there is nothing to pull them, 
to keep them stretched, then they shorten, and when the 
shortening is prolonged, they cramp and become very pain- 
ful. Likewise, if you overstretch them too vigorously, you 
may tear or rupture the fibers. 

When you sit in a chair, two things can give pain. First, 
if the natural body weight that keeps muscles stretched is 
modified by an unnatural position, as when the arm is 
pushed up by an armrest, then the muscles take up the slack 
and shorten. Second, if your muscles are overstretched from 
sitting improperly, they fail to keep the ligaments and joints 
in line, and the sagging of the body results not only in 
muscle injury, but joint strain, too.

to keep an eye too much on what’s novel and fashionable, 

not enough on what’s suitable or, should I say, “sittable.” 
Most chairs have at least one of nine major faults. See 

how the next one you sit in stacks up against this checklist: 


Fault No. 1. No support for the 
lower back. This is probably 
the most common fault in fur- 
niture, and it leads to acute 
physical discomfort.

As a case in point, a busi- 

nessman complained of a back- 

ache every morning when he arrived at the office. He regu- 

larly rode to work in a taxi. The prescription was: ride the 

subway instead (at an hour when he could get a seat). 

Subway seats are sensibly designed, with a forward roll at 

the back to give support to the all-important lumbar curve. 

But many taxi seats, and many automobile seats—especially 

if the car upholstery is old—fall away from the lower back 
at the most critical point. 

A chair back should have some extra padding to fit your 
lower back. The old-fashioned upholstered rockers our 
grandparents rocked in were ideal in that respect. You can 
achieve the same effect by propping a small cushion against 
the small of your back. Sitting for a long time without such 
support can throw so much work on your back muscles and 
cause them so much fatigue that hours of “relaxing” leave 
you tense, nervous, and worn out.

ders and neck may result. 

Those big upholstered armchairs that look so comfortable 
are often bad offenders in this respect. You sink down so 
far that the armrests become relatively high. After an hour 
or two you want to get a pillow to sit on or else bury your 
elbows in the cushions to pull the shoulders down by the 
weight of your arms and stretch the cramped shoulder and 
neck muscles. In this type of chair, furniture makers should 
either lower the armrests, raise the seats, or make the seats 
firmer. If springs are used, they should be of some sagless 
type that won't give way with wear. 

A desk or worktable that is too high in relation to your 
chair has the same effect as too-high armrests. It starts 
muscles aching in your ‘neck, shoulders, and upper back 
between the shoulder

flat-chested, and may cause severe muscle strain in these 
areas of the body. The proper way for the chair to support 
you, from the standpoint of your muscles, is to allow your 
shoulder blades to drop back slightly behind the center of 
your spine at shoulder level. Libraries, conference rooms, 
and tearooms commonly have the scoop-back or Windsor- 
style wooden chair. These would probably arouse more 
protest except for the fact that in studying or eating you 
manage to lean on the table most of the time and so get 
away from the back of the chair. What a pity. for libraries 
and restaurants are just the places where one should be 
able to lean back and relax in comfort! 

This principle applies to any chair that reaches as high 
as the shoulder blades, but a short chair may be scoop- 
backed to fit the lumbar region.

example. If the back were tilted 
15 to 20 degrees behind the vertical, you would find it 
more comfortable. 

The familiar straight dining-room chair, the erect ball- 
room chair, even if it has a stuffed velvet seat, and the 
gilt French parlor chair that is “simply adorable to look 
at” may be menaces to the human frame if sat in for any 
length of time. 

I once attended a medical convention in Atlantic City 
where an audience of 500 doctors sat in those beautiful 
little straight ballroom chairs. After half an hour I never 
saw so much squirming and turning in all my life! Every 
one of those restless people was trying to find a position 
that would allow him to relax and lean back. 

The makers of posture chairs try to provide slope by 
putting in the swivel back. One trouble is that many swivel 
backs are too unstable to provide any real support. When 
they keep tipping backward and don’t stop soon enough, 
it’s just as bad as having no back to the chair.

® There is a new vitality in the window shade, heretofore 
accepted as a plain-Jane sort of necessity. Hung to regulate 
light, give privacy, or add uniformity to the exterior appear- 
ance of a house, it was useful but deadly dull, and was con- 
cealed as fast as possible behind curtains and draperies. 
Today it fills a new and serious role in decorating. Often 
it is important enough to be the only adornment of a window. 
This change is due to the many fine shade cloths that are 
available commercially (pages 88-89), and to the imagina- 
tion and ingenuity of interior designers who have made it 
an integral part of decorating schemes. Now there is a way 
to put roller shades into every room of the house to control 
light, and to relate the window to the mood of the room and 
make it count. Stock shades can be bought in fifteen or more 
different fabrics, some in a wide range of pastels and deeper 
tones. There are room-darkening shades, others translucent 
enough to show textures yet control glare. Some are striped, 
some have embroidery or flocking, some are treated to take 
applied design, some are dual-faced with print on the room 
side, plain on outside. If you add to this the wealth of readily

available trimmings to band the shades, the various shapes 
into which the borders may be cut, and the new types of 
pulls and tassels, you have riches with which to work out 
fascinating window treatments. 

In the custom field, stencils, special designs, and many 
types of fabrics offer infinite variety. The mechanical prob- 
lem of how to shade clerestory windows or wide glass areas 
has been solved. Some shade cloth is 150” wide; seamless 
shades are also made by using material horizontally, if 
height of window is not greater than width of fabric. Shades 
can often correct faults of old-fashioned windows, and with 
less expense than the cost of architectural changes. Viny] 
coating insures easy upkeep.

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The Electric Fry Pan 
graduates toa Chafing Dish 


By NANCY CRAIG 


® Small but elegant changes in design have turned thermo- 
statically-controlled fry pans into a new breed of cat. They 
have lost the look of a kitchen utensil and taken on the look 
of the chafing dish—that beloved tool of people who take 
cooking seriously. 

Owning one means that you can do on-the-table or table- 
side cooking. If you do not have a jewel of a maid in the 
kitchen turning out masterpieces while you consort with the 
guests, this should be a big boon. It also means that you 
want some good, foolproof recipes that can be executed with 
a flourish in the shortest possible time. 

To be sure that this type of cookery is as suave as that 
done by a good captain in a fine restaurant, you need to be 
thoroughly acquainted with the recipe. Every move should 
be familiar to you. Every ingredient needed should be set 
out on an accompanying tray and in exactly the right quan- 
tities, so no measuring or fiddling about is required. Your 
goal is to operate like a professional, so the on-lookers 
sense—before they taste—that the cook is expert. 

Most of these recipes call for the ingredients to be cut 
in small pieces, which speeds up the cooking time immeasur- 
ably. A wooden spoon for stirring, or wooden chopsticks 
for turning and spreading, reduce noise and add to the 
skill of the performance. 

The dozen recipes on these and the following pages are 
only a sample of the huge repertoire of fast-cooking recipes 
in the chafing dish sector of the food world. 


Crabmeat Casanova 


(A favorite at The Four Seasons restaurant, N.Y.C.) 


16 slices lemon (thin) 

8 slices French bread (14”) 
Y% cup melted butter 

1 Ib. flaked fresh crabmeat 
4 oz. cognac 


1 cup fish stock 
(See House Beautiful, April 
1961, for recipe) 

1 teaspoon chopped parsley 

1 teaspoon chopped chives 

1 raw carrot 

Juice of one lemon 


4 oz. chablis 
Dash of salt and pepper 


Be sure all gristle is removed from crabmeat, in the kitchen. Preheat 
pan to 380° F. and melt butter in pan. Sauté lemon and bread slices 
until bread is brown on both sides. While this is going on, shred or 
julienne carrot for final garnish. Set aside bread, discard lemon, and 
add crab to juices remaining in pan. Sauté and, when about done, 
add fish stock and let eome to a boil. Add cognac and chablis. When 
hot, set aflame. Baste crabmeat with flaming liquid. When flame is 
out, add parsley and chives, tossing to mix well. Serve by placing 
sautéed bread on plate first, then adding crabmeat. Garnish with car- 
rot shreds. Serve immediately. Serves four.

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BINNING. The laying away of bottled wine for aging. In the 
case of table wines and sparkling wines, the bottles should 
invariably be stored on their sides, lying down, so that the 
wine is in contact with the cork. Temperature and other 


factors are important. 


BITTER. A wine-taster’s term. Bitterness is generally  per- 
ceptible only in the aftertaste of a wine. It is a fault 
due sometimes to the variety of grape (the Sauvignon 
Vert in California, for example), sometimes to climate (an 
overly dry year, in most cases), and sometimes to unskillful 
cellar work. Occasionally in red wines but hardly ever in 
white, it is a flaw that will disappear with age. 


BLANC DE BLANCS (Blawn duh Blawn). A white wine made 
from white grapes. A term originally and properly used 
in the Champagne District of France to describe wines 
made entirely from the white Chardonnay grape, as dis- 
tinguished from other white wines made from the Pinot 
Noir (Blane de Noirs) or blends of the two. Blane de 
Blancs Champagnes are made mostly in the villages of 
Cramant, Mesnil and Avize; they are remarkable for their 
delicacy, pale color, lightness and bouquet. Of late years 
the term has become widely used in other districts (Pro- 
vence, the Loire Valley, etc.) where it is entirely meaning- 
less since, in these districts, a// white wines are made from 
white grapes, none from black. 


BLANC-FUME (Blawn-Foo-may). Name given locally to the 
Sauvignon Blane grape in and around the town of Pouilly- 
sur-Loire. A Pouilly-Fumé, or Pouilly-Blanc-Fumé, is, there- 
fore, a wine made from the Sauvignon Blanc grape in 
this district, and thus distinguished from the common wines 
of the same district, made from the Chasselas grape, which 
are sold as “Pouilly-sur-Loire.” The origin of the term 
“fume” (literally, “smoked”) is uncertain. 


BLENDING. Practice of mixing or “marrying” wines of some- 
what different characteristics, origin, or age, for any one 
of many diverse reasons, some wholly proper and honorable 
and some much less so. Virtually all Sherries, including the 
best, are blends; so are most, but not all, of the best 
Champagnes. On the other hand, the finest table wines of 
the world are emphatically not blends, and they would 
be much less interesting and less good if they were. The 
legitimate reasons for blending are largely these: (1) To 
produce a wine of consistent quality and character year 
after year, which a consumer may buy with confidence 
under a familiar name or label; (2) To produce something 
better in the way of a wine than any of its component 
parts; (3) To render a wine acceptable which would 


otherwise be much less so, or not acceptable at all.

Another in our series of comments from a great wine expert on everything 


important to an understanding of wines, all presented in ABC arrangement

BOCKSTEIN (Bawk-stein). One of the best vineyards of Ockfen, 


on the Saar, in Germany. Its light white wine, of admirable 
quality in good vintage years, is sometimes sold as Bock- 
steiner, more often as Ockfener Bockstein. Like all Saar 
wines, it is classified, in general, as a Moselle. 


BODY. A wine-taster’s term, often misused. Body means substance. 


A full-bodied wine is not necessarily high in alcohol, but 
it is the opposite of watery or thin; it gives an impression 
of weight, rather than lightness. Full body is not always a 
virtue—in many white wines and in some red it can be a 
fault, for only in rare instances and in very great wines does 
it go hand in hand with delicacy and finesse and distinction. 
A very full-bodied Moselle or Riesling or Chablis or 
Champagne or even Zinfandel is a wine that lacks balance, 
and probably lacks fruit and charm. On the other hand, a 
great Burgundy or a fine Cabernet, let alone a superior 
Barolo or Chateauneuf-du-Pape, must have body and plenty 
of it. 


BORDEAUX (Bor-dos). Seaport and city of 240,000 on the 


Garonne River in southwestern France. A few miles north 
of the city, the Garonne is joined by the Dordogne to form 
the broad estuary of the Gironde; this has given its name to 
the département which comprises the entire Bordeaux wine 
country; its 110,000 acres of vineyard produce some 70 
million gallons of wine a year, substantially more table wine 
than the United States. 

Practically all of this is entitled to the name “Bordeaux,” 
and this appellation is a sort of catch-all, or lowest common 
denominator. “Bordeaux Supérieur” -is very little better— 
the wine must have slightly more alcohol (1042% as against 
9°49) and its maximum legal production per acre is some- 
what lower. Both wines may, and generally do, come from 
inferior portions of the Bordeaux Country—if they came 
from the Médoc or St. Emilion or Graves or Sauternes 
they would be so labeled. In general, they are mass-produced 
and blended. 

The better districts in the Bordeaux Country have been 
defined and delimited with characteristic French precision: 
each one produces wine of a somewhat different character 
or class. Thus, north of the city, forming the left or west 
bank of the Gironde estuary, are the low, gravelly hills of 
the incomparable Médoc, producing red wines almost ex- 
clusively, and many of the greatest red wines of the world. 
West and south of Bordeaux is the wide district of Graves. 
with white wines ranging from dry to semi-sweet, and many 
excellent reds. Along the southern edge of Graves, in turn, 
are the five little villages (including Barsac) which alone 
are entitled to the famous name, Sauternes. Across the 
Garonne, beyond the intervening hills and the Dordogne, 
are the vineyards of St. Emilion and Pomerol—this is red- 
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wine country, second only to the Médoc in quality. Lesser 
wine districts include Céte de Bourg, Fronsac, Lalande de 
Pomerol, Montagne-St. Emilion, Néac, ete.; white wine 
districts of less importance and less faine are Entre-Deux- 
Mers, Cotes de Blaye, Ste. Croix-du-Mont, Loupiac, Cadillac, 
Premiéres Cotes de Bordeaux, Cérons (actually part of 
Graves), Graves de Vayres (not part of Graves), etc. 

The red wines of Bordeaux have been known as “Claret” 
in English-speaking countries ever since the 300-year occu- 
pation of the region by the English (1154-1453) ; the French 
term Clairet has an altogether different meaning and is used 
to designate a sort of vin rosé. Ordinary Claret is simply 
a pleasant table wine, but the very best Claret is second to 
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no other red wine in the world, fine Burgundy being its only 
real rival. It is made principally from the Cabernet 
Sauvignon grape, plus a good deal of Cabernet France and 
Merlot, often a little Malbec, Petit Verdot and Carmenére; 
while lighter in alcohol than Burgundy, it is generally 
deeper in color and eyen longer-lived—certain Médocs of 
great vintages have been known to hold up, and even to 
improve, for fifty, sixty, and even eighty years. 

White Bordeaux is a whole family of wines, some quite 
dry, some extremely sweet, though all made from grapes of 
the Semillon and Sauvignon Blanc varieties, plus an occa- 
sional minor admixture of Muscadelle. Graves, Sauternes, 
and Barsac are known, like Claret, the world over. 

What goes to market as “Bordeaux Blanc” is a rather 
common wine, golden, ranging from dry to semi-sweet. 
The superior grades have, of course, their superior and 
more limiting appellations. 

The finer Bordeaux wines, both red and white, invariably 
carry either (a) the name of one of the better districts 
(as Médoc, Graves, St. Emilion, Sauternes) or, more 
specifically, (b) the name of a village in one of these 
districts (as St. Julien, Margaux, Pauillac) or, most 
specifically of all, (c) the name of the actual vineyard or 
chateau, where the wine was made. As a general rule it may 
be said that the more specific the name, the better the wine. 
The finest Bordeaux, both red and white, carry, without 
exception, the name and label of a particular chateau, plus 
the statement that they were bottled at the chateau where 
grown, as mise du chateau, or mis en bouteilles au 





chateaux. 


BOTRYTIS CINEREA (Bo-treat-iss Sin-air-eh-ah). The “noble 
mold,” called Edelfaule in German and pourriture noble 
in French. A highly beneficent mold which in certain 
districts (notably the Rhine Valley and the Sauternes 
Country) forms on the skins of the ripening grapes, bring- 
ing about a concentration of sugar and flavor and a vast 
improvement in the quality of the resulting wine. In the 
case of white wines, at least, it imparts no moldy taste 
whatsoever.

Germany and Chile have their stumpy flagons. Actually, 
the form of the bottle makes no difference at all, provid- 
ing, of course, that it can be easily binned. All wines are 
somewhat affected by light, and all last longer, except under 
absolutely ideal cellar conditions, when in green or brown 
bottles, and the possibly less attractive brown bottle, in the 
author’s experience, seems to be the best. 


BOUQUET. The complex of diverse, interesting, and _ pleasing 


odors which a good, mature wine gives off once it is 
opened; everything that such a wine says to the nose 
(as distinguished from the palate); one of a fine wine’s 
greatest attractions and greatest charms, On the basis of 
bouquet alone, many experts can determine a fine wine’s 
origin, its grape variety, its approximate age, its condition, 
its class and value. Young wines may have aroma or odor 
or perfume or “fruit” or “flower”; bouquet is distinct from 
all these, may include all of them, but comes mainly from 
esters developed by the slow oxidation of certain elements 
in the wine, including alcohol but above all fruit acids. 
Wines with high acid, coming from northern vineyards, 
almost invariably have more bouquet than those with lower 
acid, from sunnier zones; similarly, wines from chalky, 
stony and, on the whole, less fertile soil, have more bouquet 
than others, as do wines made from grapes that have 
matured slowly, in a temperate climate, without excessive 
heat. One does not have to be any sort of expert to like 
and appreciate the bouquet of a fine wine. 


BOURGEOIS. One of the main categories of Bordeaux wine, 


qualitative rather than geographical, however, as in the 
expressions “cru bourgeois,” or “bourgeois growth.” In the 
whole Bordeaux Country there are well over 5,000 separate 
vineyards; less than 200 of these constitute what might be 
called the aristocracy, the “classed growths” of the Médoc, 
Sauternes, St. Emilion, ete.; in highly honorable second 
place comes a whole collection of others, smaller and less 
famous chateaux, some but not all of which practice 
chateau-bottling; known as the “crus bourgeois” and “crus 
bourgeois supérieurs,” these often produce wines as good as 
those of their reputed superiors, and their labels are worth 
looking for. It is important to note that a bourgeois growth 
of a good vintage is not by any means an ordinary wine, 
and may be a truly excellent one. 


BRUT (Brute). French term applied to the dryest Champagnes 


and other sparkling wines, dryer than “Extra Dry.” 
Properly it means, in this instance, “unmodified”—a 
Champagne to which no dosage, or sweetening, has been 
added. Actually, all brut Champagnes, or practically all, do 
contain some dosage: this is not supposed to exceed 2% 
at most, but in many instances does. Most Champagne 
houses ship their best wines, both vintage and non-vintage, 
as brut. but the term alone is no guarantee of quality. 


BULK PROCESS. Method of making sparkling wine, con- 


siderably less expensive and slower than the true Cham- 
pagne process; never as good. The wines are not fermented 
in bottle but in large sealed tanks, and drawn off into bottle 
under pressure. No wine so made can be called Champagne 
in France; in the United States such wines must carry the 
words “Bulk Process” or the equivalent, on their labels. 


BURGUNDY (French, Bourgogne). Old French province south- 


east of Paris, long an independent Duchy; the world- 


famous wines, red, white, and in rare instances rosé, from 
this region, which is generally considered to comprise the 
départements of Yonne (the Chablis district), Céte d’Or 
(area of the greatest Burgundies, both red and white). 
Saone-et-Loire (Macon, Pouilly-Fuissé, ete.) and Rhdne 


(Beaujolais) . 

However, by no means all of the wines produced in these 
four départements are entitled to the name “Burgundy” 
(or “Bourgogne”’); French law reserves this name for 
wines made from certain superior grape varieties, grown 
in certain specific townships, and all true Burgundies are 


therefore better-than-average wines of some well-defined 
type and some known, established origin. The total produc- 
tion is only about one-third that of Bordeaux—it amounts 
to less than 2% of the wine produced in France. This 
percentage has declined sharply in the last 100 years. Vine- 
yard acreage in Burgundy is now less than half of what it 
was in 1870. 

Truly fine Burgundy is therefore something of a rarity 
and always will be; it is produced only on a few narrow, 
especially favored hillsides, in a country of generally 
unfavorable climate, principally from two grape varieties 
which yield very little to the acre. A few additional figures 
may serve to make this even clearer: In a typical, fairly 
recent year of good quality, 1949, the wine production of 
Burgundy amounted to 142% of that of France, or to some 
16 million gallons. Now 60% (of this 144%) was 
Beaujolais! 16% was Macon or Macon Supérieur; nearly 
4% was what is called “Bourgogne grand ordinaire” (the 
lowest legal grade, and what most Sparkling Burgundy is 
made of); 5% was Bourgogne Aligoté, a white carafe 
wine made from a second-rate grape; 1% was Passe-tout- 
grains (an inexpensive blend of Gamay and Pinot, rarely 
exported), and about 2% was simply called Bourgogne, 
honest wine, no doubt, but of no special quality. 

Out of the remaining 12% (or ¥% of 1% of the total 
wine production of France) came the world’s supply of 
all those wines beloved of gourmets in all countries: 
Chablis, Pouilly-Fuissé, Meursault, Montrachet, Cham- 
bertin, Clos Vougeot, Nuits-Saint-Georges, Corton, Beaune, 
Pommard, and all the others. 

With a handful of exceptions—Chablis, perhaps Pouilly- 
Fuissé, and a few rare, outstanding Beaujolais—all of the 
wines that have made Burgundy’s international and endur- 
ing fame come from one extraordinary strip of hillside 
vines. This, the “Cote d’Or,” or “Golden Slope,” extends 
from near Dijon to well south of Beaune and faces south 
of east over the wide plain of the Saone, beyond which the 
Alps are occasionally visible in clear weather. All of these 
wines are made either from the Pinot Noir or from the 
Chardonnay grape, and all of them carry either the name 
of the commune, or township, from which they come 
(as Pommard, Beaune, Nuits-Saint-Georges, Chambolle- 
Musigny), or the name of some specific vineyard plot, 
or climat, which produced them (as Richebourg, Musigny, 
Bonnes Mares) ; often they carry both (as Pommard Epe- 
nots, Beaune Gréves, Meursault Perriéres, etc.). These 
vineyard plots are very small, rarely over 40 acres in 
extent and often much smaller, usually divided among 
many different owners, some of whom estate-bottle their 
production, while others sell their wine soon after the 
vintage to a shipper, or négociant. Such wines, when both 
genuine and good (and unfortunately, despite all the con- 
trols, there are some which are neither) are unsurpassed 
in the world: the reds have a warmth and fruit and vigor 
and bouquet, a combination of power and finesse, matched 
by no other wines; and of all the white wines in the 
world, the white Burgundies are those that most true 
gourmets would prefer to drink with their meals. 

The word BURGUNDY, alas, in a great many countries, 
including the United States, is considered a generic term 
applicable to red wine, however and wherever produced, 
even to sweet red wines made from Concord grapes in 
New York State or in Michigan or Ohio. There is possibly 
a little more justification for the use of the name in 
California, where wines so labeled are at least made from 
European grape varieties, but as contrasted with the very 
strict French controls, which even govern pruning methods 
and maximum yield per acre, there are almost none, and it 
is common practice to bottle “Burgundy” and “Claret” out 
of the same tank. The name, so used, has become meaning- 
less, and those interested in finding an honorable American 
counterpart of a French Burgundy will do better to look 
for bottles labeled Pinot Noir, Chardonnay, Pinot Blanc 
and Gamay-Beaujolais. These are true cousins, and in some 
cases quite distinguished cousins, to the real Burgundies 
of France.

Seven Summer Punches 


HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


—that let you enjoy your own party 


Seven ways to make punch 
the most exciting drink 
you’ve ever served. 

A hostess is now able to 
vive guests drinks that can be 


pre-mixed and self-served 


By ALAN LEWIS 


e How to slake the summer thirst 
of party guests and escape the 
chores behind the home bar? 
Punch is the answer. The bigger 
the party grows, as it tends to do 
in summertime when house and 
grounds look their handsomest, the 
more sense punch makes. You can 
mix a punch hours beforehand. 
When you do, the flavors of liquors 
are better blended with the fruits 
and herbs. And look at the free- 
dom that pre-mixed, serve-yourself 
drinks give you to mingle with and 
enjoy your guests. 

By punch, I don’t mean the sissy 
concoction that comes to some peo- 
ple’s minds when you say “punch.” 
1 mean punches which gourmets 
can take seriously and sip percep- 
tively, and in which they 
identify many an elusive flavor. 

Historically, there should be five 
ingredients in a punch, but creative 
experimentation has taken punch 
out of the rut of spirits, water, 


can 


lemon, sugar, and spice. Even the 
proportions in the Caribbean song 
“One of sour, two of sweet, three 
of strong and four of weak” can be 
improved to satisfy taste caprices. 
The kind of punch that takes 
guests back to the bowl combines 
subtlety with potency and, among 
these, the Champagne Punch al- 
ways wears the crown. But since 
champagne loses much of its iden- 
tity in a punch bowl, a domestic 
champagne will bubble as glamor- 
ously as an imported vintage. 
Punch is served in a bowl with 
a block of ice to chill without dilut- 
ing it, and is ladled into four-ounce 
glasses with handles. If you haven’t 
a bowl, use a tall, clear, glass 
pitcher which lends itself to light 


playing attractively upon both the 
sparkling beverage and big chunks 
of ice within. Chill bottled bev- 
erages well before mixing them in. 

The recipes below are for quan- 
tity punches, and can be stretched 
to accommodate a party of any size 
by increasing the ingredients pro- 
portionately: 


Champagne Punch 


2 bottles champagne 

1 bottle white wine (Chablis, 
preferably) 
Juice of 12 lemons 

6 ounces Cointreau 
cups sugar 

1 quart strawberries (or 
raspberries) 

1 fresh pineapple, peeled and qut 
into cubes 


Dissolve two cups sugar in lemon 
juice. Dredge pineapple cubes and 
berries with remaining sugar and 
let stand for half an hour. Place a 
block of ice in punch bowl and mix 
lemon juice, pineapple, and berries 
together in bowl. Add white wine. 
Cointreau, and, last. the champagne. 


Spanish Punch 


6 ounces curacao 
6 ounces cognac 
1 bottle champagne 


3 teaspoons sugar 


Blend curagao, cognac, and sug- 
ar, and pour over ice in bowl or 
pitcher. Add champagne, and mix. 


Lily Punch 


(So called because it was originally 
served in a lily-shaped cup 
made of sugar.) 

1 lemon peel 

14 orange peel 

14 ounce coriander seeds 

1% stick cinnamon 

Lemon extract (few drops) 

1% pint simple syrup (made of sugar 
and water, half and half, boiled 
together) 

2 ounces kirsch 

2 bottles champagne 


Cucumber, thinly sliced (for garnish) 


Combine the citrus peels, cori- 


ander seeds, cinnamon, lemon ex- 
tract, and syrup, and let stand for 
about four hours. 

When ready to make punch, 
strain the above mixture into punch 
bowl, add kirsch, then champagne. 
Mix well, and add a block of ice. 
Garnish with cucumber slices. 


Rhine Punch 


4 cup sugar 

2 cups chopped pineapple (cubes) 
2 bottles Rhine wine 

1 bottle champagne 


Sprinkle sugar over pineapple, 
and let stand for a half-hour to 
sweeten and ripen the fruit. Add 
wine and mix thoroughly. Pour 
over block of ice and add cham- 
pagne. 


Claret Punch 


VY pint simple syrup 

1 orange, sliced 

1 lime, sliced 

2 bottles claret (red Bordeaux wine) 


Heat syrup, add sliced fruit, and 
let stand for four hours. (It can be 
allowed to stand an entire day.) 
When ready, mix the syrup with 
the wine, leave the fruit in, and 
chill thoroughly. 

Some variations you may want to 
ring in on this recipe: 

1. Add plain seltzer to taste. 

2. Serve it in a tall glass pitcher, 
and you have Sangria, a punch 
served at La Fonda del Sol, famed 
New York restaurant. 

3. Substitute Burgundy or a dry 
white wine for the Bordeaux. 

4. Add a pint of port and a hallf- 
pint of raspberry juice, and turn 
it into Cardinal Punch. 


Ponche de Floras 


24 nasturtium blossoms 

3 cups simple syrup 
Juice of 3 lemons 

2 bottles red wine (French, Spanish, 
or American) 


Add a little sugar to the flowers, 
and pound in a mortar to make a 
paste. To the syrup, still warm, add 
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paste and lemon juiee, and mix 
thoroughly. When ready to serve, 
blend this mixture with the wine, 
and pour over a block of ice. Float 
a few nasturtium blossoms on top 
as garnish. 


Punch Wedded to Tea 
quarts hot tea 
ounces cognac 
ounces rum 
ounces curacao 
ounce Sirop d’Orgeat 


Noe wwn rp 


ounces lemon juice 


1 lime or Iemon, sliced 
Sugar to taste 


Cool tea quickly to improve 
clarity and flavor by pouring it hot 
over block of ice in punch bowl 
and leaving it to chill. (Tea is a 
bandwagon on which different com- 
binations of brandies, rums, and 
liqueurs can ride in making a good 
punch.) Separately, blend all other 
ingredients well, and mix with tea. 
Add sugar last. Use lemon or lime 
slices as a garnish.

There are other benefits to be 
contemplated, too. Millions of 
Americans unfortunately have nev- 
er yet made contact with a differ- 
ent culture, so we can hope that 
visitors -from abroad, like the 
mountain coming to Mahomet, may 
pique their curiosity, explode pro- 
vincial viewpoints, and _ provide 
them with the incentive to get out 
and see the world they so urgently 
need to know. And for all of us, 
one of the most salutary advan- 
tages is the chance to see our own 
country in a new perspective, 
through the eyes of strangers. It’s 
safe to say that we are in for some 
illuminating surprises. 

Without any special urging 
whatever, the number of visitors 
from abroad has been increasing 
each year. About 600,000 showed 
up in 1960, mostly for business and 
education. But this new program 
invites foreigners to travel to the 
U. S. A. for pleasure, to enjoy the 
experience of what to them will be 
foreign and different. for the same 
reasons that 2 million Americans 
went off to visit their countries in 
1960. The key word here is “‘pleas- 
ure,’ for that is the connotation 
that distinguishes tourism from the 
process of going places, called 
ravel. How “pleasant” are we 
prepared to make it? 

The whole travel industry is, as 
they say, launching programs. 
They’ve been making surveys of 
what foreigners think they want to 
see (New York City, Washington, 
and the Grand Canyon, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, and Niagara Falls, 
Los Angeles and Disneyland, in 
that order, plus a decided yen on 
the part of many for Miami, De- 
troit, Las Vegas. Philadelphia, and 
Yosemite National Park). Ameri- 
can Express has come up with 
something like 35 escorted tours 
which must take into account for- 
eign tastes, foreign languages, and 
foreign pocketbooks. Thomas Cook, 


Poly Tours, Frame’s, and Le Beau 
are doing similarly. 

In the absence of an official U. S. 
travel information service abroad, 
TWA has set up bureaus of infor- 
mation in several of its European 
offices. The American Hotel Asso- 
ciation has prepared a booklet in 
five languages designed to give a 
stranger some idea of what to ex- 
pect, and has arranged to have this 
distributed by our consulates when 
issued. KLM offers a 
“Budget Baedeker” to help pros- 
pective travelers make their pen- 
nies stretch in the U. S. A. For the 
first time, many American cities 
are translating their maps and bro- 
chures into foreign languages, 
among them New York, Philadel- 
phia, Miami, San Francisco, and 
San Antonio. 

Some of our great stores, not- 
ably Macy’s and Altman’s in New 
York, aware that they probably 
outrank the Grand Canyon as tour- 
ist attractions, are setting up spe- 
cial foreign services. Macy’s has 
even indicated a willingness to ac- 
cept foreign currency. Sight-seeing 


visas are 


bus companies are trying to tailor 
their tours to foreign interests. Car 
rental firms are preparing for the 
visitors, realizing that astute for- 
eigners will soon discover that they 
must get out of the cities onto the 
highways and back roads to get the 
feel of America. 

While there is still no one com- 
prehensive and detailed guidebook 
to the United States in any lan- 
guage, the National Association of 
Travel Organizations is attempting 
to fill the gap with a booklet of 
high spots published in several lan- 
guages. Pan American is making a 
Spanish translation of its guide- 
book, New Horizons—U. S. A. 

In fact, so many arrangements 
are being made with our usual na- 
tive good will and enthusiasm that 
you might think that everything’s

coming up roses. But we’ve reason 
to believe that the mighty project 
of showing America to the world 
requires still a good deal more ba- 
sic groundwork than it’s getting, 
and cannot be entirely left up to 
commercial interests. 


E LATELY flew from Paris to 

Idlewild on a plane loaded pre- 
ponderately with foreigners com- 
ing to the U. S. A. for the first time 
—a novel experience in our travel 
life and undoubtedly a foreshadow- 
ing of what is to come. There were 
many French, some Germans, and 
16 camera-slung Japanese, all as 
excited as children. Even as we 
were still flying over Newfound- 
land’s icy wastes, they started peer- 
ing out of the windows to see what 
American houses looked like. And 
when we sailed down over Maine 
and the Sunday traffic on the New 
England Turnpike, spotted the sub- 
urban spill-over of Boston and the 
beautiful golden hook of Cape Cod 
(just as it looks on the map), 
there was such a stirring interna- 
tional chorus of épatant, regardez, 
wunderbar, ah-so, that we began to 
feel as if we, too, were seeing all 
this for the first time—and it had 
never looked more beautiful, more 
impressive, more American. By the 
time the towers of Manhattan ma- 
terialized on that spring afternoon, 
quietly and mistily, like something 
out of a movie dream sequence, we 
began to realize that we were in- 
deed witnessing a dream come true 
for something like fifty of our fel- 
low passengers. 

Sitting next to us was a French- 
man who, to our alarm, was plac- 
idly approaching 
pletely innocent of any knowledge 
of English. In eight hours of our 
tortured French we elicited from 
him the information that he had 
no friends in America apart from 
an English-speaking business con- 
nection, and was embarking on a 
trip that would take him to Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Washington, 


America com- 


and Dallas. No, he said cheerfully. 
he had no information on_ the 
U. S. A. other than his ticket and 
the advices of the Air France of- 
fice in Paris. He had read a good 
deal about America and was a fre- 
quent attendant at the movies, 
which still seem to be our most in- 


fluential representation abroad. He 


had been unable to find any guide- 
books to the U. S. A. in France, 
but was confident that he would 
pick up a guide to New York as 
soon as he landed. He dismissed 


the possibility of language diff- 


culty as the least of his troubles. 
He knew Americans were not usu- 
ally multilingual, but certainly 
there would be French-speaking 
people at the airport and in the ho- 
tel, wouldn’t there? 

But were there? 

He got the answer—and so did 
we—immediately upon entering 
the Idlewild Arrivals Building. For 
the edification of this confused lit- 
tle stream of Europeans and Ori- 
entals, on the very threshold of our 
country, there was not one single 
directional sign in any language 
but English. “Where do I go?” 
asked the Frenchman. “I cannot 
understand the indications.” And 
he was no better off than the Jap- 
anese, the Germans, and his fellow 
countrymen, And while they stood, 
in uneasy bewilderment, weighted 
down with flightbags, coats, and 
traveling duffel, a delightful, ofh- 
cial-looking young lady made a 
bee-line toward us. “Welcome 
home!” she said. And while we 
hate to seem ungracious, it oc- 
curred to us that someone might 
better be giving this kind of atten- 
tion to newcomers to our shores 
rather than to an obvious Yankee. 


E NOTICED that the only 
people given any helpful di- 
rections were the ones who were 
making connecting flights. If there 
is an official corps of interpreters at 
this major port of entry, we saw no 
evidence of it. Our Naturalization 
and Immigration Service is said to 
have 90 multilingual receptionists 
divided among our ports of entry. 
Right here it must be said that 
once the strangers, by sheer intui- 
tion, found their way into the prop- 
er slots, the pleasant good manners 
and efficiency of the U. S. Immi- 
gration and Customs officials would

make any American proud of them. 
They seem to cope with the lan- 
guage problem by a strange kind 
of telepathy! 

But we can be a little less than 
proud of the Walpurgisnacht na- 
ture of the baggage claim system— 
a wildly haphazard method by 
which you search out your luggage, 
load it on a cart and wheel it to the 
customs counters. It’s unnerving 
enough when you know your way 
around, but the innocent strangers 
looked as if they’d been thrown 
into a madhouse. 

Admittedly the Air France per- 
sonnel were doing their best to 
lessen the confusion, but even they 
could not come up with a guide- 
book. Idlewild is loaded with liter- 
ature about other lands, but if 
there is even a foreign language 
leaflet about America available, it 
is kept well hidden. The bookstores 
of the city are also ill-provided. 


UT OF human sympathy (and 

because we wanted to know 
just how much French he would 
find spoken in his hotel) we escort- 
ed our Frenchman to its reception 
desk, found it quite necessary “for 
us to do the talking for the room, 
while the clerk eyed him with polite 
curiosity. (Some large hotels do 
have interpreters who can _ be 
pressed into service.) But before 
arriving at the hotel, it had been 
revealed that our taxi man, within 
earshot of an alien tongue, so lost 
his sense of values that he had to 
be reminded sharply in English to 
return change out of the dollar 
given him for a 45¢ fare. (There is 
a movement afoot to enlist taxi men 
as important greeters. ) 

We half expected the French- 
man to take great umbrage at this 
state of affairs. But instead he 
could hardly be ousted from his 
room, so entranced was he by the 
television set plus the bedside ra- 
dio which had been provided. 

In fact, we were so intrigued by 
the stranger’s reactions that we 
appointed ourselves his sight-see- 
ing guide for two days. He de- 
murred at an organized bus tour 
because he said the only stops on 
the schedule that interested him 
were the Statue of Liberty and the 
UN Building. (His perception in 
this was sound, for it is a common 
complaint of foreigners that most 
sight-seeing trips are geared to 
American interests. ) 

We took him to a coffee shop 
(where the waitress felt she could 
break the language barrier simply 
enough by shouting) and to one 
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simple and one elegant restaurant, 
both of which pleased him might- 
ily because here the waiters gave 
him the opportunity to relax in his 
native tongue. 

We took him to the theater, 
where he understood not a word 
but appeared to catch on delight- 
edly to the mime. 

We walked him down the bright 
lights of Broadway, into an Auto- 
mat which he assured us he could 
not credit—not because the coffee 
poured automatically out of a 
spout, but because he had never be- 
fore seen an assembly of so many 
different kinds and colors of peo- 
ple. And, as a matter of fact, nei- 
ther had we—chiefly because we 
had never before taken time to no- 
tice what a richly assorted ethnic 
lot Americans are when you get 
them in a crowd. 

His greatest bafflement, aside 
from language, was our money and 
the tipping system. Why are nick- 
els larger than dimes, when they're 
worth less? Why isn’t the value of 
our coins marked in numbers? 
Why isn’t a service charge includ- 
ed in a bill? 

His greatest yen, expressed with 
almost painful shyness, was to visit 
some Americans in their own home. 
There he was particularly im- 
pressed by the Hi Fi, the diversity 
of books, the amazing performance 
of refrigerator, dishwasher, and 
the country-wide dial telephone 
and, much to everyone’s surprise, 
the double-hung windows and the 
round doorknobs. 

We cannot claim that we 
“Showed” this stranger America, 
but we feel modestly certain that, 
under our guidance, he acquired 
some important insights which he 
might well have missed if left to 
the kind of “hospitality” that in- 
dependent tourists are currently 
being treated to. And if he left 
New York innocent of Grant’s 
Tomb and the Fulton Fish Market, 
he at least could go home with the 
knowledge that he made contact 
with the most meaningful tourist 


attractions America has to offer— 
Americans themselves and _ their 
life on their own home grounds. 

It’s safe to say that the whole 
world is far more curious about the 
way we live than about our historic 
sites. We ourselves being the big 
attraction, the mechanics of exhib- 
iting the attraction are certainly 
going to tax the usual methods of 
commercial tourism. 

What is needed, of course, is 
personal contact, a people-to-peo- 
ple operation in the very real 
sense. We are reminded of the 
highly successful home-visit pro- 
grams in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, which are being adopted by 
other tourist-inclined countries as 
far afield as Japan and India. As 
yet, no official plan for establish- 
ing any such hospitality program 
seems to have formulated. 
National groups and societies in 
America have for years had wel- 
come 


been 


programs for visiting na- 
tionals. But now we hear that serv- 
ice organizations 
clubs are making spontaneous at- 
tempts to fill the gaps. 

Obviously, efforts of this kind 
are in the right direction. It strikes 
us as typically American that indi- 
viduals are already beginning to 
recognize their own responsibilities 
in our country’s tourism, even be- 
fore we have officially announced 
ourselves as a tourist country. 

But why shouldn’t we as indi- 
viduals be as concerned with our 
tourism as the travel industry it- 
self and the government agencies 
who will represent us? We all have 
a highly personal stake in showing 
America to our visitors. The great- 
er personal awareness we have of 
the new role we are about to play, 
the greater our chance of convinc- 
ing the world that we mean it when 
we say “Welcome to America. Let 
us show you a way of living which 
we believe is worth preserving.”

panels fold back. On the right of 
the kitchen, only the far screen is 
fixed. The remaining six panels fold 
back on casters. Two shoji panels 
mask the kitchen entrance, folding 
flat. The cost of bookcases, panels 
and installation was about $860. 
For $140 more, custom-built stor- 
age would provide more space, 
even more practically accessible. 
The drawing and plan at the bot- 
tom of page 62 show the same 


general plan as the portable stor- 
age plan, but the shelves are built 
to fill completely the zigzag space 
created when the doors are shut. 
Shelves by the kitchen door open 
to the kitchen entry, in effect en- 
larging the kitchen.

Pa- 
tients with calf-muscle cramps, a 
common complaint at night, are 
often instructed to sleep with their 
feet in the opposite position, that 
, flat against a footboard, so as 
to stretch the calf muscles. 
Jackknifing at the hips occurs 
in any chair with a seat that sinks 
way down and has a relatively firm 
front edge. Thus, your hips sag 
below your knees. This may seem

But not only war produces this 
condition. Any chair or sofa with 
a soft seat and a high, hard edge 
at the front may do it. The weight 
of your thighs against this edge 
compresses the large femoral blood 
vessels. 

Women who have short legs 
should be especially mindful of the 
kinds of chairs they sit in. A petite 
woman in her forties once asked 
why her legs and feet often became 
numb and went to sleep. As she 
sat describing her symptoms, I 
noticed that her legs the 
knees down were unusually short 
and her feet dangled without 
touching the floor. “There’s your 
trouble,” I said, pointing. When- 
ever this woman rode in buses or 
taxis, or went out to committee 
meetings or to the theater, or sat 
at a meal, the weight of her dan- 
gling legs compressed the blood 
vessels under her thighs and shut 
off the circulation. 

She had a footstool made with 
folding legs four inches high, 
which would fit inside a brief case. 
Now takes this 
and her symptoms are gone. 

The average straight chair meas- 
ures 17 inches from the front of 
the seat down to the floor. But some 
women have legs that measure only 
15 or even 14 inches from under- 
neath the knee to the heel.

Nature 
intended you to sit on the center 
of your buttocks and supplied you 
with two somewhat prominent bony 
called 
berosities, in the very middle of 


structures, the ischial tu- 
each buttock to support the heavy 
weight of the upper half of your 
body. In other words, your body 
should be held up by bone struc- 
ture, not muscle work. The bucket 
seat undoes this work of nature. It 


puts the weight on the sides of the 
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buttocks instead of in the center, so 
the center sags, rolling the thighs 
inward. If this distortion lasts, it 
produces discomfort. 

Fault No. 9. Chairs that are the 
wrong size for you. What a pity it 
is that furniture stores don’t carry 
chairs of good design made up, like 
clothing, in different sizes. A per- 
fectly designed chair that fulfills 
the preceding eight requirements 
listed will not be right for you at 
all if it’s the wrong size. Yet it 
would seem obvious that a chair 
the right size is just as necessary 
as a dress the right size—or more 
necessary.

Every big man has felt the strain 
of sitting in too cramped a_ posi- 
tion, and every littlke woman has 
wished for a chair her size when 
her feet didn’t touch the floor or 
her back wouldn’t reach the back 
of the chair because the seat was 
too high or too deep. 

It seems to me that in selecting 
furniture, you should know your 
just as you 
know your dress size, hip measure- 
ment, glove size, hat size, etc. For 
instance, you should know the 
length of your legs from knee to 
floor so you can tell right away 
whether a 17-inch-high chair is 
right for you or not. 

The nine-point checklist should 
help you in selecting chairs for 
yourself or your family. I recog- 
nize, of course, that different kinds 
of chairs are needed for different 
activities. A  dining-room chair 
hardly needs a head rest! 

But you don’t have to do any- 
thing outlandish to have correct 
furniture. It can be styled any 
way you like. Actually, our ances- 
tors in the early days of the United 
States had some chairs more com- 
fortable than most of ours. Long 
ago, they discovered that one of the 
best chairs in the world is the now 
old-fashioned cane-seated porch 
rocker with high back. 

This rocker has low enough arm- 
rests. It gives support to the upper 
shoulders and neck. It has a firm, 
flat back that can be padded to fit 
the lumbar region by adding a 
small cushion. The rocker can be 
tilted back to any degree desired 
so as to insure sufficient “slope.” 
The gentle motion of the rocking 


own measurements 
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is good because it favors circula- 
tion by alternately relaxing and 
contracting the muscles, and so 
keeps them from getting stiff. And 
the chair has long rockers which 
make it difficult to tip over. 

I remember the case of a wealthy 
New Yorker who lived in a 25- 
room house, filled with the most ele- 
gant furniture that money could 
buy. He suffered constantly from 
muscular backache. I visited his 
home and couldn’t find one chair 
that was suitable for him. Then he 
bought a porch rocker which cost 
him all of $7, and he placed it in 
the drawing room. His wife thought 
it so ugly she hastily had it covered. 

The next time I saw this man he 
told me he had bought two more 
of the porch rockers. “I have only 
one complaint,” he said, “l never 
get a chance to sit in my rocker. 
Someone else is always in it!” 

The old-fashioned upholstered 
rocker, as a rule, is a good chair. 
But speaking physiologically, not 
all rockers are well designed. The 
one with the scooped back and 
too-high armrests violates several 
rules of “sittability.” 

Oddly enough, another excellent 


chair is the dentist’s! It has an ad- 
justable headrest. It has just the 
right support for the lower back. It 
has armrests at the right height and 
an adjustable footrest. The seat it- 
self is firm. It’s no thing of beauty 
and most of us associate it in our 
minds with unpleasant moments of 
drilling, but, structurally, it is an 
almost ideal chair. 

School seats and church pews 


are often horrible examples of poor | 


seating. School seats are apt to be 
inflexible. Desk and seat are often 
fitted to the floor, or are all in one 
piece, so there’s no chance for ad- 
justment. The backs are apt to be 
vertical without any slope. There’s 
seldom enough variation in size to 
take care of all the different heights 
in the same class. 

In fact, I believe that poorly de- 
signed and wrong-size school seats 
are a major cause of inattention 
and inability to concentrate. If the 
seat is uncomfortable, your child 
squirms; he’s driven to squirm. 
And he is just too miserable to 
think. He’s an illustration of the 
old Greek proverb: 

“The mind can absorb no more 
than the seat can endure.”

pieces against the walls would have 
made this too big for conversation. 
So it became clear, by inductive 
reasoning, that all seating pieces 
would need to be placed forward 
from the wall—floating in the 
room, so to speak. (The plan at 
the bottom of page 79 shows what 
we mean.) 

Doing this created two unused 
corners. Thinking about this gave 
the clue to the still-unsolved prob- 
lem: how to introduce character 
and quality into this living room. A 
pair of six-fold Japanese screens 
could zigzag across these two cor- 
ners, adding interest to the archi- 
tecture and richness to the atmos- 
phere, while making the seating 
arrangements seem more cozy and 
protected. If such screens were 
raised above their normal floor 
height so that their entire decora- 
tive parts cleared the backs of the 
seating, this would make the visual 
pull that would invite and draw the 
eye when entering from the en- 
trance hall. 

Two were 
found. They gave the key to the 
color scheme, for they had lively 
ereens and blues predominating. 
Thus, the screens became the pivot 
or hinge for solving all the prob- 
lems: the arrangement, the color 


attractive screens 


scheme, the characterful quality of 
something artistic. And all these 
things were working together, aid- 
ing and interlocking with each 
other. 

With these basic problems solved, 
the rest was relatively easy. Colors 
in carpeting, fabrics, and paints 
were chosen to be shibui back- 
grounds for the astringent, acid 
sharpness of the screens, which 
would be in small ratio to the over- 
all color of the room. Carpeting 
was moss green. Upholstery and 
drapery fabrics were in various 
shades of gold green. A couple of 
chairs were done in real gold, 
which always has overtones of 
green in it. 

No attention was paid to align- 
ing all the furniture in any one 
period. More care was taken to find 
pieces that were in the right scale 
for the place they were to stand— 
not too big, not too small. And the 
seating was watched to see that it 
supplied a variety of kinds of com- 
fort: from straight-back to relaxed 
and sprawly, for all kinds of moods 
and occasions and behaviors. 

One very big cocktail table was 
decided upon to go in front of the 
eight-foot sofa, on the theory that 
the sofa grouping should be the

dominating grouping in the room. 
Since it tends to be dominant, any- 
way, why not emphasize it and pro- 
claim it and make it dramatic by 
its very ampleness? But just as a 
song cannot have too many high 
notes, so should a room not have 
too many overscale elements. The 
sofa and its table are thus the only 
big things in this room. All other 
pieces are of average size or even 
delicate in scale.

@ Among the hundreds of vegeta- 
bles the Chinese use in their re- 
nowned cuisine, what we call Chi- 
nese cabbage is a prime favorite. 
This is high esteem indeed. 

While we have found no dis- 
agreement as to the goodness of 
Chinese cabbage, the matter of no- 
|menclature is a veritable Chinese 
| puzzle. 

But it is well worth getting the 
names straightened out so you can 
| buy the seed, or the vegetable it- 


| self, and know what you have. 


Actually there are two plants 


| known as Chinese cabbage. Let’s 


first consider the one that seems to 
have the best claim to the title. 





You will find it in seed catalogs 
under “Chinese cabbage” or “celery 
cabbage.” It may be called Wong 
Bok, Pe-tsai, Paoting, Michihli, or 
Chihli. Botanically, it is Brassica 
pekinensis. Many seedsmen carry 
it. Some varieties are taller or nar- 


rower than others, but, as far as the 


palate is concerned, it is Chinese 
cabbage and delicious. 
[t is now carried in many Ameri- 
can grocery stores as Chinese cab- 
or celery cabbage. You'll find 
it in any Chinese store where 
greens are sold. Here it may be 
called Sui (Soo) ( hoy. Lung Nga 
Bok, or W ong Bok 
ou will know it by the long, 
rather narrow, tight head of light- 
sreen leaves with the top neatly

curled over—unless it has been 
chopped off. It is shown both ways 
in the photograph above. 

Confusion may arise at the Chi- 
nese grocer’s. When you ask for 
Chinese cabbage you might get an- 
other excellent green, variously 
called Chinese chard, Bok (Bak, or 
Pak) Choy (or Toy), or mustard 
cabbage. Its proper botanical name 
is Brassica chinensis. 

This plant has very white (and 
tender) stems with leafy tops of rich 
green. It is often seen in the store 
with clusters of small, yellow, mus- 
tard-like flowers (photo, page 110). 

Seed of B. 
widely available, but De Giorgi of 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, lists it as 
Mustard Bak Toy.

It is a great mystery to me why 
this fine vegetable has missed the 
favor it deserves for so long. An-

turies, but this superior Chinese 
cabbage has lingered at home. In 
the 18th Century, missionaries sent 
seeds of several varieties to Europe 
and they were planted, but nothing 
came of it. In 1845 the most emi- 
nent seedsman in France _ tried 
again to introduce it but failed. 
Onty in the present century has 
it achieved moderate acceptance. 

I would think that most people 
would desire to like it, just on 
sight. When you cut through the 
head, it seems exceedingly clean 
and crisp, with a novel but healthy 
strangeness. The head is shaped 
somewhat like that of Cos lettuce 
with no stem in evidence and has 
enough resemblance to celery to be 
called celery cabbage in total er- 
ror, for in neither taste nor species 
is it related to celery. 

You may not think you care for 
Chinese cabbage, but give it a 
chance, for our tastes do change, 
though never, I think, by the power 
of matter 
whether you do the nagging for 


nagging. It does not 
yourself or someone else does it 
for you. One of the best ways to 
break a hard case against a cer- 
tain vegetable is to grow it and eat 
it fresh from the garden, but even 
this has not persuaded me to like 
spinach. It has converted me_ to 
other vegetables, though, and it al- 
most seems that I have an obliga- 
tion to preach and insist that every 
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gardener try some he thinks he 
does not like—give them a try, at 
the very least. 

Chinese cabbage is a cool-weath- 
er crop, and here in the Northeast 
we plant it almost exclusively for 
fall. I happen to know that it is 
also grown as an autumn crop in 
Shantung Province, China, where 
it has been at home for centuries, 
so this must be the right idea. The 
book says, however, that you may 
gamble with it in the spring, and, 
if the weather happens to be cool, 
you may have a lucky crop. For 
spring planting, start the seed in- 
doors in individual pots or other 
such containers just four weeks be- 
fore the date when you can ordi- 
narily work the garden. Set them 
out as soon as possible, for they 
can stand some frost. The reason 
for the pots is that Chinese cab- 
bage does not possess the indomi- 
table comeback of some other 
Brassicaceae. It can endure trans- 
planting, but, if the change is or- 
dinarily rough, the set-back in 
growth may be sufficient to delay 
progress until hot weather strikes 
like a blight, for most varieties take 
70 to 90 days to mature. 


OU MUST transplant potted 
seedlings within four weeks be- 
cause, if you do not, they will bolt 
into flower and ruin, as though 
driven to desperate urgency by the 
confined quarters—in fact, I sus- 
pect that this is a fair description 
of what actually takes place. The 
short husky variety called Paoting 
or Wong Bok endures hot weather 
better than the taller Michihli, 
which, however, matures in shorter 
order, some 70 days. Wong Bok is 
the favored variety in the South. 
Michihli, an improved Chihli, 
seems to have taken the market 
hereabouts, for in prominent cat- 
alogs it is the only one listed. This 
was the variety I grew in 1959, the 
year when we had corn weather 
in cabbage time. Summer lingered 
into October, humid mildew weath- 
er. | remember swimming in our 
lake on October 5 without feeling 
particularly brave. Our climate is 
about the same as Boston, Pitts- 
burgh, and St. Louis. We 
Chinese cabbage in July, never 
later than August 5, in view of the 
fact that we sometimes have a kill- 
ing frost around October 15. Up 
where the north woods begin, the 
gardener should plant earlier; far- 
ther south, August into October. 


SOW 


I have grown this vegetable suc- 
cessfully in rich bottom land and 
on a sandy hill, somewhat depleted, 
with a generous use of 5-10-5 fer- 
tilizer. It is not highly particular, 
except that the garden must be 


well-drained and have a pH within 
reasonable garden limits. But, I 
think, like all members of the fam- 
ily, it really prefers a mellowed 
manure pile. If you can, dig in a 
quart of well-rotted manure or 
compost for each three feet of row. 
Then three inches to the side of 
the plants dig in five pounds of 
commercial fertilizer for each 50 
feet of row. The fertilizer may be 
a 5-10-5, but if it is higher in nitro- 
gen, very well. 


N SANDY soils, a side dressing 

of a small handful of nitrogen 
fertilizer scratched into the earth 
three or four inches away from the 
main stem of each plant seven 
weeks after planting, and again a 
month later, is a good investment, 
particularly if the season is wet. 
For, like all leafy vegetables, Chi- 
nese cabbage requires a full and 
steady supply of this element, 
which leaches away so readily in 
the autumn rains. 

Water also must be in steady 
supply, and for this reason as well 
as others, a mulch is better than 
cultivation. In Shantung, I hear, 
they water the cabbage every day, 
but such pampering is not for the 
lazy gardener in our climate. 

Sow the seed less than half an 
inch deep and place the rows 30 
inches apart. Thin to 15 inches 
apart in the row. If you thin by 
stages judiciously, you can bring 
to the kitchen thinnings that make 
good salads or pot herbs, for Chi- 
nese cabbage is edible at any stage. 

Practically all the cultivated 
crucifers are subject to club root, 
so I chose the place of the Chinese 
cabbage with rotation in mind. I 
have never had trouble with club 
root on Chinese cabbage, but I 
suppose it will carry over the slime 
mould that causes those swellings, 
ten times normal size, on the roots 
of other crucifers. This year I will 
move the whole mustard tribe, in- 
cluding all radishes and turnips, if 
any, to the other end of the garden; 
next year they will be somewhere 
in between, and so on to reach a 
four-year rotation. 

In some gardens the best plan 
may be to reserve a spot for this 
family and keep the pH_ there 
above 7.2 from year to year. Club 
root cannot survive in soil as sweet 
as that. But it says here that the 
cabbages and mustards grow best 
with a pH of 6.0 to 6.8. Well, let 
us not make a dictum out of a 
modicum. I have grown excellent 
crucifers on sweet soil. 

Chinese cabbage is not very vul- 
nerable to other diseases in the 
home garden. I do treat my seed 
with fungicide, though damping- 


off hasn’t been much of a problem. 
Three of the common crucifer 
spoilers have adapted their uni- 
forms to the color of Chinese cab- 
bage; an aphid, the cabbage loop- 
er, and the cabbage worm. They 
are all vulnerable to rotenone or a 
general insecticide, and I do not 
hesitate to use it, for the outside 
leaves (where they operate) pretty 
well cover the edible inner head. 
In the last 4,000 years one might 
think that the Asiatic garden beetle 
would have acquired a special taste 
for Chinese cabbage, and he may 
do some harm, but he really pre- 
fers asters, beans, dahlias, and 
chrysanthemums. He has been de- 
scribed accurately and adequately 
as an animated bean. He 
works at night and spends the day 
underground. You may find him 
there, near the surface. But he is 
not too troublesome in the garden, 
for he is a chewing insect and 
thus finds easy death from many 
insecticides. If cutworms or grubs 
are a plague in your soil, spread a 
little chlordane along the row. 
When the head feels wide and 
solid at the base and the outer 


coflee 


leaves curve broadly away from the 
tip, the cabbage is mature. It will 
keep in good shape rooted in the 
garden for several weeks. Light 
frost will do no harm. When you 
need a head, cut it off at ground 
level or pull it up, and strip off 
the heavy outer leaves for the com- 
post pile. Last year I had several 
still standing in the garden when 
the big freeze threatened. I piled 
leaves around them, covering them 
well over the tips. A few of the 
tops froze a little along in De- 
cember, but the heads inside re- 
mained as fresh as well, as 
Chinese cabbage—I cannot think 
of a better symbol of freshness. 
We had the last at New Year’s. 


ORTUNATELY, Chinese cab- 

bage keeps in good quality, al- 
though, like anything else, it is bet- 
ter when fresh from the garden. In | 
fact, some gardeners may think the 
store species is good enough and 
so it is not worth while in their 
patch, except for one thing: You 
can’t always get it in the store. In 
Japan they salt it into a sauerkraut, 
called natsuki, in the same manner 
as we make our cabbage kraut.

@ The recording of Broadway mu- 


sicals with original casts has an 
anniversary in December. 
Oklahoma!, in 1943, came out with 
the first cast recording. That album 


sold more copies than any other 


popular record album ever issued 
until My Fair Lady came along. 
Collecting cast albums is one of 
the joys of phonograph-owning. 
Collectors get as intense about their 


hobby as stamp enthusiasts and 


camera bugs. Reasons vary. Some 
collectors say the cast.album is the 
only way to bring Broadway home. 
It has the authentic touch and when 
you play the Camelot album you 
can practically smell Broadway 
at 8:40. 

Others say cast recordings are 
the only way to hear the American 
popular song in its rightful con- 
text, 
posed, by musicians whose primary 
purpose is to interpret the music 
rather than simply express their 
own “pop” style. 

Perhaps the most violent believe 
that the musical comedy is Ameri- 
ca’s one identifiable art form, and 
the album is its precious record 
(pun intended). Those who like to 
listen only to serious music may 
easily overlook the fact that there’s 
such a thing as quality in a popular 


played the way it was com- 


song, that quality or its absence is 
exactly as important to a popular 
song as it is to a car or a coflee 
table. Record sales figures seem to 
show that in the long run, even in 
popular music, it’s quality people 
want and are willing to pay for. 
Since popular records have been 
on sale since well before 1900, one 
might wonder why it took the high- 


ly competitive record companies 
half a century to discover oil in 
their own back yards. The switch in 
thinking after doing Oklahoma! 
was from hit songs to hit shows, 
a switch further accelerated after 
1948 by the introduction of the LP 
record. From Show Boat to The 
Sound of Music, it is a rare Broad- 


way musical which can boast as | 


many as three authentic hits in 
one score. In the twenties and 
thirties the Al Jolsons, Helen Mor- 
gans, Fanny Brices—name your 
own entertainer—recorded one or 


two of the most popular tunes from | 


a show in which they starred and 
let it go at that. The competitor 
who didn’t have Helen Morgan un- 
der contract matched her recording 
of “Bill” with that of a big-name 
star from radio or movies. 

When Ethel Merman brought 
Cole Porter’s Panama Hattie to 
Broadway in 1940, the late Jack 
Kapp of Decca engaged la Merman 


to record four numbers from the | 


show and, equally important, pack- 
aged them in an album adorned 
with performance photographs of 
the production. This was not a cast 
recording but its sales suggested 
that those who could afford a $4.40 
seat for a musical—those were 
the days!—might spend half that 
amount on a souvenir of the eye- 
ning’s pleasure. In the twenty-one 
years that have elapsed between 
Panama Hattie and Camelot, the 
urge to enjoy a show all over again 
at home—what Wordsworth called 
“emotion recollected in tranquil- 
lity’—is still a potent factor in 
cast-recording sales.

And then there is the lure of the 
Big Town. Thousands of people all 
over America (and England as 
well) who, for any number of rea- 
sons, find it impossible to come to 
New’ York, have shown they are 
willing to pay for the flavor of an 
evening in Manhattan. Wistfully, 
perhaps, in Oklahoma City or New- 
castle-on-Tyne, they buy the next 
best thing to a seat down front at 
the Majestic. the Imperial, or the 
Winter Garden. 


[* TOOK Decca nine months to 
get the first Oklahoma! record- 
ing on the market. Now, no self- 
respecting musical opens in New 
York without at least an arrange- 
ment for cast recording, which, hit 
or miss, must be met according to 
contract. (When a major company 
like Columbia gets stuck with a 
turkey like Juno, Marc Blitzstein’s 
musical version of O’Casey’s Juno 
and the Paycock, a show which 
lasted for two weeks in 1959, the 
album is produced and marketed 
in the usual way—but only in such 
quantity as to meet the limited de- 
mand. On the other hand, the sky 
is almost the limit when recording 
shows like The Sound of Music 
and Camelot.) 

Recordings are usually made the 
first or second Sunday following 
the opening, and it’s a far cry from 
the glamour of a costumed produc- 
tion in the theater. Take. for ex- 
ample, the recording session for the 
Offenbach—E. Y. Harburg musical, 
The Happiest Girl in the World, 
an extravaganza Cyril 
Ritchard which was set in ancient 
Greece. Except for the impeccably 
dressed Mr. Ritchard, who always 
looks as if he were turned out for 
a cocktail party, nearly everybody 
was in rehearsal clothes or shirt 
The studio 
abandoned Presbyterian Church on 
Manhattan’s East 39th Street. For 
acoustical purposes, it was hung

phones were everywhere; so were 
containers of half- 
tasted coffee. The chorus of Per- 
sian courtesans who made such a 


lukewarm, 


hit in a brief bit onstage looked 
about as Persian as Macy's base- 
ment or a beatnik coffee-house. 
Although Ritchard directed the 
musical in which he starred, at the 
recording he took a back seat to 
shirt-sleeved Goddard Lieberson, 
Columbia Records president and 
the “Mister Big” of the cast re- 
cording business. A session, for 


which the participants receive one 
week’s salary, begins around ten 
in the morning. With the endless 
retakes demanded by a perfection- 
ist like Lieberson, it is likely to 
continue till 4:00 a.m. the following 
morning—with the record due in 
the shops two days later. Any out- 
sider who thinks he will, in effect, 
have seen a production of a Broad- 
way hit by attending a recording 
session is dead wrong; the repeti- 
tion of numbers until every detail 
is perfect is more than enough to 
drive all of the people concerned 
to drink. : 

Lieberson has said that, in a cast 
recording, more important than mi- 
crophone technique is “the think- 
ing and editing done before the 
cast is ever in the studio—concep- 
tions as to how the most may be 
made of a musical scene, how its 
dramatic context can be retained, 
how the orchestra must sound out 
of the pit and how it can suggest 
for the ears what was formerly sup- 
plemented by the eyes. .. . The 
microphone must be subservient to 
the dramatic idea and not the other 
way around... .” 

The forgotten man who is re- 
sponsible for many of the memo- 
rable effects is the musical ar- 
ranger. He takes the tunes and 
weaves them into the overture and 
the entr’acte music (which many 
feel is often the best part of the 
pie); he determines whether the 
cellos, the violins, or the horns will 
carry the melody, and a thousand 
other details which contribute to 
the final effect. An arranger usu- 
ally has a maximum of three weeks 
in which to turn out 1,000 pages 
of score, including, the overture. 
The average number of tunes in a 
Broadway show is about twenty; 
the arranger’s job is to weld them 
into a coherent, exciting whole. 
Having farmed out this chore to 
an arranger of his own selection, a 
composer usually leaves it to him; 
to do otherwise is, in a sense, like 
telling a taxi driver how to get to 
a given destination. If he doesn’t 
know already, he has no business 
in the business. In the theater, 
where everybody has to be some 
kind of specialist to survive, this 
is one of the most highly special- 
ized jobs of all. 


OMPETITION among the com- 
panies for a successful new 
show is hot and heavy. Even though 
CBS, Columbia Records’ parent 
company, provided most of the back- 
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ng for My Fair Lady and Camelot, 
Yolumbia Records had to bid for 
recording rights against its com- 
yetition. And competition has oc- 
asionally produced what can only 
haritably be called half-cast re- 
ordings. RCA Victor was a major 
ngel behind the Broadway version 
f Call Me Madam (1950) and it 
ecorded Irving Berlin’s score with 
verybody in the company except 
Madam Ethel Merman. She was 
inder contract to her old friends 
t Decca, who promptly produced 
n album of the same songs in 
vyhich she was assisted by Dick 
Jaymes and Eileen Wilson of radio 
ame. Say it again: there’s no busi- 
iess like show business. 

In the selected list of cast re- 
ordings appended here, the first 
‘ame given after the show’s title is 
he composer’s—because, however 
Nary Martin, Ethel Merman, and 
he hundreds of other talented peo- 
le involved in a big Broadway 
sroduction may feel about it, the 
tux of a musical is always the 
question: How is the music? Dif- 
icult as it may be for most of us

From a decorator’s daybook, news of

Furnishing a house by remote con- 
trol takes a little doing under any 
circumstances, but when you have 
a far-away client like Martha Gren- 
ville, whose tastes are as educated 
as many a decorator’s, you begin 
to wish you’d taken a course in 
semantics.

The solution was so painlessly ef- 
fective that I think everyone should 
learn about it, whether he lives in 
the desert or next door to the fur- 
niture factory. I simply had her 
write to Baker Furniture Inc. in 
Holland, Michigan, and ask them

dream material, too, for perusal 
by armchair shoppers who want to 
educate themselves in quality and 
good design.

It might have been irritating, but 
not surprising, therefore, to re- 
ceive a communication indicating

At this point I sat down 
at my typewriter and tossed off a 
little stream of consciousness, to 
the effect that one doesn’t order 
fine art like a case of beans and, 
‘even if one wanted to, what art 
dealer in his right mind would let 

his stock in trade off the premises, 
-eare of an unknown customer in 
the wildwood? But, fortunately, this 
communication never got stamped 
-and sent to the Herbermans, for 
just in time my eye fell upon 
the topmost letter in my unread 
mail. Its letterhead read, “Gal- 
leries National, Phoenix, Arizona,” 
and its message purported to solve 
the shopping problems of all art- 
lovers who find themselves too far 
removed from the galleries and 
dealers to browse the field in per- 
son. Through this ingeniously de- 
vised but really simple service, you 
can select original paintings from 
a collection of 35mm. color slides, 
which come to you by mail for a 
postpaid rental fee of $2. 

You make your choice from the 
work of the Galleries’ stable of

two hundred or more afhliated art- | 


ists, many of whom have had their 
work hung in museums and in pri- 
vate collections. Their biographies 


and examples of their work are | 
shown in a booklet which comes 


to you as soon as you order. From 


this you indicate what kind of | 


paintings you'd like included when 
the actual slide collection is sent 
to you. Since the paintings are 
photographed in frames, you can 
project them on the wall in exactly 
the position you'd like them to 
hang. Each slide is clearly marked 
with the name of the painter, its 
dimensions and price, and its own 


number for ordering (see illustra- | 
tion). Naturally, there are no du- | 


plicate paintings, since these are 
all original works, priced at fair, 
going rates for good art. When you 
make your final decision and the 
actual painting is shipped to you, 
you are urged to live with it a 
while to be sure you're sure of it 
before the sale is completed. 

Whether you buy or not, the 
slide collection itself is like having 
an art gallery move into your home, 
and you can spend an enlightening 
evening, even make a party of it, 
looking at some of the newest and 
freshest American work. The col- 
lection comes with a booklet on 
art appreciation, so it could also 
be a home study course. 

Since this kind of mail-order 
bonanza does seem a little hard to 
credit, I tried it myself before 
encouraging the Herbermans to do 
likewise. But I knew I was on the 
right track when I discovered 
among the slides a water color of 
Haitian houses by the very artist 
the Herbermans admired. It hangs 


now, along with two other paint- 
ings they chose themselves, as a 
reminder in the wilderness that no 
one these days need ever be far 
from the lovely creations man him- 
self can make.—M. G.

The sun and sky and surrounding landscape are all part 
of life here. The inner, carpeted bathroom faces a marble- 
lined alcove that houses a spacious sunken pool, a long 
marble bench for relaxing, and a shower compartment large 
enough for a comfortable seat. The alcove is glass-enclosed 
at the sides and overhead, and stepping into it is like stepping 
out into nature itself. Though there are no other houses 
nearby, a motor-driven canvas curtain encircles the alcove 
to provide greater privacy and sun control, if needed. From 
the sunken pool, there are long vistas from the hilltop on 
which the house stands; from the shower there are views 
of an intimate garden just outside its glass walls. 

The inner bathroom is a dressing room as well. There are 
two lavatory counters, each with generous cabinet and mirror 
space.

A Physical Fitness Program —

for Home Use 


To live correctly, so that good health, stamina, and long life are your lot, 


takes the correlation of many different kinds of knowledge. It also takes determined application 


on a daily basis. This means a program that centers in and around the home

@ How to live right, so life is good and rewarding, takes 
more than a little bit of know-how. As the frontiers of 
knowledge get pushed out, conducting one’s life properly 
is clearly a more complicated proposition than our grand- 
parents thought when they admonished us to “keep a clean 
mind in a clean body.” 

It takes a knowledge of nutrition together with the eating 
of a proper diet to achieve an optimum nutrition for the 
life you lead and the physical type you are. It requires a 
knowledge of what produces fatigue, so we can avoid incur- 
ring it in damaging amounts and recover from it quickly. 
We need to know how to avoid polluted air. water. and 
foods, so we will not fall prey to the diseases that are 
generated by them. We need to know how to achieve truly 
restful rest—rest that really restores. We need to know how 
to keep our figures taut and slim and straight and agile, 
even in old age. 

The difficulty in achieving all these things is that modern 


living is not conducive to regular and consistent life on 
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this basis. It is easy to exercise in the summer or on week 
ends. But sporadic exercise does not accomplish enough 
and can even be dangerous. We may rest well some nights, 
but not others, and not know the reason why or how to 
correct it. We can use up our energy in worry and can 
even make ourselves sick this way, not knowing how to free 
the mind of its draining obsessions. We may eat properly 
one meal, or for one day, and then cancel out the good we 
have achieved by eating in an unbalanced way the next day, 
because we are not keeping an over-all eye on our nutritional 
behavior, or because we are ignorant. 

In short, we need to learn how to practice the numerous 
little arts of well-being. 

Gratifyingly enough, all the things you should do aid and 
abet each other. When you exercise, you are more likely 
to sleep well. When dieting to lose weight, you will accom- 
plish it faster if you are exercising. In fact, you will feel 
better, emotionally and physically, if you combine exercise 
with a weight-reducing diet. Taking a long whirlpool bath 
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before going to bed is refreshing by itself, but it also 
improves the quality of your later sleep. When you do 
all the right things, they have a cumulative effect of great 
benefit. 

Dr. Ancel Keys, a leading physiologist specializing in 
diet and health, says there is a big connection between 
fatigue and nutritional faults. “In modern American life, 
the fatigue many of us feel is probably more of psycho- 
logical than of physiological origin. Hurry, frustration, 
worry, and boredom steal our energy and leave us tired. 
On the physiological side, bad posture, ill-fitting shoes, over- 
heated rooms, lack of fresh air and physical exercise con- 
tribute to tired feelings at least as often as dietary faults. ... 
Fatigue and lack of energy are common complaints of people 
who are badly nourished from lack of food, from over- 
eating, or from specific dietary deficiencies.” 

Since most of us eat at least two meals a day at home, 
it is clear that the basis for sound nutrition must be built 
in the home. Optimum nutritional practices have many- 
sided benefits. For what good nutrition improves or cures, 
it ordinarily helps to prevent. 

Dr. Carlton Fredericks, a well-known nutritionist, puts it 
very well when he says: “The body requires from the daily 
diet some fifty-odd nutrients which it cannot manufacture 
for itself. If these factors are provided in the proper balances 
and amounts (and ‘proper’ is a term with different mean- 
ings for every person, for we are all highly individual), 
the reward will be the achievement of the potential with 
which we were born. If the diet does not supply proper 
quantities and balances of these nutrients, there will be a 
penalty. It may show itself in deviations from normal health, 
either physical or mental, and the consequences may take 
years to appear. The lapse (lag) is often so delayed that 
the effects of long-continued diet are frequently confused 
with and identified as the toll of ‘normal’ aging.” 

The nutritional front has to be watched with as much 
regularity and sagacity as the stock market. New facts 
are being discovered at a great rate, so you need to keep 
up-dating what you know in the light of new findings. It 
is really a very thrilling drama that is unfolding, as dra- 
matic as the exploring of outer space. And it is more 
personally useful to us since it can put spring in our steps 
and sparkle in our eyes. 

Every family who wants to take advantage of the best 
knowledge of our time should be building a nutrition library 
—the basic books on foods and cookery that give an under- 
standing of this vital area. Once you have the basic back- 
ground of knowledge, you can understand the news about 
current discoveries and findings as they appear in the press. 

Practicing the little arts of well-being calls for much 
more than eating right daily. It means being able to handle 
the wear and tear on the body that comes from innumerable 
causes. The rate of wear and tear varies with different 
people. But it also varies from day to day and from year 
to: year for the same person. These bodily changes, which 
result from exposure to anything (heat, cold, fatigue, injury, 
infection, x-rays, worry, surgery, nervous tension, and all 
kinds of life situations), are generally non-specific. That 
is, they are not specific enough to be a headache or a pain 
and therefore classifiable. The sum of all these non-specific 
changes caused by function or damage is called “stress” by 
the medical profession. 

Stress is, therefore, the result of exposure to life situa- 
tions. It is one of the main causative factors in disease, 
now so recognized by the medical profession. Besides 
stress, there are, of course, specific disease-producers 
such as microbes, malnutrition, etc. (Please turn the page)

Dr. Hans Selye, the doctor whose monumental researches 
on this subject of stress are acknowledged as a turning 
point in medical thinking in this century, puts it this way: 
“When you look on stress as the rate of wear and tear in 
the body, the close relationship between aging and stress 
becomes particularly evident. Stress is the sum of wear and 
tear caused by any kind of vital reaction throughout the 
body at any one time. That is why it can act as a common 
denominator of all the biologic changes which go on in the 
body; it is a kind of ‘speedometer of life’. 

“True physiologic aging is not determined by the time 
elapsed since birth, but by the total amount of wear and 
tear to which the body has been exposed . . . by the speed of 
self-consumption; for life is essentially a process which 
gradually spends the amount of adaptation energy that we 
inherited from our parents. Vitality is like a special kind 
of bank account which you can use up by withdrawals but 
cannot increase by deposits. Your only control over this most 
precious fortune is the rate at which you make your with- 
drawals. The solution is not to stop withdrawing, for 
this would be death. Nor is it to withdraw just enough for 
survival, for this would permit only a vegetative life, worse 
than death. The intelligent thing is to withdraw generously, 
but never expend wastefully.” 

Dr. Selye recommends that, as far as man can regulate his 
life, he should seek to equalize stress by what he calls 
“deviation”—the frequent shifting-over of work from one 
part to another. The human body, like tires on a car or a 
rug on the floor, wears longest when it wears evenly. So 
the more we vary our actions the less any one part suffers 
from attrition. 

Stress, from whatever cause, will take less toll of your 
body if you can adapt to it. Such adaptation takes energy. 
As Dr. Selye points out, “the living machine can make con- 
siderable repairs and adjustments en route, as long as it 
has adaptation energy. . . . Resting an overworked part in 
the body helps, not only by “cooling it down” but also by 
permitting it to make major repairs and even improvements 
in its structure.” 

The wisest way to live therefore is to cherish our ability 
to adapt to the stresses of life, because there will always 
be stresses. We must husband this adaptation energy, which 
is what helps us “take it” without paying too big a price. 
It means living wisely by the laws of nature. It means de- 
termining our optimum and then staying within it. It means 


getting enough rest so that we are renewed for each new 





day. It means a balancing of our activities—both physical 
and mental—so that we do many kinds of things. This 
means having many kinds of interests, as well. In a nutshell 
it means living the well-rounded life. 

The animal has instinctive responses to demands of life. 
Its stresses are more or less constant, and it adapts itself 
in a routine, inherited, age-old manner to such demands. 
The strong ones, with sufficient energy, live, thrive, multiply. 
The weak ones become ill, fall prey to other animals, and 
are killed or die. 

Man, however, has changed his natural environment. and 
thereby introduced unusual stresses in his daily life. His 
home environment either helps or hinders in meeting these 
stresses, in adjusting to them, thus using his inherited 
or acquired energy. 

The home environment, therefore, plays an important role 


in our adaptation to the stresses (Please turn the page)

e@ The seven exercises given on these pages are part of the re- 
vivifying regimen used at The Golden Door, a beauty and health 
spa in Escondido, California. They were created by Dr. Anne 
Marie Bennstrom, director of The Golden Door. They are very 
effective and not too hard, even for people who have never taken 
any exercise. One woman using them lost a total of six inches in 
six days. They should be used for at least 40 minutes a day, and 
accompanied by lively, strong beat music of the “pop” variety. 
The best proof of their effectiveness is Dr. Bennstrom’s own 
figure, which you see in this series of photographs. 
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Position: Kneel on all fours with hands shoul- 
der-width apart. An exercise mat helps here, but 
a folded beach towel will do. 





Movement: Swing right leg straight out to the 
side as far as you can and then all the way over 
to the left until you feel a numbness in your hip. 
Repeat with left leg. 


Benefit: This is the paramount exercise for the 
hips, and is also good for the fanny and waist. 
How many times? Until the cows come home! 
Do it to waltz time. 














Resistive Exercises 





Once upon a time, there was a Greek philosopher 
named Heraclitus. He believed that everything is 
defined by its opposite (good by bad, hot by cold, 
etc.). He said everything is the outcome of oppo- 
site forces, or opposite tension. We use his prin- 
ciple of opposite tension to give more life to our 
exercises. Arms and legs resist each other, or 
rather you resist yourself—for a change.

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of life. The elements of that environment are: nutrition, 
exercise, sleep, work, rest, friendship, and love. 

Good adjustment to any stress increases our zest for liv- 
ing and prepares us to meet other stresses, spontaneously, 
or those that we face willingly, as a challenge. 

In the words of the poem (Tennyson’s Ulysses) : 

“All experience is an arch where through 
Gleams that untravelled world, whose margin fades 
For ever and for ever when I move. 
How dull it is to pause, to make an end 
To rust unburnished, not to shine in use.” 
To meet the siresses of life is “to shine in use”; to avoid 
them is to “rust unburnished.” 

One of the concerns of this issue is how to get more rest 
out of sleep. The fine points of restful sleeping are end- 
less, and they differ quite widely for different people. We 
each have to work out the combination of conditions that is 
most effective for us. And we must not let our needs and 
idiosyncrasies be pooh-poohed by others just because they 
are not pertinent to them. For the person involved, these little 
adjustments of the environment of sleeping and preparing 
to sleep are completely valid—even crucial. Preparing to 
sleep should be a process which we think of as an activity of 
the whole day. A well-rounded kind of tiredness is the key. 
Being both mentally and physically fatigued is very im- 
portant. One without the other does not produce the most 
restful sleep. 

Even working with your body, as a housewife does, does 
not guarantee that all the muscles of the body have been 
given a workout. Consequently, doing a wide variety of 
exercises is very beneficial. 

Recently, exercises have been so much thought of as 
figure slimmers that their real function has been lost sight 
of. Exercising’s twin values are: that it helps get rid of the 
body’s metabolic wastes and prevents muscles from soften- 
ing and deteriorating. The body is a living organism, a most 
complicated piece of machinery. All the parts must be used 
or they will deteriorate, just as a machine rusts or “freezes.” 
When the body is used, as it was meant to be, it thrives. 
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Of course, this means exercising vigorously enough to 
produce perspiration. If you don’t do it long enough and 
hard enough to perspire, you are not achieving one of the 
most important physiological goals—ridding yourself of 
wastes through the skin, lightening the load on your kidneys. 
Exercising to the point of perspiring revives the muscles 
involved, tautening them and slimming the figure. 

One of the most important benefits of exercise is that 
it increases your stamina to do other kinds of work. It 
reduces your fatiguability, letting you do more of what- 
ever you have been doing. In short, exercise increases your 
efficiency as an operating human being. For people whose 
goals have always seemed bigger than their capacity, such 
effective exercise is a wonderful discovery. 

So, exercising has many other values besides preparing 
you for delicious restful sleep. 

The exercises shown on these pages are simplicity itself. 
Some take no equipment at all; others a very minimum. A 
generous exercise mat, wide enough and long enough, cost- 
ing about $40, is the most you would need to pay to be able 
to exercise vigorously. Exercising to music—lively, peppy, 
dance-type music—is good insurance that you will get into 
the swing of it and stay with it. 

Another way to get prepared for sleep during the day is 
very well described by Dr. Selye in his book, The Stress of 
Life. He says: “Do not let yourself get carried away and 
keyed up more than is necessary to acquire the momentum 
for the best performance of what you want to do in the 
interest of self-expression. If you get keyed up too much, 
especially during the later hours of the day, your stress- 
reaction may carry over into the night. 

“Keep in mind that the hormones produced during acute 
stress are meant to alarm you and key you up for peak 
accomplishments. They tend to combat sleep and to promote 
alertness during short periods of exertion; they are not 
meant to be used all day long. If too much hormone material 
is circulating in your blood, it will keep you awake, just 
as a tablet of ephedrine would. (Incidentally, ephedrine is 
chemically related to adrenaline.) Your insomnia has a 
chemical basis, which cannot be easily talked away after it 
has developed; and, at night in bed, it is too late to prevent 
it from developing.” 

Another good way to prepare for sleep is the long hot 
soak in a tub. A delightful addition (Please turn the page) 





Lie on floor, resting back on ball 
between shoulder blades. Clasp 
hands.in back of neck. Move back 
across ball from side to side. This 
exercise massages the fleshy parts 
of your shoulders and underarms. 


Lying prone on floor, place ball beneath 
abdomen. Rest weight on elbows and toes 
and raise body slightly from floor. Roll 
on ball in wide circle from left to right. 
This deep massage smoothes away or 
wards off fatty abdominal cushions. 


Lying on the floor, place ball beneath upper 
abdomen. Hold arms outstretched and parallel 
in front, elbows bent. Rest weight on elbows 
and legs. Roll the ball from side to side across 
the diaphragm. This massages both the dia- 
phragm and the waist, trimming the latter. 
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is the whirlpool bath. This means pressurizing the water 
while also aerating it with air bubbles and delivering it 
through a nozzle which you can direct at will at any part 
of your body. It gives you, in effect, a water massage— 
one of the most agreeable and relaxing experiences and 
infinitely more agreeable than manual massage. Several 
of House BEAUTIFUL’s editors, who have been taking whirl- 
pool baths for several years, are ardent fans. One editor puts 
it this way: “Thirty minutes in a whirlpool bath before 
bed is the equivalent of an extra hour of sleep. You are on 
the way to being rested before you get to bed, and it seems 
to improve the quality of the sleep that follows.” 

You can get pressurized bubbly bath water most easily by 
using a portable appliance that is essentially a water pump. 
It is designed to be grounded so there is no danger of being 
electrocuted. (It has Underwriter’s Laboratory approval.) 


(Pictures of all these ways accompany this article.) Prices 
for these vary widely, depending on quality. 

People using these devices to get their feet higher than 
horizontal and even higher than the head attribute to their 
gadgets different reasons for liking them. Some call them 
relaxers. Some call them “brain resters.” All of which shows 
they tend to help whatever is bothering people. In truth, 
the benefit probably derives from the fact that more blood 
is sent to the head and brain, and that produces all kinds 
of beneficial side-effects. But, in general, their effect is 
relaxing and helps start you down the long descent into 
peaceful, restful sleep. 

The more bathing can be made a long pleasant ritual 
of unwinding—cleansing, grooming, nail trimming, oiling 
of calloused spots, etc.—the more it prepares for good sleep. 
Combining both bathing and the raising of the feet makes

starts in the tub 


Heat and agitated water combine 


to give tense muscles their greatest relief 


@ Rehabilitation—mental and emotional—begins with relief 
from physical exhaustion. In the soothing tub you can relieve 
muscular strains and prepare for the complete rest that 
should come in sleep. To the benefits of a long, hot soak, add 
the simultaneous benefits of massage from the swirling action 
of water. Because muscles don’t flex against the pressure of 
water, such a massage is more relaxing and beneficial than a 
manual massage. 

As luxurious as the sunken tub (opposite) is—six feet 
long for full-length relaxing—and as modern as are the con- 
veniences (right) that surround it, these are minor assets 
compared to the jet aeration system that provides a hydro- 
therapy bath for recovery from tension. 

A pump that pressures water, while drawing in air, creates 
a jet-spray action (below), makes water as bubbling as the 
thermal springs of a spa. Radiant heat in the wails and floor 
of the tiled tub keeps the bath water at comfort temperature 
for greatest relaxation.

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‘The Sauna: 
A New Dimension 
in Bathing 


There are both pleasure and important 


health benefits to be found in the Finnish bath 
By DAVID X. MANNERS 


® Our bathrooms are unrivaled in the world, but what of 
our bathing? Is it just a soap-and-water affair? Does it 
stop with the quick shower and the soaking tub, when it 
could go beyond into new realms for improving the body and 
spirit? Have we been so busy perfecting plumbing and lavish- 
ing comforts and conveniences that we have overlooked 
something basic in the use of water and heat? 

Our first introduction to the sauna, or Finnish bath, may 
make us wonder. For here is a type of bathing which, in 
its technique and therapy, goes far beyond anything we 
commonly attempt. What is more, it achieves with an easy 
grace exactly what we seek: retreat from strife and tension, 
relaxation of body and mind, and a deep-cleansing of both. 
The conclusion is inescapable. Never has the bath offered 
so much in pleasure and well-being. Not since the days of 
the Romans has it been so glorified or has it meant more. 

The sauna (pronounced sow-na) is essentially a ritual of 
cleansing through perspiration, of relaxing through heat. 
Unlike the Turkish bath, there is no smarting of eyes, no 
difficulty in breathing, no smothering feeling, for the air 
is dry. You feel only a wonderful enveloping heat that warms 
you to the marrow. Periods of this pleasant, baking heat 
are alternated with refreshing dips in pool or lake, or by 
showering. Then comes rest. 

The pleasure of the sauna is matched by its beneficial 
effects on the body. The high temperature speeds up bodily 
processes, helps get rid of wastes through high perspiration 
rates, cleansing the skin in the process. 

Equipment for the bath is simple. The heart of the sauna 
is typically a small wood-walled room, often no bigger than 
& x 8 feet, where the bather may sit or lie. There, a stove of 
special design brings the temperature to levels of 140° to 
190° for intense stimulation of the body and all its processes. 

Typical sauna facilities may consist of a dressing room, 
equipped for lounging, a hot room, and a shower. A Finnish 
sauna is likely to have a washing room instead of a shower. 
A bathing suit is foreign to the sauna. It becomes clammy 
and interferes with perspiration. You may wish to weigh 
yourself after disrobing to check on possible weight loss. 

Entering the hot room you are enveloped at once by a 











Sauna can be built as a freestanding structure in a garden, 
as above, and may be in any architectural style. It is ideally 
situated near a swimming pool, for nothing can produce a 
feeling of well being and vigor to equal that of a dip after 


delightful heat, not stifling, in no way oppressive, rather 
like the protective, nurturing warmth of an incubator. The 
floor is of slatted boards over concrete, and wood benches 
are at the. walls, like rising bleachers, with one or more 
levels at which you can sit or lie. 

The benches are hot to the touch and, though an habitué 
might scorn the practice, you will find it easier to take a 
place if you first sponge off the bench with water, then 
quickly position yourself. Some spread a towel; this is best, 
for water should be used very sparingly in the hot room. 

It is usually better to lie than to sit, for the temperature 
rises about 10 degrees for every 12 inches above floor level 
and, if you lie, your entire body receives equal heat. If you 
sit, your head is hottest, your feet coolest, and just the 
reverse is preferable. For that reason, when lying down, 
you may wish to raise your feet, soles flat, against the ceil- 
ing, or support them on the wall. This is not only a tonic 
for tired, aching feet, but an aid to better circulation 
throughout the body. 

You will scarcely be aware that perspiration has begun 
to flow, for the relative humidity is so low the perspiration 
dries at once. Kneading sore spots while perspiring freely 
is a standard formula for relief. The relaxation and supple- 
ness which heat brings may make it possible to articulate 
joints whose functions have been impaired or lost. This is a 
simple, easy movement. A man who had not been able to 
raise his arm to shave himself in eight months was able to do 
it again after a sauna. But the sauna is certainly no place 
for exercise. 

If you are at one of the hot room’s lower levels, you 
may wish to move up to one of the warmer strata. Or you 
may decide to add a bit of moisture to the air at the very 
end—just before you leave. The stove that supplies the heat 
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a period in the hot room. Photograph at right shows a sauna 
with traditional gallery of benches. Temperature rises ten 
degrees with each step up, but it is a pleasant heat, never 
smothering or oppressive like the heat of a steam bath. 


is in one corner. In the traditional sauna, its top will be 
piled high with fist-sized stones. Sprinkle them from a dipper 
of water. The steam formed will almost instantly be absorbed 
by the dry air. The steam phase is so transitory that it is 
really inappropriate to refer to the sauna as a steam bath. 
In California, it is often called a Finnish rock bath. But the 
added moisture has its tingling effect. 

The air suddenly seems hotter. It has zing, pleasantly 
stinging the skin. It is a sensation no Finn would do without. 
If you haven’t yet been perspiring, you'll suddenly find 
you are. Actually, it is not true perspiration, but moisture 
condensing on the skin, as it might on a cold windowpane. 
The air isn’t hotter; it’s just more humid. 

As a further stimulus to circulation and increased per- 
spiration, a Finn will whisk his body with a vihta. This 
is a broomlike bunch of leafy birch twigs, 18 to 24 inches 
in length. Where birch is unavailable. oak, hazel. filbert. 
or mountain ash is used. Starting high on the body, he will 
work down to the soles of his feet, beating energetically 
until all skin is reddened, savoring, as he whisks, the sweet 
fragrance of the leaves. He rubs himself with the vihta to 
get the oil from the leaves. In winter, dried vihtas are soaked 
in hot water to restore softness to the leaves, and when this 
soak-water is thrown on the rocks it, too, imparts its pleasant. 
sweet scent. 

Americans are inclined to by-pass the vihta, use pine oil 
in the water. It points up the fact that there is nothing com- 
pulsory about the sauna routine. But its traditions do estab- 
lish a take-off point from which we can improvise, assimilate, 
adapt, or reject, however it suits us best. 


Good advice is to leave the hot room before you feel 


any urgent necessity for leaving. It is unquestionably better 


to stay in only five to ten (Please turn to page 110)

The Big Swing 
to the Sunken Tub 


@ The sunken bathtub is a thing of beauty. Tailored to your 
measure, it offers unrestricted space to luxuriate in as you 
bathe, with water buoyantly pampering every part of your 
body. All this may be easier and less costly to acquire than 
you think. Sunken tubs can be installed in homes of almost 
any construction. Little wonder, the trend to them is growing. 

For an installation at ground level, and where weight- 
support is no problem, a reinforced concrete tub is un- 
doubtedly best. But a tub doesn’t have to be concrete. For 
upstairs use, a light-weight, wood-framed tub can be built, 
so that special structural reinforcement is minimized. It can 
be finished in marble or tile. Whether concrete or wood- 
framed, tubs should be waterproofed with a sheet of lead. 
copper, plastic, or equivalent. Fiber glass is useful in produc- 
ing irregularly-shaped tubs. 

The total depth of an average sunken tub is 18”, but 9” 
of this can be taken up by a curb rising above floar level, 


so that the actual recessing space required is small.

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@ Modern sleep research has borne out Shakespeare’s astute 
observation that sleep is the chief nourisher of life’s feast. 
But it has also disclosed that the refreshing renovation 
slumber is supposed to give depends almost as much upon 
restfulness as unconsciousness. One needs, of course, a set- 
ting which shuts out the obvious distractions of noise and 
light.

® Something important happened when the washbasin was 
built into the counter. Until then we had thought of the 
lavatory simply as a place to wash our hands. Suddenly we 
realized how many other everyday needs it could serve—in 
grooming, for point-of-use storage, and for working space. 

Counter space is needed in the bathroom very much as it 
is in the kitchen. Everything can’t be put away behind doors; 
it’s too inconvenient. Most of us like to leave out often-used 
necessities—hairbrush and comb, perfumes, lotions. Some of 
us want a place for extra luxuries—a lamp, a telephone, a 
jewelry case. 

The spacious new counter can be a center for making up, 
manicuring, and hairdressing, thus eliminating the need for 
a separate vanity. It can be a layout area for sorting belong- 
ings when packing for a trip or when putting away laundry. 
It can be a dressmaking table. For babies it can be a change 
table with the lavatory as the bath. 

Make the counter as generous as space allows. The bigger

more storage you can get under it. Its usual height is 32”. 
Its standard depth is 22” to 24’, though it may be as shal- 
low as 16”. Every added inch helps. With more soaps, sup- 
plies, and health aids than ever before, we can’t afford to 
squander any opportunities. The open area under a basin 
alone may provide eight cubic feet or more of storage if 
enclosed. 

A counter can be room-length, turn a corner, help inte- 
grate dressing and bath areas. It need not be lined up along 
a wall. All or part of it can be a peninsula, or it might even 
be an island. Many styles and varieties of storage-counter- 
lavatories are available ready-built. Some are designed for 
the application of your own counter top and fixtures. Others 
come as complete units, ready to go to work. They may have 
one or two basins. 

But the lavatory counter fulfills more than practical needs. 
If it has made a world of difference in how our bathrooms 
work, it has brought an equal transformation in how they 
look. Use of fine materials is only part of the story. More 
important is that the counter contributes architecturally, 
giving a focus of interest to the room and adding a strong 
horizontal line pleasing to look at and live with.

with the new lavatory center 


@ The well-designed bathroom today brings many parts 
together with a continuity of materials and form. The new 
storage-counter-lavatory is the starting point for the inte- 
gration of the fixtures, lighting, wall materials, and flooring 
into a unified design. In the photograph at left, the new 
structural plastic building panels that bring softly diffused 
light to the counter area also serve the tub corner and as 
skylights. The warmth of the rosewood laminate on counter 
and trim is in close harmony with the pink laminate on 
walls and cabinet fronts. But there is interplay, too. Note 
how the white and colored fixtures complement each other, 
and how the textured look of the mosaic-vinyl flooring con- 
trasts with the smooth surfaces seen everywhere else. Each 
part works toward the whole.

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How to serve a full-fledged meal 


from a plate of sandwiches 


By MARION GOUGH 


Discover Denmark’s open-face sandwiches— 
the perfect answer to easy hot-weather meals, 
as complete and varied in tastes 


and textures as a full-course dinner 


@ The Danes call it smorrebrod, a word which translates 
with remarkable understatement as “butter-bread.” But in 
anybody’s language it means an assortment of the world’s 
most elegantly appetizing open sandwiches, thoughtfully 
constructed compositions of food and garnish decoratively 
piled on slices of well-buttered bread. This kind of open 
sandwich is a triumph of eye-beguiling presentation and 
garniture, to be sure, but it is primarily a substantial serving 
of solid food, not to be confused with the flimsy open- 
sandwich trifles you find at American tea parties. The top- 
pings can be as varied as food itself, as light or hefty as you 
want to make them, and a natural destiny for leftovers. 
Here is a sampling of the gamut of tastes that can greet 
the palate when traditional smorrebrod ingredients are used. 
Every element that goes into a full menu is possible, as 
you can see: 
SALTY: Caviar, anchovies, fish roe, corned beef. salami. 
FISHY: Shrimp, herring, eel, tuna, anchovies, sole. 
souR: Pickles, capers, lemons, rye bread, pickled beets. 
sMOKY: Ham, smoked veal, smoked pork, smoked salmon, 
smoked fish. 
FRESH, RAW: Tomato, cucumber, dill, parsley, chives, radish, 
lemon. 
HOT AND PEPPERY: Fresh horse-radish, curry, garden cress. 
SWEETISH: Sweet pickles, spiced apples, red cabbage, prunes, 
cranberries, lingonberries. 
CHEESY: Blue cheese, Samsoe, Camembert. 
oiLy: Anchovies, salmon, butter, mayonnaise. 


From fish to cheese, a tray of open sandwiches provides a 
full, cool meal of tastes, textures, and garnished good looks. 
Clockwise, Danish blue cheese topped with raw egg yolk and 
chopped radish; roast duckling with apple, prune, and pickled 
beet; steak tartare, gilded with raw egg yolk, capered an- 
chovies, horseradish, onion; liver paste, beet, meat aspic, and 
cucumber; eggs and anchovies; lamb, aspic, and cucumber 
salad; smoked salmon with scrambled egg; salami and meat 
aspic. Center, tiny “shrimp in a crowd”; sliced frikadeller 
(meat balls), red cabbage, pickle, and beet. Smorrebrod, by 
Karen Plume, Copenhagen Restaurant, New York. Lazy susan 
by Delavan Designs, stainless flatware, server, and Royal 
Copenhagen “Blue Flute” china, from Georg Jensen. Pilsener 
glasses by Imperial Glass Corporation. 
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spicy: Lingonberries, cranberries, red cabbage, spiced apples, 
curry. 

BLAND: Potato, white bread. 

oNIONY: Onions, chives, pickled herring. 

MEATY: Raw scraped beef, cold roast or boiled beef, lamb, 
pork, duck, chicken, liver paste. 

EARTHY: Mushrooms, truffles, beet. 

Out of this variety the Danes turn four or five pieces of 
smorrebrod into a complete lunch, supper, or late evening 
meal, served and eaten with knife and fork, in the same 
order as the courses of a Scandinavian dinner—fish, meat 
or poultry, salad and cheese—so that this sandwich menu 
gives the eater the full range of flavor and taste contrasts 
that any good cook builds into a conventional meal. 

Each course is served on a fresh plate, with fresh utensils, 
generally to the accompaniment of icy-cold akvavit and beer. 

At any season of the year, it amounts to the prettiest, most 
effective, easiest way we know to serve a complete cold meal 
that has character, sustenance, and the charm of variety. 
But right now, the Danish open sandwich is a particularly 
timely idea to adopt if you’re wondering how to keep hot- 
weather meals solid, free of monotony, and easy to prepare. 

Indeed, you can serve such a meal with minimum effort 
if you borrow the principles of the Danish kaltbord. Load 
a buffet with bread, butter, and a variety of makings and 
let the guests engineer their own open sandwiches. You 
might whip up a few “models” for them to emulate. Besides 
being an entertaining exercise for the taste buds, it’s good 
practice in making food look appealing with color com- 
binations and garnishings. It’s fun to see who can achieve 
the most interesting taste and best-looking results. 

But if you think that the “pretty picture” aspect of 
smorrebrod, such as you see in the open sandwiches opposite, 
requires tedious effort, you are wrong. The secret is in 
following the sensible Danish philosophy of garniture and 
mastering a few small knacks of presentation. We assure you, 
you can do it, because we've done it ourselves. The operation 
becomes second-nature after a trial or two. 

First thing to remember is that the garnishings are never 
arbitrarily chosen for show. Trimmings are destined to be 
eaten along with the basic sandwich topping and so are 
selected because they improve the flavor. 

One of our Danish mentors, Arne Jensen, travel agent 
and gourmet cook, tells us that the secret lies in contrast; 
in creating combinations of textures and tastes—crisp- 
soft, as in the cucumber pickle used to garnish the smooth- 
ness of liver paté; the saltiness of caviar or anchovy against 
the sweet blandness of fresh ground steak; spicy-sweet-sour 
in the apple and prune and spiced red cabbage which accom- 
pany the richness of sliced roast duck. Visually there is the 
contrast of color to intrigue the eye—the yellow of scrambled 
egg and its dusting of green dill (Please turn to page 112)

@ All parents go through a series of check-points when 
they realize with a start how big their children have gotten, 
how fast they have grown, or how their needs have changed.

One of the most typical check-points arrives when the 
so-called “juvenile” furniture no longer seems to work for 
the growing boy or girl. The drawers are too small for the 
now-bulky clothes, the hanging spaces too shallow for broad- 
ening shoulders, the play table too low for real desk work. 
Actually, this check-point need never arrive if you look far 
enough ahead when you furnish a child’s room. For furniture 
is being designed today that can change through the years 


as the children change. For all practical purposes it is 


This kind of long-range buying can only be done with 
simply designed furniture that will outlast the come and go 
of fashion styles. It cannot be flimsy in any sense. It must 
be made of durable woods with finishes that can stand the 
wear and tear of children. There is no use buying for ten 
years if the furniture will not really be usable in five. 

The adaptability of the furniture is the key to its use- 
fulness over the years. Many of the groups shown here pro- 
vide some way in which shelves, drawers, or play tops can 
be set down low near the floor for the very young child. 
These can then move higher as the child grows, to be suc- 
ceeded by more adult cabinets at the lower level. 

Many of these storage units expand both higher and wider 
to accommodate more and more equipment for the teen-age 
years. This is a particular virtue in the small bedrooms to

@ The usefulness of bamboo in landscaping has, unfortu- 
nately, been somewhat obscured by its appeal as a curiosity 
and by the underestimation of its hardiness. 

As a screening plant, there is nothing to compare with 
bamboo. No other plant can grow so high in such a small 
area without added support. It is also an adaptable plant. 
You can let the canes grow close together to make a thick 
dense screen for privacy, or to block out an unsightly view. 
You can also thin the canes to make a lovely slender tracery 
to be seen against the sky or a high wall. 

Not all bamboos are tall and slender. There are some fine 
low-growing species too. But they all have the characteristic 
segmented stems and handsome foliage. Some are low enough 
to use as ground covers. Many bamboos grow well in con- 
tainers, and can be featured as a dramatic exclamation point 
indoors and out. 

While bamboo does have the interesting, exotic aura of 
strange and distant lands, it actually blends well with other 
plants. The foliage is elegant and distinctive, but it is not 





too unlike other, more familiar kinds of foliage—especially 
when seen at a distance. Bamboo does not have the aggres- 
sively exotic quality of a tree fern, for example. This makes 
it much easier to use in the garden. 

It is a fascinating plant to watch. The new canes push 
up in late spring and grow straight for the sky at an amazing 
rate. As the top growth begins to develop, the green canes 
change slowly to a yellow-green and then to yellow as they 
age. It is an active plant. All through the growing season, 
new leaves develop and the old ones fall. 

Bamboo is hardier than you may think. Even if the winter 
temperature in your garden drops below zero, there are some 
handsome ones you can grow. (Please turn to page 118

other plant can compare with bamboo.

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When fruits are at their peak, try the original iced dessert

— Sorbet 


® The great-great-grandfather of ice cream and ice was 
iced, puréed fruit pulp called sorbet (pronounced soarbay ). 
It was sweetened with sugar syrup, sometimes dressed up 
with a little lemon juice. Sometimes, but not always, it 
was dressed with a flick of the appropriate fruit liqueur 
just as it was served. 

Sorbets were the darlings of the Victorian era. And 
well they might be, for they are delicious. They owe this 
deliciousness to the fact they are NOT hard frozen. In 
texture, sorbet should be about the consistency of frosted 
malted milk or thick cream. Because they are not hard 
frozen, they must be served in goblets, parfait glasses, 
stemmed compotes, or even Pilsener glasses. You would eat 
the first half of your portion with a spoon, but you would 
probably drink the last half because it would be quite un- 
frozen and almost liquid by that time. Hence, use a glass 
that can perform both ways. 

Because sorbet is not supposed to be frozen to the crystal- 
line state, eating it does not paralyze your taste buds as 
modern ice creams and ices do. Consequently, you are better 
able to appreciate the flavor of whatever it is made of. As a 
result, the quality of the fruit or melon you use becomes 
very important. Favor, then, fruits that have ripened on 
the tree or vine. 

Another reason sorbets are so flavorsome is that the 
fruit, or melon, is puréed. Puréeing definitely heightens 
the flavor of anything, and with fruit the gain is even 
more pronounced, for the juices are freed to be savored 
more. Some fruits and berries could be puréed in the electric 
blender. But seedy berries, like raspberries, blackberries, and 
blackcaps, should be put through the Foley food mill io 
remove the seeds. Pineapple should also be put through 
the Foley food mill to get rid of the woody fiber which 
is quite noticeable after puréeing in a blender. 

Sorbets are simple to make. First, make a simple syrup 
(84 quart of boiling water to 34 quart of sugar). Boil 
until your testing spoon drops syrup in thread-like strings. 
Let syrup cool. Then mix with puréed fruit or melon. (See 
directions below for various proportions to use for fruit 
and syrup.) 

Besides those fruits included in our formulas below, we 
suggest these: mango, damson plum, cocoa plum, greengage 
plums, dewberry, blackcap, mulberry, pomegranate, per- 
simmon, Japanese quince, loganberry, Monstera, guava. 
Indian currant, and cherimoya. 

To freeze the sorbet mixture, when ready, you can use 
either an electric ice cream freezer (preferred for a creamier 
mixture and for its greater convenience) or standard re- 
frigerator trays (after removing grids) in the freezer. Freeze 
for about 30 to 40 minutes or until it is of a viscous texture. 
If it gets too frozen and set, you can put it back in the

THE BENEFITS OF USING BAMBOO 


ConTINUED From Pace 105 


And, no matter where you live, 
you can grow bamboo in containers. 
It can be moved outdoors in sum- 
mer and indoors in winter—but 
more about this later. 

There are basically two kinds of 
bamboo. The clump type, as the 
name indicates, stays pretty much 
where you plant it. The diameter 
of the planting gradually expands 
over the years, but it won’t overrun 
the garden. In general, the clump 
types are too tender to grow out- 
doors all year except where the 
temperature stays above 15 or 20 
degrees. 

The running type is also aptly 
named. It really runs. Where con- 
ditions are right and it is allowed 
to spread, it will cover acres. There 
are ways to control it, but the ram- 
paging habit must be kept in mind 
when you plant. All of the hardier 
bamboos are the running type. 


Ways to control it 


One way to keep a clump of run- 
ning bamboo dependably in place 
is to cut large drainage holes in the 
bottom of a 50-gallon oil drum, 
bury the drum so the top is level 
with the soil and plant the bamboo 
in this. Another way is to have cor- 
rugated or sheet metal cut into two- 
to three-foot lengths and drive it 
into the ground flush with the sur- 
face. Overlap the edges about 6 
inches and encircle the plant com- 


pletely. This allows you to make 
the “container” the size and shape 
you wish. 


Raised planting beds offer a very 
good way to grow bamboo. The bed 
contains the roots and gives the 
plant the added importance that a 
frame gives a picture. A raised bed 
has to be filled with soil, so it can 
easily be adapted to the specific 
needs of the plant. The raised sides 
prevent runoff and make the neces- 
sary thorough watering easier. 

If you would rather cope with 
the problem after the fact, instead 
of before, you can root-prune 
around the planting with a sharp 
spade. Pull up the ends of roots 
outside the perimeter of the ring, 


| or those roots may take off on their 


own. This should be done monthly 
during the growing season—from 
about April until October. To per- 
form 


well, the tall-growing bam- 


boos must have a root area the 
equivalent of a circle 4 feet in di- 
ameter. You can control the height 
The smaller the root 


area, the shorter the bamboo. 


if necessary. 


The roots do not grow deep, 
especially if they are _ heavily 


mulched. So even if a planting does 
invade some part of the garden, it 
can be grubbed out without toe 
much labor. 

If you should ever want to re- 
move a bamboo planting completely 
from some part of the garden, the 


easy (though slow) way is to ig-~ 


nore the. roots and attack the tops, 
which are much easier to get at. 
Cut all the canes in June. Repeat 
the following year. Cut any subse- 
quent scattered growth as soon as 
it appears. The roots, without top 
growth, will turn nicely to humus. 


How to grow bamboo 


The first consideration is to get 
a kind that’s adapted to your cli- 
mate. In the list of varieties below, 
we make some general estimates 
of hardiness. 

Plant bamboo in full sun or par- 
tial shade. Don’t grow it at all in 
a really windy place. The foliage is 
damaged by the wind and the hand- 
some vertical quality takes on an 
unsightly list to leeward. Give it a 
rich, well-drained garden soil, on 
the acid side. Despite popular opin- 
ion, bamboo is not a swamp plant. 
It will not do well if the soil is 
waterlogged. . 

It does, however, need moisture 
at the roots, so the soil should con- 
tain lots of moisture-holding humus. 
This also keeps the soil from pack- 
ing and makes it easy for the new 
underground growth to develop. At 
planting time, the condition of the 
soil is more important than fertil- 
ity. The need for plant food comes 
later, when the roots are estab- 
lished well enough to take advan- 
tage of it. 

Bamboo comes from the nursery 
in root-clumps, rather like those of 
hosta, or you may get just a section 
of root alone. Plant it the same way 
in either case. Set the clumps four 
to six feet apart, if it is a variety 
that grows 20 to 40 feet tall. Space 
smaller varieties closer together; 
larger ones farther apart. The roots 
will have buds on them from which 
the new growth will come. Plant 
the root so that the buds are about 
six inches deep. It’s best to plant 
with the buds pointing upward. 

After planting, soak the soil 
thoroughly with water and cover 
with 6 to 12 inches of leaves, com- 
post, straw, or other good mulch. 
This deep covering is very impor- 
tant to reduce evaporation and for 
winter protection. In nature, it is 
provided by the leaves that fall. In 
time, your bamboo will add its own 
leaves to the mulch.

After the first growth appears, 
you can begin to feed the plant. 
Use the slow-acting fertilizers, or 
use compost or manure, which, by 
their nature, are slow-acting. If you 
use regular commerciai fertilizer, 
apply a little every couple of 
weeks, rather than a lot at once. 

Feel the soil under the mulch 
once or twice a week during any 
dry season. Don’t let the soil dry 
out. Water is very important. More 
new plantings die from lack of 
water in summer than from the 
cold of winter. 

Bamboo can be planted any time 
you get it. Some nurseries sell only 
in early spring before new growth 
starts; others sell any time except 
the summer. The first new growth 
will appear late in the first spring 
after planting. The clumps may 
grow only 6 inches to 2 feet tall 
the first season. The next year the 
clumps will be larger and taller. 
In three to five years, the canes will 
shoot up to their full height. You'll 
notice that when they first come 
out of the ground, the new shoots 
have the same diameter they will 
always have. And even when the 


root system is well-enough devel- \ 


oped to push the canes up to 20 or 
30 feet, the entire growth occurs in 
two to six weeks. When the canes 
reach their full height for the sea- 
son, the foliage develops. The new 
canes are green (except for black 
bamboo, which is rare) and turn a 
characteristic yellow as they die. A 
cane lives for 6 to 10 years. When 
it dies, it should be removed to 
make room for new growth. Saw 
the canes off at ground level with 
a hacksaw. 

Bamboo is an evergreen. It drops 
leaves and develops new ones all 
through the growing season. But 
most of this takes place in spring. 
In a winter that drops below its 
cold tolerance, the foliage may turn 
brown. But it takes a very severe 
winter .to kill the roots. Don’t let 
the planting become so dense that 
the sun can’t penetrate, but keep 
it dense shade the 
ground. If you see shoots coming 
up where you don’t want them, 
just step on them while still small 
and they will usually die back. If 
not, cut them off below the ground.

Growing it in containers 


Bamboo is not as successful in- 
its admirers wish. The 
problem is humidity. Bamboo likes 
a lot of it, and it will only grow 
really well indoors where there is 
more humidity than is comfortable 


doors as 





eg 
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for people. It also needs lots of 
light. This increases the humidity 
problem because there is relatively 
‘less by a warm sunny window than 
in a cool shady corner. 

For indoor use, grow it in con- 
tainers with good drainage and a 
large flat container to catch the 
overflow. The root area should: be 
moist at all times, but not saturated 
for long. Water standing in the 
overflow pan will help keep the 
roots moist and provide some local 
humidity. Feed it weekly with a 
liquid fertilizer. If you want bam- 
boo indoors at all times, grow three 
or four containers of it and rotate 
them indoors and out. 


Where it will grow 


No matter where you live, you 
caa grow bamboo in a container as 
a perennial. When freezing weather 
comes, cut back the tops and put 
the container and all in a frost-free 
place for the winter. Don’t let 
roots dry out completely. In spring, 
bring the container to the light, 
water and fertilize heavily and the 
bamboo will grow. Or, if you prefer 
to plant it in the garden, mulch 
the roots about 18 inches deep for 
winter protection. 

If you live where the winter tem- 
perature gets down to zero or there- 
abouts for no more than a couple 
of weeks in a hard winter, you 
have a good chance of growing 
bamboo outdoors the year around. 
Listed here are some varieties with 
good reputations for hardiness. 
These are all the running type. 
The sizes are those they will reach 
when well-grown in American gar- 
dens. They grow much larger in 
their native situation. All tempera- 
tures are degrees Fahrenheit. 

© Yellowgrove bamboo (Phyllo- 
stachys aureosulcata). Grows to 
about 35 feet. There are stands of 
this in Pennsylvania that are said 
to have withstood temperatures of 
18 below zero. The wood is very 
tough. It makes good garden stakes 
and fishing poles. 

® Golden bamboo (Phyllostachys 
aurea). Grows to about 30 feet tall. 
It is considered hardy to a few 
degrees below zero. It is also very 
good for stakes and poles. This is 
one of the easiest of the running 
types to control. 

@ Giant timber bamboo (Phyllo- 
stachys bambusoides). Grows 25 
to 35 feet tall. The large, showy 
canes—up to three inches in diam- 
eter—make it one of the most 
handsome. It is considered hardy 
to about zero. 

®@ Ha-Chiku (Phyllostachys nigra 
henonis).

Where to get it

The genus Phyllo- 
stachys alone includes about 100 
species. Many bamboos do_ not 
flower in the lifetime of a botanist. 
Without flower and seed, exact bo- 
tanical identification is not 
sible. So don’t blame the nursery- 
man if his nomenclature is vague.

NEARNESS LENDS ENCHANTMENT

more worth getting to know—or 
more in need of knowing—than 
Puerto Rico. It is, of course, mar- 
velous vacation land, with a benign 
75° average temperature, tempting 
beaches, trade winds, and the ex- 
otic tropical flamboyance of flowers 
and foliage, fern forests and water- 
falls. And, since all is overlaid with 
rich evidences of the romantic in- 
fluence of Spain, in language, archi- 
tecture and manners, it has the al- 
lure of old-world foreignness. Yet it 
is a mere 1,050 miles southeast of 
Miami, a few hours from the U. S. 
mainland by plane. From May to 
December 15, Eastern, Pan Amer- 
ican, and Trans Caribbean have 
pleasantly low economy round-trip 
fares—$77.90 from Miami; $94.30 
from New York. (For those who 
may be a little weak on geography, 
Puerto Rico is also a good 1,000 
miles away, distant from Cuba.) 
But Puerto Rico has “new world” 
aspects to be explored which can 
make even the most sybaritic vaca- 
tion pay off in the kind of people- 
to-people understanding that is the 
most important souvenir of any 
responsible modern traveler. 


ANY of us “continentals,” as 

mainland Americans are called 
in Puerto Rico, labor under some 
serious misconceptions of our fellow- 
citizens to the south. Few of us are 
aware of Fomento; or Operation 
Bootstrap, the dynamic program of 
self-improvement that’s been going 
on in Puerto Rico since 1948. An 
evolutionary revolution is taking 
place economically, socially and 
culturally. Slums are being cleared, 
low-cost housing is going up, indus- 
trial investment is invited on a tax- 
amnesty arrangement, highways, 
schools and hospitals are a-build- 
ing. There is in the air an exciting 
sense of things moving ahead. It 
gave us pause to discover that a 
vigorous part of the Fomento move- 
ment is the program called Opera- 
tion Serenity. This provides the 
philharmonic orchestra (in which 
Pablo Casals is most active), art 
and book exhibitions, and similar 
cultural activities which tour the 
country, playing to entranced 
crowds around the public paseos, 
or village greens. Behind this lies 
the conviction that, with material 
prosperity, the affairs of the spirit 
must not be neglected. 

Something of great international 
significance is cooking here. Any 
traveled visitor will sense that 
Puerto Rico, in its own way, is the 
east-coast Hawaii of the U. S., a 


place where the Latin and North 
American influences are so merg- 
ing that it is bound to become the 
much-needed interpreter between 
the northern and southern countries 
of our hemisphere. 

If you’re fortunate enough to be 
a guest in a Puerto Rican home, 
where the hospitality is tradition- 
ally Latin in warmth and decidedly 
American in open-handedness, you 
will see the merger of cultures that 
has already taken place. These 
Americans, still spiritually close to 
Spain where their grandfathers 
and great-grandfathers came from, 
cherish their inherited culture, fre- 
quently visit Spain and bring back 
not only Balenciagas, but art and 
bibelots to put into their homes 
alongside the products of American 
mainland factories. The whole gam- 
ut of American goods is as acces- 
sible to them as to any Continental. 
The well-heeled—even the not-so- 
well-heeled—shuttle back and forth 
to New York and Miami as casual- 
ly as though they were making a 
bus trip. And travelers who bemoan 
the fact that much of the world has 
borrowed the least desirable of 
Yankee influences will sense that 
in Puerto Rico it is the best that is 
translated with a Latin accent. 

You can get a strong taste of 
this in San Juan, which is not only 
a concentration of the island’s ex- 
cellent resort facilities, but a boom- 
ing, busy city, with its environs 
well equipped with supermarkets 
and housing developments. 

But to get a broader picture of 
the people and their beautiful coun- 
tryside we suggest that you devote 
several days to going “out on the 
island.” There are organized tours 
set up by travel agents like Suther- 
land Tours and Jibaro Tours of 
San Juan, to take you around the 
island. Four days are considered 
the very minimum time to allow. 
You will discover that the land- 
scape is as much mountains as 
seacoast, with contrasts of flat 
sugar land, where the cane blos- 
soms in autumn in feathery silver- 
mauve plumes. Or you might hire 
a Volkswagen and explore on your 
own. Rentals start at about $6 a 
day or $33 a week, plus 9¢ a mile.

of the Southwest better than does 
the music indigenous to the region. 

Aaron Copland, for example, in 
his ballet, Rodeo, has taken only 
certain elements from a group of 
traditional cowboy songs. He has 
abbreviated and lengthened and ab- 
in the 
way that a painter abstracts cer- 
tain elements of an object. The re- 
sult is music that communicates 
the fierce, concentrated exuberance 


stracted from them same 


of desolate ranchers gathered for 
an annual rodeo, as no cowboy song 
or group of songs could do. In the 
same way, his ballet, Billy the Kid, 
moves from the nostalgic loneliness 


of the open prairie to the smoke- 
filled saloons and dance halls of a 
noisy frontier town. 

Roy Harris, a leading figure in 
American composition, has also 
used the folk music of this region. 
His “Folksong” Symphony No. 4 
is a melodious panorama of cow- 
boy, mountaineer, Negro, and Civil 
War folk tunes. His Symphony No. 
3, although not based on folk ma- 
terial, conveys the feeling of the 
Southwest—the beauty of the des- 
ert and the loneliness of the long 
nights on the prairie—through his 
use of harmonies and themes sim- 
ilar to those used in the folk music. 

Probably the best-known of the 
works is Ferde 
Grofé’s perennially popular Grand 
Canyon Suite. This travelogue of 
tones paints the Grand Canyon in 
bright colors and outlines the halt- 
ing rhythm of a burro as he carries 
a passenger down the canyon. 


desert-inspired 


These three composers stand out, 
but there are many more who have 
used the Southwest as an inspira- 
tion for their compositions. Unfor- 
tunately. much of their music has 
not yet been recorded. But, as more 
young American composers discoy- 
er this vast legacy of folk material 
and use it in their work, it is likely 
to have an even greater and more 
popular influence. 


HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Just as contemporary American 
composers have abstracted from 
and changed the folk songs of the 
region, so the folk music itself 
evolved from a combination of vari- 
ous elements and sources. 

From the original inhabitants of 
the area, the Pueblo and Navajo 
Indians, came a variety of melo- 
dies and rhythms. 

Although none of the Southwest 
Indians use harmony or melodic 
counterpoint, music is as natural 
to them as breathing. Their melo- 
dies are as distinctive, varied, and 
dignified as the mesa country it- 
self. Despite the influx of white 
men into the Arizona and New 
Mexican mesa country, the music- 
making of the Indian goes on more 
or less unperturbed, and the tunes 
show little influence of Western 
culture. While the influence of In- 
dian music on the folk songs of 
later settlers is not as 
other influences, many of their mel- 
odies and rhythms were used. The 
first composer to use American In- 
dian themes was Edward MacDow- 
ell, who based his Second Orches- 
tral Suite on them in 189] /92. Lat- 
er, Arthur Farwell, Arthuc Shep- 
perd, and others made extensive 
use of Indian themes. \

towns of the Southwest are the col- 
orful songs and dances of its many 
Spanish-speaking citizens. This mu- 
sic, which varies in age, style, 
and background, came from several 
continents. Some of it was brought 
from Spain by early explorers and 
settlers. Much of the music, like the 
guitar-strummed vaquero songs, 
sprang up in the bush country 
along the Rio Grande, Many of 
the love songs, which are often 
cast in a minor mode and slow 
tempo, show the influence of the 
Arab Moors who dominated Spain 
for centuries. 

The strident cry of the mariachi, 
as well as the wistful chordal mod- 
ulations of the guitar, lie close to 
the surface of Southwest life. The 
guitar is heard everywhere, and 
one often hides in the trunks of the 
most respected Cadillacs. The sight 
of men of the vast ranches joining 
their ranch hands in refrains of the 
rancheros is not unusual. 

When the Spanish colonists 
found that they could not do heavy 
manual labor in the tropical parts 
of the Americas, they imported 
Negroes from Africa. The merging 
of stylized dances from the Iberian 


_ peninsula with the complex rhythms 


of the Negroes generated music so 
colorful and vibrant that its im- 
portance in Western music cannot 
be overestimated. 

The pulsating Afro-[berian 
rhythms which merged in Brazil 
and Cuba as well as Mexico are 
the newest arrivals to the Spanish 
Southwest. This potent blend of 
Spanish-Portuguese-Moorish and 
Negro elements has created excit- 
ing syncopated dance forms that 
have enriched both American conti- 
nents for decades. 


S THE Southwest was settled in 
the mid-nineteenth century, a 
call went out for cowboys to work 
on the ranches. Young men with a 
quest for adventure poured into 
the Southwest from the East, the 
South and from many parts of the 
world, the ranchers’ 
calls. They were an international 
melting pot: Chinese cooks, Mexi- 
(cowboys), Austra- 


answering 


can vaqueros 
lian miners, Southern’ ex-slaves, 
French-Canadian trappers, Irish 
railroadezs, Scotch lumbermen and 
Czech and German farmers. They 
all brought their folksongs with 
them, and made up more on the way. 

Once in Texas, this international 
crew fought Apaches and_buffa- 
loes, rattlesnakes and coyotes, prai- 
rie fires and droughts. With a calm 


courage and an easy-going virility, 
they pioneezed the cattle business 
and settled the land. To help fill 
the lonely silence of the vast land- 
scape, they made up new ballads. 
Often trite and repetitious, these 
songs summed up the way the cow- 
boy felt about things. The ballads 
told of the loneliness of bachelor- 
hood, the awesome beauty of the 
open range, the hazards and ad- 
venture of trailing cattle, the ten- 
derness for the sweetheart left be- 
hind, and the rowdy good times in 
the saloons and honky-tonks of the 
roaring frontier towns. 


ONGS were passed on by the’ 


grapevine. They were hummed 
around the fires to the strumming 
of guitars. They were whistled 
along the stock trails and shouted 
in corrals. Songs were swapped, 
shortened, lengthened, and_ bor- 
rowed. They were a blend of the 
many cultures that settled the 
Southwest. Negroid syncopated 
rhythms merged with Anglo-Celtic 
melodies. Stanzas from the Mexi- 
can border country altered South: 
ern Appalachian tunes. Northern 
lumberjack songs took on a south- 
ern accent. Tunes originally Eng- 
lish got a buckaroo twang when 
they hit Texas, where the derby 
was exchanged for a ten-gallon hat. 

The era of the buckaroo was 
brief and, by 1905, life on the 
open range was a thing of the past. 
Yet the folklore he left behind 
lived on and kindled the imagina- 
tions of later balladeers. 

But the folk music of the South- 
west is more than a simple combi- 
nation of these elements. Like all 
folk music, it is an expression of the 
people and their attitudes toward 
the lives they led, covering every 
aspect from gambling and whiskey 
to weddings and death. 

It is this expression of the peo- 
ple which gives power and richness 
to the music of those composers 
who borrowed from the folk ma- 
terial of the area. For the South- 
west has been a region of con- 
trasts: the loneliness of the vast 
and silent deserts, the breath-tak- 
ing beauty of mountains, the row- 
dy and boisterous boom towns, and 
later the exhilarating growth of 
larger cities as industry moved into 
the South. All of this had been put 
into song, and the gaiety and sad- 
ness, the lustiness and loneliness 
have survived in the music of Cop- 
land, Harris. Grofé, and the many 
others discovered and used 
this great inheritance.

Incredible as it may seem in 
this era of Spock and Gesell, four- 
year-old Nancy Smith is for the 
first time about to be transplanted 
from a crib in her parents’ bed- 
room to a room of her own—and 
taking the separation hard.

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Starting the letter “C” in our encyclopedic 


coverage of the wine world—an explanation of all 


the important words and names in the field 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


CABERNET (Cab-air-nay). Superb red wine grape, responsible in 


large part for the great Clarets of Bordeaux, and, in the 
North Coast Counties of California, for what are rightly 
considered America’s best red wines. The name Cabernet, or 
Cabernet Sauvignon, on a California wine label, is therefore 
an indication, almost a guarantee, of superior quality, and 
it is under this name that America’s finest “Clarets” are 
sold. Actually, there exist two Cabernet grapes, distinct 
but closely related: the smaller and less productive Cab- 
ernet Sauvignon predominates in the Médoc and in Cali- 
fornia, and gives a longer-lived, slower-maturing wine, with 
more tannin; the Cabernet Franc is the leading variety in 
the St. Emilion district, produces Chinon, Bourgeuil, Cham- 
pigny, and many excellent rosés in the Loire Valley. Both 
Cabernets are planted in Chile and the best red wines of 
South America generally carry this name. The so-called 
“Ruby-Cabernet,” rather widely planted in California 
during the past decade, is not a true Cabernet but a very 
productive, recently developed cross of Carignan x Caber- 
net Sauvignon—it is not, on the basis of present evidence, 
a really superior wine grape. ;

CABERNET ROSE D’ANJOU  (Cab-air-nay Rose-A Dawn- 


shoe). Legally a rosé wine made from the Cabernet Frane 
grape in a clearly defined area in the Loire Valley in 
western France, an area more or less comprising the old 
province of Anjou. Several appellations controlées are in- 
volved, since Rosé de Cabernet is made almost every- 
where in Anjou—around Saumur (perhaps the best), on 
the Coteaux de l’Aubance, the Coteaux du Layon, the 
Coteaux de la Loire, etc., etc. The variations in quality are, 
nevertheless, not as great as all this complicated terminol- 
ogy would lead one to believe: The wine, while much better 
than the ordinary Rosé d’Anjou, made from the Groslot, is 
pleasant, inexpensive, usually a little sweet, by no means 
extraordinary. 


CABINET (Cab-ee-net). Often written Kabinett. A term em- 


ployed in Germany, especially in the Rheingau district, to 
designate a superior grade or special reserve of Natural (i.e. 
unsugared) wine, usually estate-bottled. Originally, Kabinett- 
weine were those which the vineyard owner put aside for 
his own use, but the term has come to be more and more

inet wines any lots which bring more than a certain minimum 
price, per bottle or per cask, when sold. This minimum may 
vary considerably from one producer to another, and even 
from one vintage to the next. In general, all Auslesen and 
all Spatlesen are ranked as Cabinet wines, and so, in many 
cases, are others of less distinguished rank. 


CALIFORNIA. (4 complete article by Frank Schoonmaker on 
California wines will appear in our October issue.) 


CAMPANIA (Cam-pan-ee-ah). Italian district south of Rome, 
including Naples, Capri, Vesuvius, etc.; source, in Roman 
days, of what were then considered the world’s best wines, as 
Falerno. Now produces some 60 million gallons of table 
wine, of varying quality, a year. The finer wines of Campania 
include Lachryma Christi, Capri, Gragnano. 


CAMPARI (Cam-par-ree). Pink, bitter-sweet, Italian apéritif, 
used in the Americano cocktail, and the Negroni, more often 
drunk unmixed with a twist of lemon peel and a dash of soda. 
There is also a sweet Campari, much less good. 


CARBONATED. As far as wine is concerned, one made spar- 
kling, like “club soda” and most popular soft drinks, not by 
the ancient and costly méthode champenoise, nor even by 
the faster, cheaper, but passably good “bulk process,” but 
simply by the addition, under pressure, of COs, or carbon 
dioxide. Such wines tend to lose their sparkle rapidly and 
have large bubbles very unlike the creamy mousse of good 
Champagne. According to American law, they have to be 
labeled “carbonated” and according to French law, “gazéi- 
fié.” There are no good ones, none worth what they cost. 


CASEL (Kah-zl). Often spelled Kasel. The most important vine- 
yard town of the Ruwer, a tributary of the Moselle. Pale, 
light, delicate white wines of great bouquet and charm. Lead- 
ing vineyards include Niesgen, Taubenberg, Steiniger, Kohl- 
enberg, Kernagel, Hitzlay, etc. 


CASSIS (Cas-seece). Picturesque little fishing village on the 
Mediterranean east of Marseille; its dry white wine, pleas- 
ant, made principally from the Ugni Blanc grape, pale gold, 
traditionally the wine to drink with bouillabaisse. Some 
20,000 cases a year are produced, plus a certain amount of 
less good red and rosé also entitled to the name. 

Also, a syrup made from black currants (cassis, in 
French), as deep purple in color and as sweet as_black- 
berry jam, though generally with 10-16% of alcohol. Widely 
used to sweeten and flavor mixed apéritifs, including dry 
vermouth and white wine, it is a Burgundian specialty and 
the best of it is produced in Dijon. Only the deplorable, but 
now diminishing, French preference for sweet apéritifs (Port, 
Pineau des Charentes, etc.) can explain its popularity. 


CASTELLI DI JESI (Cahs-stel-lee de Yay-zee). Wine district 


in east-central Italy, in the foothills of the Apennines some 





twenty miles from the Adriatic port of Ancona, which pro- 
duces one of the lightest, most popular and best white 
table wines of Italy. This is made from the Verdicchio grape 
in some half-dozen villages of which Cupramontana is the 
most important; it is usually exported in a special, slender, 
amphora-like bottle, and often sold simply as “Verdicchio.” 
Dry, pale, with a freshness and breed rare in white wines 
from so far south, it deserves its international acceptance 
and increasing fame. 


CASTELLI ROMANI (Cahs-stell-lee Ro-mahn-nee). The popu- 
lar, common, inexpensive, and often quite agreeable table 
wine of Rome, produced around the villages of the Alban 
Hills, southeast of the city, and not far from Anzio. The 
best of this (for there are many sorts) is a dry white wine

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This view from the din- 
ing room toward the living 
room reveals some of the 
factors that have shaped 
this house: the openness 
of present-day architec- 
ture, the crafts and mate- 
rials of the region, and 
antiques indicative of the 
early Spanish influence on 
our Southwestern states. 


The 1961 Pace Setter 


has its roots 
in the Southwest 
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e This house, redolent of the atmosphere of the region in 
which it is built, reminds us that architecture is, ultimately, 
life itself taking form. And, like life and-the changing pat- 
terns of living through which society gradually moves, this 
house is the product of many influences. 

It was not fashioned out of a preoccupation with personal 
expression nor with an obsession to be “modern” regardless 
of any and all considerations. It was not designed with the 
kind of reverence for historic precedents that ignores the 
changing means of meeting human needs. 

It represents the confluence of several cultural streams, 
from the past and from the present, in one particular region. 
Its palette of materials includes the old and the new. Its 
techniques include those of the craftsman as well as those of 
the machine. 

It is inclusive in nature, and the result, as human habita- 


tion, has much greater meaning and significance, 
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These antique Moroccan shutters, 
incorporated into the custom- 
designed cabinet in living room, 
indicate depth of the cultural 
influences. The Moroccan inva- 
sions of Spain gave a distinc- 
tive character to its culture. 
This was in turn partly trans- 
ferred to that of our Southwest. 


A house rooted in its region 


The cultural influences of the Southwest, 
past and present, are expressed in 


the character of the house and its furnishings 


The living room, seen in this view,toward the enirance hall 
and the dining room, is a generously proportioned spacé 
having the openness and freedom characteristic of today’s feel- 
ing and thinking. It provides a harmonious setting for fur- 
nishings that are a mix of the old and the new. The nature 
of this mix is particularly emphasized by the tall storage 
cabinet at the right of the photo (also seen in detail in 
photo above). In this mix, the old and the new mutually en- 
hance each other without harsh conflict or sharp contrast. 


) 


@ The culture of any region is a growing and changing con- 
tinuity, with first one and then another influence playing a 
dominant role. Although the culture itself exists in the present, 
it may have roots extending deep into the past. 

In our own Southwest, Spaniards from Mexico were the 
first Europeans to explore and to settle the area. As place 
names reveal—San Antonio, Corpus Christi, El Paso, ete.— 
they had a strong influence on the language as well as on the 
architecture of the region. They contributed the region’s most 
distinctive occupation—ranching. 

Their influence was eventually modified by that of the 
Anglo-Americans and by the many others that have followed 
them. But, as the house to which this issue is devoted reveals, 
some of the Spanish characteristics have been retained 
through all of these changes. First influences are probably the 
strongest and longest-lasting. 

However, the house and its furnishings, though flavored 
with a touch of Spain, are far removed in form and feeling 
from the Spanish colonial era.

of furniture are antiques of the 17th and 18th Centuries. Not 
all are Spanish in origin, but they have a similarity of spirit. 
However, most of the furniture is of the present in design and 
craftsmanship. Some of it has been custom-designed. Some 
has been specially finished or upholstered in keeping with the 
character of the house. 

In construction the house is closer to the building vernacu- 
lar of the first Anglo-American settlers than to that of the 
Spaniards: a simple, straightforward way of building, using 
the timber and stone of the region. 

But in its planning and in its use of open and flexible space, 
the house is of the 20th Century, an expression of today’s 
patterns of living. As an expression, it has little relation to 
the strongly defensive and cell-like spaces of the first settlers. 
The space of this house is not contained but continuous. Not 
only is there a continuity between the interior spaces, but there 
is also a continuity between the interior and exterior spaces.

q The living room, although not formal, has a casual dignity 


about it. Regional in flavor, but not in point of view, its 
open spaciousness is enclosed by a simple structure built 
predominantly of wood and stone. The furnishings are not 
consistently modern or traditional—nor provincially  “re- 
gional.” The panel over the fireplace is an 18th-century 
English embroidery. Deep pile rug was woven in Ireland. 
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The living room fireplace is a terminal element at 
one end of the central iiving space (see photo be- 
low). With tall openings at both sides and standing 
free, it allows for a continuity of space. The bold, 
wood-spindle grilles at openings hark beck to Spain 
via Mexico. Wrought-iron grilles from a Gothic pal- 
ace have been incorporated into the coffee tables. 


The living room and the patio are one continucus 
space divided only by a glass partition and _slid- 
ing doors. The repetition of building materials and 
structural organization emphasizes this spatial con- 
tinuity. Note that although the fireplace is a visual 
focus in this space, it does not break the inside-outside 
continuity of space in any way.

The patio, seen in more detail on the following pages, is a 
modern version of an age-old device for securing comfort 
and privacy in warm, sunny climates. A mechanized skylight 
of aluminum and light-diffusing plastic (seen closed in 
photo below) adds to the utility and flexibility of patio. 


This continuity is emphasized by the use of the same mate- 
rials both inside and out and by a continuity of form and 
structure. It is also emphasized by a different manner of 
enclosing and relating spaces. 

The early settlers lived in self-contained cubicles of space. 
These could be related to other cubicles by holes—doors or 
windows— punched in the sides of the container. Sometimes 
these cubicles were grouped around another cubicle without 
a roof, forming a patio. 


The patio is an age-old device for securing comfort and 





privacy. As an idea it has been incorporated into this house. 
But here it is no longer another cubicle. It is now a continua- 
tion of the surrounding rooms and landscape and separated 
from them by glass walls or sliding doors. 

Modern technology, including mechanization, has given 
this patio a greater flexibility in use. Now, with the sliding 
doors, the area can be used as an extension of the adjoining 
rooms and, with the movable skylight, it may be used for 
living or entertaining at all times of the day and in most 
seasons of the year. 
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With the skylight canopy open, direct sunlight enters the patio 
during most of day. To appreciate the possible changes in the 
quality of light, compare this photo with the one opposite. 
Louvered doors in wall at end of patio, shown open here, 
increase the patio’s usefulness as another room in the house. 
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View of the garden room 
from the sofa in the living 
room. Continuation of the 
same tiled roof, within and 
without, plus a very incon- 
spicuous sill for the sliding 
glass doors, aid the illusion 
that this is all one room. 
View at left shows garden 
room completely open— 
both shutters and roof. View 
at right shows it completely 
closed. Whether roof is 
closed or open, whole space 
is flooded with pleasant, 
non-glary light. It is not 
heated, thus truly outdoors.

Besides these physical advantages, there are social and

PROJECT outdoor room, when its roof is slid back, sets up a 


flow of natural ventilation like that in a chimney. And, if 
the air is very still, air movement can be started by old- 
fashioned, new-fashioned ceiling fans that force air down 
toward the floor, spreading and whirlpooling it. 

Call it a garden room, a patio, an atrium. No name quite 
covers this new flexible space. It can be closed against rain. 
It is not quite windproof (unless wintertime plastic panels 
are in place), because one wall is made of louvered shutters, 
which slow down a strong wind. Its roof can be slid back on 
a motorized track, creating a 25’ x 13’ opening to the sky. 

Because it lies in the center of a U-shaped plan, four 


emotional gains. Such a space would be a great party room, 





eliminating that old worry—rain. In winter plastic panels 
cover the louvered end, so it can be closed up and heated 
with braziers. Thus it can be used even on cool nights. 
Optically this new kind of space makes the house seem 
enormous. All rooms looking into this garden room seem 
to annex it as their own—the far wall of the garden room 
becoming the far wall of whichever room you are in. Door 
sills are minimal, since the outdoor space can be protected 
from rain and sun. This adds to the illusion that the garden 
room belongs to all rooms. 
(More about this climate-control system on next four pages.) 
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When weather is humid and air conditioning not wanted for 
any reason, air movement can be created without fans by open- 
ing the hole in the roof, along with all doors and windows. In 
winter louvered wall is closed with clear plastic panels, cre- 
ating a plant conservatory where plants thrive without heat.

@® People have known how to live in hot climates, with 
reasonable comfort, long before the days of air condition- 
ing. But their ways of doing it have either been forgotten 
or not understood, even if seen in operation. 

This outdoor room uses principles from early Greek and 
Arab houses. It also borrows other practices still used in 
moist Indonesia and the Central American countries. Thus, 
it has a double dividend—from the past and from two types 
of climates. 

Because this outdoor room is enfolded in a U-shaped plan, 
three of its walls are never reached by the direct sun, so 
never heat up from radiation as outside walls do. The hole 
in the roof is kept covered during the day, so no direct 
sun can enter. After dark the movable part of the roof is 
slid back, opening to the sky a space 25 feet by 13 feet. 

Since this house is in sub-humid San Antonio, Texas 
(average rainfall, 26 inches), night skies are clear, cloud- 
less and consequently cold, capable of receiving much radia- 
tion from warmer things. Since by dusk the whole landscape 
is very hot from the day’s sunshine, everything is busily 
radiating its heat in all directions—from horizon to horizon, 
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Cireulation of air out through roof would start because hot 
air rises. But it would have to be replaced by air entering 
from somewhere else. So doors and windows on the outside 
perimeter of the house would have to be opened, along with 
doors leading to garden room, thus starting a breeze. 


meaning horizontally as well as vertically. 

But this outdoor room, buried in the middle of the house, 
is protected from horizontal heat radiation from the surround- 
ing landscape. And, being open to the cold sky, it can shed its 
own internal heat by radiating it to the cold sky. So it has 
the chance to cool more during the night than any other 
spot. By dawn, it has become a reservoir of coolness, which, 
if closed up early enough, can be maintained throughout the 
day. Even by late afternoon it is 15 to 18 degrees cooler 
here than the temperature outside in the shade of a tree, prov- 
ing it is a real reservoir of coolness that can last all day long. 

This is a powerful principle for human comfort and will 
work best in dry climates where the night sky is clear. 

But what if the night sky is not clear, which happens 
when the weather is humid? (And San Antonio can have 
humid heat.) The room operates another way. Not only 
would the owners open the hole in the roof, but they would 
also open all the doors and windows in the house, starting a 
natural movement of air up through the hole. (This is assum- 
ing they did not choose to use the air-conditioning system. ) 
This air movement could be likened to that in a chimney— 
slow, not strongly perceptible, but still apparent. 

Obviously, the higher this hole, the more rapidly the air 
will move. (The taller the chimney, the stronger the draft.) 
In Indonesia they build three-story houses, with one or many 
openings at the top, to get this speeded-up air movement. 
In Oaxaca, Mexico, this principle is on daily demonstration 
in a three-story hotel, and it is the most comfortable place 
in town. 

This second principle is cooling by convection, whereas 
the first described is cooling by radiation. They could not 
be used simultaneously, for they are for different kinds of 
climate conditions. But they point to the positive gains that 
can be made in comfort, without using mechanical equip- 
ment and by merely designing the structure rationally. 


View of the sliding roof—both covering the opening (above) 
and removed from the opening (below). It moves on a heavy 
track, powered by an electric motor capable of moving that 
much weight. Roof, when slid open, moves over the ridge of 
the living room, identical in profile to roof of garden room. 


Below, a close-up view of how the sliding roof rests on the 
permanent roof. It shows that it does not fit tightly, leaving 
a few inches of open space all around. This means that there 


is always some evacuation of air from the room, even closed. 


In winter, when all other openings are closed up, this would 
not amount to much. Since January average temperature is 
53 degrees in San Antonio and the room is not heated any- 
way, this much heat loss does not hurt even the tropical plants. 








Falling water has real cooling benefits because things 
cool off when moisture evaporates. This is more effective in dry 


climates. The sound of moving water has psychological value. 


Moving air also has cooling power. One of the most 
pleasant ways to move it is to bounce it off the floor causing it 
to eddy and whirlpool comfortably. Ceiling fans do it here. 


Air cooling is needed for those times when temperature 
and/or humidity is high. This house has two separate year- 
round systems, which both heat and cool. This permits the 
side of the house getting the most radiation from the sun to 
be conditioned separately from the cooler side of the house. 
The more severe the climate, the more this is desirable.

Summer Comfort 


Do you know the seven basic requirements 
for being cool in summer? 


They are all observed in the 1961 Pace Setter 


@ The basics for achieving a cool house in hot weather are 
quite simple. They are as follows: 

1. Keep the sun off walls and windows as much as pos- 
sible. If the walls can’t heat up, they wen’t radiate their 
heat at you. Windows should be shaded on the outside, for 
glass is a good conductor, and once the sun’s rays strike 
the glass, the heat is inside the house. In short, try for 
shade, shade, shade—by every device possible. 

2. Have a reflective roof, which is to say a light-colored 
roof. The closer the roof color to white, the more effective 
it is in keeping solar rays from heating’ up the structure. 
Corollary to this: have a ventilated roof, so that an air 
wash can reduce the ambient temperatures under the roof. 
In short, don’t let the structure heat up if you can help it. 
In this house the top roof is both reflective and insulative. 

3. Have moving air—by natural (Please turn to page, 142) 








Shading the structure 
by any means devisable is the golden 
rule for comfort. Below you see the 
south side of this house. (See cover 
also.) Shutter doors would stand 
open in winter (below). During hot 
months they would be closed dur- 
ing middle part of day (right). 
Where the gable end is highest is 
the garden room, shown earlier. 
Master bedroom is at near corner. 


Shading the walls is an important way to keep the struc- 
ture from heating up and becoming a radiator. East and west 
walls are the hardest to shade, because rays are horizontal when 
sun is in these quarters. Above, you see how this was solved 
for two east-facing bedrooms. The real walls are protected by 


a six-foot-wide enclosable porch, made of screened louvers.

The combined spaces of the patio and the living room, seen 
from opposite corners in photos above and below, provide a 
generously proportioned space, 30’ x 60’ in area and more 
than 16’ high at the center. In this it is possible to entertain 
a large group of friends informally. The entrance hall and 
the dining room, seen at center of upper photo and in more 
detail on the following pages, further increase the size of 
this space. The large, built-in cabinet, containing music re- 
production equipment and seen in detail in photos below, is 
balanced by the cabinet inspired by the Moroccan shutters.

@ The way a region builds is, perhaps, more a product of 
its way of living than of any other influence. Europeans 
center their social life in public places, but we Americans 
prefer to entertain at home. In the Southwest this preference 
is seasoned with a mixture of Southern and Frontier hos- 
pitality and given spacious scale by the very open geography 
of the region itself. 

This spacious sense of hospitality is reflected in the 
generous proportions of the main living spaces of this 
house. The living room, about 30’ square and 16’ high at 
the center, can be doubled in area by the inclusion of the 
patio. This combined area can also be further enlarged; 
the hallway, the dining room, and the terrace at the end of 
the patio can be used, making it possible to entertain a 
rather large group informally. 

But regardless of the size of the group, the house is

particularly well planned and equipped to expedite enter- 
tainment. The relation of the kitchen to the patio, the living 
room, and the dining room makes it possible to serve either 
a large buffet dinner or a more intimate sit-down dinner. 
(See the plan on page 107.) 

The living room, as the center of entertainment, has a 
quality of ampleness about it. Although its scale is essentially 
human, not monumental, it does have a liberal sense of 
bigness. Nothing has been done grudgingly. 

This quality is in the design of the fireplace and in the 
furnishings of the room. It is in the custom-designed 
cabinet incorporating the Moroccan shutters. And it is in 
the built-in cabinet on the opposite side of the room that 
conceals a TV set, music reproduction equipment, and an 
electrically operated screen, concealed in a recess above 
the book shelves, for slide and movie projection. 





A built-in, electrically operated screen for slide  projec- 
tion and movies at home rolls down from its recess at the 
top of the cabinet. Note an order-encouraging detail, the 
slope-backed space for magazines at bottom of book shelves.

® Compared to the ample space of other areas, the dining 
room may seem small (it is 15’ by 17’). It was designed 
essentially for family use, and its more intimate scale will 
bring the family together each mealtime. 

\t the same time, however, its location in the house and 
its two sliding walls allow it to play an important role in 


the social scheme. With the wall to the entry thrown open 


(see plan on pages 106-7), it can serve as part of a large 


receiving hall for important gatherings. On other occasions 
these doors will be kept closed and, with the other doors 
open, the room used as a buffet alcove off the garden room.

The dining room is of more intimate scale than other public 


rooms in the house, for it is designed primarily for the 
family’s own use. The furnishings used here reinforce the 
regional character of the house. The table, chairs, light fix- 
ture, and candelabra echo the wrought-iron work of Spain. 
Pierced panels in the sliding doors add a Moorish overtone. 
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Table mats, cartwheels of sisal from Mexico, echo the Spanish- 
Mexican influence which lightly flavors this house. But plates 
from England and bitter-yellow lacquer bowls from Japan com- 
bine with American glass and sterling silver to demonstrate the 
essentially cosmopolitan character of the house. Wrought-iron 
chairs and chestnut table are reminiscent of Spain (at left).

Decorator Norman Foster designed a Spanish Colonial motif to 
be used as a recurring theme throughout the house.

4s in all well-thought-out houses, many 
places to dine have been provided. On 
the terrace outside the garden room, 
this family can gather for a summer 
supper, well shaded from the heat of 
the setting western sun, which will be 
on the other side of the house. The 
lake in the background was man-made. 


Blue is a recurring motif in this Pace 
Setter house, as is crosshatch design. 
Here you see, close-up, ingredients 
that carry these themes into table- 
settings that will look well all over 
the house — indoors or out. Plates are 
English; bowls are enamel on sterling. 
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The leisure room, as generally used, is open to the 
hallway leading to the bedrooms. But, if desired, it 
can be separated from the hall (small photo above) by 
sliding, louvered doors hung from tracks in the ceiling. 
Since sofas (left photo) are convertible to beds, room 
can: be used for guests. Panels over sofa are printed 
fabrics with special embroidery added by Martha Mood. 





The Leisure Room

@ Rooms planned for special purposes are often so designed 
and furnished that they are not readily adaptable to other 
uses. But a room designed for greater flexibility of use, 
such as the leisure room of this house, may easily serve 
many purposes. This kind of flexibility becomes particu- 
larly important when we cannot afford the luxury of special- 
purpose rooms, or when our patterns of living change as 
the make-up and age of the family change. 

As can be seen from the photos on these pages and the 
plan on page 107, this room, located near the center of the 
bedroom wing, can be used as a more intimate and informal 
living room for very informal occasions. It can be used 
by the children—or parents—when entertaining their friends. 
There*is a kitchenette nearby in the same wing. Or, if 
the main living room is being used for entertaining, it is 
a place where those not involved can escape to read, listen 
to music, or watch TV. Since it can be separated from 
the hall and there is an adjoining bath, it can serve as a 
guest room when one is needed. 





Wall at hallway end of leisure room 
is made up of three pairs of bifold, 


louvered doors that conceal storage 
and utility space: water heater and 
cleaning closet, right; sterage for out- 
of-season clothing, center; wardrobe 
drawers, left (return air grilles below). 























The leisure room (seen above from hallway) is at the center 
of the bedroom wing. It serves many functions: a guest room, 
a TV room, a library, and an intimate, second living room. 
Sliding doors at far end of room open to a screened porch. 


A custom-designed cabinet, echoing regional motif, has open 
book shelves above the counter. The doors below, shown open 
here, conceal a TV set, stereo speakers, sound reproduction 
equipment, and records. Hunt table at right of photo serves 
as a desk. In photo above siiding doors to hall are closed. 
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of good site planning 


® The frontiersmen and early settlers of America were 
driven, seemingly, by an urge to destroy nature. To them 
it was an enemy. Recently there has been a change in this 
attitude—a realization that man is happy only when he is 
in accord with his environment. 

This house, indicative of this change, was built in har- 
mony with a climate and a landscape. Set’ among tawny, 
gently-rolling, oak- and mesquite-covered hills on the shore 
of a small lake, its gently sloping roof reflects the lines 
of the land. And its neutral-toned stone walls repeat the 
predominant color of the earth, a pleasing foil for the 
richly-varied greens of the region’s plant life. 

The house is in a land of broad vistas and far horizons. 
In Texas one drives 150 miles with nearly the same attitude 
that 60 miles is driven in the East. Here an automobile is 
an indispensable means of getting about. And, as the auto 
court indicates, it is necessary to provide ample parking 
space for the cars of guests. (Please turn to page 147) 


The house is located in gently-rolling, tree-covered hills on 
the shore of a small man-made lake. On the side opposite 
the entrance and road, photo left, the patio opens to a view 
of the lake. Broad steps link the terrace and the grassy 


slope to the Jake, as may be seen in color on our cover. 
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In a region in which the auto is almost 
the sole means of transportation, the Pace 
Setter’s parking court (opposite page) is 
designed to store guests’ cars and still 
allow the owners complete freedom of 
movement. With adjacent drives and turn-

—by dreamers and builders 


@ There was a time, not too long ago, when family life in 
the United States tended to lose its center and, if not to dis- 
integrate, to become highly scattered. More and more of the 
family’s activities, as individuals and as a group, had tended 
to take place outside the home. There was one simple reason, 
although not the only reason: As houses grew smaller there 
wasn't space in them for much activity. 

More recently, this trend has been somewhat reversed. 
There has been a strongly-felt need, expressed in the term 
“family room,” for getting the family, as a unit, back into 
the home (although many rooms bearing this name have not 
always served this need). As centers, they have not been 
magnetic enough, nor had the significance that they should. 
Most often they have been just another space, somewhat in- 
stitutional—indestructible and spill-proof. A house cut up 
into mar-proof cubicles and having no important and unify- 
ing space offers no meaningful human experience for the 
family. 

This house has such a central, unifying space. It is the cen- 
ter of the family’s activities, symbolically and actually. This 
is immediately felt as one enters the house. In the plan of 
the house one can see how life within it is focused upon this 
center. 

The plan is divided into three somewhat distinct areas: 
the area nearest the auto court containing the entrance hall, 
the dining room, and the kitchen and maid’s room. The area 
next to it is the central and important space. It consists of 
the living room and the garden room. The third area is that 
devoted to bedrooms. This area in itself is subdivided into 
two areas: the master suite and the children’s rooms. These 
are linked by a room for more casual living, the leisure 
room, 

Progressively, as one moves from the auto court and to- 
ward the bedroom wing, each of these areas serves as a buft- 
er zone to give increasing privacy. The entrance and service 
area serve as a buffer for the central living area. These two 
combined serve as a buffer for the bedroom wing. In the 
plan of the bedroom area, one can see how storage spaces 
and bathroom have been used to enhance this quality of 
privacy. 

The garden room, enclosed as it is on three sides by other 
portions of the house, is private and, yet, spaciously open. 
Even when the doors at the end are open to the view toward 
the lake, this privacy is maintained. The terrace at this end 
is high enough, because of the ground slope, so that one has 
outlook without being looked-in upon. 

Except for the children’s bedrooms, all of the main rooms 
of the house open into the garden room. They are enlarged 
by it in terms of both physical and spiritual dimensions. It is 
a space that elevates the spirit, while actually enlarging the 
useful space for the family’s activities. 
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Houses, as well as individual lives, 
need a dominant center. 

The large living room and patio space, 
about which the varied functions 

of this house are organized, 

provides such a gathering-place. 

But there is also good separation 


between major zones in the house

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The plan of the house is organized about the generously pro- 
portioned central space produced by the merging of the liv- 
ing room and the patio. This multi-use space, the focus of 
activity within the house, is shielded from the auto court 
and entrance drive by a buffer zone composed of the garage, 
entrance hall, dining room, and service areas. The central 
living space itself serves as a second zone of defense for 
the bedroom area. Note the buffer of storage between the 
living area and the bedrooms. The bedroom area also has a 
buffer area within it, the leisure room. It separates the 
children’s rooms from the master’s suite. Although the plan 
is spacious and open, it allows for individual privacy. The 
children’s rooms open into a patio cut into the hillside. 
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_ Why this house is a Pace Setter 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


The 1961 Pace Setter shows a way to stem the tide of sameness. 
It indicates what can be gained from a reactivation of the basic principles 


that have given an individual flavor to all the historic ways of building. 


It has a continuity with past traditions, without imitating them 








@ Each year House Beautirut picks a house as the best 
house of the year. By “best,” we mean of unusual signifi- 
cance in every category affecting home life—from color to 
appliances to depth of cultural possibilities. 

But every year some facet of the house we choose (or cre- 
ate) stands out as being of greater significance than all the 
other good qualities. 

This year the stand-out characteristic of the Pace Setter is 
its sense of place—its sense of belonging. It shows that it is 
in San Antonio, Texas, a city with a great consciousness of 
nearby Mexico and its many-layered cultures. It also shows 
its sense of place by its keen awareness of, and accommoda- 
tion to, the extremes of Texan climate. 

Americans who have traveled abroad very often return 
home highly enthusiastic about the great variety to be found 
among the many regions of the earth, even in such a some- 
what limited area as that of the British Isles. They commend 
the individual character and the particular charm of the 
places they have visited. And, fresh from their awareness of 
the pleasures that such variety can offer, they may complain 
about the monotonous, coast-to-coast sameness of the man- 
made scene in the United States. 

Frequently, with the hope of bringing into being at home 
something of the quality of uniqueness discovered abroad— 
and assuming that it can be done by simulation—they have 
built imitations of Italian gardens and Mediterranean vil- 
las in New York, copies of Cotswold cottages in California, 
and psuedo-Spanish plazas in such unlikely places as Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

Of course, the hoped-for charm has failed to materialize. 
In these efforts there has been a fundamental fault, a failure 
to recognize that the charm and character, which they had 
hoped to transplant, is very deeply rooted in a region. It 
has developed in relation to and out of a specific way of liv- 
ing in a specific place and in a specific era. Mosi probably it 
has very little, if any, relation to the way of living, the place, 
the time. or the cultural background of those who would 
seek to transplant it. We often forget that. although works of 
art as commodities can be readily bought and moved about 
in wholesale lots, culture cannot be bought or transferred. 
It is too integrally fused with the mental and spiritual make- 
up of a place, as well as of a person. 

That which they have sought to reset in another soil and 
situation was an organic development, produced by the in- 
teraction of many forces and influences—social, economic, 
geographic, aesthetic, religious, etc.—of a region and within 
it. What they have desired has spiritual as well as physical 
ties to a place. 

Much that we admire, and covet. in the towns and cities of 
Europe and Asia—the highly individual and unique qualities 
of such cities as Rome, Florence, London, Paris, Stockholm, 
Kyoto—to name only a few of the more apparent examples, 
is the product of a regionalism that has great depth in time, 
tradition and climate. Some of these cities represent sev- 
eral thousand years of continuous development upon one 
site. Rome is the best example of this. Many of its major 
monuments, such as St. Peter’s, are the products of several 
centuries of continuous working and reworking. Though 
these cities are quite cosmopolitan, they have retained an es- 
sential identity: for example, the Roman-ness of Rome, the 
Florentine-ness of Florence. Though their monuments have

remained essentially the same buildings, in many cases they 
have been much modified and encrusted by time. 

The regionalism which these cities represent was pro- 
duced, quite unawares and unself-consciously, out of the lim- 
itations imposed by a time and a place. It is the expression 
of a culture. and. if the use of the term may be pardoned, 
of a provincialism which is no longer desirable—nor is it 
any longer possible. 

Provincialism to many people has a bad connotation: the 
inborn, inbred. out-of-touch state of mind, with a limited 
horizon and a narrower point of view. This kind of provin- 
cialism is not desirable. But denying the desirability of this 
does not necessarily mean the favoring of the uniformity 
and monotony resulting from the technological facility of 
today. Nor does it mean its encouragement as exhibited by 
the sophisticated provincial who, fearing to be thought pro- 
vincial, eagerly assumes the cloak of conformity to the prev- 
alent mode. Wishing to be thought worldly-wise, he assumes 
a snobbish attitude toward any regional manifestation, re- 
gardless of its particular merit or significance. 

Certain regional, or provincial, flavors have existed in this 
country in the not-too-distant past. There are still some in ex- 
istence. But when traveling about the country today one 
searches carefully to find some product, whether it be art, 
handicraft, or even cooking, that is characteristic of some 
particular region. (There are a few that are commercially 
exploited on a nation-wide scale! ) 

However, in Europe shopping for the characteristic prod- 
ucts and eating the cuisine of the region (even France has its 
regional cuisines) is a part of the pleasure*6f traveling. 

Specific items may still be found in some areas in this 
country, but these are in danger of disappearing under the 
onrush of sameness made possible by our facility of pro- 
duction and distribution, by our ease of superficial com- 
munication, and by the more general availability of the op- 
portunity to travel. 

But when all products are the same everywhere, the de- 
lightful opportunity to savor other flavors has been obliter- 
ated. When every city and village is an imitation of Park or 
Fifth Avenue (and when even the original seems pallid in 
comparison with its gilded and projected image), the only 
reason for travel becomes a kind of mindless wanderlust 
predestined for dissatisfaction. 

But this tide of sameness might be turned by a conscious 
cultivation of regionalism and a conscious reactivation of 
the basic principles which have given an individual flavor 
and character to all cultures and their ways of building. 

The house illustrated in this issue is based on such a con- 
scious reactivation. Perhaps it should be added that, wnile 
the result is regional in character. the principles at work in 
it are universal in application. If intelligently understood 
and applied. they will produce variety. 

A little thought will demonstrate that whatever is particu- 
lar and individual to some region will have some connection, 
ultimately, with the particular climate of that region. This 
is more noticeably true of plants and animals, but man him- 
self is not an exception to this principle. This principle is at 
work in the shaping of the house. 

The building vernacular of any region is based on the 
working out of this principle in the terms of the building 
materials available and the tech- (Please turn to page 152) 





tion. Yet richness occurs because of the pattern in the marble, 
the quietly-patterned wallpaper, and the handmade hardware. 


A style is born of simple things

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toward the clutter of the Victorian period, when more was 
added to more on the theory it would be better. 
to create beauty and homeyness ee 
/ If you will analyze this house, room by room, you will 
note that there are relatively few things—per room. But 
what is there counts for a lot. The massive breakfront in 
the living room, which was designed to incorporate a pair 
of antique Moroc doors, is an example. Its finish also 
derived from the mellow coloring of these old doors. 
The little girl's bedroom, shown at top of opposite page, 
is another example. The whole effect is achieved with the tall 
headboards and the patterned rug. 
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Pretty is what you could call the little girl’s room. This pretti- 
ness is achieved quite simply with whites and greens used 
boldly and effectively. Overtones of Spanish Colonial that echo 
throughout the house appear again here. Only pronounced 
pattern in the room is the exuberant Spanish rug. Head- 
boards were designed by the decorator, Norman Foster, made 
locally, and finished in the greens of the rug. Curtains are 
sheer white with a white printed pattern. 


At left, a view of the powder room. A faint Spanish Colonial 
feeling is arrived at here with very little: the baroque frame 
on the mirror, the big tiles of the floor, done in a dimension 
common in Mexico, and the stool for the dressing table. 
Otherwise the room is pure 20th-century American. Repeti- 
tion of louvered doors for closets and cupboards gives a unity 
to the whole. Counter is slate. 
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The master bedroom has a tall wall of glass that faces the cen- 
tral patio. When the draperies and shutters are open, as in photo 
above, the recom is a continuous part of the patio, much lighter, 
larger, and less enclosed. As seen in photos below, the amount 
of daylight and degree of openness can be greatly varied. Patio 
is a delightful spot for a leisurely breakfast before dressing. 


The sitting area in the bedroom is seen in photo at right when 
the shutters are closed, draperies drawn, and a fire lighted on 
the hearth. Now the room is more intimate and enclosed. A 


third possible combination is seen in photo on opposite page. 
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The control panel of the 
built-in Hi Fi and inter- 
com system, as well as 
the master switch for 
lights, is located over 
night table near head of 
bed. Headboard incor- 
porates wood carving 
from antique Japanese 
gate.

@ Until recently a bedroom in an American home has been, 


as the name implies, chiefly a place to sleep. By default, since 
there was no other, it was also a place to dress. Since our 
mores did not allow us to admit that we relaxed during the 
day, unless we were very young, elderly, or ill, these functions 
determined its character. 

Today, needing a new name and generally referring to it 
as a room prefixed with the name of its occupant, we are 
accepting the idea that the bedroom may be more than just 
a bedroom. For the young child it may be a place to play 
or study; for the adolescent it may be the place that satisfies 
his first, intense need for privacy. For the parents it may be 
the one spot in the house that is really theirs and in which, 
somewhat freed from the demands of their family and public 
life, they may relax, refresh themselves, and restore their 
energies. 

In the master’s room of this house the emphasis is upon 
relaxation and factors contributing to it, such as a quiet 
conversation by the fire. The sleeping, bathing, and dressing [ 
functions are subordinate to this main idea. 

As planned, the room may be somewhat isolated from the 
rest of the house. It can be secluded and cut off. But, be- 
cause of the flexibility of the (Please turn the page) 
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The entrance to the master suite from the hall- 
way is through an area lined with storage (see 
plan below). Behind the louvered, bifold doors 
at left is hanging space for clothing. On the 
right side and separating this area from dress- 
ing area is a cabinet with shelves-behind-doors 
above and drawers below. Back of this cabinet is 
a built-in dressing table and a counter with 
built-in lavatories. Note that bedroom is freed 
of all clothing storage and dressing disorder.

design, it can also be open and very much a part of the 
rest of the house when, and if, desired. 

Variety itself is refreshing. This room offers wide varia- 
tion in the qualities of light and space made possible by 
the shutters and light-proof draperies. It may be open on all 
sides and brightly lighted. It may be darkened and enclosed. 
Or it may be some shadowy, restful in-between. 

To make the room more a place of relaxation, all clothing 
storage and dressing facilities are kept out of it and con- 
centrated in the dressing room. It, too, is quiet and subdued 
in character. Except for the lavatories built into the counter, 
an extension of the dressing table, the functions of the bath- 
room are made a subordinate element in the room by enclos- 


ing them in separate compartments. 
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The marble-topped counter near the center of dressing room 
has built-in lavatories on opposite sides of the free-standing 
mirrors. (Louvered doors of storage space between dressing 
room and bedroom are reflected in one mirror.) The glass- 
enclosed sunken tub and shower compartment is beyond at left 
of mirror. At the back of alcove are doors to linen cabinet. 


The dressing room is seen here from a position near the win- 
dows shown in photo above. The lavatory counter is at left. 
Beyond it is the built-in dressing table with a broad mir- 
ror above it. Near center of photo is the aleove (see plan 
on opposite page) to which shower and water-closet compart- 
ments open. The couch at right adds a touch of real luxury.

Printed and embroidered fabrics subtly reflect 
the centuries-old design and craft 


traditions that are the Southwest’s heritage 


@ Spanish design traditions look inevitably at home in the 
Pace Setter because they are legitimate heritages of its 
Southwestern environment. Tile floors, wrought iron, Mo- 
resque grilles and jalousies, the arabesques and arched 
lozenge forms, custom-designed and printed on the living 
room sofa fabric, even the tradition of embroidery which em- 
bellishes decorative hanging panels—all are a distillation 
of the far-flung influences that shaped the designs of Spain 
and were eventually transplanted to our Southwest. 

Here you see how a modern decorator-designer has used 
the essence of this rich local heritage in a few fabric patterns 
to suggest, rather than literally duplicate, Spanish-Colonial 
design conventions. A free translation of the Spanish-made 
wrought-iron table detail, which serves as a motif throughout 
the house (see also page 101), patterns the hand-printed 
sofa fabric (left), An antique 18th-century “Tree of Life” 
crewelwork, an English interpretation of a timeless oriental 
pattern that colors Spanish design, hangs over the living 
room fireplace (upper right and page 96), adding to the 
room a reminder of the Spanish love of needlework. And in 
the library (lower right and page 102), wall panels of a 
contemporary printed cloth overworked in embroidery repeat 
the tradition of stitchery in a way that creates a blend of 
both old and new design. 


Framed wall panels (page 102 and right), reminiscent of old 
Spanish needlework, are modern printed fabrics, embellished 
with embroidery stitched-on feathers and bead-work to give 
the pattern dimensional depth. Result reflects the Southwest, 
old and new. Martha Mood, a Texas artist, did the stitchery.

Opposite, custom-designed and hand-printed motifs on the 
sofa fabric are non-literal translations of the Spanish design 
of the wrought-iron table base, originally the leading of a 
17th-century Gothic stained-glass window. Pattern proves the 
value of restraint when old forms are used in new ways. 


On page 96, see the affinity between the Pace Setter’s Spanish- 
Colonial motifs and this antique English crewel-embroidered 
“Tree of Life” panel, a collector’s piece from Elinor Merrell. 
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Door knobs, cabinet pulls, switch plates, push plates—128 
separate pieces of hardware, that are seen and touched a 
hundred times a day, were designed and made by Ernst Auer- 
bach, an artist-silversmith. Chiefly of pewter, combined with 
copper or brass, they represent 1,000 man-hours of meticulous 
craftsmanship. Garden room bracket lantern, above, of copper- 
banded pewter, is inset with handmade, amber stained glass.

Looking across the garden 
room into the kitchen, the 
earth-red tiled floor and the 
creamy colors of the wood 
shutters, repeated in cabi- 
nets of kitchen, carry the 
eye across the _ threshold 
without a break to a pleas- 
ing, spacious, workmanlike 
room. Conveniently close at 
hand for serving, the kitchen 
is normally open to view, 
with the curtains pulled to 
each side of the glass wall. 


@ Much of the charm of this open-plan kitchen comes from 
its spaciousness—its sense of openness to the out-of-doors. 
Actually a windowless room, the floor-to-ceiling glass wall 
with double sliding doors expands the kitchen visually far 
beyond its size. There is no sense of confinement here, for 
the kitchen benefits from the extensive garden room. Well- 
planned work centers, with the finest of easy-to-maintain 
modern equipment housed in handsome cabinetry, make the 
area as pleasing as any room in the house. 

The kitchen is really the hub of the house, thanks to its 
close proximity to both garden room and terrace. The dining 
room also opens off the kitchen, while the master bedroom 
is conveniently near. For an early morning cup of coffee 
the kitchen may be reached by a few steps across the garden 
room instead of walking around and through the house.

Without a single window opening directly to the “out-of-doors,” 
the Pace Setter kitchen still has an open, spacious feeling. 
This is achieved by a wali of glass opening into the gar- 
den room, bathing the room with non-glare daylight yet per- 
mitting the eye to travel far beyond the confines of the recom. 


From a working position at the center island the entire gar- 
den room is in full view.

As the floor plan (right) clearly shows, the kitchen 
functions around a center island whose spacious tile counter 
top, ideal for serving, is within easy reach of all work 
centers. The island houses a triple stainless-steel sink, one 
of which is a sit-down sink for preparing vegetables. Here 
too is a three-cycle dishwasher and an abundance of special- 
ized storage space. This, plus a large pantry for quantity 
food storage, makes up for the sacrifice of cabinets necessi- 
tated by the glass wall. 

At one end of the room, running from the double oven to 
the dining room door, is a solid bank of storage. Opposite 
is the planning desk. The third wall houses two four-burner 
counter-top ranges, food warming drawers, and two refrig- 
erators near the rear entrance. 

Everything in the kitchen is easy to maintain. Cabinets 
of plastic laminate, in beige ash wood grain, will never need 
refinishing or even waxing. They wipe clean with a damp 
cloth. The earth-red tile floor is washed and vacuumed dry 
with an electric floor scrubber. Tile counters, whose textured 


dull-glazed finish give them a “soft” look, may be washed or 
wiped clean. This ease of care and excellent workability make 
it a truly pleasurable kitchen.

Individual humidity control for each draw- 
er allows moisture to be retained for 
vegetables and roasts, or to keep such 
foods as fried chicken crisp yet soft inside.

The Lusty, Gusty Heritage from Mexico 


Yo many influences are blended in the food traditions in 
Texas that the result is wonderfully cosmopolitan—a 
real world melting pot. Middle- and upper-class homes 

cook in a wide gastronomic gamut. One prominent strain is 
Mexican cooking, which has contributed such good things 
as garbanzos, chile poblano, cumin and coriander, molé 
sauce and numerous salsa piquantes. Many of these South- 
west specialties are canned, so Yankees can have them too. 
Even that cornerstone, the tortilla, can be bought canned.

Frijoles Refritos 
(Refried Beans) 


1 pound pink or red beans Salt to taste 


2 quarts water 7 ounces lard 

Soak beans overnight. Drain off water in which beans 
have been soaked and boil in 2 quarts of water and salt 
until the beans are very tender. Drain and mash. Place 4. 
ounces of lard in skillet and heat until very hot, add beans, 
cook until they are dry and have absorbed the lard. Cool. 
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To refry the beans heat them in 3 ounces of lard, mix, turn 
and stir frequently to avoid burning or sticking to pan. 
Season and serve very hot with a topping. (There are many 
toppings that may be used: sour cream, cheese, chicharrones, 
etc.) In place of lard, bacon drippings can be used and will 
give a better taste. Serves 6. . 


Foam Soup 


2 ounces butter 3 whole eggs 


3 ounces flour 11% quarts chicken broth 
1'% teaspoons baking powder 3 ounces tomato juice 


2 teaspoons Parmesan cheese 


Mix flour with cheese, add the butter which has been 
melted, mix. Add eggs, one at a time, mixing after each egg. 
\dd baking powder last. The foam should not be runny, but 
should fall slowly from spoon. Put tomato juice in strong 
chicken broth. Bring to a boil. Season. When boiling, drop 
the foam by spoonfuls into the broth, cover, reduce heat. 
Let simmer about 10 minutes, covered. The foam should be 
very light and fluffy. Sprinkle fresh, chopped parsley on top 
before serving.

to decry the dullness of American home cooking. But 

if you will note carefully, these critics are the ones 

assigned to cover restaurants.

The basic facts about 
Lawn Grasses 


The first step in having a successful lawn is choosing the 


right grass. Here is straightforward information to help you do just that

@ Choosing the grass for your lawn is not a decision to be 
made lightly. Of course, the kind cf seed or sod is only one 
of many factors in growing a good lawn, but it is the first 
consideration and just as important as any other. No amount 
of care and attention can make grass do well if the variety is 
not suited to the climate, exposure, and soil. 

When you look at grass from the business end of a lawn- 
mower, it all seems pretty much alike. In fact few, if any, 
members of the plant kingdom look so much alike as the 
turf grasses—and yet differ so. All grasses are monocotyle- 
dons (monocots) with one seed leaf. The leaf is narrow, flat, 
and has parallel veins. The green color, single leaf, and an 
ability to survive repeated trimming are characteristic of all 
turf grasses. But there the similarities end. 

The many species and varieties of sod-forming grass dif- 
fer tremendously in their adaptability to heat and cold, 
drought and moisture, and to sun and shade. They also vary 
in rate of growth, resistance to pests and disease, tolerance 
of chemicals, and feeding requirements. To make the best 
choice, you have to know their requirements and _ their 
various characteristics. 

There is no perfect grass. But if we could specify one, it 
would have these qualities: 

e Rich green color the year around. 


e Relatively slow steady growth.

e Pleasing texture and density. 

e Adaptability to a wide range of soils and climates. 

e Resistance to pests and disease. 

Lacking such a wonder grass, we must choose those that 
come closest to the ideal and do what we can to match the’ 
needs of the grass to the conditions in the garden. 

The three major zones for growing grass—cool climate, 
warm climate, and transition—are shown on.the map above. 
We can’t always say that only one grass should be used in a 
certain place, but we can say which grasses are most likely to 
succeed, and which shouldn’t be used. Following is a com- 
parison of the strengths and weaknesses of the best grasses 
for each geographic area. 


COOL-CLIMATE GRASSES 


Kentucky bluegrass. This is the most-used lawn grass in the 
cooler half of the United States. There are two types: com- 
mon Kentucky blue and Merion Kentucky blue. The com- 
mon type has-a good rich green color, pleasing texture, good 
density, and great vigor. It comes up, spreads, and persists 
under a wide range of conditions. 

It does best in deep fertile soil, prefers a long cool grow- 
ing season, does best in sunshine, and requires good drain- 
age but plenty of moisture. It must be cut relatively high 
(about 1144 to 21% inches). (Please turn to page 148)

It is within Hawaiian homes that 
you realize what a new and dis- 
tinctive kind of American living is 
developing here. To be entertained, 
of course, is the most delightful 
way to observe the casual life of 


the Janai, Hawaii's open living 
room, and the swimming pool. 
(One gets the impression that 


there are more pools per capita in 
Hawaii than anywhere on earth.) 

In gardens of plumeria, torch 
ginger, tree ferns and the whole 
gamut of subtropical lushness, or 
on terraces built out over the surf, 
life is lived pretty close to the out- 
doors. But for all its sense of free- 
and-easiness. the casual life has a 
certain elegance. 

Unfortunately, a visitor’s chanc- 
es of being entertained get slim- 
mer as more and more people are 
flying the less than five-hour flight 
from the West Coast. and residents 
tell us ruefully that there aren’t 
enough days in the week to enter- 
tain the visiting firemen who come 
with notes of introduction. And the 
lovely old aloha tradition of the 
flower lei upon arrival is beginning 
to impose an economic burden. 

You still have a chance to get 
somewhat behind the scenes, how- 


ever. Local church and _ social 


groups frequently organize house 
tours for charity. The Honolulu 
Garden Club and the Honolulu Out- 
door Circle sponsor such tours. The 
Hawaii Visitors Bureau or your ho- 
tel can tell you what’s current, 
and, if you can get in on one of 
these tours, don’t miss it, because

/HERE to stay in Honolulu? 
Out of the many hotels on Wai- 
kiki, we have been happily en- 
sconced from time to time in the 
Royal Hawaiian—which has the ca- 
chet of an island social center, the 
Princess Kaiulani, the Reef, the 
Surf Rider, Hawaiian Village, Wai- 
kikian, and the Halekulani, which 
gets our most enthusiastic vote be- 
cause it is small and unpretentious- 
ly lovely in the old tradition of pre- 
progress Hawaii. This hotel has ac- 
quired several “hide-away” cottages 
on the beach at Diamond Head. 

The resort excitement of Honolu- 
lu can include everything from surf- 
riding and skin-diving to hula les- 
sons, with a spate of night life also 
available. But you’d be getting a 
distorted picture of the new state 
if you didn’t experience the placid, 
closer-to-the-past atmosphere of at 
least one of the other islands, 
all quickly and inexpensively ac- 
cessible by air. Hawaii Air Lines 
and Aloha Air Lines have flights 
as frequent as a bus line. Local 
travel companies have a variety of 
package outer-island tours, lasting 
from two days to a week. 

Hawaii, the Big Island, is 58 
minutes away from Honolulu, if 
you fly to Kona, and one of the 
most romantic coasts you'll ever 
see. In Kailua, there’s the Kona 
Inn, where the lawns run down to 
the water’s edge. 

Here you can sense some of the 
little-grass-shack atmosphere that is 
fast fading from Hawaii. 

Eventually, you might drive, en 
route to Hilo, through lava-slide 
landscape to the Volcano House 
on the edge of the Kilauea Crater. 
You may descend from the black 
land into a magnificent, fresh fern 
forest—all part of a national park 
which incorporates two volcanoes, 
Mauna Loa and Mauna Kea. 

The best word on all this is to 
go soon, for development is open- 
ing up fast.

And, once you have manipulated a 
spectacular coastal drive from 
Wailuke to Hana, here is one of the 
most charming hotels in the world, 
the Hana-Maui, elegant in a Japa- 
nese fashion and the Hawaiian style, © 

Acknowledged the most lushly 
verdant of all the islands, Kauai is 
paradoxically the home of a little © 
Grand Canyon all its own—the 
rose-red cleft of Waimea Canyon. 
Kauai’s beaches are as famous as 
its rice paddies and ginger blossoms, 

The Coco Palms at Wailua was 
until recently its most luxurious 
and amiable hotel, but now the same 
management is opening a similar 
resort, Hanalei Plantation, on the 
northern coast. And in January the 
owners of Honolulu’s Halekulani 
will open a bungalow hotel, Waio- 
hai, which will be another step 
toward conserving the more naive, 
lovely nature of Kauai. :

ventilation methods where possible 
and by mechanical means where 
necessary. Moving air in the Pace 
Setter can be achieved naturally.

5. Air conditioning, which com- 
monly means air cooling, is the last 
resort when all other methods have 
been used and the environment is 
still too hot. In the Southwest, 
where temperatures may go above 
100° F. for at least five months a 
year, and over 85° F. for eight 
‘months a year for at least some 

part of the day, air cooling is 
clearly necessary. 

_ This Pace Setter has*an ideal] air 
conditioning system. It is a two- 
zone system, meaning that the side 
of the house getting the most heat 
load (the southwestern) operates 
separately from the side getting the 
least heat load (the northeastern). 

These two systems have their own 
climate-control centers. These are 
wall-mounted control panels that 
not only regulate temperature the 
year round, but enable the home- 
owner to monitor outside weather. 
These 8” x 14” instrument panels 
control both heating and cooling 
cycles, provide for automatic fan 
operation and for pre-set adjust- 
ments of temperatures during night 
and day hours. They flash warning 
lights if the filters are clogged. the 
pilot light goes out, the oil burner 
fails to ignite, the compressor fails 
to start, or the condensate drain is 
plugged. 

The compressors for both these 
are located outside the 
house proper, which means they ex- 
haust their heat and humidity into 
the outdoors. 

6. Light-colored materials 
the best to use in buildings and 
landscaping, as they do not build 


systems 


are 


up heat in themselves like dark 
materials and, therefore, cannot 
radiate heat back at you. This Pace 
Setter house is, in the main, a light 
beige color. (It would look well 
against sandy soil.) So it does not 
look glary in bright sunlight, but it 
is of a good color to protect itself 
from soaking up a high heat accu- 
mulation. Look for this middle 
ground between too light (and 
bright and glary) and too dark and 
heat-absorptive. 

7. And, of course, insulation! In 
walls and ceilings. The purpose of 
insulation is to slow down the pas- 
sage of heat through the solid 
structure in either direction. In 
summer, the goal is to slow down 
heat getting in. In winter, you want 
insulation to keep heat from getting 
out. This house is amply insulated 
with thick, batt-type fiber-glass 
insulation in walls and ceilings. 

Each of these several aids is ef- 
fective by itself. And the more you 
bring them together in combination 
the more their effectiveness accu- 
mulates. The builder who puts insu- 
lation into a house is really writing 
a prescription for more uniform 
infrared radiation.

with an almost amber tinge, usually served in a carafe and 
drunk young; rather coarse and lacking in distinction, but 
by no means unpleasant with good Roman food. It comes 
principally from the villages of Frascati, Marino, Grotta- 
ferrata, Genzano, Albano, Ariccia, Rocca di Pape, Velletri, 
etc. 


CATAWBA (Ca-taw-ba). Native American grape of somewhat 
uncertain origin, believed to be an accidental hybrid of 
wild, indigenous varieties (it is of the species labrusca) 
probably first found growing in the woods along the Ca- 
tawba River, in the Carolinas. In any case, in the 1820’s, it 
was being cultivated in Montgomery County, Maryland. 
and in the District of Columbia, where it found a champion 
in the person of a Major John Adlum, who once hopefully 
stated that, “in bringing this grape into public notice, I 
have rendered my country a greater service than I could 
have done had I paid off the national debt [then $84 mil- 
lion].” Time has perhaps proved him wrong, but for the 
better part of a century the Catawba was the leading wine 
grape of America. It was the basis of Nicholas Longworth’s 
famous sparkling wine, produced along the banks of the 
Ohio, near Cincinnati; it is still one of the most widely 
grown of native grapes, both in Ohio and in the Finger 
Lakes District of New York State. It is a light-red grape, 
highly productive, giving a white wine with a pronounced 
native or “foxy” flavor. Much of this is used in New York 
State Champagne, and is found good by those who do not 
object to its assertive taste. Some passable non-sparkling 
Catawbas have been made, generally quite tart but with 
the same basic fault. There also exists an amber horror, 
a 16% or 18% fortified Catawba, foxy and sweet, of which 
it would be impossible to say anything favorable. In any 
case, few people today would agree with what Longfellow 
wrote when he received a gift of Sparkling Catawba from 
Nicholas Longworth:

CAVE (Cah-v). The French word for cellar. This can mean, as in 
English, a storage space underground, or simply a collec- 
tion of bottles. Commercially, it is just as meaningless as 
in English—a term to be regarded as suspect on a wine 
label, unless a good deal of sound information follows it 
directly. Thus “mis en bouteille dans nos caves” does NOT 
mean estate-bottled, “Les Caves de Chablis’ can be just a 
brand; a caviste, however, is unequivocably a “cellar-man.” 


CELLAR. Storage space for wine and, by inference, the wine it 
contains; traditionally, but by no means necessarily, below 
ground. There are few underground cellars in the Bordeaux 
country, few in California, almost none in Spain. Whether 
underground or no, a wine cellar should be cool, with as

even a temperature as possible throughout the year, free 
from vibration, and dark. A somewhat damp cellar is likely 
to be cooler than one absolutely dry; some ventilation is 
essential. The ideal cellar temperature is between 55° and 
60°, with 45° and 70° as perhaps permissible extremes; 
within these limits, the cooler the cellar, the more slowly 
wines will develop and the longer they will live. 

Apart from one’s current requirements, the wines that 
should be laid away in a cellar (the bottles horizontal, of 
course, so that the wine covers the cork) are those most 
likely to increase in value and improve with age. Many 
wines do neither. A carefully kept record, or cellar-book, 
will be found a most useful and helpful guide. It should 
show at least, for each wine, where purchased, when pur- 
chased, price, when served, to whom, with what food, and 
tasting notes.

CHABLAIS (Shab-lay). Wine-producing district in the Canton of 
Vaud, in southern Switzerland. The vineyards, planted to 
the Fendant or Chasselas grape, extend from Villeneuve, 
at the eastern tip of Lake Geneva, southeast along the upper 
Rhone Valley. The wines are all white, fairly full-bodied, 
and some of them, as Yvorne and Aigle, rank among the 
best Swiss wines. 


CHABLIS (Shab-lee). Little town southeast of Paris, in the dé- 
partement of Yonne, and the surrounding district, which 
produces some of the most famous of all white Burgundies. 
Chablis may be made only from the Chardonnay grape, and 
the zone entitled to the name is strictly delimited, com- 
prising only certain areas of chalky soil in a total of 20 
small communes. The average annual production, including 
Chablis Grand Cru and Chablis Premier Cru, is roughly 
180.000 gallons: in addition, some 70,000 gallons of “Petit 
Chablis” are made, also from the Chardonnay, from less 
fine vineyards in the same 20 communes. Petit Chablis is 
a lighter wine, of less distinction and class, shorter-lived 
and soon ready—much of it is drunk up as carafe wine in 
Paris restaurants when less than a year old. The finest 
Chablis, that called Grand Cru, must come from a single 
slope consisting of seven tiny vineyards: Vaudésir, Les Clos, 
Grenouilles, Valmur, Blanchots, Preuses, Bougros. Such 
wine generally carries the vineyard name in addition to the 
words “Grand Cru”: a good deal of it is estate-bottled, and 
only some 6.000 cases are produced in favorable years; crop 
failures on account of frost are frequent. Chablis Premier 
Cru, too, quite often carries a vineyard name, and in good 
years is a wine of almost equal quality; the first growth 
vineyards (Climats Classés Premiers Crus) include: Mon- 
tée de Tonnerre, Mont-de-Milieu, Vaulorent, Vaucoupin, 
Fourchaume, Céte-de-Léchet, Vaillon, Beugnon, Butteaux, 
Les Foréts, Montmain, and some dozen others. Wines la- 
beled simply Chablis. without vineyard name or designa- 
tion as to growth (cru), may be assumed to be from less 
good vineyards, although they are of a higher class than 
Petit Chablis. The quality of Chablis varies enormously 
from one vintage to another, that of poor years being often 
disagreeably thin and tart. At its best, it is a dry, almost 
austere wine, pale straw in color, remarkably clean on the 
palate, with a delicate, fleeting bouquet, and a characteristic 
flavor often described as “flinty.” In other countries the 
name is loosely used and is largely meaningless. In the 
United States (as formerly in Spain, Chile, ete.) any white 
table wine, wherever made and of whatever grapes, may 
call itself “Chablis.” Those interested in finding a California 
counterpart of this fine French wine should look for bottles 
labeled “Chardonnay,” or “Pinot Chardonnay.”

producing white wines entitled to the name Pouilly-Fuissé. 


CHAMBOLLE-MUSIGNY (Shawm-boll Moos-een-ye). Celebrated 
wine-producing township of the Cote d’Or which, like many 
another Burgundian village, has added the name of its finest 
vineyard (Musigny) to its own original village name (Cham- 
bolle). There are some 420 acres under vines, all, except 
for a tiny portion of Musigny, producing red wines exclusive- 
ly. and some of the most charming, delicate and fragrant of 
all Burgundy. Musigny and Bonnes Mares, the two best, are 
sold under these names without mention of Chambolle. The 
next highest in quality, ranked as Premiers Crus and often 
truly admirable, go to market as Chambolle-Musigny plus 
a vineyard name, as Les Amoureuses, Les Charmes, ete. 
What is labeled simply Chambolle-Musigny comes last of 
all, is often rather light, but generally makes up in finesse 
for what it lacks in body.

WARM-CLIMATE GRASSES 


Bermudagrass is the most com- 
monly used lawngrass in the South 
and warm parts of the transition 
area. Common Bermuda grows flat 
to the ground with creeping stems. 
It has a wider leaf than bluegrass. 
The color is light to dark bluish- 
green (depending on soil fertility). 
It is a vigorous grower and often 
invades cuitivated beds and_be- 
comes a probiem to control. It 
must be well! fed or ihe texture be- 
comes coarse and open. It takes 
full sun, long hot summers, and 
tolerates long dry spells. It will 
stand close It will not 
grow in the shade, and is not de- 
pendably hardy in the colder sec- 
tions of the transition zone and 
northward.

In the deep South it goes dor- 
mant and turns brown for a few 
weeks in winter. In cooler areas it 
may be brown from five to seven 
months. 

Improved Bermudagrass, such 
as Tifflawn, U-3, Tiffine, Ormond, 
Sunturf, 328, and Uganda are now 
available. In general 
these have a finer texture and 
slightly longer season than the 
common type. U-3 and Uganda 
seem to be the most winter-hardy 
of the lot. Your local County 
Agent, College of Agriculture, or 
seedsman can tell you which, if 
any, of the Bermudas will do best 
in your climate. Most important: 
Mow close, feed very well.

About planting Bermudagrass 


All Bermudas except the com- 
mon type are planted by stolons or 
sod which you get from a nursery- 
man. Common Bermuda is planted 
from seed. 

For best results, both are planted 
in spring as soon as it is warm 
enough to plant tomatoes. 

Zoysia grass will grow well all 
through the South. Some of the 
Zoysia Japonica varieties are hardy 
enough to grow throughout the 
transition zone and into the milder 
areas of the cool climate zone. 

Zoysia is-rich green, comparable 
to Kentucky bluegrass. It forms a 
thick growth with a pleasing uni- 
form texture. It is very slow grow- 


ing, which makes it difficult to 
establish, especially in cool cli- 


mates. It may also fail if compe- 
tition from other grasses and weeds 
is not controlled. But, once it gets 
started, it will maintain a good 
stand. It will soil of 
low fertility and is quite tolerant 
of dry weather. It is

Bermuda-grass. It can be cut close. 

In the warm sections of the South, 
it is dormant for only a few weeks. 
In cooler climates it may be dor- 
mant from five to seven months. 
This, of course, is no problem on 
lawns of summer homes. Z. Japon- 
ica, Meyer zoysia, Emerald Zoysia, 
Z. matrella and Z. tenuifolia are 
other available types. Meyer Zoy- 
sia is the most vigorous. The oth- 
ers are listed here, roughly in rel- 
ative order of hardiness. Most im- 
portant: Mow close, keep down 
weeds after planting. 


About planting Zoysia 


In the cooler climates plant Zoy- 
sia shortly after the frost-free date 
until the end of spring. Space the 
stems at 6- to 12-inch intervals. 
Each stem should have two or three 
joints. In the warm climates Zoysia 
is planted in spring and summer. 

St. Augustine grass is used most- 
ly from Southern Texas to Florida. 
It will take a good deal of heat, is 
tolerant of some shade, and has an 
attractive color. It is coarse in tex- 
ture and is frequently troubled by 
chinch bug in the Florida area. It is 
useful only in the warmest parts 
of the South. 

Centipede grass is a tough, low- 
growing grass that tolerates poor 
soil, sun, and heat. It is too tender 
to use anywhere but in the South. 


Shade grasses for the South 


None of the grasses that do well 
in the deep South are really well 
adapted to shade. But the two best 
are Zoysia and St. Augustine. 
Where weather is relatively cool 
in the South, as in the mountains, 
cool-climate grasses can be used. 


GRASSES FOR THE 
TRANSITION ZONE 


If you aren’t sure whether the 
warm-climate or the cool-climate 
grasses will do best in your gar- 
den, here are some further factors 
to consider: 

Zoysia has its greatest potential 
in the transition zone because it is 
more winter-hardy than Bermuda- 
grass. Zoysia is not such a rampant 
grower Bermudagrass. It is, 
therefore, less likely to invade cul- 
tivated beds. It will also grow on 
poorer soil than Bermuda or Ken- 
tucky bluegrass.

and spring. I seem to remember 
when I was a child that all little 
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girls went to Sunday school on 
Easter in wide straw hats decor- 
ated with marguerites and long 
ribbons down their backs. 

The centers of the marguerites 
are smaller, more in proportion to 
the general arrangements, than 
those of the ox-eye or common field 
daisy. Their leaves are rather fern- 
like and add a good touch of darker 
green to a bouquet. The flowers are 
one-and-a-half to three inches in di- 
ameter. They are perennials and, 
when the climate is warm enough, 
bloom almost the year around. In 
our garden near New York City, 
they die with the first hard frost. 

There have been some worth- 
while improvements on the original 
marguerites, which came to Eng- 
land in 1699 from the Canary Is- 
lands. In their native state, the 
flowers were small, with narrow 
petals. They were generally known 
simply as marguerites or Paris 
daisies, modest things, still seen 
from time to time, but I do not 
care much for them. 

Boston Yellow is the name given 
to an improved variety with an ex- 
quisite lemon hue; it first appeared 
in 1880. It is superb. 

Today, if you walk into a flower 
shop and ask for a white mar- 
guerite, probably you will be shown 
a daisy that is just as splendid as 
the yellow. After looking into 50 
books, four libraries, 
ten encyclopedias, eight florists, 
and stumping the Botanical Gar- 
dens in the Bronx, I can inform 
you that its name is Nicholson’s 
White. I have grown it for about 
ten years, ever since it first ap- 
peared on the scene. I learned the 
name finally from the keeper of a 
small greenhouse in New Rochelle, 
N.Y., and checked it with a jobber 
in Manhattan, so I hope I am right.

Lately, I have also seen some 
overgrown hybrids. things 
which have discarded the dainti- 
ness that is part of the marguerite

charm. A Shasta daisy that size 
seems just right, but a marguerite, 
no. The so-called blue marguerite 
and golden marguerite are also 
daisies, but of different genera— 
nice enough in their ways, but not 
in the same ‘neighborhood with the 
Boston Yellow and _ Nicholson’s 
White varieties. 

I suppose someone must have 
started marguerites from seed, but 
I have not seen them in seed cata- 
logs, nor have I ever planted a 
seed—never set eyes on a seed, 
come to think of it. 

Once upon a time I swapped 
clumps of Shastas for a couple of 
these two marguerite varieties. I 
set them in the garden 40 inches 


apart, for I knew how they spread.

The way I 
do go on you might think I am lay- 
ing out a claim to the invention of 
the method of rooting a cutting in 
order to carry a plant over the win- 
ter, but, of course, it has been done 
since the Lord planted a garden 
“eastward in Eden.” 

It is hard to believe how easily 
marguerites root. One cool October 
I dropped a branch on the ground 
by accident; a week later, it seemed 
to be growing. I dug around and 
found roots three inches long! 

You can take a slip any time of 
the year and it will grow. If you 
want the daisy to bloom in the win- 
ter (indoors, of course), take it in 
June. For wintering over, I take 
mine in September. I like to take a 
stem which has a little bud nesting 
close among the new leaves at the 
top, cut the stem some four inches 
below the bud and pinch off the 
bud and most of the side leaves. A 
stem that plans to flower is a strong 
one. Dip the cut end in a rooting 
hormone, to make safety doubly 
sure against the damping off, and 
stick it upright into a pot of dirt 
with a drainage hole. 

Sure, you can start it in an ideal 
rooting mixture, such as a mixture 
of sand and peat, or in vermiculite, 
but this ambitious daisy does not 
need your love or pampering. All it 
wants is plenty of water and a bit 
of sun to carry it through winter. 

It does not matter if it gets root- 
the once, experi- 


bound in pot; 


mentally, I carried one through 
the winter in a tiny two-and-a-half 
inch pot. Like those in larger pots, 
it began to flower indoors in 
March, and when I put the mar- 
guerites into the garden fate in 
April, they grew and flowered as

suppose you could buy the cut 
flowers at the greenhouse, or snitch 
a couple from a friend’s garden, 
pinch off the flower, and root the 
stem just as easily. In the spring 
many garden shops have both the 
yellow and white, well grown and 
in flower. 


If you use dry fertilizer on the 
potted marguerite, scatter only a 
large pinch on the surface and rake 
it in every month or so. Use the 
liquid fertilizer according to direc- 
tions. With such treatment I have 
not lost a single marguerite in a 
dozen years. 
| As the days draw in for the New 
Year, the daisy may seem to get a 
trifle leggy, and you may want to 
pinch out the top to improve 
branching temporarily. Pinch as 
you please, but the marguerite is 
by nature a many-branched plant 
that grows from a single, tough, al- 
most woody stem. | have had mar- 
guerites grow to the size of a hogs- 
head, three feet tall and as thickly- 
branched as a barberry. If you give 
them three hours of extra light per 
day, they will flower earlier. As 
they grow up, the lower leaves nat- 
urally turn brown and die, so don’t 
get the doleful dumps when you 
see this happening. 


If you live in a small palace or 
have a large sun porch. you may 
want to bring the entire plant un- 
der cover for the winter. It will rest 
from flowering for a couple of 
months, then resume with its in- 
credible abundance.

Once or twice I have had plagues 
of aphids and two-spotted mites, 
and, though they did not seem to 
discombobulate the daisies at all, 
I relieved the pests of all their 
ills with malathion. However. here 
is a formula which has been rec- 
ommended for all the troubles that 
chrysanthemums may fall heir to: 


Ferbam, 6 tablespoons 
DDT, 50% wettable powder, 
3 tablespoons 
Wettable sulfur, 3 tablespoons 
Malathion, 25% wettable 
powder, 3 tablespoons 
Spreader (any detergent), 
1 teaspoon 
Water, 3 gallons 


Dilute the spreader with a little 
water. Pour the water into the 
tank, add the diluted spreader and 
stir. Pour off a small amount of 
this liquid, add the DDT. sulfur, 
and malathion, and shake until the 
powders are thoroughly wet. It ds 
best to put the mix into the tank 
through a cheesecloth or screen. 
Apply it within two hours. 

Look around the property and 
see if you do not need a marguerite 
somewhere, just like any other 
member of the taxpaying “plume- 
less genus of bipeds,” as Plato 
called us. (Personally. I prefer the 
term, “lord of creation.”) Place 
them with a discerning eye, and 
you will harvest more daisies and 
compliments than you can store in 
the butler’s pantry.

was clearly marked on the tag— 
that this fabric did not come out of 
Ann Boleyn’s England at all, but 
from Sardinia. It’s 16th-century, 
all right. but its genealogy goes 
back to the 16th-century Saracenic- 
flavored Spanish design which left 
its mark strongly on the folk art of 
the Sardinians. But Spain, as I 
took great pains to explain to Mrs. 
Rankin, also did a little influenc- 
ing on English design. So, I said 
blandly, as long as the fabric was 
a perfect mate for the black oak, 
you could shade authenticity any 
way you wanted. 

To be quite authentic about it, 
you would be rore likely to find 
this magnificent weaving and un- 
self-conscious pattern on the sad- 
dle blankets of Sardinian peasants. 
But, fortunately for us, they’ve 
been induced to produce some of 
this work for the rest of us. Isabel 
Scott has 14 of these traditional 
patterns, some in darker mixtures, 
but all in natural undyed sheep’s 
wool, woven on a cotton warp, and 
as robust as the Sardinian hills 
themselves. You could use them ef- 
fectively with any “style” going, 
from Gothic to Early American, 
from French Provincial to Danish 
modern—just one more indication 


that the honest and the natural 
have a timelessness which makes 
authenticity seem just like a big 
joke.—M. G.

The Pleasures (and pains 


of Making 
Your Own Wine 


By WILLIAM F. STARK 


® Though wine is becoming in- 
creasingly popular in this country, 
most of us experience it only as 
consumers. One Saturday afternoon 
eight years ago. alone in our base- 
ment with a broken-down cider 
press and a few bushels of Con- 
cord grapes. | became a producer. 
I still am. even though I once lost 
40 gallons of hard work because of 
a partially closed spigot. an event 
calculated to dampen the wildest 
enthusiasm. 

Since that first experimental day 
I have bruised. crushed. squeezed, 


of 


grapes into a thousand bottles of 


and maimed over two tons 
wine. Although making wine does 
involve a fair amount of physical 
work and some patience, the time 
I spend every October with press 
and barrel is one of the high points 
of my autumn. The pleasure does 
not lie so much with the sampling, 
as it does with the satisfaction of 
seeing the natural grape trans- 
formed into a clear and very palat- 
able table wine. 

If I were to make wine for the 
first time. | would plan on a 30- 
gallon batch, as it is enough to 
make the labor worth while. With 
a batch this size the tools neces- 


Sary to process the grapes are a 


30- 
gallon barrel. and a siphon hose. 


fermenting vat. a masher. a 


Late in September is the time to 
shop around for grapes. Some peo- 
ple like to pick wild grapes, but 
the surest way of producing a good 
and controlled wine is to buy a 
standard-name grape.

and don’t want to be disturbed. 
Then. feeling like the all-American 
half-back. you put 50 to 100 pounds 
of grapes, stems and all. into the 
fermenting vat (an old 50-gallon 
barrel with the top knocked off is 
adequate). These are to be beaten 
down with a masher. A masher is 
definitely a home-made instrument. 
Mine is an old table leg with a 
block of wood 4” square bolted to 
one end. 

Now, as if you were mashing a 
giant batch of potatoes. you pul- 
verize the grapes into a pulpy liq- 
uid. Another 50 pounds are thrown 
on top of the pulp and mashed. 
This procedure continues until all 
the grapes are crushed. 

The vat should be kept in a room 
with the temperature between 60° - 
70°, and allowed to stand 10 days. 
The 


twice a day. During this period the 


contents should be stirred 
juice is going through the first or 
primary fermentation. At the end 
of 10 days the thick crust of skins 
and stems which have risen to the 
top should be skimmed off. 

A clean 30-gallon barrel should 
then be placed on its side. the bung 
up. With the rubber hose, siphon 
the liquid from the fermenting vat 
to the barrel, straining it through 
cheesecloth in the process. Fill the 
barrel right up to the bung, putting 
the excess juice in gallon jugs. 

Now the juice will go through a 
period of secondary fermentation 
which will last approximately two 
months. During the first few days 
you will find the juice working and 
a discharge of impurities and in- 
“boil” 


the bung. At all times during sec- 


soluble matter will out of 


be sure to 


keep the barrel filled to the top. 


ondary fermentation, 


adding juice from the gallon jugs. 


\fter two months, the juice will 
stop working and the properties 
which give the liquid a muddy col- 
or will have settled to the bottom 
of the barrel and you have wine. 

The barrel should be bunged up 
and only opened when you wish to 
siphon your wine into bottle. de- 
canter, or glass. 

In the above formula we have 
cut both the apparatus and method 
to a minimum. A little more effort 
and a few more instruments might 
well be worth the cost. If you are 
able to locate an old cider press 
with which the crust from the pri- 
mary fermentation can be pressed, 
you will get a great deal more juice 
from the grapes. 

A water seal placed on the bung 
during second fermentation, which 
allows no air to touch the wine but 
does allow gas to escape. will pro- 
tect you completely from having 
the wine overferment into vinegar. 

Lastly. a spigot located near the 
bottom of the barrel will save you 
the trouble of having to take the 
bung out and use a siphon when- 


ever you have the inclination to 
lift a few. 
May I now caution you about 


spigots? Six years ago I made a 
large batch of rather fine Concord 
wine. I was very proud of the wine. 
and one evening a neighbor and | 
were in the basement. sampling.

On summer evenings. when the 
chestnut and linden trees were in 
bloom, we sat outside in the gar- 
den and often sang a song about 
the linden tree without being con- 
cerned that it had been written by 
Schubert.

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A new way 


of financing home 


improvements 


By MILES L. COLEAN 


e Congress has recently passed 
legislation that provides 
method for financing major addi- 
tions, alterations, and other im- 
provements to owner-occupied prop- 
erties. Essentially the new law per- 
mits the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration to insure loans made for 
these purposes by private lending 
institutions in amounts up to $10,- 
000 and amortized over a period as 
long as 20 years. 

The new method is an addition, 
and in some respects an alterna- 
tive, to the long-familiar FHA 
home improvement loan program 
under which personal (consumer 
type) loans, when made by a pri- 
vate lending institution, are insured 
by FHA, if the loan is not in ex- 
cess of $3,500 and is for a period 
no longer than five years. 

The main differences between 
the old and the new programs are: 
(1) the latter is designed for more 
extensive work than can be accom- 
plished under the $3,500 limit of 
the old operation, and (2) the loan 


a new 


charges on the new program are 
based on simple interest at a rate 
of 6 per cent a year, whereas un- 
der the old program the loans are 
made on a discount basis, which is 
the equivalent of 8.54 per cent to 
9.58 per cent, depending on the 
amount and the term of the loan. 

A number of requirements must 
be observed in using the new meth- 
od and the prescribed procedures 
carefully followed. The important 
points are the following: 

1. Like all FHA-insured loans, 
the new home improyement loans 
must be made by a private lending 
institution—a bank, a savings and 
loan association, or a mortgage 


company. Since the program is 
novel, not all institutions will be in- 
terested at this early date. You may, 
therefore, have to shop around 
for an agreeable lender. If there is 
an FHA district office in your com- 


munity, it should be able to guide 


you to an institution that is par- 
ticipating in the program. 

2. To be eligible for the new 
type of loan, your house must be 
at least 10 years old (under the 
old plan, the limitation is only one 
year). The 10-year limit may, how- 
ever, be waived if the loan is for 
the purpose of making major struc- 
tural improvements, or of correct- 
ing defects not known at the time 
the house was completed, or of re- 
pairing damage caused by fire or 
other disaster. In any case the loan 
must serve to maintain, repair, re- 
store, alter, or enlarge the structure. 

3. You will be required to sub- 
mit drawings and specifications in 
sufficient detail to describe the pro- 
posed improvements, and you must 
have a firm bid covering the work 
or your own itemized estimate of 
the cost. 

4. The cost of architectural or 
engineering services, fees paid for 
building permits, and the neces- 
sary costs for closing the loan may 
be included in the loan and paid 
from its proceeds. 

5. The minimum amount of the 
loan must ordinarily be for $2,500. 
If the improvement is to cost less, 
you will have to use the most cost-

ly, consumer-type financing, as 
provided under the old FHA home 
improvement plan, or some other 
similar method. 

6. In addition to the $10,000 
maximum limit, the law also re- 
quires that the amount of the im- 
provement loan, when added to any

8. As noted. the interest on the 
loan will be at a rate of 6 per cent 
a year.

if you sign for $5,000. the lender 
gives you the full amount and not a 
lesser amount as would be the case 
with a discounted note. However. 
the lender may legitimately make 
an initial charge for appraisal and 
handling the details of the case, 
and FHA itself requires a $20 ap- 
plication fee. FHA also requires a 
loan insurance premium of 1% per 
cent a year, so that the total an- 
nual charge for interest and loan 
insurance is 64% per cent annually 
of the remaining unpaid amount of 
the loan.

This is the new story, so 
cerned. It may sound complicated. 
but it is actually less so than mak- 
ing an ordinary first mortgage for 
building or buying a house. The 
new law is based on the supposi- 
tion that financing for major home 
improvements has been very diffh- 
cult to obtain, especially where the 
property is already encumbered 
with a mortgage. It is designed to 
meet this gap in our home financ- 
ing system, and it should prove a 
boon to those who, rather than buy 
new houses. prefer to maintain and 
improve their present ones. but 
who wish to avoid the costly process 
of total refinancing. 

There are. of course. other, and 
sometimes more convenient. ways 
of financing home improvement. If 
there is no mortgage on the house, 
a new conventional (uninsured) 
mortgage may be the simplest an- 


swer. especially if the work is sub- 


stantial. For smaller projects. a 
loan secured by the pledge of 
stocks. bonds, or insurance poli- 
cies is a reasonable possibility. or 
an unsecured (and uninsured) 
personal loan may be obtained 


from a bank or savings and loan 
association. 

The new FHA plan thus adds a 
new financing weapon to a fairly 
well-stocked home improvement ar- 
senal. It broadens the range of the

Potato-Cheese Soup 


e Aunt Lucy was a _ cook-house- 
keeper in my grandfather’s service 
for many years. In our household, 
she was the undisputed authority 
on cooking. She had a long-handled 
spoon with twenty holes in its 
broad bowl that played an impor- 
tant part in all stirring, skimming, 
straining, pounding, and mashing. 
Woe betide the youngster in our 
family who confiscated the spoon 
from its hook in the kitchen to 
play with in the sand pile! 

Aunt Lucy endeared herself to 
the family not only by her wisdom, 
kindness, patience, and energy—it 
was her consistent and persistent 


economic practices that helped pull 
our family through difficult years 
when we moved from Louisiana to 
Texas to raise cattle. 

She was always finding new ways 
to make the tiniest scraps of left- 
overs into tempting whole-meal 
dishes. One of our biggest treats 
was a dish we called “Aunt Lucy’s 
Big Spoon Potato-Cheese Soup.” 
One rainy, chilly winter evening I 
sat on the kitchen stool and wrote 
down the ingredients and direc- 
tions for making this delicious 
creamy soup. Aunt Lucy recited it

supper. Here they are: 


Potato-Cheese Soup 


6 slices bacon, cut in small pieces 
Chop fine: 

1 cup onions 

Y cup bell peppers 

2 small tender ribs of celery with 

leaves 
5 sprigs parsley 
Y% clove garlic 


Fry bacon on low heat until 
crisp. Remove bacon crisps from 
kettle with big spoon and drain off 
all drippings but one tablespoon. 
Smother chopped onion, garlic and 
bell pepper in kettle (covered) 
until soft, stirring occasionally. 
Add the chopped celery, parsley 
and water. Cover the kettle and 
simmer for about 15 minutes. Add 
mashed potato, and steam in coy- 
ered kettle for about 5 minutes to 





1 cup water 

2 cups leftover mashed potatoes 

2 cups milk 

1 cup grated American cheese 

VY, teaspoon salt, or more to taste 

4 teaspoon whole pepper freshly 
ground, or more to taste 

Cayenne pepper (optional) 


soften the potato and_ prevent 
lumps. Add the milk, salt, pepper 
and cayenne. Bring to simmer stage 
on medium low heat, stirring con- 
stantly. Mash any potato lumps 
against side of kettle with big 
spoon. Add cheese, turn off the heat, 
cover kettle. Do not remove the lid 
for 10 minutes. Before serving, stir 
to mix well. Ladle over croutons in 
soup bowls. Serves four.

Who should bend the twig? 


Are parents losing their traditional role 
as the directors of their children’s social development? 
A mother, disturbed by the way schools and organizations 


have taken over, asks some pertinent questions 


By PATRICIA W. HILL 


ing. But if this reasoning is car- 
ried far encugh, the community is 
quite justified in taking over the 
entire social training of our chil- 
dren. I have the impression, when 
I look around at the older children 
of my acquaintance, that the trend 
gains momentum in proportion to 
their growth. When they are urged 
into mixed dancing grade 
school, and sex education is of- 
fered in high schoel classes, the 
parents who have personal opin- 
ions on the time and method of 
these matters seem to be staring 
in wistfully at the window. Of 
course they can still make a ges- 
ture, but they must be quick and 
aggressive. 

When we were invited to send a 
small sum to school each week with 
our child for Savings Day. we na- 
ively supposed it to be part of 
some instructive class project. At 
once we received a large envelope 
bulging with deposit slips, account 
book, and a loquacious brochure 
from a very substantial commer- 
cial bank, which thoughtfully sends 
men to all the schools in the state 
each week to collect the children’s 
deposits. This firm. it seems, is 
helping the school to+ teach the 
homely virtues of Thrift and Pru- 
dence. Savings Day has become a 
social custom among the children, 
so that the parent has the extra 
pressure of “Everybody is doing 
it.” We rejected the plan, but our 
underprivileged heir mentioned it 
weekly for a long time. 


in 


a 


ND WILL it teach Thrift, as the 
brochure earnestly assured us? 

In a prosperous society which de- 
pends more upon consuming than 
producing, and in which children 
are generously indulged, this sav- 
ings system seems unlikely to out- 
weigh the television commercials 
that extoll the joys of spending. 
Thrift implies some personal sacri- 
fice in order to save. If the child is 
required to earn the sum for his 
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savings, or to use allowance money 
which might have bought some im- 
mediate delight, his parents ap- 
parently are training him them- 
selves. [f the child is simply hand- 
ed a quarter or fifty cents to carry 
to school, he may take pleasure in 
the ritual of delivering up his de- 
posit slips every week, but I sus- 
pect that the only habit formed is 
one of remembering the name of 
that friendly bank. 

And is it the school’s responsibil- 
ity to teach saving habits? (This is 
quite aside from using the teach- 
er’s time to conduct the bank’s bus- 
iness.) Since the amount of thrift 
inculeated depends upon the par- 
ental attitude anyway, the process 
safely might be left at home with 
the piggy bank in the first place. 

The home offers certain unique 
features as a training ground for 
social development. In the wide- 
spread fervor to integrate the child 
with what is known around schools 
of education as his “peer group,” 
too little tribute is paid to the ad- 
vantages of coming to grips with a 
more assorted crowd. The careful- 
ly planned society is based on tidy 
stratification, so that the  hop- 
scotch set isn’t jostled about by 
the baseball set, and the ninth- 
graders with similar interests con- 
gregate in hobby clubs, and so on. 
From kindergarten through high 










school, a child is surrounded by 
members of his own age group, 
and out of his efforts to please this 


homogeneous layer grow his sense 


of values and his behavior. These | 


associations serve a particular pur- 
pose, of course, and most children 
enjoy them.

Another notable asset is that the 
members of a family have not been 
sorted chronologically, and tend to 
be clumped together regardless of 
sizes and shapes. While such proc- 
esses as grade-school instruction 
go forward better with age-brack- 
eted groups in orderly formation, 
social development flourishes in a 
natural arrangement. The 
child who learns to soothe his 
mother when she is nervous, allow 
for his father’s prejudice, defend 
himself from his older brother’s 
blows, and endure his little sister’s 
whining—and to laugh with them, 
and love them most of the time— 
is mastering an art which will serve 
him well in a decidedly motley 
world.

T’S TRUE that the families one 

sees around the neighborhood 
don’t always resemble the pictures 
of three to four undistinguished 
faces that smile constantly from 
billboards, portraying The Amer- 
ican Family radiating contentment 
over its new car or a soft drink. 
Sometimes they don’t even conform 
to The Average Family, as distilled 
from copious statistics and defined 
by sociologists. One can’t always 


predict the results in an actual 
family, which is occasionally lop- 
sided or unusual in its tastes and 
habits and opinions. This troubles 
a lot of dedicated planners, who 
find the design of a deliberately 
structured environment more satis- 
fying. Well, possibly a family that 
is more interested in tropical fish 
or madrigals than in the World 
Series can’t be depended on to pro- 
duce a child as well-rounded as a 
billiard ball, but it might produce 
one just as useful and rather more 
interesting. 

Aside from the dubious ability 
of the school to replace the home, 
it is sad that so many willing and 
interested parents are being robbed 
of the chance to share their chil- 
dren’s excitement as they respond 
to new experiences. Not only has 
the school been weakened in its 
essential purpose as it shoulders 
more of our children’s social train- 
ing, but the home has suffered a 
vital loss. It is too easy to forgo 
the extra effort if someone else is 
already doing the job for you. 

The exceptional parent will put 
up a good battle, and the sub-ay- 
erage parent wouldn’t have both- 
ered anyway. But most of us are

And having 
done it, we find that the repeated 
act has forged new, tender bonds 
between our dependent 
and ourselves. 

In totalitarian states, where the 
aim is to produce uniform citizens 


children 


with undeviating social attitudes, 
it is quite reasonable that children 
are raised in state nurseries and 
schools. But a democracy is forti- 
fied by 


various social attitudes as well as 


individual citizens, with 
political opinions. If it were sug- 
gested that. because some children 
won't get any religious training at 
home, theology should be taught in 
the public schools, public indigna- 
tion properly would flare. We cher- 
ish our religious differences, and 
how could we preserve them if the 
subject were taught en masse? Yet 
we are docile when the community 
organizations monopolize the social 
education of our children, though 
we surely are not of one mind 
about the principles involved. If 
we can’t be trusted with this re- 
sponsibility, how trustworthy can 
our schools be? Public institutions, 
in a democracy, only reflect certain 
common denominators of the en- 
tire society. 

Of course, children have needs 
which the home isn’t best quali- 
fied to supply. There is little ad- 
vantage to individuality in matters 
of spelling and arithmetic, and so 
they are very appropriate subjects 
to be taught in public schools. If, 
in addition, formal education can 
teach children to wonder and think 
and reason about less standardized

IE LOSE an important emo- 

tional intimacy with our chil- 
dren when we delegate their social 
experience, and our control over 
their moral discipline is relaxed.

continue—the flagstone floor, the concrete block walls, and 
the wood composition ceiling.

Minor changes in the work routine of the typical kitchen 
may result from this new emphasis on design and appear- 
ance. In the kitchen illustrated here, there is an adjoining 
pantry, behind swinging doors, in which some of the more 
mundane operations take place, and which can be left in 
temporary disarray. However, even this space is highly dec- 
orative and not downgraded in any way. The pantry has its 
own sink and two old-fashioned butcher’s chopping blocks. 
The service entrance, from the garage, leads into this room

@ Once the design of kitchens is freed from the cabinet- 
and-counter cliché, many new forms are possible. The kitch- 
en in-the-round shown on these two pages came about be- 
cause the owners wanted a room that could be left open to 
the rest of the house. It had to present the same rich appear- 
ance in materials and use of space as the surrounding areas. 

In order to do away with the typical work counter that 
hamstrings traditional design. the architects developed a 
large (9’ in diameter) circular table at working height in 
the center, Because the counter space here is so generous, the 
surrounding walls could be treated like those in typical liv- 
ing spaces—using fine woods and interesting moldings. The 
paneling actually conceals minutely-detailed storage closets, 
but the total impression is one of a richly-furnished room.

@ After an era in which all new kitchens seemed too small, 
we are beginning to discover that space alone is not the 
answer to kitchen efficiency. The fondly remembered big 
kitchens of our childhood had their problems too, mainly 
the extra miles of steps they required. 

The usual solution in the old days was the kitchen table. 
It stood in the center of the floor and was a combination 
work counter and snack table. It may have had one drawer 
for cooking utensils, but this was its sole contribution to 
kitchen efficiency. Today’s solution—the island counter— 
is seen on these pages. It has a wipe-clean counter, storage 
to the floor—drawers and cabinets both—plus built-in ap- 
pliances and other conveniences. Though this example is in 
a new house, the island counter works as well for the large 
old kitchen that must be modernized. (See how the idea is 
handled in the kitchens on pages 170-171 and 196-197.) 

The advantages of the island are obvious immediately. 
For one thing, the work of the kitchen can be broken down 
into compact areas and handled there efficiently: food prep- 
aration, cooking, serving, cleaning up. In each case, the is- 
land works with a counter opposite to create a smaller work 
center. A second advantage is that traffic is channeled prop- 
erly so that one operation need not be interrupted by traflic 
from another. Thus, several members of the family can 
easily work together. The specialized storage created beneath 
the island counter can almost be counted a bonus—but what 
a bonus!—for there are the raw materials, the utensils, and 
the appliances right under your hands.

Swing-up hardware, originally designed for office

The Kitchen Is a Class-A Room

@ Two hundred years ago, the kitchen was the respected 
heart of the colonial home. But somewhere in the urbaniza- 
tion of America this status was lost. The kitchen gradually 
became a back room, its work degraded. and its ugliness hid- 
den. This was still true in many homes as recently as 20 
years ago. 

With a rediscovery of the household arts and the pleas- 
ures of creative cooking, women have needed, demanded, and 
received better and better rooms in which to work. Today, 
the Class-A status of the kitchen is beyond question. And it 
need not be a colonial reproduction to play the part in the 
home that the early American kitchen did. 

The kitchen shown on these four pages, in the home of Mr.

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30 Ways to Cut Kitchen Time 


A few seconds saved here, a minute there, 


add up to priceless hours when multiplied by the countless times the same thing is done 


over and over in the course of weeks. These wasted minutes 


produce nothing, only spoil your kitchen pleasure. So, out with them! 


Improve your lighting. If you have to work in your 
own shadow, you're not working; you’re groping. No 
shop or office would put up with it. Why should you? 
You need local lighting, focussed on counters and 
working surfaces, as well as general lighting for over- 
all illumination. Just one type won't do. 


Replace flooring, counter top, and wall surfaces you 
have to scrub with low-maintenance, wipe-clean ma- 
terials, as in color photograph at left. Avoid dark and 
solid colors; they show soil more readily. Cart is an- 
other time-saver. Don’t carry things to and from the 
table by hand. Ceramic floor. wall and counter tile, 
American Olean.

Keep a well-stocked pantry. You'll always have every- 
thing you need to go full steam ahead. Keep storage 
shallow, with nothing behind or under something else. 
Bottom drawer here pulls out, serves as step-up in 
reaching top shelves. Ceiling lights make label-reading 
easy. Designed by Edward D. Stone, architect.

Provide ample freezer storage; it makes chain cook- 
ing possible. Under House BEAUTIFUL’s “Chain-Cook- 
\ing” system, when you bake a pie or casserole, you 
make an extra one or more for the freezer. Then on 
days when there’s no time, you can have workless 
meals out of what you have hoarded. Store cooked as 
well as uncooked (but ready) foods. Linked meals can 
be weeks, even months, apart. You can also have need- 
ed pre-cooked elements on hand for recipes that are 
too complicated to prepare all at one time. A smaller- 
size freezer can start you off on “Chain-Cooking.”

be trooping into the kitchen, using up all your glasses. 


Install a real sit-down sink—one you can get your 
knees under. You work more efficiently when you're 
not standing, and what’s the sense of standing when 
you're peeling shrimp, preparing vegetables and _ sal- 
ads? It helps if the sink’s faucet has single-lever con- 
trol. A single control gives you the temperature you 
want instantly, without any fiddling. It permits shut- 
ting the water off, then turning it on again at exactly 
the same temperature you had before.

® More and more people are becoming aware of the need 
to prepare food and drink in areas other than the house 
kitchen.

shame to have paid for. Architects’ services are worth money. 
(The architect for this kitchen received 10 per cent of the 
cost of the equipment and 13 per cent of the contractor’s 
fee.) All this adds up to important sums. Unless a kitchen 
is very small or without some of the modern appliances, it 
is more likely to cost five figures than four. 

This kitchen is a good case in point. A minimum of re- 
modeling of the structure was done—costing only $205 to 
remove one partition, close up a window, and replace old 
window frames so new ones could be used. All the rest of the 
cost was for the facilities within the existing structure. 

How the money for this remodeling was spent is shown in 
the breakdown. This is an entirely typical set of figures 
and quite proper for this type of fully-developed, extremely- 
efficient kitchen. Based on what we see, the owners got 
their money's worth. They feel entirely satisfied, too, and 
say that this expenditure was worth it because their house 
is in a good stable neighborhood and an up-to-date kitchen 
turned it into a fine contemporary home in keeping with 
other houses in the area.

We proved it first with a 
class of our own, made up of completely average people, 
some of whom could not even sew. It has been proved thou- 
sands of times since by our readers, who also found to their 
happy amazement that they could express themselves in 
many ways by learning just a few stitches. 

Stitchery classes in adult education courses have used the 
original HoUsE BEAUTIFUL lessons as their textbook to show 
hundreds of thousands of women how to make fine furnish- 
ings with a custom-made quality, furnishings that co-ordinate 
with the rest of their possessions. 

One of woman’s greatest opportunities for personal crea- 
tivity in homemaking lies in needlework. But in America, 
during the last 50 years, the art of using the needle has fallen 
to a very low state. Women have been sold the idea that they 
have no creative talent, and that they need to be aided by 
stamped patterns or partially finished and packaged em-

broidery projects. What was previously a creative expres- 
sion of women in all centuries has slowly been turned into a 
mechanical act whose only value lies in its restful effect. 

The quality of the prepared designs and materials has 
often been so poor that people of taste have turned away 
from them. So the whole genre of needlework has unfor- 
tunately become the butt of humor among many sophisti- 
cated people. The term “the-loving-hands-at-home-look” has 
come to mean dowdy, unsuitable, out-of-date, somehow in- 
appropriate and wrong in style. 

Houser BeautiFuL has found three things: 1. Needle proj- 
ects do not need to look dowdy, and they can be very beauti- 
ful indeed, as history has illustrated so well through the 
centuries. 2, Any woman can create her own designs for her 
own purposes, using materials of her own choosing.

@ If a woman knows 15 or 20 basic stitches, and knows 
low to vary them, play with them, and manipulate them, she 
can convert prosaic home furnishings into exciting ones. To 
prove that the lost att of needlework is really an easy art, 
and that it takes no special talent or abilities, we asked the 
late Mariska Karasz, the most famous needlewoman of our 
times, to give some lessons to a class of our own choosing. 
We invited to join the Karasz class girls and women with no 
needlework experience, no art training, all with no previous 
evidence of creative ability. It was a completely average 
group with only one thing in common—they were all sure 
they did not have what it was going to take to do free- 
wheeling with a needle. 

In view of the creditable designs they began to turn out al- 
most immediately, their profound lack of self-confidence at 
the beginning spot-lighted the core of the problem—your 
problem and everybody’s problem. YOU must believe in 
yourself. You must believe you can do it. 

If you will do what we ask you to do, and open your eyes 
to the wonderful textures and colors in threads and fabrics 
that pass under your hands.every day, you. will discover new 
things in yourself that you never knew you had.

hard part about learning to do creative needlework. So much 


need the crutch of a pre-drawn pattern to go by, is the only 


publicity has been given to artists who “have arrived” that 
we have come to think of them as a race apart, with whom 
the rest of us have nothing in common. But this is really a 
false idea, as the arts of the many primitive peoples will tes- 
tify. for the primitive arts show quite clearly that there is 
in everyone the capacity to create, if he or she can only be 
made to try. 

Maybe you are puzzled about why we are insisting that 


you create your own needlework designs, rather than use

those pre-stamped patterns or packaged and partially worked 
projects that are sold by many stores and magazines, There 
are four reasons: 


1. You cannot really integrate these prepared projects into 
your decorating. They never come in the right fabrics or 
colors to match or complement. They do not let you make 
the very necessary act of choice, by which you bring together 
“the perfect thing” to go with “the perfect thing.” In short, 
they do not give you a wide enough freedom of choice to 
achieve the perfect result. Their colors are not the colors 
you are using elsewhere in the house. Their materials are 
never the ones with which you have decorated your home. 


2. The materials of stamped packaged projects are usually 
not fine enough, with not enough decorative character. Be- 
cause the packaged project has to be styled to go into thou- 
sands of unknown homes, they must, by definition, be aver- 
age in coloring, texture, and character. Consequently they 
cannot be “very special”—in styling or quality. Yet it’s “the 
very special” that is the secret to good decorating. 


3. You cannot really express yourself by merely executing 
someone else’s design. You want your home to be an expres- 
sion of your personality. A needlework project which some- 
one else has designed, and which you simply fill in, merely 
turns you into a mechanical robot, a machine that is mind- 
lessly executing someone else’s bidding. You are belittling 
yourself in your own eyes when you do such a thing, and you 
are filling your home with rubber stamps. 





4. Last reason—and almost the most important: It is not 
very much fun to execute someone else’s design. It is a great 
deal more pleasurable to make your own. This is something 
you will believe only when you try it. 

So join us in our eight classes this year and find out to 
your own delight. We believe that the woman who reads 
House BEAUTIFUL has the flexibility of mind and alertness 
to know what we mean and the ability to carry it out. 
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These two wall panels were made by two complete novices 
after only five lessons spent learning a score of basic stitches.

@ learning to do the stitches is the easiest part of creative 
embroidery. Of course, the more you practice any stitch, the 
freer you will become. But you will soon be able to forget 
the mechanics of the needle and center your attention in- 
stead on the effect you are creating, just as a dancer forgets 
the exact footwork of each step and thinks instead of the 
rhythmical movement of his whole body, or as the writer is 
unconscious of shaping his letters because his mind is on the 
words and how well they express his thoughts. You will have 
to begin by learning the mechanics, but don’t forget that it 
is not the precision with which you execute each stitch, but 
the total effect that counts. 

Youll see the effect more quickly and feel more relaxed 
about your new adventure if you begin with the simplest, 
least expensive materials. Start with a plain, coarse, basket- 
weave fabric so that the weave of the material will automati- 
cally guide your stitches without your having to bother very 
much about whether they are all the same size or follow a 
straight line. If you don’t happen to have anything of the 
sort around the house, buy a half yard of burlap. It will 
cost you less than a dollar, and, if its natural shade doesn’t 
inspire you, there is a wide range of both deep and pastel 
colors to choose from. 

Surely you have some plain white cotton string, the soft 
medium-weight that comes around the laundry package or 
the small parcels from the drugstore. Or you can buy a ball 
of it at the corner stationery store or the five-and-ten, No 
need to get fancy twine, extra fine or extra heavy. These are 
excellent to use if you have them, but the cheapest kind of 
string will do very well for a start. If you think a color 
would be more fun and you feel like taking a trip to a nee- 
dlework department, ask them for a single-strand of soft 
twist embroidery cotton, the dull kind without a sheen. 


You will need a needle with a very large eye and prefer- 


abiy a blunt point. A blunt tapestry needle, size 17, will be 
asy to thread with common, medium-weight string or any 
‘mbroidery yarn of similar thickness. 

The process of learning a stitch usually consists of three 


stages, though there’s no rule to say when one stage is fin- 
ished and the next begins. The first stage is to learn the 
mechanics. Follow the diagrams, taking each step illustrated, 
until you can see for yourself exactly what your needle is 
doing. By the time most people have repeated this process no 
more than a dozen times, it has become perfectly clear to 
them just how the new stitch is made. 

During the second stage, you simply practice the stitch 
until you can forget the mechanics and begin to feel the 
rhythm. You discover the manner of doing the stitch which 
is easiest for you. You may describe what you are doing in 
terms different from ours, but the result will be the same. 
At this stage, it is most important not to worry about how 
neat your stitches look. Think only of the rhythm. Once you 
get it, your stitches will automatically become as regular as 
they need to be. You can spend as long as you like on this 
stage. but, after about 20 minutes of practicing a new stitch, 
you should at least begin to get the feel of it. 

The third stage is the stage of experiment. Now you will 
taste the real fun of creative embroidery because you will 
see the many different effects you can create with your new 
stitch. First, double the size of your stitch. See what it looks 
like when you make it twice as big. Then change its propor- 
tions. Make it twice the width and twice as deep. Go back to 
the proportions of your practice stitch and work several 
rows of it, short rows but very close together. You will be 
surprised to see how its character changes when worked 
in a block rather than a single (Please turn the page) 





You can use free stitching to co-ordinate your furnishings 
with a unifying motif and give them a one-of-a-kind, custom- 
made look.

row. Finally, try it in as many different kinds of thread 
or yarn as you can lay your hands on—thick, thin, soft, 
wiry; smooth, rough, round, flat—anything that you can 
thread into a needle and pull through your fabric. 

When you have learned the rhythm of a stitch and seen 
all its variations, you will have acquired a new tool with 
which you can create dozens of different effects. The stitch 
itself will inspire you with ideas for designs. You will not 
have to follow anybody’s pattern. 

Let us consider below the three stitches Mariska Karasz 
used to make two embroideries (left and preceding page), 
how they are made, and what you can do with them. 


The Running: Stitch 


a} 





If you have ever held a needle in your hand, you know 
how to do this stitch without being told. It is worked from 
right to left and consists simply of running the needle in 
and out through the fabric at fairly regular intervals. It 
is the simplest kind of stitch with which to draw a line or 
outline a shape. But you will be missing its best use if you 
don’t try it also. as a filler stitch. When you work it in rows, 
evenly spaced but not too close, you will discover that it 
creates a new texture because it produces a_ half-and-half 
mixture of fabric and stitching thread. Don’t worry about 
whether your stitches are all the same size. Even if they 
look like a scenic railway you will be creating a new texture. 
If your fabric and thread are in contrasting colors, the 
running stitch also tends to create a new color by the same 
half-and-half mixture. 


The Outline Stitch 
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See what a dramatic effect a few simple stitches can make! 
The design on this throw uses principally the stitches taught 
in this first lesson, but by using them in different ways— 
closely worked rows, elongations, or loose stitehes—and in 
different eclors, a marvelous variety was achieved. This 
piece is another example of the late Mariska Karasz’s artistry.

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This stitch is worked from left to right. The needie 
carries the thread to the right across the fabric and back 
toward the left, under the fabric (1). Each stitch overlaps 
the previous one by a consistent amount, whatever amount 
you choose (2). In the classic version, the stitches form 
a continuous line and on the wrong side of the fabric they 
will resemble the back stitch you probably learned as a 
child. If you slant your needle slightly as it passes under 
the fabric, your line will be composed of overlapping dashes 
(3). If you slant it considerably, the result will be the same 
as what is commonly called the Satin stitch (4). It does not 
matter whether you let your slack thread fall below the 
needle or keep it above the needle, as long as you do it the 
same way each time you take a stitch (5).

Ss 
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\s its name implies, this is an excellent stitch with 
which to draw any kind of line, straight or curved (6). 
If you take long stitches and overlap them only a small 
amount, you will have a thin sharp outline (7). If you 
slant your needle, and take shorter stitches which overlap 
more than half way, you will have a broad structural line 
with which to draw a linear design that does not need to be 
filled in. You can also use several rows of the Outline stitch 
for a filler, as Miss Karasz did in various sections of the

Mirror mosaic is an ancient craft. It was used centuries 
ago in Arabia and India in geometric murals and embroid- 
ered on fabrics. The glittering fragments brought life and 
sparkle to over-all wall decoration. Like other Oriental in- 
ventions, it finally reached Venice and Europe, to be used 
particularly as an embellishment for elaborate furniture. 

On these pages you can see how one artist. Bill Goldsmith. 
is using this medium today to create magically dazzling pan- 
els of vivid decoration. In these colorful abstractions he has 
used random fragments of shattered mirror as well as plain 
glass. both colored and clear. The little pieces are of many 
different sizes and of different thicknesses.

this plain wooden frame. Working from a big pile of ran- 
dom-size chunks and splinters of amber and smoked antique 
mirror, he arranges a small area at a time, glues those 
pieces down and then proceeds with a new section. Of course, 
the over-all pattern and color balance must be kept in mind. 
The epoxy glue is mixed from two tubes, a small batch at a 
time, since it hardens fairly quickly in the saucer. It takes 
about 24 hours to set. These tubes are available at hardware 
stores. A little flipper on the end of the tube serves to butter 
the back of each piece as you set them. You should wear a 
pair of old gloves to avoid getting glue on your fingers and 
to make it easier to handle the glass.

Are you properly oriented on 
California Wines ? 


The leading authority on the wines 
of the world gives you 

a perspective on how to judge 
—and shop for—California wines 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


@ Throughout all discussion of fine vintages. rare bottles, 
splendid Burgundies. venerable Bordeaux, flowery Moselles 
and fragrant Rhines. one important fact should be kept in 
mind. The wine that people drink most. in all wine-producing 
countries, is the wine they make. And they like what they 
know. Familiarity does not breed contempt—at least it 
doesnt in wine drinking. 

Our own country is no exception: 94 per cent of the wine 
we drink is made in America: only 6 per cent imported. And 
despite the fact that grape vines of one sort or another grow 
wild in almost every state. more than 80 per cent of our wine 
comes from California. So no one who pretends to a knowl- 
edge of wine can afford to be unfamiliar with what Cali- 
fornia produces. This is our one, our only, major vineyard 
land. 

There are about 460.000 acres planted to vines in Cali- 
fornia: they produce between 2.3 and 3.2 million tons of 
grapes a year. and the value of the crop often exceeds the 
value of the state’s entire production of citrus fruit. Nearly 
half of the grapes are made into wine (most of the rest being 
marketed as table grapes or raisins) and, in 1958, the 
state's 269 bonded wineries (there were more than 500 in 
1940) produced. in round figures, 160 million gallons of 
wine, as compared with an average of 68 million gallons in 
the years 1936 to 1940. 5 

At present. and for that matter ever since the repeal of 
Prohibition, two-thirds of Californias output is and has 
been fortified wine (Sherry. Pori, Angelica, Muscatel) rather 
than table wine. which predominates in almost all other 
wine-producing lands. Australia being an odd exception. 
Thus California produces only one-eighth as much table wine 
as Spain. but more than three times as much Sherry, and 
only one-fourth as much table wine as Portugal, but nearly 
ten times as much Port. With a few rare and notable excep- 
tions, most of this is mass-produced for a mass market, sold 
and consumed when less than a year old. It is poor stuff. 
drunk because it contains 20 per cent of alcohol by volume, 
and is cheap. 

However, in the past twenty years, and particularly in the 
past ten, the producers of superior wine in California have 
made extraordinary progress, especially in the field of table 
wines. The cheaper California reds and whites are, on the 
average, quite as good as the vin ordinaire of France or 
Italy or Spain. And the finer ones, the varietal wines, can 
stand comparison with all but the rare, truly great wines 
from European vineyards.

CHAMBERTIN (Shawm-bair-tan). Remarkable and famous vine- 
yard of the Burgundian Céte d’Or, consisting of 32 acres of 
Pinot Noir vines, and producing one of the very greatest 
red wines of the world.

CHAMPAGNE NATURE (Shahm-pahn Nat-tewer). In general 
usage, the still white or red wine of the Champagne country: 
the white, formerly a favorite carafe wine in Paris restau- 
rants, is not unlike an especially fresh, light Chablis; the 
red, like an extremely delicate Burgundy. Their official name 
is now “Vin Originaire de la Champagne Viticole” (quite 
a mouthful for a small wine!). None is exported. 


CHAPTALIZATION (French, Shap-tally-zah-see-on). The proc- 
ess, widely decried but often helpful and in some instances 
necessary in wine-making, of adding sugar to the must, or 
grape juice, before fermentation. It takes its name from, 
and was presumably invented by, Chaptal, Napoleon’s Min- 
ister of Agriculture. It is properly resorted to in cooler 
countries and in poor years when the grapes do not have 
enough sugar of their own to produce an acceptable wine. 
It can be, and often is, abused. Its purpose is not to make a 
sweet wine, but one with a proper minimum alcoholic con- 
tent; nor does it involve adding water as well as sugar to the 
must. It is authorized rarely, and only in very poor years, 
in Bordeaux; always, but within very strict limits, in Bur- 
gundy; not at all in California, where it is unnecessary. The 
cheaper German wines (never those marked “Natur,” or 
those estate-bottled) and many in New York State and Ohio 
are made with the addition of sugar and water. This not 
only brings the alcoholic content up to par, but also re- 
duces the wine’s final total acidity, which might otherwise 
be excessive. It also, of course, greatly increases the amount 
of wine that can be made from a given tonnage of grapes. 
Truly superior wines are never so made. 


CHARACTER. Winetaster’s term. A wine with character is one, 
whether passable or good or outstanding, that has definite 
and unmistakable qualities, whether due to its geographical 
origin, its grape variety, or something else. A wine without 
character is dull and uninteresting. 


CHARDONNAY (Shar-doe-nay). One of the very finest of all 
white wine grapes, rivaled only by the true Riesling. In 
France it produces all of the great white Burgundies, in- 
cluding Chablis, Montrachet, Pouilly-Fuissé, etce., and it is 
the white grape of the Champagne Country. In California, 
due to its extremely small yield per acre, it is not widely 
planted; its wine, almost always marketed as “Pinot Char- 
donnay,” is perhaps the best white table wine made in the 
United States, and comes generally from the North Coast 
counties. Although often called the “Pinot Chardonnay,” 


not only in America but in French statutes, it is not, in the 








opinion of the most competent botanists and ampelogra- 
phers, a true Pinot at all, nor related to the Pinot Noir, 
Pinot Blanc, etc. Also, a small village in the Maconnais 
district of France. 


CHASSAGNE-MONTRACHET § (Shass-anya Mon-rasch-shay) . 
Important wine-producing township near the southern end 
of the Cote d’Or in Burgundy. There are some 750 acres of 
vineyard, and the average annual production is in the neigh- 
borhood of 100,000 gallons, 40% of it white wine of ex- 
tremely high quality, the balance red, often very good but 
rarely of top class. Within the communal limits of Chassagne 
lie major portions of Montrachet and Batard-Montrachet, as 
well as Criots-Batard-Montrachet in its entirety—three of 
the greatest dry white wine vineyards of France; wines 
from these, however, do not carry mention of Chassagne- 
\lontrachet on their labels, and are sold simply under the 
vineyard name alone. However, of almost equal excellence, 
and magnificent white wines by any standards, are Chas- 
sagne-Montrachet Les Ruchottes, Caillerets, Morgeot, and a 
few others, while white wines labeled simply Chassagne- 
Montrachet are almost always good and sometimes quite

Many of the lesser red Chassagnes have a rather 
pronounced earthy taste, or gout de terroir; the finer ones 
are marketed as Chassagne-Montrachet plus a vineyard 
name, as Clos St. Jean, La Boudriotte, La Maltroie. Morgeot, 
etc., and there are few better values on the market, in the 
way of red Burgundies, than these. 


CHATEAU (Shot-toe). As far as this wine dictionary is concerned, 
and properly, as in France, a house attached, both by 
proximity and ownership, to a specific vineyard. Many 
“chateaux,” especially in the less-renowned sections of the 
Bordeaux country, are simple country homes or small farm- 
houses, whose owners cultivate their own vines and make 
their own wine. According to French law, the word 
“chateau” may not appear on a label, as part of the name 
of a wine, unless a bona fide vineyard exists and has 
produced it and has some traditional right to the name. 

Of several hundred such chateaux, or vineyard properties, 
listed in this dictionary, almost all will be found alpha- 
betically listed under their own name (as Chateau Lafite 
under “L,” Chateau d’Yquem under “Y,” etc.). The excep- 
tions, below, are those where the word “chateau” forms an 
integral part of the name and does not refer to an individual 
property. 


CHATEAU-BOTTLED. A wine bottled on the property which 
produced it, by the vineyard owner, especially in the 
Bordeaux country (the equivalent in most other areas is 
“estate-bottled”). Chateau-bottling is practiced by the vast 
majority of the owners of better vineyards, in Bordeaux, in 
all except the poorest years, and often even then. It is a 
definite guarantee of authenticity, to a much lesser extent, 
of quality. Wines chateau-bottled are invariably so marked, 
usually on a branded cork but in any case on the label. 
“Mise du Chateau” and “Mis en bouteilles au Chateau” are 


the customary terms used. 


CHATEAUNEUF-DU-PAPE (Shot-toe-nuff dew Pop). Cele- 
brated sturdy red wine of the Rhone Valley, from the village 
of this name, some dozen miles north of the old papal city 
of Avignon, in Southern France. The “chdteau neuf” (“new 
castle’), now a ruin, was the summer home of the Avignon 
Popes in the 14th Century; the vineyards are planted on an 
extraordinary high, stony tableland, dominating the Rhone 
and the surrounding fertile plain; the soil consists of the 
coarsest sort of gravel and small boulders on which it seems 
impossible that vines should grow. As a district, Chateau- 
neuf-du-Pape is the most important of the Rhone, some four 
miles by five in extent, and its annual production (99% red, 
about 1% white) is in the neighborhood of a million gallons. 
About a dozen different grape varieties are grown and most 
of the wine contains some admixture of most, if not all, of 
these; more or less in the order of their importance, 
they are: Syrah, Grenache, Cinsaut, Mourvedre, Clairette, 
Picpoul, Terret Noir, Counoise, Roussanne, Bourboulenc, 
etc. The wine is deep crimson in color, full-bodied, generous, 
fairly high in alcohol (usually 13-14%); it is softer and 
matures more quickly than Hermitage and Cote-Rotie, being 
quite drinkable when about three years old and at its best 
between the ages of five and ten years. The best of it is 
estate-bottled, and the finer vineyards include the Domaine 
de Mont-Redon, Cabriéres-les-Silex, La Solitude, Chateau 
Fortia, Chateau de la Nerthe, Chateau des Fines Roches, 
Chateau Rayas, Chateau de Vaudieu, etc.; the district 
produces as well, as might be expected, a great deal of 


sound but more ordinary wine. 


CHIANTI (Key-ant-tee). A wonderfully agreeable, and in some 
cases quite distinguished, Italian table wine, sprightly and 
appetizing, which has acquired some, at least, of its world- 
wide fame thanks to the attractive straw-covered bottle 
(fiasco) in which it is customarily shipped. In Italy, it is 
the common red wine (occasionally but rarely white) of 
Tuscany, usually and properly drunk young, often as a 
carafe wine, in the restaurants of Florence. Inexpensive,

special method of fermentation), it goes admirably with 
Italian food. The annual wine production of Tuscany is in 
the neighborhood of 100 million gallons, and it is safe to 
say that well over half of this calls itself Chianti. 

Much of this, of course, is rather poor stuff, with little 
except its name, its price, and its straw-covered bottle to 
recommend it. Actually. however, this fancy straw-wrapped 
fiasco generally costs less, in Italy, than an ordinary new 
wine bottle—hand labor is cheap and the glass is much 
thinner and weighs less. The Italian Government exercises 
little or no control over the “vintage” that such cheap wines 
carry when exported, and certainly most of the very cheap 
Chianti shipped abroad since World War II has been much 
less good than the common red wine of California, and 
anything but a credit to the ancient and honorable name 
it bore. 

The finer, “classic” Chianti is a wine of an altogether 
different and much superior sort—well-balanced, firm, im- 
proving considerably with age in bottle, one of Italy’s best. 
This is made from the San Gioveto and Cannaiolo grapes, 
plus a small amount of white Trebbiano and white Malvasia, 
in a delimited area between Florence and Siena comprising 
four townships (Greve, Radda, Castellina and Gaiole) plus 
portions of six others; the total yield is about 6 million 
gallons a year. Chianti Classico invariably carries on the 
neck of the bottle the seal of the producers’ association, 
the Marca Gallo—a black target with a cock in the center; 
it often carries the name of a specific estate or vineyard 
owner, as Barone Ricasoli (Brolio, Meleto) , Conte Serristori 
(Machiavelli), Marchese Antinori; the very finest grades 
are aged in bottle, bear an authentic vintage, and are 
shipped in ordinary, straight-sided wine bottles, like 
Bordeaux. 

However, a good deal of excellent Chianti is produced in 
Tuscany outside this classic zone. There are six other legally 
defined areas, of which Rufina and Montalbano rank as 
very good, the Colli Fiorentini and Colli Pisani as good, 
but with small production; most of the very cheap Chianti 
shipped abroad comes from the Colli Senesi and Colli 
Aretini, both of them mediocre. A number of the better 
producers outside the classic zone have formed a separate 
association and taken as their “seal” a white Putto, which 
resembles a Della Robbia angel—this, too, is a mark of 
better-than-average quality. 

White Chianti, made mostly from the Trebbiano grape, 
is a dry, golden, rather full-bodied wine, agreeable but 
of no great distinction. 

Counterparts and imitations of Chianti have been pro- 
duced outside Italy, in most countries where Italians have 
settled, including Argentina and California. Rarely made 
from the same grape varieties, these rarely * resemble 
Chianti, although some of them are very good, even excel- 
lent, red table wines. 


Knows CHIARETTO (Key-are-et-toe). Rosé wine, certainly one of Italy’s 


best, produced around the southern end of Lake Garda,

between Milan and Verona. Light, fresh, pale, low in alcohol 
(10-11%), it is never as good as when drunk young as 
vino aperto, or “open” wine, is, drunk on the lakeside 
terraces of the villages where it is made.

CLARET. Loosely- and widely-used term, meaning, in most coun- 


tries other than England, a light red wine. Thus, in the 
U.S., any and all red table wines may be labeled “claret,” 
whatever their origin, character or type; it is a catchall 
term, and hardly one that inspires confidence on a wine 
label. The name has no meaning and no legal status in 
France, nor has Clarete in Spain or Chile. Traditionally 
(although not legally) in England, the word means red 
Bordeaux, but red Bordeaux wines are almost never so 
labeled. 


CLASSED GROWTH. Used in this dictionary to designate wines 


of a specific vineyard or estate or “growth” (particularly 
those of Bordeaux) that have been officially classed, or 
classified. The first such official grading was the famous 
Classification of 1855, and almost all mentions of classed 
growth in this volume have direct reference to, and are 
based on, this. 


CLOS (Clo). Originally, in France, a walled or otherwise enclosed 


vineyard, as Clos de Vougeot. The term today is much more 
loosely used, but may not appear on a French wine label, 
as part of the name of a wine, unless such a Clos, or vine- 
yard, genuinely exists, and actually produces the wine in 
question. 


CLOS DE VOUGEOT (Clo duh Voo-sho). World-famous Bur- 


eundian vineyard, the largest (124 acres) of the Cote d’Or, 
created on what had been, until then, wasteland, by 
Cistercian monks in the 12th Century. Its annual production 
is now in the neighborhood of ten thousand cases, but sixty- 
five producers own portions, some obviously much larger 
than others, of the Clos, and a Clos de Vougeot of a given 
year is therefore not one, but sixty-five different wines, 
some estate-bottled, some not, some fuller-bodied than 
others and some better. The finest wines are traditionally 
those that come from the upper part of the vineyard, 
which here is bounded by Musigny and Grands Echezeaux, 
but the entire Clos produces red Burgundy of classic 
quality, distinguished perhaps more for its breed and 
bouquet than for its body and power. The picturesque and 
venerable Chateau de Vougeot, with its massive, ancient 
wine presses, is now the property of the Burgundian wine 
confraternity, the Chevaliers du Tasteyin. A little red wine 
is produced, called simply “Vougeot,” but not “Clos de 
Vougeot.” and also a white wine of first-rate quality, the 
Clos Blane de Vougeot. 


COLOR. An expert can tell a great deal about a wine, particularly 


a white wine, by looking at it in a clear glass, tilted either 
against a white tablecloth or against the light, or in a 
silver fastevin, in the Burgundian fashion. A good wine, in 
any case, should be clear and brilliant. Dry white table 
wines from cooler districts should be somewhere between 
the color of pale straw and gold, with a distinct greenish 
cast; white table wines from Bordeaux, and Italy, and 
some (though rarely the best) from California may be as 
gold as ripe corn with almost no green at all; in practically 
all white table wines a trace of amber or brown is either 
a tell-tale sign of age, or, in a younger wine, an indication 
that the wine is slightly “maderized” and will probably 
be short-lived. Sweeter white wines should be gold, never 
at all brown, unless very old. Red wines have their own 
range from purple (generally a very young wine, almost 
always a poor one) to a sort of autumnal crimson-brown, 
like oak leaves in the fall. This last, which the French cal] 
pelure doignon, or onion skin, comes invariably to fine red 
wines as they grow older—it can best be noted along the 
edge of the wine in a tilted glass. Rosé wines, too, have their 
variations—from the color of a strawberry almost to that 


of an orange; both extremes are bad, and a rosé too orang 


is generally too old, one too pink generally no godd to 
begin with. All of these gradations of color are very subtle 
and it is hard to remember and recognize and judge them 
except after long experience. They are more for the wine 


expert than for the novice.

A second kitchen can offer really 
elaborate service if good lifelines 
are maintained to the main kitchen 
area. Food prepared in the main 
kitchen can be conveyed by dumb- 
waiter (if kitchens are on separate 
floors) and/or by serving cart, then 
transferred to the second kitchen’s 
refrigerator or stove, or directly to 
the table. 

Second kitchens are useful in 
pool houses, barbecue areas, and in 
home offices. For those who live 
alone, a second kitchen makes it 
possible to rent a part of the house 
as a separate apartment and gain 
the security of a close neighbor. 

In some areas local zoning regu- 
lations do not permit second kitch- 
ens, usually as a safeguard against 
double occupancy in a single-fam- 
ily neighborhood. Investigate the 
practice in your own locality as a 
guide to your planning. 

Three kinds of new _ products 
have made the second kitchen easy 
to acquire, for they have mini- 
mized space needs. Miniature 
kitchen equipment is now available 
in all categories. (See the story on 
Page 236 for information about 
the small appliances new on the 






market.) You can buy the indi- 


vidual appliances and cabinets you } 
need and arrange them as space al- | 


lows. You can also get combina- 
tions of cabinets and appliances 
sold as complete packages. It per- 
mits a saving over buying kitchen 
equipment piece by piece. 

Even more compact than such 
combinations of miniature appli- 
ances are highly efficient counter- 
height units into which all kitchen 
facilities are packed. The complete 
kitchen may be no more than 24” 
wide and 25” deep. Originally de- 
veloped for use in motels, partic- 
ularly in resort areas, these com- 
plete kitchen units are finding wide 
and highly satisfactory application 
in apartments, guest cottages, and 
second homes. 

The many new types of plug-in 
cooking appliances have also done 
their part in helping decentralize 
kitchen activities and in putting 
food preparation facilities where 
they are needed most. A complete 
wardrobe of these appliances can 
enable you to fulfill almost any 
cooking need. Combined with sink 
and small refrigerator, these port- 
able cooking appliances give you 
the equivalent of a second kitchen. 
(House BEAUTIFUL is planning de- 
tailed coverage of this field in a 
forthcoming issue.)

Units that include four burners

Kitchen Sinks 


Like cooking equipment, sinks 
are often more convenient if in- 
stalled in several areas of a kitch- 
en. Take your choice of square, 
rectangular, round or oval, with or 
without a faucet ledge. In stainless 
steel or porcelain, they come in 
sizes to fit almost any need. 

The largest of the stainless steel 
single-bowl sinks that have cutouts 
for faucets (known as the “ledge” 
type) is about 31” long at the front 
edge and 21” to 22” from front to 
back. with a depth of around 7” 
Made by Active, Carrollton, Elkay, 
Jensen-Thorsen, and Just. 

Single vegetable sinks are ap- 
proximately the same dimensions, 
except in depth, which is usually 
about 4”. Made by Elkay and Just.

Dishwashers 


Probably no major appliance has 
undergone so many changes and 
improvements during the past five 
years as the electric dishwasher. 
Washability has been greatly im- 
proved, new cycles have been add- 
ed to increase versatility, and ca- 
pacities have been enlarged. 

The capacity rating of this ap- 
pliance is based on the standard 
set up by the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association for an 
ll-piece place setting. This in- 
cludes a 104%” dinner plate, a 6”- 
8” salad plate, a 5” sauce or des- 
sert plate, a cup and saucer, a 12-o0z. 
water glass, a knife. a dinner fork, 
a salad fork, and two teaspoons. 

What this does not take into ac- 
count is serving dishes plus the 
pots and pans that most families 
put in the dishwasher along with 
china, glass: and silver. Therefore, 
a machine with a capacity rating of 
10 NEMA place settings will wash 
only 6. perhaps, if pots, pans, and 
serving dishes are included in the 
load. Nor does its rating tell you if 
the same number of 12” dinner 
plates may be washed, or whether 
racks are placed so that they will 
accommodate tall stem glasses. 

The greatest variation in capac- 
ity is found in the roll-arounds. 
The top rating is 14 NEMA place

The Cretan Stitch 


This stitch is much more simple 


to work than you would guess from 


the intricate effect it creates. The ‘ 


diagrams show how it may be 
worked from top to bottom of the 
fabric, but you will discover that 
it is possible, and sometimes more 
convenient, to turn your work 
around so that you are really work- 
ing from side to side. In either case 
it consists of passing the needle 
under a few threads of the fabric, 
first on one side (1), then on the 
other side (2) of an imaginary 
center line. Each time the needle is

The Cretan stitch is primarily a 
filler stitch. If you increase the dis- 
tance of the stitches from the cen- 
ter line but keep those on the same 
side of the line fairly close to each 
other, you will produce an intri- 
cate-looking twisted texture. (5). 
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Because of its flexibility you can 
fill outlines of 
shapes with 


many different 


single rows of the 
stitch. Try making a solid triangle, 
for instance, by starting your stitch 
rather close to the center line and 
gradually lengthening the distance 
until you have a broad base. Or 
you could fill a circle by gradually 
increasing the distance ,from the 
center line and then decreasing it 
again. 

To produce an even more intri- 
cate efféct you can work two rows, 
spacing your stitches far enough 
apart so that the loops of the sec- 
ond row may be inserted between 
the loops of the first (6).

plantings of fine European grape 
varieties (Cabernet. Pinot. Ries- 
ling, Semillon, etc.) have greatly 
increased; in equipment and tech- 
nique, California’s best wineries 
are now on a par with those of 
Germany and France. 

Grapes are grown in most of Cal- 
ifornia’s 58 counties (there are 
bonded wineries in 28), but the 
major wine districts are two: the 
cool North Coast area, centered 
around San Francisco, producing 
principally table wines, and the 
much warmer interior valleys 
where most of the fortified wines 
are made. The North Coast area in- 
cludes the counties, from north to 
south. of Mendocino, SONOMA, 
NAPA, Contra Costa, Alameda 
(the LIVERMORE Valley), SAN- 
TA CLARA, Santa Cruz, and SAN 
BENITO (those in capital letters 
being the more important). 


N THE interior valleys there are 

‘vast irrigated areas where raisin 
and table grapes predominate and 
where cheap fortified wines are 
made. often from culls—more than 
60 per cent of the grapes used for 
wine in California are not “wine 
grapes” but what the California 
Wine Institute itself calls “raisin 
or table grapes.” The counties 
where these are grown, in the San 
Joaquin and Great Central Valleys, 
are. from north to south, Sacra- 
mento, San Joaquin, Stanislaus, 
Madera, Fresno. Tulare, Kings, and 
Kern. Fresno County alone pro- 
duces three times as much wine as 
the entire fine wine district around 
San Francisco. 

A third district. directly east of 
Los Angeles, in San Bernardino 
County (the largest county in the 
United States), has some 25,000 
acres of wine grapes and produces 
wines comparable to and, in gen- 
eral, superior to those of the 
French Midi. 

The original grape brought to 
California, the Mission, is a hardy 
variety giving, on the whole, 
poor wine. It has been largely re- 
placed, and now ranks in acreage 
only fourth among red wine grapes. 


What was planted in its stead, 
especially during Prohibition, 
hardly represented an improve- 


ment. The Jeading red wine vari- 
eties in acreage today are: Zinfan- 
del (of uncertain origin, produc- 
tive, giving a rather common but 
agreeable wine. fruity, not too 
heavy, fair—and in superior moun- 
tain vineyards, quite good); Cari- 
gan (the “old dependable” of the 


French Midi and of Algeria—rath- 


er coarse, full-bodied wines, no 
real quality but not too bad); the 
Alicante Bouschet (an inferior hy- 
brid, which has no possible virtue 
except the deep color of the wine 
it yields): the Mission: the Gren- 
ache (in the proper location, and 
only there, an admirable grape for 
rosé; elsewhere. a passable variety 
for Port-type wine); the Mataro 
(a common, coarse. productive 
grape from Spain); the Petit Syr- 
ah (an aristocrat in France. the 
grape of red Hermitage; very prob- 
ably not the same variety in Cali- 
fornia; possibly the Duriff, yield- 
ing very full-bodied wines without 
any trace of distinction or breed). 
The roster of mass-production 
white “wine grapes” is much short- | 
er, since by far the largest part of 
inexpensive California white wine 
is made from the Thompson Seed- 
less, a vastly productive raisin 
grape which gives a neutral, al- 
most flavorless, pale white wine. 
The leading true wine grape is the 
Palomino (excellent for Sherry, al- 
most worthless for table wine). The 
next, the Sauvignon Vert, is def- 
initely no better. The third, the 
Burger, is so poorly thought of in 
its native Alsace that it will not 
even be “tolerated” in the better 
Alsatian vineyards after 1965. 


EVERTHELESS, on the whole. 
the cheap, ordinary table wines 
of California are at least as good 
as the vins ordinaires of Italy and 
France. If they were sold under 
honest American names (instead of 
as “Chablis,” “Sauterne,” “Rhine 
Wine,” or “Burgundy”) and pre- 
sented with less fanfare, the reds 
would be quite acceptable. The 
whites (as is very often the case 
with ordinaires), somewhat less so. 
However, many of them today are 
good values, especially when sold 
in gallon or half-gallon jugs. Those 
labeled “Mountain Red” or “Moun- 
tain White” (which, legally, is sup- 
posed to mean that they come from 
upland vineyards), or those that 
carry a district or county name (as 
Napa) or a grape name (as Zin- 
fandel) are the most reliable. 
When it comes to really superior 
table wines, little 
to be fact, 
much of which we can be proud.

Or you can buy 
the cheapest grade of mirror and 
shatter it yourself. 

Place large pieces of mirror in

e Rhubarb is another crop that 
can happily be urged on the lazy 
eardener. You put in two or three 
roots for each member of the 
household who likes rhubarb or 
can be persuaded to eat some in 
order to “thin his blood” in the 
spring. Spend 20 minutes per an- 
num giving them care, and feast 
on all the rhubarb pies you want 
for the next score of years, or 
even a lifetime.

THE REWARDS OF GROWING RHUBARB

should be hoed in each spring with 
a shallow touch. Of course, the 
more humus, compost, and manure 
you can dig in, the better the plant 
will thrive. The pH may be around 
the ordinary 6.0 to 7.0. 


HE variety you choose depends 

partly on the latitude of your 
garden. Although the whole tribe of 
Rheum were probably tropicals, in 
recent times, botanically speaking 
—that is, maybe several hundred 
thousands of years—says Luther 
Burbank, our common garden yari- 
eties have adapted so thoroughly to 
snow and ice that it cannot go on 
without them for long. They must 
have their winter rest. 

Until a few decades ago, many 
warmer parts of the country had 
to skimp along without much luck 
with rhubarb because of this habit 
of hibernation, but then Burbank 
achieved some strange things with 
a rhubarb from Down Under. It 
was a scrubby thing, little valued 
in New Zealand, where he secured 
the seed. He tried crossing it with 
other varieties, while he also car- 
ried it through several generations 
of selection among hundreds of 
thousands of seedlings. 

The crossing turned up little, 
but the selections revealed a most 
worthy ambition by human evolu- 
tionary standards. In time he 
achieved a large and handsome 
plant with sweet stems, which curi- 
ously retained two habits of the 
parent plants: the habit of making 
good growth in cool weather and 
also that of doing well at the time 
of year of the mild New Zealand 
winter, our summer. Hence, it was 
virtually a year-round producer in 
his California zone. He wrote that 
it achieved such success among 
some West Coast commercial grow- 
ers that some called it “the mort- 
gage lifter.” He named it Giant 
Winter Rhubarb. 

Tf you live much beyond the rhu- 
barb region of the North and want 
to grow rhubarb, your best bet is 
to ask your local authorities what 
variety to choose. Burbank and oth- 
ers have worked with it and its 
practical range is greater than it 
once was. For the North, Chip- 
man’s Canada Red, Valentine. Vic- 
toria, and MacDonald are all in 
good repute. Stern’s asserts that 
their Canada Red, which is not 
only red in the skin, but also red in 


| flesh, will grow for a lifetime. 


You can sow seeds and try your 
patience against the plant’s slow 
country ways, but rhubarb seed 


has not been too reliable in the 


past. Maybe it is today, for I see it 
listed. One must not harvest a sin- 
gle stalk until the third spring if 
grown from seed, so the preference 
has been to purchase one or two- 
year-old roots, or else beg a piece 
of root from an old clump. It is 
easy to chop off a piece of root, 
but make sure it is a substantial 
piece and includes a bud or, better, 
two or three. 

You pull the stalks, taking hold 
near the base of the plant. Never 
break or cut them. Every six to ten 
years, in theory at any rate, the 
clump should be divided, making 
sure that there is a bud or two on 
each piece of root. Some think it is 
good practice to thin the plant. 
taking the smaller stems, every fall. 
At any rate, cutting out a piece for 
a neighbor can do no harm and 
may do some good. 


DO NOT know whether the new 

lifetime varieties require this at- 
tention or not, but I do know that 
no one has yet spent a lifetime 
tending to one of them. I also 
know that many farmers have neg- 
lected the job for many years. 

I suppose the sensible thing to 
do is to laze it off as long as pos- 
sible, but if the clump gets very 
crowded and seems to deteriorate. 
get out the chopper, hose the dirt 
off the roots, and do the deed. Al- 
ways take a substantial section of 
root with the bud. The best time to 
do the job is early spring, before 
growth makes headway. 

In the North, September and Oc- 
tober are good months to set out 
your first good roots before the 
dark days, and the earth is a 
much better place in which to keep 
them than a nursery’s cold storage. 
You can also plant in the spring. 

If you want to force an especial- 
ly early crop from this earliest of 
spring vegetables, put a barrel with 
the top and bottom removed over 
it, then hill around it with manure, 
soil, or other insulating material. 
A deep box, a peach basket or 
deep cold frame also does the job. 

You can force an old clump even 
earlier; bring it in after it has 
been frozen hard and cover it with 
earth in a cool, dimly-lit place, 
such as an old-fashioned cellar. In 
about six weeks you will have rhu- 
barb to eat, but no clump to last 
you the rest of your life, for rhu- 
barb forced in this fashion is sel- 
dom good for anything but the 
compost pile. 

The best cultivation is a mulch 
of strawy manure, hay, straw, grass

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clippings, or leaves. The mulch 
you add for winter protection 
should be about four inches deep. 
This can also be leafy material. 
Feeding is fine, but not too neces- 
sary, for the organic decay of the 
mulch along in the spring is as 
salutary as manure. 


HUBARB is exceptionally 

healthy and free of bugs. I do 
not remember noting any serious 
trouble in the rhubarb patch at all, 
though I did note the work of the 
rhubarb curculio on a stalk in the 
supermarket, the tiny puncture, 
from which oozed a drop of sap. 
This snout beetle is small, brown or 
black and has a nose like a rigid 
elephant’s trunk. He seems to want 
dock, by preference or necessity, 
and if you cut down the dock 
around the garden in July you 
will probably lose him. 

One authority recommends that 
you clear away all plant growth 
and debris under the plant around 
the base and treat the soil liberally 
with five-percent chlordane dust 
twice in the spring. I suppose you 
may also knock him off the plant, 
for most curculios pull in legs and 
snout when disturbed, playing pos- 
sum, and fall to the ground. Chlor- 
dane, says the company folder, 
kills many snout beetles. I have 
never encountered the beetle, so lL 
can only quote what I read. 

After I had written these para- 
graphs, I thought it would be a 
good idea to go out and take an- 
other good look at the rhubarb. 
This is a good season for bugs— 
from the bug’s viewpoint, that is. 

On one plant I found a small 
colony of black aphids. I had con- 
sulted a score or more of authori- 
ties on rhubarb before I sat down 
to write this article, but only one 
mentioned aphids. Why? Too cur- 
culio-conscious, you might say? I 
disposed of the aphids with a dust 
gun containing rotenone, which I 
had in my hand, and resolved that 
I had not been as good a rhubarb 
watcher as I had thought. I’m sure 
you will be more attentive to your 
pieplant. 

The root of one species in 
China was considered a very great 
medicine, indeed, and is still used. 
I do not know whether its purpose 
is that of curing people of the 
disease of living or what, for we 
might call our garden species the 


k ! 
enough poison to cure a man of 


breathing if he eats quite a lot of -— 


it. Remember: Only the stalks of 
our species are edible. But don’t 
let that frighten you; there is 
enough cheap poison in the garden 
to make glad the ghosts’ of the 
Borgias. 

One tulip bulb contains enough 
poison to kill a man. The seeds 
and sprouts of potatoes are quite 
deadly. A fifteen-cent package of 
castor beans contains enough poi- 
son to kill five children. Here, in 
case you need it, is a further list 
of plants, all parts of which are 
dangerous when eaten, particularly 
to children: monkshood, lords and 
ladies, belladonna and jimson weed 
of the deadly Nightshade Family, 
oleander, _ lily-of-the-valley,  ele- 
phant ear, pimpernel, rhododen- 
dron, and both species of our na- 
tive laurel. 

These are dangerous in certain 
parts: bluebonnet seeds, burning 
bush leaves, four-o’clock root and 
sheath, iris root, ivy leaves, mock- 
orange fruit, bulbs, 
Christmas rose root (a_ violent 
heart poison), henbane juice, poke 
root, berries and seeds, wilted foli- 
age of wild cherry and yew nee- 
dles. There are many others; of 


narcissus 


course, poison oak, poison sumac, 
and poison ivy (which cows can 
eat without harm) are also dan 
gerous, more disastrous when you 
chew on them than when you touch. 

So those who want their children 
to grow up will keep them out of 
the garden when they are in the 
hand-to-mouth age and teach them 
as early as possible not to put 
leaves, stems, and berries into their 
mouths. Keep seeds and bulbs out 
of the youngsters’ reach. 


IN ASIA there are many wild spe- 

cies and varieties of rhubarb, but 
our garden species seems to have 
originated near the eastern Medi- 
terranean. The Greeks knew one 
variety’ which they named rheum- 
barbarium, which the Latins took 
over as rheubarbarum. No one 
knows how long the Afghans near 
Kabul have blanched the stalks of 
a wild kind by piling loose gravel 
over the sprouts as they grow, mak- 
ing a pile a foot or two high. 
Sometimes they put earthen jars 
over the plant instead, forcing the 
stalks to turn white, crooked, and 


edible.

Mrs. Lan- 
non was holding out for the upper.

Mr. Lannon, who sounded like a 
practical sort to me. said she must 
have got that idea from seeing too 
many movies. and was holding out 
for making a real honest-to-good- 
ness bedroom out of the lower 
level.

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lection of embroidered Dacron 
curtains that caught my eye in 
Greeff's showroom one day. And 
well they might catch anybody’s 
eye. Some inspired someone of the 
firm of E. C. Carter & Son—a firm 
that enjoys a creme de la créme 
reputation for fine embroidered 
white. curtains—got the brilliant 
idea of having durable Dacron 
sheer curtains meticulously em- 
broidered in color. And to get the 
subtle, perfect needlework they 
wanted, they went to Hong Kong 
and Madeira, two places in the 
world where embroidery is treated 
like artwork. 

They've come up with a certain 
collection that Ud call sensational. 
The sheers themselves are in white 
or ivory and then, in techniques of 
stitchery that you'd find in the 
finest lingerie, they burst into the 
loveliest. subtlest, sweepingest pat- 
terns of floral color. There are blue 
and violet, mossy green and beige 
and delicate shrimp pink. 

The Hong Kong group, all pat- 
terned with grasses and flowers, is 
done in a fascinating combination 
of surface embroidery and stitchery 
applied to the back of the fabric, 
so that the color shows through the 
sheer as a misty, shadowy tint. 

The Madeira group makes much 
of exquisite appliqué work. Many 
of the patterns are also available 
in white-on-white in more tradi- 
tional but very elegant fashion. 

I lost my heart to “Grasses.” 
from the Hong Kong group, a 
delicately conceived waving pattern 
of slender reeds and blades of 
grass and tiny field blossoms, ac- 


cented with occasional butterflies. 
But the pattern, instead of covering 
the entire curtain, forms a 20”- 
deep border on a panel 49” wide 
and 108” long. And the hem itself 
is subtly embroidered in a scallop- 
like trim. The colors are shrimp- 
pink and moss green, sometimes 
vivid and sometimes shadowy, 
where there is back-stitchery. 

The whole thing seemed made to 
order for the Lannon problem. It 
even set the color scheme for the 
room, which is carpeted, steps and 
all, in moss green. The bedspread 
and the tailored upholstered head- 
board are in a slightly lighter 
shade in Thai silk. 

But the piéce de résistance, thes 
glamour device that sold Mrs. Lan- 
non on the room arrangement, is 
above the bed—a shallow cornice, 
covered in a strip of the embroid- 
ered border. from which we’ve cur- 
tained the wall. The area behind 
the bed is draped in plain white 
Dacron, but by splitting one panel 
of “Grasses.” we could finish off 
the drapery by hanging an em- 
broidered curtain at each side of 
the bed. 

The upper level was conceded td 
the lady as her own little sitting- 
writing-lounging area, fitted out 
with a salmon-pink chaise longue, 
a fruitwood desk, and an antique 
French sewing table. I promptly 
covered the window wall with the 
same lovely curtaining. When last 
seen, Mrs. Lannon was posing quite 
prettily in her sewing chair, sil- 
houetted against the glamorizing 
light that also silhouettes the deli- 
cate embroidery.—M. G.

Mr. Challagali, train examiner 
for the Indian railroad from Cal- 
cutta to Madras, reports, ‘“Isawa 
little girl sleeping under a third- 
class bench. She could not tell 
me about her parents as she was 
only four. I feared the child 
stealers would sell her to the beg- 
gars who cripple the children or 
make them blind so that they can 
arouse pity as professional beg- 
gars. Her mother must have de- 
serted her because she was too 
poor to feed her. She looked ter- 
ribly hungry. I took her to the 
police, although I did not think 
anyone would claim her and no 
one did. As I had brought her, 
the police made me take her back. 
So I took the poor little half dead 
thing home. But it meant less 
food for my children and I knew 
I could never educate her on my 
meager income. I would have liked to have kept her, but took 
her to the Helen Clarke Children’s Home.” 


Mrs. Edmond, the director of the Home, crowded the child 
in and named her Prem Leila, meaning kindness or love, be- 
cause She was saved by a man’s pity and kindness. Not only in 
India, but in a number of countries in which CCF assists 
children, there are so many thin, sickly, little tots deserted by 
desperate mothers who rather than continually witnessing 
their hunger desert them, hoping someone who can, will feed 
them.

Plan now for 


Old-fashioned Christmas Caroling 


By LEE WILCOX 


@ Some people do their Christmas 
shopping in August, but most of 
us wait until December. The same 
holds true for Christmas celebrat- 
ing—we tend to wait until the last 
minute. We decide at seven to go 
caroling at nine. 

But this year, plan ahead. Begin 
now and you can learn the harmony 
for ten or fifteen carols. Parts are 
easy to learn and the richness they 
add to the much-loved tunes is a 
musical treat for carolers and their 
audiences. Anyone who can carry a 
tune can learn a. part. 

As few as six (two voices to a 
part) can be an effective musical 
nucleus. Then children and late- 
comers can join the melody as the 
Christmas spirit moves them. 

If there a neighborhood 
group available to join, start your 
own. The basic ingredients for 
making such a group work are few. 
First of all, you need at least ten 
or fifteen enthusiastic singers will- 


isn’t 


ing to rehearse regularly. Since ev- 
eryone cannot always attend every 
rehearsal, a “pool” of fifteen will 
insure at least six singers. 

The second necessity is a leader- 
conductor’who has authority, knows 
his music, and has a strong sense 
of rhythm. Nuances of shading, 
volume, and expression may be lost 
when you are singing out-of-doors. 
But you must stay together. That is 
why a conductor with a strong beat 
is so important. 

You will need a place with a 
piano for rehearsals, with enough 
room for singers to sit facing the 
conductor. 

Additional helps are a treasurer 
in charge of getting music, and a 


name. If your group has a rich, im- 
posing name like “The Upper 
Montclair Marching and Caroling 
Club,” you will find yourselves 
striving to live up to your impres- 
sive title. “The Great Lakes Dredge 
and Philharmonia Society,” found- 
ed in 1930, has established itself as 
an important part of Christmas in 
Chicago. An all-male group, it pro- 
vides itself with brightly-colored 
top hats for street caroling, begins 
rehearsals in mid-October, and is 
ready to sing in members’ homes 
and through the streets ten days be- 
fore Christmas. 

Plan weekly meetings between 
now and Christmas. Untrained 
voices should not be asked to re- 
hearse for more than two hours. 
You don’t want to overtire or strain 


your voices. Since refreshments are | 


all too tempting an inducement for 
socializing, serve beer and pretzels 
or coffee and doughnuts after the 
rehearsal. Food and talk will un- 
dermine the sternest discipline. 

Collections of 3- or 4-part carols 
are available from every music pub- 
lisher for less than a dollar (see 
list at the end of the article). 
Choose ten or fifteen carols to work 
on, selecting some joyful, some sol- 
emn, some quiet. One or two un- 
familiar Christmas songs will be 
refreshing to the ear, but in the 
main, keep to the old favorites. 
Christmas is a time for tradition 
rather than innovation. Include one 
difficult caro] to stretch your music 
muscles. There is a special satis- 
faction that comes from mastering 
music that is almost, but not quite, 
too much of a challenge.

® Jf Bangkok is your first sight of South 
East Asia, as it was ours, you might well 
feel that you have found here in micro- 
cosm all the lavish richness of the 
storied East.

As each caroler 
begins to listen to the other parts 
while singing his own. he will dis- 
cover for himself the intense joy 
of “getting inside the music.” And, 
of course. when you listen to the 
other parts. you automatically 
blend with them and create a total 
sound instead of several parallel 
sounds. No part should overshadow 
another. but there are times when 
one or another will predominate. 
For example. on the third phrase 
of “O Little Town of Bethlehem” 
(“Yet in thy dark streets shineth 
the everlasting Light”). the tenor 
part should emerge to show off its 
lovely ascending line. If the car- 
olers are listening to each other. 
they will hear the tenors and soft- 
en a bit to let them have their mo- 
ment of glory. 

Likewise, the altos should sing 
out strongly the phrase “Come and 
behold Him.” in “O Come. All Ye 
Faithful.” 

Everyone is with the 
tenor, or descant. in the chorus of

“The First Nowell”—in fact. many 
people think the tenor line is the 
melody. So perhaps in this case. 
the sopranos should be encouraged 
to hold their own and not let them- 
selves be drowned out by the love- 
ly. soaring tenor “Nowell’s.” 

Subtle effects will be lost out-of- 
doors, so singing in the snow, or 
any kind of open air, requires firm 
thythm. Caroling calls for an even 
more solid beat, for you will gather 
carolers a la the Pied Piper. and 
the newcomers must be led.

of the new Baker furniture you see on these four pages. 
suggests a reason for this resistance to “modern” of the 
uncompromising variety. “Modernists,” he feels, in their 
concern with originality and functionalism, lost sight of the 
fact that one major function of our belongings is that they 
please us emotionally, no matter how practically and “hon- 
estly” they work. And when design looks too new, as.if it 
were born in a vacuum with no roots in our familiar inherit- 
ances, it bears an aura of loneliness. But human beings want 
to feel a sense of continuance and stability in their homes. 
Mr. Gibbings also notes that skeletal modern is used 
almost universally in office buildings, bank lobbies, airports. 
and similar public places, where we pause temporarily with 
no special emotiona! involvement. It is used here so fre- 
quently that we are tending to associate it with the public 
world. But who wants home—that very special private 
world—to look like a waiting room? And since most of us 
spend so much time in public places these days, home has 
become more than ever a private world where we need the 
comfort of possessions that seem to “know us” as we 
know them. 

Out of this sound and humane philosophy comes this new 
modern, contemporary in form, but as warmly appealing as 
the antique. For in it we are responding to traditional 
sabinet-working skills such as craftsmen have used for cen- 
turies, now put to work to create curved, arched, and rounded 
surfaces which only such techniques can produce. They are 
applied in fresh new ways, in large-scale versions of fluting 
and reeding, in barely perceptible turnings of chair and table 
legs. The wood, chosen for its adaptability to the liquid lines 
of the designs and because it lends itself to wood-working 
methods of master craftsmen, is American walnut, in a finish 
called Tourmaline. Upholstery fabrics are specially designed 
by Mr. Gibbings of silk and cotton, by Scalamandré.

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New furniture 
in the best tradition 


of craftsmanship

@® Many people seem to have a sense of quality about mate- 
rial things which tells them immediately whether or not those 
things are worth owning. Women shoppers are exercising 
this when they go unerringly to the best dress in the shop. 
Men evince this when they stand in bemused admiration 
before the beauty of a hand-made engine. 

They are paying their respects to the well-made, to careful 
craftsmanship and painstaking execution. And since this 
kind of value-awareness can be sharpened by exposure to the 
best, we can only assume that there’s some latent instinct in 
the human make-up which makes us appreciate this. 

We've observed that the “well-made” aspect of this new 
furniture is one of its most ingratiating qualities. People 
who can see it, touch it, pull open drawers and examine its 
joinings and fittings invariably comment delightedly on the 
careful workmanship that has gone into its making. And if 
they sometimes exclaim in surprise, it is because they have 
rarely, in modern times, been in the presence of really fine 
cabinetwork—simply because until now it has rarely existed 


except in custom-made and costly furniture. 
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Smoothly hollowed-out, see-through base of this Macassar eb- 
ony party table depends upon excellence of cabinetmaking 
techniques. Table top can be a 19” square of Hiarble, as shown 
here, or of wood. Table can support a lamp, or several tables 
ean “bunch” into a coffee table.

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Italy's region 


By MITCHELL GOODMAN 


t does not diminish the glorious experience of Venice 
to say that, in their rush to get there, most Americans 
have neglected a whole area of travel riches of which 
Venice is only the beginning. It is the region called 

Venezia or the Veneto, the state of Venice, extending from 
the lagoons of the Adriatic deep into the mainland of north- 
eastern Italy, across vine-and-orchard hills to the awesome 
rock fantasy of the Dolomites. It covers the area that was, 
during the Renaissance, the Most Serene Republic of Venice, 
of which Venice of the lagoons was the capital. In this 
region, no larger than Connecticut, the Venetians created a 
rich and diversified culture, based on a cluster of masterfully 
built provincial capitals; Verona, Vicenza, Padua, Treviso, 
Trento, Bolzano, Belluno, Udine, Trieste, Rovigo.

@ [f the maintenance and expense of keeping your windows 
looking their best are burdensome, consider the merits of 
the woven blind. Today’s blinds are a far cry from the old 
roll-up bamboo porch blinds, although these did have a cool- 
ing effect. Nor are they like the Venetian blinds. those vet- 
erans which still are the best means of admitting air while 
controlling light and privacy. We mean the many styles of 
new blinds, made simply or elaborately from wood, bamboo, 
aluminum, or reeds and grasses. There are still others made 
of lucite, woven with cotton and chenilles and all manner of 
yarns, even leather strips. These weaves can be tightly woven 
for a dense, opaque quality, or more loosely woven for a 
sun-filtering effect. They can be done in your own choice of 
colors. 

These blinds may be hung as the only curtaining device at 
your windows, and still give charm and interest to your 
rooms. Their great asset is their easy maintenance. They will 
never have to be taken down and sent to the dry cleaners, nor 
be rehung. Nor will there need to be adjustments in linings 
and lengths which are the béte noir of drapery dry cleaning. 
The flat surface of woven blinds is cleaned with the dusting 
nozzle of your vacuum cleaner or a damp cloth.

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Throughout this southern house only 
woven blinds are used. These are made of

These new weaves have many facets of usefulness. Most 


blinds hang as a window shade. They have a spring roller 


mechanism, or they draw up by cords into a plump roll, or 
they can pleat up in accordion fashion. All are neatly finished 
at the tops with self-valances. Various weaves are set into 
wood frames, to be used as paneled screens at windows or 
doors; others at doors slide on ceiling and floor tracks. 
These, of course, require special fabrication and installation 
and can be expensive, but the appearance and utility and 
easy upkeep are compensating factors. 

Woven blinds can correct faulty placement of windows. 
conceal air-conditioners and dead storage space. Most attrac- 
tive when hung from the ceiling, they create height and 
cover the often awkward space between ceiling and window. 

Most large stores have a special department with samples 
to help in the selection of woven blinds. Store decorating 
departments go further in helping with color and special 
fabrication, as do private decorators. Window treatments of 
this sort are so popular that there are shops to handle only 
this kind of work. All shades must be made to size, sO your 
shade, no matter how simple, is in a sense custom-made, Prices 
are by the square foot, begin around $1.50 and advance 
steeply according to the intricacies of weave. A comfort- 
ing feature to remember is that the first cost is the last.

very stitch you learn opens up dozens of new designs you can make. 
Once you learn it (which takes twenty to thirty minutes ), 

play with it: widening it, lengthening it, curving it, 

condensing it, coarsening it with heavier thread, refining it 


with thinner thread. You'll be amazed at what you can do 











@ Creative embroidery is a new kind of free-wheeling with 
a needle, not a challenge to your technical skill and precision. 
It’s not how you do a stitch, but what you do with it that 
counts. One stitch is like one color in the rainbow. If red 
were exactly the same the world over, we’d soon find it 
as tiresome as the muddiest gray. But an artist can use 
red alone, in all its variations from pale tints of pink to 
deepest burgundy, to create a painting that never loses its 
appeal. 

So when you learn a new stitch, don’t stop at the con- 
ventional version of it, even though we usually explain the 
classic version first because it is often the simplest way 
of demonstrating the mechanics. If you follow the how-to- 
do-it diagrams, starting on page 254, you will catch on to 


the mechanics within a few minutes. The next step is to 
practice it until you have developed your own rhythm. 
Twenty minutes of this practice is enough to give most 
people the feel of it. And don’t worry about whether each 
stitch is exactly like the one that went before it. There’s no 
more need for precision in free stitching than there would 


be for a painter to measure the length and breadth of each 
brush stroke. 


But once you have finished these setting-up exercises.

you are ready for the most exciting part of learning a new 
stitch—which is discovering its variations and all the dif- 
ferent things you can do with them. Make it long; make 
it short. Make it fat and thin. Try it in all the different 
yarns and threads you can lay your hands on. You will 
discover that it has a quite different look every time you 
introduce some slight variation. 

If you were taught to teather-stitch as a child and strug- 
gled hours on end to turn out a neat row of stitches on a 
blanket binding, it has probably never occurred to you 
that the stitch has any other use. But forget about those 
early ordeals and you will soon find out that you can work 
the feather stitch into as many widely different forms as 
the bird in the branches and the geometric squares on the 
opposite page. The feather stitch is only one of the stitches 
we used to make the calla lily on page 209. But you could 
make similarly intricate-looking designs by using th> feather 
stitch alone or any one of the other six stitches that we have 
used with it. So find yourself a piece of burlap or other 
inexpensive, coarse, basket-weave material, some ordinary 
string or single-strand. soft-twist embroidery cotton. and a 
blunt tapestry needle with a big eye. and let’s get started.

The Feather Stitch 


The feather stitch is one of the most versatile of stitches 
because you can use it to outline a form like the fish or 
the bird on page 207. You can use several rows of it, in 
straight lines or wavy, to fill in a form. Or you can expand 
it to become a form itself such as the simple wheat on the 
tray cloth on page 207 or the more elaborate feather designs. 
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Many people work the feather stitch from top to bottom. 
But it may also be worked from right to left as our diagrams 
show. It helps to imagine that you are working along two 
parallel horizontal lines. Pull your needle and thread through 
the fabric at a point near the right end of the lower line. 
Your first stitch will be a straight stitch along the upper 
line, somewhat to the left of the starting point. But before 
inserting your needle, draw your thread around clockwise 
to make a rough circle, holding it in place with your left 
thumb, so that your needle points into the circle. Pull needle 
through fabric and across the stitch you have just made. 





Your second stitch will be along the lower line, some- 
what to the left of the first stitch above. But before inserting 
needle, draw your thread around in a counter-clockwise cir- 
cle, holding it in place with your left thumb, so that your 
needle will point into the circle. Pull needle through fabric 
and across your second stitch. 
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Return to the upper line to make your third stitch in 
the same manner as your first. 
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Continue working to left and alternating from upper row 
to lower row. Be sure you hold slack thread down each time 
with left thumb so that needle crosses the new stitch each 
time it emerges from the fabric.

@ The most versatile sauces in classic cuisine are those 
made with a brown sauce derived from browned veal bones.

@ There is a pet theory in the architectural profession that 
it takes just as much time and effort to design a good small 
house as it does a much fancier, four-bedroom one. This is 
certainly true. When every inch of space counts, either be- 
cause of a limited budget or a client preference, many more 
hours must be devoted to the art of compact living. 

For centuries this art has been mastered by ship builders 
and naval architects, who work out ingenious ways to utilize 
even the smallest fragment of space. The tiny house shown 
on these pages was, in a sense, inspired by ship design. It

\lthough the enclosed portion of the house is a mere 590 
square feet, a big roof extends to the outer edges of a long 
baleony, actually doubling the living area. This covered 
balcony is all things to the house: It’s the walkway to the 
front door, it’s the dining terrace, it’s the frame for the view 
of beautiful San Diego Harbor. 
Spanning a small canyon, bridge fashion (see photograph 
on page 215), the house is supported by unfinished eucalyptus 
logs, in keeping with the natural wooded site.

The pottery soup tureen stands on a 
trivet made of gold foil strips. Trivet 
is so tightly packed with figure eights 
that it has the strength to hold up 
heavy pot without collapsing. Trivet 
could be made in about 10 minutes, 
once form has been mastered. Tureen 
has been made to seem gayer and 
more festival-like with the gold foil 
and the two-tone orange cloth. Trivet 
was built out of 16 units, somewhat 
like Variation 10 (opposite), then 
stapled twice at the center joining.

and to be taken more seriously, are rubber-cemented together 
invisibly and stapled only where necessary for strength. 
Occasionally plastic tape (more invisible than cellophane) 
has been used to join elements. 

As foil is quicker and easier to use than laminated paper. 
try making your first forms in foil. Master the making 
of figure eights, which should take only a few minutes. Then 
go on to explore the more interesting things: (1) the many 
ways there are to join them and (2) the tremendous color 
effects you can create. 

What you will experience, tf you follow us, is an exercise 
in how to create beauty. For you will be playing with the 
two basic ingredients of beauty—form and color. 

In making these, we used two kinds of aesthetic principles. 
The Christmasy ones we made very hade (pronounced hah- 
day), which is one of the four branches of Japanese aesthetics 
—bright and gaily colored, using strong primary colors, such 
as reds and yellows along with the lavish amounts of gold 
and metallic sparkle. The double-faced foil papers lent them- 
selves to hade color schemes, which are ideal for festival 
decorations—gay for the short periods, though too demand- 
ing to live with for long periods. 

The twin companions to the hade series are color-schemed 
according to shibui principles, (pronounced she-boo-y) an- 
other branch of Japanese aesthetics, the opposite of the gay 
exuberance and gaudiness of hade. A shibui color scheme is 
richly understated, quietly intriguing. Since it is quiet and 
not so demanding, you are not forced to notice it all the 
time. But it is deep and intricate enough so that, when you do 
notice it, you find it interesting. Shibui color schemes are 
better for permanent furnishings, since these cannot be 
replaced frequently. (Regular readers of HoUSE BEAUTIFUL 
will recall two issues last year devoted to explaining these 
aesthetic principles. ) 

The laminated paper constructions (shibui-style) were 
made from art papers which can be ordered from one of three 
companies each of which carries from 210 to 237 colors—

@ Not iong ago. I heard a man say that what America needs 
are more second fiddlers. The remark took place during a 
serious conversation concerning the state of the nation, and I 
thought it was meant symbolically—the world in general 
has a plethora of prima donnas. But my friend, who is an 
amateur pianist (he earns his living as a lawyer), went on to 
specify. We need reliable second fiddlers with rhythm in 
their souls. he said, who do not have to count out loud. 

| hope this man was right and that America will continue 
to need second fiddlers. Myself an amateur second violinist, I 
would hate to see the demand slacken. I look forward to 
that time when life will permit me three quartet evenings a 
week instead of one. My regular string quartet meets on 








Tuesday nights in our suburban community of Bryn Mawr, 
Pennsylvania. Our first violinist, a graduate of ithe Curtis 
Institute of Music, is the wife of a physician and mother of 
three children. Our cellist, a man, teaches English at a boys’ 
preparatory school. Our violist is a professional musician 
who plays like an angel and boasts more grandchildren than 
anybody her age should own up to. 

We have been playing together for fifteen years, and sta- 
tistics show that we are one among many scores of similar 
groups who meet to perform, not for an audience, but for 
their own pleasure and delectation. The Amateur Chamber 
Music Players Association has a directory that names four 
thousand members in the United States and a thousand 
abroad, and every year the list increases. Besides string 
players, the directory includes woodwind players (flute, 
clarinet, oboe), horn and trumpet players, harpsichordists, 
those who blow modestly on recorders, and those who write 
after their names the words, “Two pianos,” meaning that 
they are the fortunate owners of a pair of instruments 
and are equipped to read music for the piano—four hands. 
I have met and performed with many on this list. The 
other day I counted up; it seems I have played string quar- 
tets in twenty states of the Union. I hope to play in twenty 
more. 

I love these people, these music makers, and [| think I 
know them well. They are fanatics and, therefore, a little 


crazy, like all fanatics. To achieve a good quartet evening, 


or a good sonata or quintet evening, players are willing to 
go to extravagant lengths. I know a man who, in the last 
war, when gasoline was rationed, used to bicycle seven miles 
once a week for quartets, his cello strapped against his back. 
I know four college students, male, who played in a box 
car en route from Exeter to Boston, and played again in a 
railroad station while waiting for a train. | know six young 
people who needed a conveyance big enough to transport 
themselves and their instruments and who bought, very 
cheap, a big black second-hand hearse and set off in it tri- 
umphantly to join their friends for a musical house party in 
the mountains. 


Neier snow nor hail nor the existence of non-playing 
wives and husbands can stop these enthusiasts. I have noted 
that when the musician is a husband, the wife is likely to 
come along and knit her way through at least a sweater 
sleeve during the evening. Non-playing husbands are rarer 
as audience, unless the session takes place at home, in which 
case the husband turns up at the end for beer and cheese, 
or coffee and sandwiches. 

A string quartet, with its four sections—Allegro, Andante, 
Trio-Minuet, and Scherzo—ends with a rapid, lively move- 
ment which taxes amateur fingers and wrists to the utmost 
and leaves the players red in the face and sometimes laugh- 
ing aloud with delight or helpless frustration. “Let’s do it 
and a 





again!” the cellist says. “And let’s play it faster 
little softer.” 

Our instruments, training, and inclination are tuned and 
turned to classical music. The best in any field wears longest, 
bears most repetition and most study and is, in short, the 
most exciting to know. From Purcell to Debussy, therefore, 
my Tuesday quartet plays all the great classical composers 
and such modern music as we can achieve with a degree of 
success. Avant-garde music, with its unremitting dissonance 
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and broken rhythm, is extremely difficult to read, and few 
of us have time for much practice between meetings. 

Therefore. we usually stick to composers of the 19th Cen- 
tury and earlier. When an extra violinist turns up, we play 
string quintets—Boccherini, Mozart, Brahms. Sometimes a 
clarinetist appears with the Mozart or Brahms Quintets un- 
der his arm and, once in a while, a pianist skiliful enough 
for the Schumann, Franck, Dohnanyi, or Bloch Quintets. 
String players are fussy about pianists, who, if they wish to 
be invited back, have to be truly fluent on their instrument 
—more so, indeed, than any member of the group except the 
first violinist. 


ee things make the charm and fascination of playing 
chamber music. First, the beauty of the compositions. Some 
of the world’s best music has been written for small groups 
of string players, and, to the players, no fault of perform- 
ance can hide this intrinsic excellence: it emerges through 
any number of dropped notes. Secondly, the afore-men- 
tioned trick of achieving balance, which is the premier chal- 
lenge of ensemble playing. Part must be fitted to part; one 
listens for the other fellow’s melody when it comes, subdues 
one’s tone to let this melody soar and be heard. 

The great composers knew how to distribute tune and 
harmony’so that no one instrument usurps the show. Every 
player has his chance and must be alert and on his toes when 
the moment approaches. As second violinist, I know well 
this challenge. Along with the viola, mine is the middle 
voice, between the deep cello tone and the first violin’s high 
register. For a quarter page. half a page, I play along, fol- 
lowing, ever following the first fiddle to my right under the 
lamp. Then I see my melody coming—not more than two 
measures of it. perhaps, but very important to the musical 
structure. I lean forward, watching the notes. Here it comes. 
... Oh, may I not miss my cue, flub it, and let Papa Haydn 
down! ... Zing! ... I play it, every note! It comes out, sure 
enough, rising above the accompanying figures and sound- 
ing clear and strong. 

Over the stands our viola player, she with the angel tone, 
smiles at me. And I wonder, as | drive home that night, 
humming my little melody—I wonder if life holds greater 
satisfaction ? 

People ask me: “How does one achieve entrance into this 
community of quartetists? How does a person start, sup- 
posing he is over thirty and plays no instrument?” There 
are many answers to this, and all of them encouraging. The 
wife of a cellist in a community near mine has three small 
children, but she recently took up the viola and is working 
hard on it. Already. sitting on the sofa at our quartet eve- 
nings, she can follow the music with a printed score, con- 
centrating on the viola parts and looking to the moment 
when her technique will let her take active part. The first 
time she plays with us she will indubitably sit by the viola 
player and follow along in unison—some easy short quartet 
movement which she has learned at home. Many beginners 
start with the recorder, a simple wind instrument which has 
only eight stops—although, if one wishes to be elaborate, 
there are bass recorders and alto recorders, and one can be- 
come very expert. 

I usually suggest the viola for adult beginners. Its part of 
string quartets is very seldom a virtuoso musical line.

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Should Children Participate 
in Adult Kntertaining? 


Wie the First Lady made news by permitting three- 


year old Caroline Kennedy to have a limited role in 
White House entertaining, she was, I believe, reflecting a 
changed attitude among young parents rather than starting a 
new trend. 

In an earlier era, when adults entertained, the children’s 
share in the party ran to extremes: They were banished 
from sight and told to be good and quiet or, worse, they were 
paraded before company in hair ribbons and starched col- 
lars and asked to recite with gestures or play a musical in- 
strument. Either course made the advent of guests grim 
news to my generation. 

Happily, present-day parents seem to enjoy a more hu- 
mane and sensible approach to parties in the home. Their 
guiding principle is that children and entertaining can be 
mutually beneficial. 

Mrs. Kennedy’s reported explanation for allowing ‘her 
daughter to attend a diplomatic reception was that Caroline 
might as well learn about entertaining firsthand rather than 
hear her parents discussing it afterward. 

The many parents I have spoken to agree that children 
can and do lend charm and real assistance at parties. On the 
other hand, family entertaining can help youngsters acquire 
social graces. Poise, ease of conversation, and a sense of hos- 
pitality come more readily and naturally with practice. For 
girls in particular, exposure to gracious entertaining teaches 
them the skill and taste they need to be good hostesses them- 
selves. By assisting their mothers they learn to serve any- 
thing from a cup of tea to a formal dinner. In time, they, too, 
experience the sense of satisfaction that comes from doing 
such things well. 

The success of combining these two potentially explosive 
elements—children and entertaining—lies in bringing them 
together early, -by degrees, and under the right conditions. 
If the mixture is blended with confidence and control, the re- 
sults are often amazing. 

Like Mrs. Kennedy, I would agree that age three is not too 
early to let children appear on the party scene. Before they 
do, however, they should be told what is expected of them, I 
would suggest that toddlers be taught to curtsy or offer a 
hand and to say, “How do you do.” That is enough to ex- 
pect of them, but be very clear about this and the child 
will be, too. Right from the beginning they will feel secure 
and at ease in any company-coming situation. By sticking to 
a simple but definite formula of behavior, you avoid the 
finger-in-mouth, clinging-to-Mother’s-skirt routine that is so 
painful for the children, for you, and your guests. Then. 
immediately, ’d recommend excusing the little ones so that 
they don’t become the center of attention and grow to like it.

Apropos of curtsying and saying “hello,” I’ve also no- 
ticed that often children who are at ease in a dressed-up, 
formal surrounding are sometimes at a loss in an every-day 
situation. This, too, calls for some forehanded preparation. 
We’ve made a practice of telling our children that when- 
ever they are introduced to anyone—adult or child—they’re 
expected to acknowledge the meeting by looking directly at 
the person and saying, “How do you do,” or “Hello,” dis- 
tinctly. After these short amenities, they may be as silent as 
clams, and sometimes it’s preferable if they are. 

The point of any of this early training is that the children 
are on familiar footing when the family entertains. They 
have something specific to do. And, like all humans, they 
want to succeed, if only in a bit part. : 

By the time youngsters reach the five-to-ten-year age 
level, they are ready, willing, and capable of taking on real 
party jobs. For instance, having a well-scrubbed, serious- 
faced little boy opening the door and directing guests to 
where they may leave their coats is a big help. It means that 
the host and hostess can concentrate on conversation and 
introductions. A cute little girl passing canapes can often be 
more persuasive and attentive than an experienced butler. 
And if the entertaining is done in the summer and outdoors, 
children are of inestimable value as runners, going in and 
out to bring the things a mother invariably forgets. 

Children, too, bring a little lightness and laughter to the 
opening stiffness of parties. A few years ago when we in- 
cluded a school teacher and his wife in a buffet supper, 
someone asked our younger boy why his teacher wasn’t in- 
vited, too. “If we asked all the teachers at the same time,” 
said Cody, “it would be just like a P.T.A. meeting and not a 


party.” 


Asics are only a few rules for soliciting children’s help. 
First, it should be voluntary. | like to make it quite clear to 
our youngsters that they are a real help and I appreciate 
everything they do. Still, each time we’re expecting guests, | 
repeat my requests: “Would you mind being at the door? 
Would you be willing to pass the hot hors d’oeuvres? Will 
you have time to help with the party?” This makes them feel 
as if they were a part of the planning and at the same time 
reaffirms their specific jobs. 

Usually the youngsters are more than co-operative, but, if 
they have to be coaxed, their grudging service is unpleasant. 
Once, when I asked the younger pair to handle the hibachi 
(which they manage more skillfully than a flock of self-help 
guests), the ten-year-old boy said his legs got so tired at a 
previous party that he’d rather not do it again. I said by all 
means he should not over-tax him- (Please turn to page 246)

Car hire, at about six cents a 
mile, is very economical in this 
compact region, and indispensable 
to good coverage of the villas.

or two, all of them open to visitors. 
(Almost all of Venezia lies within 
a 60-mile radius of Vicenza, which 
stands at the center of a rough cir- 
cle formed by Verona, Trento, Bel- 
luno, Treviso, Venice, and Padua.) 

Most intriguing of all villa itin- 
eraries, perhaps, is by boat, across 
the lagoon from Venice and along 
the network of rivers and canals, 
called the Brenta, to Padua 
(May 15 to September 30). In the 
17th and 18th Centuries, a famous 
river boat called “Il Burchiello” 
carried the gay patricians of these 


two cities to the many villas on the 
Brenta Riviera. Lately the custom 
has been revived in a comfortable 
seven-hour journey that includes 
a guided visit to the fabulous Villa 
Pisani at Stra—fit setting for the 
pageantry of a Doge—and lunch 
at a restaurant on the canal. 

But the traveler who would rath- 
er not rise from his café table, 
need not; simply to sit in piazza is, 
after all, the most rewarding of all 
Venetian pastimes. 

You sit, for example, at a café 
table in Vicenza’s Piazza dei Sig- 
nori and find that the very arcades 
behind you are part of Palladio’s 
urban masterpiece, the immense 
Basilica, often praised as the great- 
est work of the 16th Century. And 
there across the square is the Log- 
gia del Capitano—Palladio again: 
and there is the 12th-century Clock 
Tower, soaring red into blue sky. 
And, just around the corner, is the 
lively bustle of the market square. 
Sooner or later, though, get up and 
walk again. This is a town worth 
exploring street by street, for its 
wonderful mixture of Gothic, Ren- 
aissance, and baroque buildings. 
its lovely gardens and classical 
Querini Park. 

Or try Treviso, from the café in 
the wonderfully picturesque Log- 
gia dei Cavalieri; or Bassano, 
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where cafés beneath the arcades 
look out upon the action of market 
day; or the café in the square at 
Pieve di Cadore, a small river re- 
sort town where Titian was born in 
1477, with striking views of the 
mountains; or Trento’s main piazza 
where, beneath the 16th-century ex- 
terior frescoes of the Casa Rella, 
you have perhaps the most appeal- 
ing of all café settings. 

In Padua the world of art and 
intellect converges on the monu- 
mental Caffé Pedrocchi, an Empire 
vestige (1831) perfectly preserved 
down to the pink and green up- 
holstery of its elegant Empire 
chairs. Certainly, it is one of Eu- 
rope’s most interesting cafés. Or 
try the tree-shaded terraces of the 
Grifone on the Piazza Walther in 
Bolzano, an old Tyrolean gourmet 
town that is the prime excursion 
center for the truly breath-taking 
mountain roads that radiate to ev- 
ery part of the Dolomites. These in- 
clude the grandest of all mountain 
drives in Europe, along the Great 
Road of the Dolomites that leads 
eastward to Cortina. 

For the travel-weary, a wonder- 
ful change of pace might be a ver- 
mouth or a very good meal in a 
vine-shaded pergola at Torbole on 
the quiet edge of Lake Garda, bor-

There are, too, 
simple villages with decent accom- 
modations—places where, for ex- 
ample, the traditional Sunday cos- 
tume is still worn within a few 
miles of such fashionable mountain 
resorts as Merano and Cortina. 

One finds a minimum of over- 
done tourist-catering restaurants; 
purely local places are numerous: 
true strongholds of this highly di- 
versified regional cuisine that con- 
tains such unexpected elements 
within the basic Venetian cooking, 
from the Tyrolean strudel to the 
sturdy goulash and thick soups of 
Trieste. 

Best of all is the abundant gift 
of the Adriatic and Lake Garda, 
the fish and shellfish of a hundred 
varieties that make the best sea- 
food dishes in Europe. These

Worth looking out for. too. are 
the village inns and taverns of lo- 
cal repute. Al Ponte and Al Cap- 
pello in Breganze, for example. or 
the Taverna al Castello in Marosti- 
ca, or Da Campesato in Monte- 
galda. The clientele know a prop- 
erly aged Valpolicella when they 
see one, and will forego the frills 
for the sake of good honest bac- 
cala alla Vicentina, small spit- 
roasted birds with polenta, stuffed 
doves, scampt, or calamaretti fritti, 

Except for Tuscany, the most 
famous Italian wines come from 
Venezia. Try the Bardolino, grown 
in Mediterranenan mellowness 
above Lake Garda; the Santa Mad- 
dalena from the vineyards near 
Bolzano that Virgil praised; and, 
above all, the Valpolicella, Val- 
pantena and Soave, noble vintages 
from the slopes around Verona, 
equal to any in Italy. Ask, too, for 
the 
hills near Treviso, especially Vér- 
diso and Prosecco. 

Autumn is the perfect time to 
come to know these wines, for then 
the wine-rich towns like Conegli- 
ano and Soave and many others are 
gay and welcoming with their 
erape-harvest festivals. (Septem- 
ber through October. Exact dates 
of these and many other village 
celebrations, like the widespread 
October festivals of the chestnuts 
and new wine, can be had from the 
tourist offices of the ten major 
towns and in Venice.) 

Blessed with abundance, this is 
a highly festive region. Vicenza and 
Udine have what amount to month- 


the fine white wines from 


long fairs in September, with the 
former giving a good deal of atten- 
tion to its crafts (ceramics, gold 
and silver work, etc.) and staging 
classical performances and candle- 
light concerts in the exquisite lit- 
tle Teatro Olimpico that was Pal- 
ladio’s last creation. Verona has its 
country horse fair in October. and 
an international version of it in 
March. Outside of Treviso, at Sant’ 
Ambrogio. there is the thousand- 
year-old Fiera di San Luca, larger 
than, but typical of, the agricul- 
tural fairs, folklore gatherings. and 
craftsman’s that occur all 
through the autumn in a hundred 
other towns and villages of Ven- 
ezia. Unlike some of the over-done 
midsummer festivities, these are of, 
by, and for the local people.

Still another off-season advan- 
tage is the easy stop-and-go flexi- 
bility of air travel that makes stop- 
over privileges doubly valuable. 
Alitalia’s highly polished and reli- 
able transatlantic jet service from 
New York, Boston, and Montreal 
ofiers stop-overs (on a round-trip 
ticket to Rome) in 16 European 
and North African cities all the 
way from Dublin to Tunis. And

But if you go from Bangkok to 
India, or take a side trip to Cam- 
bodia and its ancient templed city 
of Angkor Wat (a two-day trip, via 
Royal Air Cambodge Airlines to 
Sien Reap and a rigorous but rec- 
ommended jungle jeep ride), you 
will realize how strongly individu- 
al, how very decidedly itself this 
Thailand is. 

The very word “Thai” means 
“free’—and when the country’s 
name was changed from Siam to 
Thailand in 1948, this represented 
no wishful thinking. This is one of 
the few Asian countries which has 
consistently maintained its inde- 
pendence through the centuries, 
successfully resisting all efforts of 
colonization by the West. So you 
will be much in error if you go to 
Thailand expecting to find roman- 
tic traces of the colonial life Kip- 
ling wrote about. You will see plen- 
ty of European and American influ- 
ences, but these were invited by the 
Thais themselves. 

Part of the fascination is that 
you're visiting a land that in less 
than a hundred years has pulled it- 
self out of feudalism, owing to the 
international-minded foresight of 
King Mongkut—the brilliant. ca- 
pricious and earnest monarch of 
Anna and the King of Siam, who 
dedicated himself to bringing his 
country up to date with the West- 
ern world. Besides engaging an 
English woman to teach his chil- 
dren and wives English, this man 
invented a new alphabet, imported 
Thailand’s first 


started a reform movement in Bud- 


printing press, 
dhism and engaged in copious cor- 
respondence with the heads of state 
of his day. Victoria and Abraham 
Lincoln included. 

All of this is close enough in 
time to give you a sense of immedi- 
acy when you visit the vast and al- 
most indescribable 


palace com- 


pound in Bangkok. It’s a dazzling 
complex of temples, pavilions and 
palaces, a city in itself. Temples, 
ancient and semi-ancient, are gild- 
ed, spired. given slender, upturn- 
ing eaves called “tassels of the 
sky.” Like giant jewels, they are 
studded with semi-precious stones, 
shards of brilliant ceramics, im- 
bedments of mirror, and guarded 
by grotesque demons, “the Hana- 
man,” and the gilded half-man, 
half-bird forms of the “Powerful 
Birds.” There is color everywhere, 
in brilliant murals, on patterned 
roofs, even under the cornices of 
buildings. There is a gaudiness 
which is still not gaudy. so appro- 
priate does it seem in this colorful 
place where even the people are 
clothed in the vibrant plaids and 
stripes of traditional Thai design. 

Things have changed over the 
years in Bangkok—obviously, when 
the streets of the city have traffic 
jams as authentic as you'll find 
anywhere. and the samlor tricycle 
taxi cabs, once powered by human 
foot, have been motorized. Streets 
that were once canals, or klongs, 
are being systematically filled in 
to become motor roads. A modern

Mr. Thompson almost singlehand- 
edly made the world aware of the 
staggering beauty and quality of 
Thailand’s traditional silks. And 
although many others have set up 
silk-weaving establishments and 
shops of a similar nature, his shop 
on Surawongse Road (Thai Silk 
Co., Ltd.) is an experience in color 
you shouldn’t miss. 

He opens his house, wnich was 


shown in House BEAuTIFUL’s April 
1960 issue, on Monday and Thurs- 
day from nine till noon, charging 
a small fee which goes to the 
School for the Blind. Besides being 
a delightful example of the typi- 
cal Thai teakwood house, raised 
above the ground on supporting 
pillars which thus creates a sort of 
native-born air conditioning, it 
would be a splendid example of ef- 
fective remodeling and good deco- 
ration in any land, and is virtually 
a museum of oriental art. Speaking 
of Buddhas, his collection is co- 
lossal and choice. Adding even more 
color to the visit. some of the 
weavers of his magnificent silks 
live across from his garden. 


HAI architecture is well worth 

your notice, incidentally, espe- 
cially if you live in an area where 
the temperature rises, for these peo- 
ple seem to have explored every 
possible ventilating device—in awn- 
ings, shutters, louvers and trellises. 
Most of the houses, even the low- 
liest, are generally built of teak, a 
wood we associate with fine furni- 
ture and costly ship architecture, 
but which is used rather profli- 
gately in this land where teak is 
a major agricultural product.

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As it is in every land that is 
strange to you, a visit to a museum 
of the country’s arts and crafts is a 
good preliminary to any shopping 
excursion, for here you can expect 
to see the best in native design. 
Bangkok’s National Museum is a 
briefing in the country’s most pre- 
cious materials.

I feel that the youngsters learn 
a lot and the visitors gain some in- 
sight from meeting American chil- 
dren on home grounds. 

Whenever there is some form of 
entertainment other than just talk 
among friends, I invite the chil- 
dren to join the party until it’s 
their bedtime. This may mean view- 
ing a visiting lecturer’s films of 
Japan or listening to a song writ- 
ers score for a new musical or 
hearing what a candidate for pub- 
lic office has to say to the neighbor- 
hood electorate. These home op- 
portunities for unusual 
guests are too good to miss, I feel.

From time to time we also like 
to entertain the people who shape 
our children’s lives outside the 
home. The hope is that we will be- 
come better acquainted with them 
and they with us. This group in- 
cludes school teachers, athletic 
coaches, scout leaders, and pedia- 
tricians. Of course, we mix them 
into a party of friends and neigh- 
bors and, when we do, the children 
are co-hosts. | remember the first 
time our daughter invited a teacher 
and her husband for dinner. They 
brought her a wrist corsage. This 
thoughtfulness made a lasting im- 
pression on our six-year-old and 
was her first taste of the rewards of 
being a hostess. 

From time to time there are big 
celebrations: a Bon Voyage party, 
a home wedding, or a _ teen-age 
dance calling for total family par- 
ticipation. If the children aren’t in- 
cluded in the planning of these 
“big” occasions, they can often re- 
sent their parents’ preoccupation 
with the preparations. If they are 
actively involved, they seem to rel- 
ish the excitement, appreciate the 


special decorations, and may even 
contribute marvelous suggestions 
and another pair of willing hands. 
The end result is that* everyone 
shares the strain and the satisfac- 
tion of a really memorable event. 

What are the results of this in- 
creasing acceptance of children as 
part and parcel of home enter- 
taining? From my own coast-to- 
coast party-going, I would say that 
the results are all to the good. I 
find there is diminishing boister- 
ousness among little children who 
are accustomed to mingling with 
adult guests. There seem to be lit- 
tle or no nervous giggling and awk- 
ward faux pas when youngsters 
have had a prolonged period of: so- 
cial development at home. In fact, 
you seldom hear of a child blushing 
or stammering any more. 

I’ve noticed that contemporary 
youngsters prefer to carry on in- 
telligent discussions with adults 


and with each other. Often they | 


are less addicted to trivia and small 
talk than we elders. When they are 
asked to sing or play the piano, 
or fill in at tennis or bridge, they 


behave unself-consciously because 


they are not performing. They are 
an accepted, integral part of home 
entertaining. 

Perhaps the finest outcome of

entertaining is their growing 
awareness of the subtleties in warm 
hospitality. I’ve seen youngsters 


move over and sit beside a guest) 


who has been left out of a circle or 
conversation. I’ve heard them say 
to a hesitant dancing partner,

but without insistence. It’s this sort

Canadian is making a hit 


A blended whisky with its own unique character, 


because of its light body and distinctive flavor

e Just what is Canadian whisky? 
How does it differ from that made 
south of the border in the United 
States? 

The law in Canada sets down 
only minimum provisions. It speci- 
fies that Canadian whisky must be 
produced from cereal grains only 
and that it must be aged in wood 
at least two years. Beyond that the 
Canadian government believes the 
distillers are better judges of what 
the people want, whether it be in 
Canada or abroad. Our own federal 
regulations simply say that it must 
be made in Canada according to 


Canadian law and that it must be 
a blended whisky. 


Is it a rye? 


Many people think Canadian is 
but even 


to it as rye. This is an anachronism 


' —a holdover from earlier times, 


long past, when rye was the pre- 
dominant grain used in Canada. 
Today the principal grain used is 
corn, just as it is in American 
distilling. 

The mash formulas that produce 


| Canadian whisky are a mixture 


of corn, rye, barley malt, and other 
grains. The proportion of each of 
the grains used in a mash formula 
always remains the closely guarded 
secret of the individual distiller. 
The production steps from grain 
to bottle are very similar to those 
distillers, 


The grain 


followed by American 
with certain variations. 
is ground into a grist or meal. It 
is mixed with water and mashed 
with barley malt. The mash is fer- 


mented into distiller’s beer. which 


| is then distilled. The distiller is 


free to distill out a light, delicate 


full-flavored new 
barrels for aging. Canadian dis- 
employ 
charred or uncharred. new or re- 


| used barrels for this purpose, as 


they deem best. 


The whisky will be left to mature 
in the wood for six or more years. 
Blending may be effected at’ any 
time during the aging period or at 
the end, shortly before bottling. 

Canadian whisky bottled in Cana- 
da carries a Bottled-in-Bond excise 
stamp. The public

Is it like American blends? 


If Canadian isn’t a rye, the 
what is it? Canadian is the lightest 
most delicate whisky made. It i 
also a blended whisky. In that case 
is it like our American blende 
whiskies?

The grai 
formulas are designed for light 
ness. The whiskies are distilled 0 
at higher proofs. All the whiskie 
are aged to assure a smooth mellow: 
ness of all the components in thé 
blend. : 

In our country blends are mad 
up of full-bodied aged whiskies to; 
gether with neutral spirits. It i 
true that the neutral spirits ‘ital 
the body and flavor of the straigh 
whiskies in the blend. but they stil 
possess some roughness. The result 
ant blends. while light compare¢ 
with straight whiskies, are not as 
light in body or as delicate in flavoi 
as Canadian whisky.

Brands of Canadian whisky 


Seagram’s V.O. and Canadian 
Club are the two largest-selling 
brands of Canadian in Canada, the 
United States, and the world. Be- 
tween them, they account for better 
than 80% of the Canadian whisky 
consumed. Canadian  Schenley’s 
O.F.C. is third in the U.S., followed 
by MacNaughton’s. There are other 
brands distributed in local areas— 
Canadian Ten, Corby’s, Gooderham 
& Worts, and Wiser’s. And the Har- 
wood brand has been reintroduced. 

The standard age for Canadian 
whiskies has long been six years. 
Within Canada, older 
whiskies have been sold for years 
and recently 8-, 10-, 12-, and 15- 
year-old brands have become avail- 
able in the U.S. They are: Cana- 
dian Schenley’s O.F.C.—8 and 10 
years old and Canadian Schenley’s 
Order of Merit—15 years old; Bar- 
clay’s Corby’s Park Lane—10 years 
old; Gooderham & Worts’ G & W 
1832 Decanter—10 years old; and 
Wiser’s Deluxe—l0 years old. In 
Canada, and soon in the United 
States, there is Seagram’s Crown 
Royal which is reputed to contain 
30-year-old whiskies, 
younger than nine years old.

The older Canadian whiskies 
have greater smoothness and a bit 
more body than the standard 6- 
year-olds. However. the 15-year-old 
Order of Merit retains a lightness 
of body and is softly mellow and 
full of character. 

A question often asked is whether 
the Canadian whisky sold in Cana- 
da is different from that sold here, 
because it tastes milder in Canada. 
The answer is yes and no. It is the 
same whisky, but in Canada, as in 
the rest of the world, all spirits, 
including whiskies. are bottled at 
80 proof, whereas for the United 
States they are bottled at varying 
higher proofs—86 to 90.4 proof. 


How to use Canadian 


Canadian whisky can be enjoyed 
in many ways, in much the same 
fashion as American whiskies. The 
fine delicate flavor of Canadian 
whisky will be appreciated most 
when it is drunk straight, on-the- 
rocks, or in a highball, but it is 
good with ginger ale, in cocktails, 
old-fashioneds, and punches, and 
in baking and cooking. Since the

Another variation is the 
feather stitch, 
perhaps the most familiar to you. 
You can get this effect by slanting 
the needle toward the center each 
time you make a stitch. In doing this 
stitch, it may be helpful to imagine 
that you are working between four 


| parallel lines with equal spaces be- 








tween them. Your upper stitches will 
slant between the two top lines; your 
lower stitches between the two bot- 
tom lines. The space between the 
upper and lower stitches will be 
about the same as the depth of the 
stitches themselves. 


The back of the slanted feather 
stitch will look like this. You can 
also use this as a diagram to show 
the relative spacing of the stitches. 


The double feather stitch is a vari- 
ation of the slanted feather which 
is made in the same basic manner. 
After you have made your first stitch, 
slanting your needle toward the cen- 
ter from the top line, take a second 
stitch, a little above and to the left 
of it, but slanting your needle in the 
same direction. Your needle should 
emerge from the fabric on a line 
with the top of your first stitch.

Couching 


Couching is a very simple method of producing a rich 
dramatic effect with decorative threads which are either too 
heavy to be pulled through the fabric or too precious to be 
wasted on the wrong side of it. It may be used both as an 
outline stitch and as a filler stitch for solid areas. The 
method consists of merely laying your heavy thread on the 
fabric and catching it down with a finer thread. 








Lay the heavy thread to be couched 

on top of the fabric shaping it to 

follow the line of your design. If 

you cannot control it easily with C> 
your left hand, it would be a good 

idea to pin it in place. If the thread eae 

is not too heavy, you can thread a 

needle with it and pull it through 

the fabric to anchor one end.

The Detached Buttonhole Stitch 


Very likely you have learned to do the buttonhole stitch at 
some time in your life. The mechanics of the detached button- 
hole stitch are exactly the same. But instead of stitching into 
the fabric, you insert your needle into the previous row of 
stitches. The result is an effect that looks very much like the 
garter stitch in knitting. Except for the beginning and here 
and there at the sides, it will not be attached to the fabric. 
Hence it is a “surface stitch,” and produces a raised effect. 


To start the detached buttonhole 
stitch you make a bar of 2 or 3 long 
horizontal stitches through the fabric.

Hold the loop down with your left 


thumb as before. 


By the time you reach your third 
row of detached buttonhole stitches, 
you will have decreased your work 
by 2 stitches since you skipped the 
end loop each time you reversed your 
direction. If you want to keep from 
decreasing further, you will have to 
make 2 stitches through the last loop 
at the right end of the second row. 
When making the very last stitch 
take up a few threads of the fabric 
along with the loop to give an anchor 
to the side of your work. 


Raised Stem Stitch 
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The raised stem stitch is another surface stitch which is 
anchored to other stitches rather than to the fabric itself. It 
is a delightfully effective and speedy way of filling in large 
areas. If you want to increase the raised effect that it pro- 
duces. you can use strips of fabric or wads of yarn as padding. 


Proceeding from left to right, make 
a series of straight parallel stitches, 
evenly spaced to serve as a founda- 
tion’ for your raised stem. stitches. 
Stitches about an inch long will be 
convenient for practice, but in actual 
work you can make them as long 
as you need to span the width of the 
area you want to fill in. They may 
be fairly close together as here, or 
spaced an inch or more apart. The 
thicker your thread the farther apart 
you can afford to space these founda- 
tion stitches. Three is the minimum 
you will need to get the effect, but 
five is a better number for practice.

Carry your thread across the first 
foundation stitch. Then pass your 
needle from right to left under the 
second foundation stitch without tak- 
ing up any fabric and pull it through 
—hbut not too tight. Diagram shows 
how to repeat this procedure by 
passing the needle under third 
foundation stitch. It does not matter 
whether you bring the needle out 
above or below the stitch you have 
just made, as long as you do it 
the same way every time. 


When you come to the end of your 
series of foundation stitches, carry 
your thread over the last one, just 
as you carried it over the first. In- 
sert your needle into the fabric back 
toward your left, and bring it out 
just below your starting point. You 
are now ready to make your second 
row of raised stem stitches just as 
you made your first. 


By the time you have made several 
rows of raised stem stitches your 
work will begin to look a little like 
a woven willow basket. Make as 
many rows as you need to cover the 
foundation stitches. 


The Ladder Stitch 


The ladder stitch makes a design all by itself since it looks 
unmistakably like a ladder. It is always worked from top to 





bottom, as you hold your work toward you. 


Starting at the top left of your 
proposed ladder, make two straight 
horizontal stitches of equal length 
and fairly close together. The length 
of these stitches will establish the 
width of your ladder. Then draw your 
thread around to the right in a 
counter-clockwise direction to form 
a loop. Holding the loop down with 
your left thumb, pass your needle 
under your horizontal stitches, with- 
out taking up any fabric, and across 
the loop.

When working from top to bottom 
each stitch should be taken a little

but keeping those on the same side 
of the line fairly close to each other. 
This will produce the intricate-look- 
ing twisted texture you see here.

[f the teacher is a quartetist, he 
will start his pupil early at ensem- 
ble playing, which is the best en- 
couragement to practicing. Some- 
where is a neighbor or a friend 
who, if prodded, will agree to sim- 
ple piano duets once a week, or 
music for piano and violin, or for 
violins alone. I know one 
housewife who pays for her music 
lessons by barter. Every Thursday 
she cooks a hot dinner for her 
teacher and delivers it to him a

mile away. 


ITH children, as with adults, 
participation is the 
watchword and the key. In house- 
holds of my acquaintance where the 
children play instruments, at least 


active 


one parent invariably is musical, 
that is to say, vitally interested in 
the child’s progress, ready to play 
duets, or to go out and find some- 
body who will play duets with the 
child. When my own son and daugh- 
ter were growing up, chamber mu- 
sic was the reward for practice. 
“Mary, when you can do that pas- 
sage properly, we'll ask Peggy over 
on Saturday to play it with you on 
the piano.” The right kind of teach- 
er will co-operate in this. 

It is surprising how well such an 
ensemble can sound, and the young 
participants take pride in their 
achievement. If at school there is 
an orchestra or chorus in which 
the child plays, so much the better. 
Yet, in music, as in everything 
else, the job cannot be left to 
school hours and school authorities. 
What happens at home counts far 
more: the attitude of parents, their 
respect and love for good music, 
and the fact that they are willing 
to take time and trouble over their 
child’s musical education. 

No one who has played cham- 
ber music will ever again be con- 
tent with mere passive listening. 
quartetist goes happily to 
concerts, it is true, and takes pride 
in his record But he 
knows that truly intimate knowl- 
edge of a piece of music can best

“voice.” My sister-in-law, with no 
“voice” at all, began by singing du- 
ets with her children. She has a 
musical husband who is a fanatic 
amateur pianist. Growing tired of 
being left out of ensemble eve- 
nings, she learned to read_part- 
songs and eventually developed a 
reading chorus of women who met 
once a month. Then, with her hus- 
band, she organized a mixed cho- 
rus. For twenty-five years it met at 
their house on designated Sundays 
at five; they read choral music 
until seven-thirty, had supper and 
sang until half-past nine. An ac- 
companying small orchestra was 
added, of strings, woodwinds and 
an occasional horn; 
quartet helped out.

In all this time the chorus never 
gave a concert. Our purpose in 
meeting was to become acquainted 
with the great works of choral lit- 
erature. Before we were through. 
we had sung more than a hundred 
of J. S. Bach’s cantatas, as well as 
hundreds of other works. Our host 
(my brother) was conductor. The 
list of music performed starts with 
compositions by seven members of 
the Bach family and ends with a 
motet by Efrem Zimbalist, Jr. 

None of the groups with whom I 
have played, either in the United 
States or Europe. ever invited an 

udience to their evenings. though 

when the neighbors strolled in they 
were welcome, provided they did 
not talk while we were playing. 
Once or twice a year. my Tuesday 
evening quartet goes out and plays. 
on invitation—a stimulus for our 
group to practice harder and play 
better. 


T OUR local historical society, 
+i we gave a program of 18th- 
century American composers. and 
we have played for schools and col- 
leges near-by. But we take care to 
explain to the audience our status 
as. amateurs, making no claim be- 
yond the fact that we love to play. 
and that if errors of execution will 
be forgiven, perhaps we can dem- 
onstrate the fun that people can 
have playing good music together. 

Ail over the world, there is a 
warm camaraderie between string 
quartet players. From stranger to 
stranger no introduction is needed. 
once the fact is established. One 
summer night, playing at a friend’s 
house in the country, we heard, 
during a pause, a knock at the 
door. Standing on the threshold 
was a pleasant-looking man who 
said he had been walking by, and 
that he was visiting down the road. 
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“You took that Mozart Scherzo 
faster than we do, at home,” he 
said. “May I come in and listen?” 
In no time at all the visitor had a 
viola in his hands and was playing 
with us. 

The most diverse and cosmopoli- 
tan group I ever played with was in 
England. On the day of my arrival, 
I telephoned a man—let us call 
him Dr. Q.—whose name I found 
through the Chamber Music Play- 
ers Association. At once, he invited 
me to play at his house in Hamp- 
stead. Dr. Q. turned out to be a 
physicist by profession; he sat in 
the first chair, lee of 
course, occupied the second. The 
first violist was a Belgian girl who 
had played in the Brussels Sym- 
phony—a truly excellent perform- 
er whom I remember as saying 
nothing at all, from the beginning 
of the evening to the end.

Second viola was a young Swede. 
very blond, with never a “j” 
vocabulary. “Yust start at letter 
M.” he said, when we got lost. A 
member of the Stockholm Sym- 
phony, ne had come to London for 
musical study. Our cellist, a de- 
lightful young Englishman, wore a 
monk’s gown with a belt of braid- 
ed silk cord and was, he told us, a 
Cowley Brother. an order of the 
Anglican Church. On leave from 
India, he had served for six years 


in his 


as a medical missionary 
lepers. “Five thousand of them,” he 
told me. We played string quin- 
‘tets—Mozart, Dvorak, Beethoven. 
Before we parted, Dr. Q. gave us 
iced coffee in the living room with

America, I carry my violin. with an 


lecturing across 
vextra-heavy mute for practicing in 
hotels. Indeed. it is on lecture tours 
‘that I have most time to practice, 
as | make a point of remaining one 
or two nights in each community. 
Wherever I play. I find the eve- 
ning’s routine the same. We meet 
about eight o'clock. play three full 
\quartets—four. if the viola player 
Nwith his heavy instrument can last 
ithat long. Then we eat and drink 
ibriefly, varying from coffee and 
sandwiches to beer and bread and 
cheese. Violin playing can be stren- 
uous exercise; one needs a pickup 
afterwards. 

The publication of the Chamber 
‘Music Players Directory has been 
S enormous help to me on these 
jjourneys across country. On arrival 
Ee a strange city, I simply sit down 
‘at the hotel telephone. Chamber 
Music Players’ Directory in hand,

‘er each name in the directory is 
‘listed the member’s address, tele- 


number, the instrument 
played and grade of skill: Pro for 
Professional, A for Excellent, B 
for Good, C for Fair.

How to laminate colored paper 


After an extensive hunt for suit- 
able papers, we found that by 
far the widest selection of colors 
and the most pleasing textures were 
found in the silk-screen coated pa- 
pers usually used by professional 
artists. These are manufactured un- 
der several trade names, such as 
“Color-Aid,” ‘“Color-Vue,” and 
“Tru-Tone.” All come in sheets ap- 
proximately 18” x 24”, and each 
company sells a swatch book or 
color chip folder of several hun- 
dred shades, which can be used to 
explore the possibilities of playing 
with color before buying large 
sheets. This is a single-ply paper 
colored only on one side and white 
on the other. Two colored sheets 
used back to back produce the 
desired springiness, but are too 
weak for large constructions. So 
for large stiff and strong projects, 
we found it best to add a third 
sheet of inexpensive two-ply Bris- 
tol board between the two colored 
sheets as a core, and to laminate 
them together so that we perma- 
nently built the curvature into the 
forms we made. 

Usually we used strips cut to ei- 
ther an 18” or a 24” length. If we 
wanted smaller ones, we planned 
beforehand and divided our paper 
to the best advantage before lam- 
inating the sheets together. 

The preliminary laminating of 
the sheets is the same. Having as- 
sembled an uncut piece of each 
color and one of the core paper in 
the same size, make a sandwich of 
them, color sides out and core pa- 
per in the middle. Clip together 
with spring-type paper clips on the 
side to correspond with the ends of 
the strips to be cut. Open the top 
sheet like a page in a book, and

Put rubber cement on core pa- 


per only, to avoid making a per- 
manent bond. Cement for this use 
should be thinned if necessary with 
rubber-cement thinner to an easy 
brushing consistency that leaves no 
heavy blobs. After one sheet has 
been cemented, flip the entire sand- 
wich and cement the other sheet to 
the core in a similar manner. 
Next, rule off the paper lightly 
into 1” or desired width of strips. 
crosswise to the direction of the ce- 
mented lines, and cut strips apart 
with scissors or with a razor blade 
against a metal-edged ruler. 





Diagram 25 shows what happens 
to the straight laminated piece of 
paper when the first bend is made 
in it. As the inside of the curve ac- 
tually measures a little less than 
the outside, the layers begin to 
buckle. To build in the curve we 
want, this buckling must be elim- | 
inated. Hold the crossing together | 
with a paper clip and peel apart 
the three layers of paper at the 
temporarily cemented ends and 
bend them back, thus releasing the 


buckling, as in Diagram 26. Now,

e The same man who rises up in 
civic wrath when industrial haze 
hangs over his town will tend his 
bonfire of autumn leaves while 
Jeaning nonchalantly on his rake. 
If he considers it at all. he prob- 
ably thinks that a few bushels of 
leaves won’t make enough haze to 
do any harm. But this is wrong. A 
lot of little fires all over town will 
make an awful lot of smoke. Smoke 
pollutes the air. The less pollution, 
the better; it’s as simple as that. 
What goes up in smoke is not 
only a public blight, but a personal 
extravagance. There’s good value 
in those old leaves. They are use- 
‘ful as mulch, as a soil conditioner, 
and as potential compost. When 
you consider that the raw material

These machines have a 
hopper into which the material is 
fed, and facilities for screening the 
product. They can be used for 
shredding many kinds of organic 
material to use for mulch or soil 
improvement. 

A rotary mower can also be used 
to break up dry leaves. The mate- 
rial should be contained in some 
way to keep the mower from spread- 
ing it about. Perhaps you can put 
the pile in a corner of a fence. If 
you have a lot of leaves to handle. 
consider using a length of snow 
fencing to make a corral for them. 

Set the fence in a long narrow 
U-shape. about the width of the 
mower. Fill this with dry leaves to 
a depth of 2 feet or so. Tilt the 
mower back and let it work down 
through the leaves. 

When the leaves are broken into 
small pieces, they will take up less 
space than in their natural state. 
and when they get wet they won’t 
pack down and make a solid mass.

The leaves alone have very lim- 
ited value as plant food. Except 
for some minerals and trace ele- 
ments, most of the food value is 
used by the tree before the leaves 
are dropped. But if you take the 
time and effort to turn the leaves to 
compost. they can become an ex- 
cellent supplementary source of 
plant food. Compost is also a good 
medium for the development of soil 
fungi which attack and destroy the 
pesky nematode. 

Shredded leaves can be turned 
to compost very quickly because 
most of the work of breaking down 
the structure of the leaf has already 
been done mechanically. Also, the 


bacteria that do the job attack the 


material at the edges, and there are 
infinitely more edges for them to 
work on when leaves are broken up. 
This quick compost is enriched, 
as you will see, and because it 
doesn’t need to stay out in the 
weather for very long, little of the 
nutritional value is leached away. 
The leaching of valuable plant food 
is one of the shortcomings of the 
conventional compost pile. 


How to make quick compost 


When organic matter is put in 
contact with soil, various kinds of 
bacteria attack the material, break 
it down, and incorporate it into the 
soil. A compost pile is a means of 
concentrating this process in one 
place and speeding it up. . 

Two kinds of bacteria do this 
jeb. One kind needs open air and 
works in compost piles above the 
ground. These are called aerobic 
bacteria. The other kind, called 
anaerobic, work in an enclosed en- 
vironment such as a silo or covered 
compost pit. 

Aerobic bacteria work much 
faster, but the material must be 
well ventilated. In large piles vent 
tubes must be used. The pile must 
also be turned occasionally to in- 
troduce fresh air to the center. We 
know that these bacteria thrive on 
air and moisture. Providing opti- 
mum conditions is the basis for 
quick composting. 

Start with a pile of shredded 
leaves, say about three wheelbar- 
rows full. Throw on about a half- 
wheelbarrow of garden soil. Sprin- 
kle on a few handfuls of ground 
limestone, then add a couple of 
shovelfuls of any high-nitrogen fer- 
tilizer—say 10-6-4 or thereabouts. 

Mix all this together with a fork 
and pile it where you want your | 
compost to be. Wet it down well. 
Continue mixing these small batch- 
es of shredded leaves. soil, lime, | 
and fertilizer, and add them to the 
pile until it is about four feet high 
and as wide as it naturally falls. 
Make as many piles as you need, 
but none larger than this. Keep the 
material moist. but not soaking. 

If prolonged rain threatens to 
waterlog the compost, put a piece 
of plastic sheeting over the top. 
Leave space at the sides for air cir- 
culation. 

Turn the pile over completely 
every three days. A fork is a good 
tool to use. Take fair-size bites off 
the top and put them on the bottom. 
of the new pile. Firm it down as 
you go, but keep it loose enough to} 
let the air in. In two or three weeks)

If you are making up the story 
—and this is the most fun of all, for

With 
these two landmarks to keep you 
from getting lost. let loose your

imagination and see what happens. 

If you really do let go and enter 
the story with enthusiasm and be- 
lief, you will find your audience ac- 
cepting what you say. sharing your 


| excitement, and adding to it. This 


seeming miracle of contagion is 
perhaps the greatest reward of the 
stage actor. It is as if he and the 
audience were tossing a ball back 
and forth, a ball that grows bigger 
and brighter with each toss as the 
interest of the audience grows by 
what it feeds on. In the same way. 
the storyteller is inspired by the 
enthusiasm of and 
rises to heights of fantasy he 
doesn’t know he is capable of. de- 
vising wonderful adventures and 
details. 


his listeners 


ETAILS give a sense of reality 
to the most unbelievable stories. 
Young children are especially fond 
of details and the step-by-step logic 
that “explains” everything. The 
number of spots on the dog (named 
“Spot”) is a matter of great satis- 
faction, and the more precise you 
are about such details the wilder 
your fancy can safely lead you. 
This is part of the game of story- 
telling. that teasing with “did it 
really happen?” If it did. the de- 
tails have great historical value. If 
it didn’t, they add to the fun of 
“Just pretend.” Phrases like “and 
then” and “that’s why” are literal 
links between happenings that help 
make a story real. Rhetorical ques- 
tions like “What do you think he 
did?” involve your audience, too. 
Very young children who have 
not yet learned the distinctions be- 
tween the real and the imaginary 
will interrupt with questions and 
helpful suggestions. This is a sign 
of storytelling success and. while 
older children may hush them, the 
storyteller can be pleased. Story- 
telling should not be just telling 
and listening. Audience participa- 
tion is part of it, too. 
So answer the questions and use 
the suggestions. You may find the 
story going off on a surprising tan-

gent, but why not? There are ne 
hard-and-fast rules. 

We have not mentioned the age 
of your audience because adults and 
children will find enjoyment in the 
same tale. It is true that small 
children may become frightened 
more easily than you expect. Your 
dragons and witches in the com- 
pany of three- and four-year-olds 
should be fairly mild. You may 
even feel it necessary to remind 
your youngest listener that “this is 
just pretend.” On the other hand. 
no one can be more bloodthirsty 
than a ten-year-old. Listen to him 
tell a ghost story and shiver! 


T IS important not to talk down 

to children. They can spot the 
patronizing adult a mile away, and 
he is not a popular person. If they 
don’t understand a word now and 
then or have to ask you what it 
means. no harm is done. Most of 
the time they get the drift. 

Humor, as its use in public life 
has indicated, is a delicate thing. 
Jokes based on exaggeration, easy- 
to-get puns, or harmless accidents 
to the other fellow work well. Buty 
don’t expect your audience to 
laugh out loud unless the joke 
comes as a great surprise. Humor 
that is clever or sophisticated rare- 
ly works. The audience of a story- 
teller is trusting and when be- 
trayed by a witty sally. feels disil- 
lusioned. All too often. the clever — 
anecdote sounds cruel. 

But the exaggeration of a Paul 
Bunyan tale is another matter. The 
kind of humor that is based on un- 
believable flights of freewheeling 
fancy will get a laugh even from 
yourself. the storyteller. 

Storytelling is not a fast opera- 
tion. There should be a sense of 
ease and slowness. The’ good story- 
teller needs a slow talking pace so 
that he can be thinking of what to 
say next. His slow pace allows time 
for the imaginations of his audience 
to work, too. One of the commonest 
errors of storytelling—as of read- 
ing aloud—is speed. Pause occa- 
sionally to contemplate the scene. 

Everyone enjoys a and 
most people like to tell them. Once 
you have told one and Grandfather 


story. 


has told one, a youngster may want 
to tell about the time he went ex- 
ploring in a cave. What starts out 
as a fifteen-minute after-dinner in- 
terlude may end in an evening of 
story-swapping. 

Perhaps you will begin by read- 
ing “Twas the Night Before Christ- 
mas” and let that remind you of

ferent answers. However, in real- 
estate circles, it is generally agreed 
that a formal, written appraisal by 
an expert can sometimes save time, 
money, and headaches. 

Consider the case of the Mary- 
land couple who purchased a seem- 
well-kept older house just 
outside Washington, D.C. After

They 
hastened to have the deal called off.

Had they hired a_ professional 


appraiser before they bought, this 
Maryland couple could have been 
spared their difficulty. A competent 
appraiser would have detected the 
termite problem and pointed it out 
in his report. In this case, the buy- 
ers had relied on a broker’s opinion 
as to the value of the house and 
considered themselves safe. 
Brokers, sellers, friends, and rel- 
atives often offer opinions as to the 
value of real estate. If they have 
extensive background and experi- 


their 
relied 


ence in real estate matters, 
opinions usually can be 
upon. If not, their casual apprais- 
als can be inaccurate to the point 
where they do real harm. 

What is the difference between a 
broker’s opinion of value and a for- 
mal appraisal for which a fee is 
charged? 

A_ broker, 
ence and close contact with the 
market, develops the ability to esti- 
mate a fair price for any listing he 
handles. But while his informal es- 
timate is generally accurate, his 
investigation of the property is usu- 
ally not complete. 

The appraiser’s 
opinion, on the other hand, is al- 
ways supported by thorough re- 
search. It is offered in written form 
and details the methods used in ar- 
riving at the estimated value. It 
point out a property’s 
hidden flaws Even on 
small, low-cost houses, it includes 
and interprets facts on reproduc- 
tion costs, obsolescence, neighbor- 
hood trends, and recent sales of 
comparable houses. The well-docu- 
mented sheath of papers is accept- 
able for use in court, if that should 
be required. 

This is not to say that appraising 
is an exact science. It is not. Nor 
is it a guarantee against loss or

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dissatisfaction. But a qualified ap- 
praiser is as near an expert on the 
state of the real estate market as is 
likely to be found in his commun- 
ity. Some brokers, of course, are 
qualified appraisers. They charge, 
however, for a separate, formal ap- 
praisal and do not automatically 
combine it with the services of list- 
ing or selling a house. 

Most of the three million new 
and existing houses purchased in 
the United States each year are in 
the middle or lower price range. 
These, ordinarily, do not need ad- 
ditional appraising over and above 


that required by the lender, the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
or the Veterans Administration. 


These agencies follow standard ap- 
praisal procedures. They may nat, 
however, pay strict attention to 
such things as neighborhood char- 
acteristics, soil drainage condi- 
tions, plans for future condemna- 
tion of property, possible assess- 
ments, and other factors which may 
be important to you. 

Therefore, if there are any 
doubts in your mind when buying a 
house, an appraisal may well be 
worth the fee charged. It can some- 
times prove to be a sensible double- 
check, even on the lowest-prited 
houses. In houses selling above

How to Safeguard

From Fire

® The only thing that is absolutely 
fireproof may be a concrete block 
dropped in the middle of the ocean. 
But there are flameproofing chemi- 
that 
make many things less likely to 


cals and fire-retardants can 
catch fire and burn. Some decora- 
tions and decorative materials are 
naturally flame-resistant or are pre- 
treated to make them flameproof. 
Others you can easily flameproof 
yourself. 

“Flameproof” doesn’t mean that 
something won't burn. It doesn’t 
mean fireproof or “firesafe.” It does 
mean the material won't flame up 
or continue to burn once a match, 
candle, or other source of ignition 
has been removed from it. This is 
vital in preventing fires. 

You probably have everything 
you need, right now. for making a 
flameproofing solution. A solution 
that acts as a fire retardant for pa- 
pers and fabrics can be made of 
ordinary household borax and boric 
acid. It is recommended by the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters. 
Merely dissolve 9 ounces of borax 
and 4 ounces of boric acid in one 
gallon of warm water. Dip the ma- 
terial you wish to flameproof in the 
solution, or apply it by brushing or 
spraying. When the material is sat- 
urated, let it drain and dry.

tem, but not coated stocks. They’re 
non-absorbent. Crepe paper is an- 
other exception. Its dye runs. But 
at variety stores you can buy crepe 
paper and streamers that are al- 
ready flameproof. Most other dyes 
are not affected by flameproofing. 

The effectiveness of any flame- 
proofing treatment depends on how 
much chemical is deposited on and 
in the material. In the case of fab- 
rics, an increase of about one ounce 
per pound is desirable. Flameproof- 
ing makes no change in the appear- 
ance, color, strength, or feel of a 
fabric, but it may make it more 
easily discolored by ironing. There- 
fore, iron flameproofed fabrics at a 
lower heat than untreated mate- 
rials. Home flameproofing will wash 


out if the material is laundered or 


exposed to the weather, and re- 
newal is then necessary. Even if not 
washed, materials should get a new 
flameproofing treatment every six 
months. 

Two other Underwriters-ap proved 
flameproofing formulas may  bé 
made with materials bought from 
drugstores. The following may be 
slightly more effective than the 
borax-boric acid solution: To a gal- 
lon of water add 61% ounces each 
of ammonium chloride and ammo- 
nium sulphate. and 10 ounces of 
dibasic ammonium phosphate. 

A second approved formula, es- 
pecially recommended for such 
things as Santa Claus costumes, 
children’s ballet skirts, and COS: 
tumes to be used in candlelight pa- 
rades, contains dextrin. It makes 
the flameproofing chemicals stick 
better to the fabric. To a gallon of 
water. add 101% ounces of ammo- 
nium sulfate, 3 ounces of ammoni- 
um carbonate, 101% ounces of borax, 
4 ounces of boric acid. 24% ounces 
of starch, and 1% ounce of dextrin. 

You can also buy commercially 
prepared flameproofing chemicals. 
Some of the most popular ones are 
based on ammonium sulfamate. A 
solution of one pound per gallon is 
recommended. Check in the yellow 
pages of your telephone book under 
“Chemicals” 


for local sources of supply. By mail 


“Flameproofing” or 


order. you can buy a 6-pound pack- 
age of flameproofing chemical for 
$7.75 from the Flameproof Chemi- 
cal Company, 3 West 17th St., New 
York. It is enough for 3 gallons. 
Flameproofing (or flame-retard- 
ant) can be applied to curtains, 
draperies, or other fabrics by pro- 
fessional finishers. If none is listed 
in the yellow pages, your local fab- 
rics house may be able to direct 
you or take care of your needs. 
Three types of flameproofing are 
applied to fabric commercially. 
Non-durable flameproofing has to 
be renewed every time the fabric is 
washed or dry-cleaned. Semi-dura-

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Jasts up to 25 washings or clean- 
ings. No flame-retardant has yet 
been developed which will take the 
120 to 250 launderings bedsheets 
must endure. A typical charge for 
the application of durable flame- 
proofing to draperies is 50 to 60 
cents a yard. This is on 8-ounce 
fabric, 42 to 48 inches wide. 

Decorations made of glass and 
metal will not burn. This also ap- 
plies to fiber glass and foil. Fiber 
glass woven into cloth, spun into 
hair, made into non-woven sheet 
material, or fabricated into trees, is 
completely fireproof. Being an in- 
organic material, fiber glass may 
char or melt slightly under pro- 
longed exposure to flame, but it 
wont burn. Foil is another inor- 
ganic material, and foil icicles and 
trees are completely firesafe. Sheet 
foil, by reflecting heat, can also 
contribute to fire safety. 

Saran plastic icicles, for tree or 
other decoration, are flameproof. 
They can be used as a safe substi- 
tute for straw in a nativity scene. 
Saran is also used in making trees 
and decorative bows and ribbons. 
Some other plastics are not flame- 
proof. Test a material for flamma- 
bility, and to see if it is truly “self- 
extinguishing.” by carefully turn- 
ing a small sample of it into a ver- 
tical position after a match or other 
flame is applied. Some materials 
that are self-extinguishing when 
held horizontally continue to burn 
in a vertical position. 

Over 150 companies manufacture 
flame-retardant paints. These paints 
don’t prevent fires, but they can 
slow down its spread enough to 
make the difference between a 
small, but readily-controlled blaze, 
and a disastrous one.

OST fire-retardant paints work 
by foaming up, when heated, to 


between the fire and the surface 
the paint is protecting. Others may 
also release carbon dioxide (COz). 
the effectiveness of which in extin- 
guishing fires is well-known. Fire- 
retardant paints may be fine-quality 
(water-thinned) or alkyd 
paints. They come in both flat and 


latex 


gloss finishes and in many colors. 
cost only a little more than stand- 
ard paint. 

Flame-retardant paints may be 
sprayed on Christmas trees to 
flameproof them. Trees so treated 
look artificial. Transparent flame- 
proofing applied to trees has some 
retardant qualities, but may cause 
the needles to lose their color and 
become dry. Since flameproofing 
can be applied well or carelessly 
to a tree, it is difficult to know how 


effectively it will work. In every 


case, unless flameproofing chemi- 
and 
heen approved by fire authorities, 
be skeptical of them. Always treat 
flameproofed 


cals their application have 


materials with the 


same caution as you would non- 
treated materials. 

The reason Christmas trees are 
so difficult to flameproof is that 
their wood contains pitch and 
their needles are coated with wax 
—both highly inflammable  sub- 
stances. The only natural evergreen 
that contains no pitch is Princess 
pine, used in wreaths and decora- 
tive ropes. It is often flameproofed 
by the distributor before it reaches 
the market. Three gallons of am- 
monium solution

treat 25 pounds of Princess pine. 


HERE are other ways to have a 

safe tree than by flameproofing 
it with chemicals. Buy only a fresh 
tree and store it outdoors until 
needed. A small tree is less haz- 
ardous than a big one. If you are 
in doubt about a tree’s freshness. 
throw it on the ground. If it loses 
any signficant number of needles. 
pass it up. Another test is to run 
the palm of your hand over the 
tree’s cut end. It should pick up a 
strong smell of resin if the tree is 
fresh.

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Platform tree, a golden five-tiered tabouret 36” high, offers 
Christmas gifts or goodies from its gilt shelves, but would also 
serve at any family festival as a muffineer or a flower holder. 
Tree itself is a demountable, flat-packable quintet of sturdy 
gilded wire rings, which bolt to a center shaft. Foil cardboard 
shelves fit over the rings, which graduate in diameter from 22” 
to 34%”. Used without the shelves the tree is a cone of shadow- 
flashing rings.

T SOME moment in the short span 
between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas—between the last of 

the cold turkey and the first of the holly 
wreaths—all of us who are the Christ- 
mas planners should pause and check 


our bearings and ask. “What will Christ- 


mas be like this vear?” 

Will it be the usual balance or im- 
balance of excitement and exhaustion? 
Will it be a time of spiritual enrichment 
in competition with materialism? Will 
it provide another season of self-indul- 
gence matched by unexpected acts of 
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kindness? Will there be the same heed- 
less clash between Christmas and com- 
mercialism ? 

Now, before we’re caught in the sea- 
sonal maelstrom, is the time for chang- 
ing course and restoring real meaning 
to the most beautiful and idealistic of 
holidays. Each of us has the opportunity 
of choosing our own direction, What it 
is we want to restore depends, of course, 
on self-appraisal and a staunch deter- 
mination to adhere to whatever we hold 
important. 

This is a large order, particularly as 
the traditional holiday extras mount. 
Our common failing is to try to do more 





and on a grander scale—than we did 
the year before. In addition, each child. 
friend, and organization seems to be 
having a bazaar, party, or program that 
calls for our whole-hearted participa- 
tion. Still, if we want to eliminate the 
extraneous and emphasize the signifi- 
cant, the choice is ours. 

For this writer, at least, the signifi- 
cance of Christmas lies in the renewed 
kinship between people. The familiar 
music, the beautiful decorations, the 
gift-giving may all heighten our feelings 
of good-will and brotherhood, but what 
matters most are person-to-person rela- 
tionships—husband to wife, parents to 
children, brother to sister, friend to 
friend, neighbor to neighbor. It is these 
human bonds that often take a beating 
as the seasonal tensions mount and the 
calendar becomes too crowded for those 
we care for most. 

This need not be. With awareness, 
love, and laughter there is much we can 
do to change these careless ways. 


TART with a husband. If he is a 
normal, career-centered man, he is 
scarcely aware of what long-range 

effort’ goes into holiday preparations. 
Whenever I’ve attempted to inform my 
husband of the horrors of Christmas 
shopping and how much I hate our 
greeting cards by the time I’ve ad- 
diessed the last one, he replies, “Don’t 
do it then.” In the next breath he'll casu- 
ally ask me to get some little thing for 
his accountant, who’s been so helpful all 
year. | could choke him. 

I could also choke him when he pro- 
crastinates about his part in engineer- 
ing the outdoor decorations. When he 
suggests skipping a few of the annual 
egg-nog parties, the children’s piano re- 
cital. and midnight service, I grow liv- 
id. But getting angry, I’ve found, doesn’t 


change this basic difference in a man’s 
attitude toward Christmas chores. He 
simply suggests to his wife that she stop 
before she drops. And maybe he’s right. 

Anyway, rather than becoming the 
typical over-burdened, harassed, self- 
pitying, and finally quite shrewish 
housewife at this time of the year, I’m in 
favor of reversing the trend. Alter the 
customary distraught behavior toward 
your husband and show him some extra 
tenderness and attention. Listen to what 
he’s saying, even when your mind keeps 
returning to the countless details you’ve 
left undone. Have his favorite records 
playing on the Hi Fi when he comes 
home. Prepare some seasonal or out-of- 
season dishes he likes. I usually try to 
surprise my spouse with the first roast 
chestnuts of the winter. My sister serves 
her husband the red raspberries that she 
froze last summer and saved for just 
such a holiday treat. 


INTER is also a time when 

housewives become careless 

about their appearance. It is so 
much easier to wear the same woolen 
slacks you put on in the morning right 
through until bedtime. But with that same 
husband in mind, how much nicer it is to 
change into an outfit you know he likes, 
the older and more memorable the bet- 
ter. [ also try to have a fire burning in 
the living room and a meal that can go 
unattended while we have a drink to- 
gether before dinner. | remember to tell 
him how amusing, informed, and delight- 
ful he is to live with. If we're just too 
comfortable to leave home, | sometimes 
let him off the hook as far as an egg-nog 
party goes. 

Along with the advent of Christmas 
should come a renaissance of feeling 
and appreciation for the ones who mat- 
ter most. With your pre-season prepara- 
tions include a generous share of per- 
son-to-person affection and good humor. 

Contradictory as it may sound, chil- 
dren, too, can fare badly in this busy 
period before the big day. In one breath, 
we adults solemnly agree, “Christmas is 
for the children.” In the next, the moth- 
ers among us, tired and pressed for 
time, may snap at our out-of-school 
youngsters. Without thinking, we can be 
cruelly negative toward their sugges- 
tions and deaf to their requests. All too 
often we reach a peak of irritability and 
end by telling them to go away and let 
us finish the tree, the gift-wrapping, and 
everything else. 








What a travesty on the Christmas 
spirit! How can the holidays hold joy 
and meaning for the children unless 
they share in the plans and are permit- 
ted to participate just short of Santa’s 
arrival? 

As in all child-participation, their con- 
tribution calls for diplomacy, patience, 
and the foreknowledge that you'll prob- 
ably have to clean up after your little 
helpers. Even so, the added strain on 
you is frequently cancelled out by 
laughter. Often the youngest comes up 
with just the inspiration you’ve been 
hoping for. And each year their capa- 
bilities increase. 

I’ve found that the evening I intro- 
duce the subject of “shall-we-have-a- 
green-or-white-tree-this-year?” into the 
dinner table discussion, our three start 
popping with suggestions. Some of them 
are pretty fanciful—small pink tulle 
trees for a centerpiece, gilt palm fronds 
on the front door, or those commercial 
stencils that look so keen on service sta- 
tion windows. Then there was the mem- 
orable year that our trio voted to flock 
their own tree with artificial snow. They 
also flocked one wall of the living room, 
each other’s hair, a pair of draperies, 
and a section of the ceiling before I 
could call a halt. They had a million 
laughs, but we have not repeated that 
noble experiment. 

By and large, however, I try not to 
veto any of these well-intentioned ideas. 
I am simply a little absent-minded about 
carrying them to a conclusion. I always 
hang the school-made ornaments on the 
big tree rather than hurt a child’s feel- 
ings. And whenever some one has a real- 
ly fresh thought, I pounce on it. 


HE YEAR my daughter was so en- 
[at with Glass-Wax stencils we 

did adopt her suggestion in a big 
way. We cut out enlarged snowflake 
stencils and Glass-Waxed them on mir- 
rors beside the dining room table and in 
the front hall. We scattered them at ran- 
dom on our windows. They are one deco- 
ration we repeat every year. 

Other families, who repeat the same 
lovely decorations and customs year in 
and year out, tell me that their growing 
boys and girls who have assisted for so 
many Christmases can now do much of 
the tedious work. 

For example, the two brothers who 
used to look forward to driving to the 
freight yard and climbing in and out of 
the snow-packed box cars while their 


father selected an 18-foot tree are now 
old enough to drive themselves. For the 
last two years they’ve picked out their 
tree alone, installed, and trimmed it— 
under their father’s approving eye. 

Many mothers say they have success- 
fully used a belt-line of junior cooky- 
makers, _gift-wrappers, —_ envelope-ad- 
dressers and stampers, but the parent 
who, I feel, showed real insight into a 
child’s heart is the mother who told me 
she manages to squeeze in a separate 
outing with each of her four children. 

“We have so many family picnics and 
projects throughout the rest of the 
year,” she explained, “that at this spe- 
cial time I like to be different, to re- 
verse the normal routine. It may be only 
a visit to the local skating rink for one 
of the boys, lunch with my daughter, or 
sight-seeing the store windows with 
another. Just one thing they really want.” 

Inconsequential as it may seem, each 
of her children seems to look forward 
to and treasure their dates with Mom, 
proving, I believe, that it is not what 
you do for children that makes them 
happy, but that you do it for them, per- 
sonally. 


EXT IN importance in a person- 
to-person Christmas program is 
the family-at-large. It is easy and 

excusable to neglect extraneous aunts, 
uncles, and in-laws during most of the 
year. Blood ties don’t guarantee good 
companionship, but it seems callous not 
to help arrange a gathering of the clan 
when the holidays roll around. Older 
members of a family cherish such a cus- 
tom. For the younger ones it can be a 
merry sample of family solidarity. 

Such large family parties, however, 
can be a mixture of pandemonium, pet- 
ty antagonisms, and downright bore- 
dom. Unless conceived and carried 
through with imagination and humor, 
they can be pretty ghastly. Only a few 
families that I know really have a knack 
of meeting easily and amicably in large 
numbers. 

In one instance, the people are of 
Norwegian descent. Their Christmas 
party starts with the most distant 
(from the point of mileage) relative 
and goes caroling and calling for the 
next closest kin. Then to the next and 
so on until every member of the family 
has joined a caravan of carolers com- 
ing from several directions. They all 
meet at the largest house for a buffet 
supper, Norwegian style. The emphasis

on caroling keeps every one in a happy 
mood. There is no time for quarreling 
or yawns. The habit of calling for great 
aunts and grandparents is a considerate 
one. And the novelty of the Norwegian 
food reminds them once a year of their 
common heritage. 


NOTHER fine example is a large, 
loosely-knit family whose mem- 
bers enjoy each other’s company 

but rarely get together en famille. On 
Christmas Eve about thirty of them 
gather at the grandfather’s house. By 
pre-arrangement they exchange gifts with 
the relative whose name they’ve drawn. 
The gift is secondary because each 
present must be accompanied by an ap- 
propriate verse. They share some laughs 
and a midnight supper. 

The merit of such gatherings lies not 
in the gifts that are exchanged but in 
the genuine warmth and good humor 
they generate—enough to last a whole 
holiday season and perhaps all year. 

Finally, the kind of Christmas that 
I’m proposing is really a “giving of one’s 
self.” It costs so little in time, effort, or 
money that we can do it generously. 

@ It can be as little as a smile and 
sympathy for a salesgirl who’s been re- 
ceiving nothing but complaints. 

@ It is offering thanks and a cup of 
coffee to a delivery man whose rounds 
are keeping him out late. 

@ {tis giving your maid or secretary 
a few free mornings for her shopping 
rather than letting her battle the evening 
crowds. 

@ It is seeking out the less-noticed 
service people—the librarians, choir 
master, answering-service girls—with a 
card or token gift. 

@ It is being patient and polite in 
traffic. 

@ In short, it is letting fellowship and 
good cheer be all-inclusive. 

Then, for deep-down - satisfaction, 
show one impulsive and off-beat bit of 
kindness for those. who are less for- 
tunate than you. It might be inviting a 
group of foreign students to the house 
for doughnuts and Christmas music. Or 
inviting tne regular baby-sitter to lunch 
and a matinee—sans children. Or giving 
a party for senior citizens. 

And so immediately after Thanksgiv- 
ing, before the “extras” of Christmas 
planning confuse and wear you down. 
start dispensing love and largesse, and 
perhaps the custom will snowball—mak- 
ing Christmas meaningful for all.

The Chain Stitch 
alone gives you a bagful of tricks. Add a few

@ One of the most satisfying ways of using creative em- 
broidery is to make all the decorative accents in a room go 
together by repeating a single theme. You can borrow an 
idea from something you particularly like and use that as 
a starting point for creating your motif. Study the design 
of a wallpaper, a rug, or the carving of a piece of antique 
furniture. See if there is any part of it that resembles the 
lines or textures of some of your practice stitches. Please 
notice that we say resembles. The idea is not to copy the 
design in stitches, but to borrow a theme with which you 
will create your own design. You may work it out somewhat 
differently on each item, but the underlying theme will tie 
them all togther. 

Don’t think you have to know every stitch in the book in 
order to develop your borrowed theme into a complete design. 
The late Mariska Karasz used only three stitches to em- 
broider “Alchemy.” which is reproduced on these two pages. 
She might have used the same three to create another design 
that would look so different you would hardly recognize the 
stitches unless you studied them closely. For every stitch has 
its variation, sometimes several. You ll get more creative 
pleasure from discovering all the things you can do with 
one stitch, than from learning only the conventional forms 
of a dozen. 

It won't take you inore than an evening to learn one basic 
stitch plus enough variations to give you the raw material 
of an interesting design. Here’s the way to start: Choose 
any one of the stitches explained in this or previous lessons. 
Study the diagrams given with each stitch. Follow them 
exactly to complete your first stitch. Then repeat until you 
have made ten to twenty and have grasped the mechanics of 


the stitch in its basic form. (Please turn the page) 
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last. The object of your practicing is to acquire the rhythm 
of making the stitch. You will discover that the rhythm 
alone will make your stitches as regular as they will ever 
need to be. 

The third step is to learn the variations. First, experiment 
with new versions of the basic stitch, making them longer 
or shorter, wider or narrower, closer or farther apart, and 
trying them out in various kinds of thread. Then return to 
the diagrams and try the variations illustrated. Finally, see 
if you can invent some of your own. Before the evening 
is over, you will discover that your practice stitches are 
already taking shapes that suggest decorative designs. 

You will feel freer during your practice sessions if you 
use materials that are inexpensive and easy to handle. Bur- 
lap or some other inexpensive fabric with a fairly regular 
weave is good for practice because the weave serves as a 
rough guide for your stitches. Ordinary cotton string will 
do very well for thread. You will find that it goes quite

Check your music library with this list of masterworks on records 


@ The wealth of music in the Western world is so vast 
that the person who is not a musicologist finds it extremely 
difficult to assemble a well-balanced music library of records. 
Just as you could not do without War and Peace or Plato 
in your literary library (if you make any pretense to know- 
ing the great books of the world), so you should not be 
without Beethoven’s Eroica or Mozart’s Don Giovanni. And 
living without any knowledge of chamber music is like living 
without Vitamin C—you're alive but not fully alive, cheated 
of some of your opportunities. 

But the embarrassment of musical riches makes building 
a serious record collection a problem. There is so much to 
choose from, it’s hard to know where to begin. Yet you want 
at least to expose yourself to this vast array. Most people’s 
record libraries tend to be good in some areas, based on 
favorite composers and familiar compositions; they are 
usually not well-balanced between periods, composers. and 
types. 

But just as the masterworks of Western thought are 
contained in the “Five-Foot Shelf” and the “Great Books.” 
so does Western music contain a core of accepted master- 
works. If you base your collection on a comprehensive sam- 
pling of great composers from medieval times to the present, 
youll give yourself the chance to discover new delights all 
along the way. Merely listening in a record store, however, 
isn't a good way to select. It takes more than one hearing 
before you begin to find the fullest enjoyment of really 
great music. Unless you are a professional musician. you 
would be remarkable if you came away with more than 
snatches of melody after the first hearing of any profound 
composition, 

To help you choose from more than 12.000 classical 
recordings available today, House BeauTiFUL has compiled 
a list of first-rate recordings of outstanding works by 73 
great composers. 

With this list you can see the scope of Western music 
and its stages of development. from chants and early choral 
works up to present-day orchestral compositions. In between 
are countless delights. 

If you enjoy Verdi, for example. you should give your- 


self the added experience of Mozart’s operas, and go back

in history to Gluck and Monteverdi. You are in for an 
interesting experience when you listen to Monteverdi's Or- 
feo, the “first” opera, written in 1607. At the same time 
you are exploring opera you can be investigating the rest 
of the world of voice and chorus with orchestra. Its roots are 
in the 12th Century. Since then voices alone. with small 
ensemble or large orchestra, have inspired a vast array of 
beautiful musical forms aside from grand opera. 

If you think the loveliness of melody matters most. you 
should know the Beethoven quartets as well as Gershwin. 
You should investigate Mozart too. He was perhaps the 
greatest of all where original melody is concerned. And 
no one should miss knowing the sweetness of Bach’s Concer- 
to for Two Violins. Once you are started in the Baroque 
era, you will find there is much more than the works of Bach 
and Handel—Corelli and Purcell, for instance. 

Many great compositions are deceptively simple and 
therefore easily delightful at the first hearing. Others. in 
their complexity, require more exposure before you begin 
to take them in. But here is where the value of your record 
collection lies. It gives you the chance to hear and rehear-— 
to take in the subtleties of an apparently simple work and to 
become aware of the depths of beauty in a big and intricate 
composition. In a lifetime. the most avid and regular concert- 
goer cannot hope to hear many of the world’s greatest works 
more than a few times. With recordings. your own home 
can be a concert stage where you can play encore after 
encore. 

That is why we asked a group of musicologists to compile 
a list of the best-known composers and their finest works. 
There are 245 masterworks included—the classics of Western 
music. With each is listed a specific recording, recom- 
mended as one of the best available now. These recordings 
were judged for tonal quality as well as artistic interpre- 
tation. 

Helping to develop this musical panorama were: George 
Sherman Dickinson, Professor Emeritus, Former Chairman 
and Music Librarian.

New York Public 
Library; and Irving Kolodin, Music Editor, Saturday Re- 
view. Our final list does not reflect the opinions of any one 
of the authorities who advised us, but is rather a synthesis 
of opinions. 

Our list can be helpful in several different ways. In itself, 
it is a history of music, identifying periods and the chang- 
ing balance of genius, geography. and style. We have ar- 
ranged the list chronologically, grouping composers by peri- 
ods such as “Baroque.” “Classic,” ete. This arrangement 
will help you find a favorite composer and also indicate 
appropriate paths for your musical explorations. If, for 
example, you like the sonatas of Domenico Scarlatti, you 
can, by studying the list, follow the sonata development 
backward in history or forward. Or you can find Scarlatti’s 
fellow composers and try out their sonatas. 

Since our list is made up of composed works, we have not 
included folk music. A music library is not complete without 
it, of course; folk music is so richly rewarding in itself and 
the inspiration of so many composers. Brahms, Dvorak, 
and Sibelius, to name a very few, took many melodies, 
rhythmic patterns and harmonies from folk song and dance. 

No list such as this can be permanently definitive. New 
recordings will be on the market tomorrow. Old ones will 
go out of stock. An important work may not be available 
in recording and, therefore, cannot be listed. If the record- 
ing or performance is not of high enough quality, the work 
is not listed. The aim, nonetheless, has been to include the

Many of our choices 
sions—will be debated. Since our experts did not always 
agree among themselves. it is obvious that each collector 
will have his own preferences. In the final analysis, there 
can be no absolute list because there is no absolute measure 
of “greatness.” 

In style, we have followed the Schwann Record Catalog 
to facilitate identifying and ordering records. Only records 
listed as available in the current catalog are given. The 
Schwann Catalog, issued monthly, is obtainable at music 
stores and serves as a useful guide to records on the market. 
Most records on our list are monaural. When a record is 
available in stereo, its number is given in parentheses. If 
you are making the transfer to stereo slowly, remember that 
you can adapt your monophonic system to play stereo rec- 
ords (they will sound monaural. of course) at very little 
cost by purchasing a new stylus and cartridge for your rec- 
ord changer. It will play both monaural and stereo records 
without damaging either. 

Major and minor modes are indicated by the capitaliza- 
tion of the key signature. Thus. “A” indicates the key 
of “a major,” and “a,” the key of “a minor.”

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How to talk like 


an expert on 
Champagne 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


@ Champagne, all things considered, is perhaps the most 
famous wine in the world, and the gayest, but it has many 
other virtues. It is one of the best of aperitifs. It is a 
wine that can be served with almost any food and straight 
through a meal. Beginners and experts both like it. it is 
almost indispensable on New Year’s Eve, and is practically 
a guarantee of making any party into a great event. It is 
even considered by some a sovereign cure for seasickness. 

In its original broad sense (in French) the word cham- 
pagne means open country, a district of champs (fields) 
rather than bois (woods). Thus, in addition to the old French 
province east of Paris called simply Champagne, there are 
two areas near the town of Cognac (Grande Champagne and 
Petite Champagne) which produce the world’s best brandy. 

As far as wine is concerned, strictly speaking, Champagne 
means French Champagne: a specific wine made by a specific 
process, from only certain varieties of grape, in a legally 
delimited part of France. This, the Champagne Country, 
much fought over in World War I, consists principally of the 
département of the Marne, plus portions of the Aube, Haute 
Marne, and Aisne. The total area under vines, some 25,000 
acres, is less than one per cent of the vineyard land of France, 
and far less than one per cent of French wine is therefore 
Champagne. 

The better vineyards are planted along a series of chalky 
hillsides south of the old cathedral city of Reims, and on 
slopes overlooking the Marne Valley nearby, north and south 
of Epernay. There are three main districts that produce 
superior wine: (1) the Montagne de Reims, yielding from 
the Pinot Noir grape, its “wines of the mountain,” notable 
for their body and power: (2) the Vallée de la Marne, just 
north of Epernay, producing, also from the Pinot Noir, its 
“wines of the river,” particularly soft and round, and (3) 
the Cote des Blancs, which gives, almost entirely from the 
Chardonnay grape, its blanc de blancs, outstanding in deli- 
cacy and finesse. 

Within these districts, the communes have been officially 
ranked and rated according to the average of excellence of 
the wines they yield. Thus Verzenay, Mailly, Bouzy, Am- 
bonnay (all on the Montagne de Reims), Ay (in the Vallée 
de la Marne), and Avize and Cramant (on the Cote des 
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Blancs) are rated 100 per cent, or “hors classe.” But many 
other communes (Mareuil-sur-Ay, Dizy-Magenta, Hautvil- 
lers, Le Mesnil, etc.) are very nearly as good and rate 90-98 
per cent or 80-89 per cent. Most commercial Champagnes 
are blends of wines from various communes in all three dis- 
tricts, and the proportions often vary according to the in- 
dividual character of each vintage. 

The Pinot Noir (and to a much lesser extent the Pinot 
Meunier) and the Chardonnay are the grape varieties culti- 
vated to the virtual exclusion of all others: the first two 
of these, of course, are black grapes. but, pressed as soon 
as picked, they give white wine, or, in rare instances, a 
pink or rosé. 

The still wines of the Champagne Country. often called 
Champagne Nature, are made sparkling by a special, labori- 
ous, and expensive process, imitated the world over but 
known the world over as the méthode champenoise, or Cham- 
pagne Process. A carefully predetermined amount of sugar, 
plus a selected strain of yeast, is added to the still wine to pro- 
duce a second fermentation; the wine is then bottled and 
corked or sealed immediately, and the bottles are stacked 
away. The second fermentation, therefore, takes place in bot- 
tle over a period of months or years and gives. of course, 
a small amount of additional alcohol, plus COz, or carbon 
dioxide. This, unable to escape. remains dissolved under 
pressure in the wine. But sediment is also formed in the 
wine during fermentation, and this must be got rid of. In 
order to accomplish this, without sacrificing the wine’s spar- 
kle, the bottles are placed individually, neck down, in in- 
clined perforated racks, called “pulpits,” then shaken and 
turned daily, by hand, over a period of months. The sedi- 
ment finally slides down against the cork and is then ejected 
by a process known as “disgorging.” 

At this point, all Champagnes (and all sparkling wines 
made by the Champagne Process} are absolutely bone dry; 
before the bottle is given its final cork, therefore, it re- 





ceives what is known as its dosage—generally a sugar 
syrup with an old wine base, sometimes plus a little brandy. 
It is this dosage and only this which determines the dry- 
ness or sweetness of the finished wine. In theory, but

A modestly-priced cure was to build, out of plywood, a 
wider window sill, which put the non-matching grilles into 
shadow. In addition, the space underneath the new sill was 
painted dark—a deep brown. These two devices serve to 
minimize the defects because the eye is simply drawn else- 
where. 

The walls above the new window sill were painted off- 
white, and the curtains were so hung as to bundle on the wall 
—not on the glass. This made the two window walls seem 
larger and more important. Also the wider sills create a 
strong horizontal feeling, making the room seem wider. 

Window shelves cost $150, but they contribute much to 
quieting the architectural jumble. 

The paint colors chosen also created illusions of more 
space. The corner opposite the windows was painted light 
beige, making it seem less a dark inner recess and more 
capable of reflecting light from the windows. 

The window treatment and the color scheme had come 
about from the nature of the problems the room presented. 
It was also thought that the furnishings should have a long 
low horizontal look. This established the character of what 
happened next. 

The idea of converting hollow-core doors into furniture 
with stock legs is not a new one. But it worked admirably 
here, and allowed many long continuous surfaces to come 
within the budget. It also gave the wanted long-low look.

of a system for stereophonic sound on FM. This milestone in radio history is bound 


to change the sound of music in our homes—and raise some questions 


It is FM radio broadcast stereophonically. 
It’s a combination of the high fidelity, static- 
free sound of FM with the depth and realism 
of stereophonic reproduction. 


As with stereo records or tape, you hear the 
music from two separate channels of sound 
—one on the right and one on the left. When 
the two are played simultaneously through two 
speaker systems you have an apparent curtain 
of music with the added depth, directionality, 
and texture of stereophonic sound. 

Stereo can be obvious or subtle. It is obvious 
when the sound from one channel is clearly 
separated from the other—a separation often 
overplayed. The more subtle and rewarding 
aspect is stereo’s fullness, realism, and sense 
of “presence.” 


The broadcast starts with two channels of 
sound “information”—left and right. This 
may be a stereo record, magnetic tape, or a 
live performance in which the two channels 
are separated by microphones. 

Both of the sound signals are transmitted by 
the station on one frequency. A regular FM 
monophonic tuner picks up the combined sig- 
nal and plays it as it would any FM broad- 
cast. But a stereo tuner detects the two differ- 
ent channels and plays each through a separate 
amplifier and speaker system. 

This sounds simple, but a great deal of 
technical wizardry is involved. Actually two 
“sidebands” are generated at the transmitter 
and the two separate channels of sound are 
sent on these. The stereo FM radio picks these 
up and plays the two signals through separate 
amplifiers and speaker systems. The trans- 
mitter also sends a single signal, which in- 
cludes both channels. This is picked up and 
played monophonically by regular monophonic 


FM radios. 


It will not. Any FM set will receive the FM 
stereo broadcasts and play them as if they 
were standard FM. Except in “fringe areas,” 
you cannot tell, by the sound alone, whether 
the broadcast you hear on a regular FM set is 
stereo or not. See Question 7 for more on 
“fringe area” reception,

If you are within 30 or 40 miles of any of the 
major metropolitan areas, you can probably 
hear FM stereo today. By January 1, the FCC 
predicts, “all major markets—75 or 80 sta- 
tions—will broadcast FM stereo, and_ this 
could be a conservative guess.” With a few 
exceptions, the service will come first to the 
more populated areas. If you are in doubt, call 
your local stations to find if and when they 
intend to transmit FM stereo. 


This is engineering language for the process 
of sending many signals on a single frequency, 
which is what happens in FM stereo broadcast- 
ing. The word was deemed potentially confus- 
ing by the manufacturers, so the entire indus- 
try has adopted the term “FM stereo,” but you 
may still find the word “multiplex” used. 


Yes it does. As much as 30 per cent of the FM 
signal strength may be lost in the process of 
broadcasting FM stereo. This means that if 
your F'M reception is now marginal, you may 
not get the station at all when it transmits 
stereo. Or you may get a noticeably weak 
signal where you got a strong one before. In 
most places, a more efficient antenna will make 
up for the loss in signal strength. In fact some 
significant recent advances in aerials will 
probably extend FM to an even wider audience. 


This is a separate piece of equipment that 
can be added to the FM tuner of a stereo sys- 
tem so it will pick up FM stereo broadcasts. 
Most stereo equipment two to three years old 
has provision for such an adapter. 


That depends. Most FM radios not already 
part of a stereo system are not properly de- 
signed to adapt to FM stereo. To convert to 
FM stereo would require another amplifier 
and another speaker. Your dealer or the manu- 
facturer can advise you whether your FM set 
can be adapted. 


Again, it depends on your equipment. If your 
stereo system is only two or three years old, 
of good quality, the manufacturer probably 
makes an adapter for it. This system can be 
just as good as a complete new FM stereo set. 
In some cases it can be better. For example, 
a $50 adapter on a $150 tuner can be expected 
to perform better than a complete new set for

half this cost. High-fidelity sound equipment 
is competitive. There are no short-cuts to 
quality. Buy from reputable manufacturers, 
and youll get the quality you pay for. 


It is usually best to buy the adapter made or 
recommended by the manufacturer of the 
equipment you have. However. there are some 
all-round adapters that work perfectly well on 
various makes of tuners. This is particularly 
true if you have separate components rather 
than a console. However, any unusual combin- 
ation of equipment should be listened to care- 
fully before purchasing. Mismatched equip- 
ment can reduce the fidelity of the sound. 
cause hissing sounds, and reduce separation 
between channels. 


Accurate tuning is always necessary to get 
the best reception, but it is no more difficult 
for FM stereo than regular FM. 


The range is considerable. depending on qual- 
ity and type of equipment. The following 
figures, however. will serve as a general indi- 
cation of cost. You may see equipment for 
less, but its quality should be checked very 
carefully.

When you want to hear the FM stereo broad- 
casts in your area, and already have a stereo 
phonograph, the radio alone is best. You can 
get stereo radio all in one unit or as separate 
components. 


If you do not have any stereo equipment now. 
you should consider getting an integrated set 
including FM stereo. AM radio. and a stereo 
phonograph. You may also want to include a 
stereo tape recorder. All this can be had in one 
console or in co-ordinated components. 


There is no loss of quality if you are well 
within the broadcast range of the station, if 
the station is sending a good clean signal, and 
if you have good quality equipment. Failing 
any of these three requirements. the quality of 
FM stereo broadcasts may not be as good as 
regular FM monophonic broadcasts. This is 
true whether you pick up the stereo broadcast 
on regular FM or FM stereo. This system 
puts new demands on program material. trans- 
mitter, and receiver. 


FM stereophonic programs can be recorded 
and played back on stereostape just as mono- 
phonic programs are on mono tape. 


This depends on the kind of station broad- 
casting. For the “good music stations.” there 
are only enough good records for a few hours 
of broadcasting a day. This situation will im- 
prove quickly through the stimulus of FM 
stereo on the recording companies. Stations 
that play mostly show tunes, jazz. and popular 
music from LP albums do have enough ma- 
terial for a full broacast day of stereo. 


This, too, depends on the station. Stations that 
now have a reputation for quality program- 
ming are not likely to jeopardize that reputa- 
tion for a few more hours of FM stereo. 

Most of the best stations will not compro- 
mise their quality because of the new service. 
On the other hand, there are sure to be some 
stations that will play almost anything that is 
stereo to get a share of the new audience for 
it. At first there will be some gimmicky pro- 
grams playing up the separation only possible 
with stereo. But. as the newness wears off. FM 
stereo will probably be a reflection of the 
basic program philosophy of each station.

@ Though we handle paper in many forms every day of our 
lives, most of us really know very little about it. If we knew 
more about what happened to it when it was wet, dried, 
pasted, torn, crumpled, or layered, we might be able to make 
more imaginative use of it in our homes. Because it is so 
inexpensive, paper is perfect for the kind of experimental 
decorating that will lead to an understanding of basic design 
principles. The cutting technique (which starts on page 156) 
reveals a lot about the use of light and shadow, the repetition 
of a motif, and the strength of folds. From the laminating 
technique here, you'll learn how folded or crumpled papers 
take on a new and interesting texture, how paper changes 
after it has been soaked and dried, how colored tissue can 
be overlapped to create new tones, and how new materials 
can be treated to take on the patina of age. 

The place mats you see on these two pages were created 
by just this kind of experimental play. The technique was 
perfected so that you can follow it and make usable mats 
for your own home, but you should consider it only an intro- 
duction to the world of paper. You can apply the same tech- 
nique or variations of it to cover boxes for desk supplies, 
to line shelves or drawers or waste-baskets, to make special- 
ized gift wrappings, and many other projects. But you can 
also experiment with radically different techniques which 
may produce quite different-looking results. 

In designing the place mats we were guided by two of the

principles of Japanese aesthetics. One set of mats was made 
in hade style, showing the exuberant gaudiness associated 
with festival times. Hade objects are flashy, of the moment; 
you soon tire of them. The other set of mats was made in 
shibui style, with a deep, many-faceted beauty not revealed 
at first glance. Shibui objects require study and present new 
stimulation each time you see them. 

In the photograph opposite, see the glitter of the hade 
mat, its bright colors, its regular pattern. Contrast this 
with the shibui mat, which has more subdued colors, an un- 
certain, come-and-go pattern, and a worn quality that the 
Japanese refer to as wabi-sabi. (Please turn to page 161)

The Gracious Art 
2 of 
saying Thank-You 


Appreciation can return as much pleasure 
as the gift itself. The technique for expressing 
it properly stems out of genuine gratitude, 
but can be developed by practice. Here are 


five rules for cultivating this neglected art

® The Good Book says, “It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.” Agreed! 

About the art of receiving, however, it leaves us to strug- 
gle with our own conscience. As you cannot have one without 
the other, it is in this matter of receiving graciously that I 
believe most of us are woefully lacking. 

At Christmas, in particular, we put so much emphasis, 
thought, and energy into the “what” and “to whom” of gift- 
giving that the technique of saying thank-you has become an 
after-thought. When it comes to acknowledging presents, 
parties, and past favors, triteness is the rule—not the excep- 
tion. Inserting a few clichés in a quick succession of notes 
is about as profound as most of us get. Yet, if appreciation 
is expressed with sincerity and originality, it can give as 
much pleasure as a well-chosen present. 

The fundamentals of saying thank-you are quite simple. 
They stem from the same code of good manners that we all 
learned as children, but possibly have forgotten. 

The first is to say something. Just as our parents used to 
have to poke us and ask, “Well, what are you going to say, 
dear ?’’ we may still need a nudge to make us take the first 
step. The longer we delay, the harder it becomes to commit 
ourselves on paper, until some of us never get around to 
doing it. We let our donors think we’ve taken their thought- 
fulness for granted or, worse yet, never received their gifts. 
Others of us regard thank-you notes as such a chore that it 
shows in our words, making them dull and dreary. 

The best nudge I’ve found for writing thank-you notes is 
having the gift in front of me. The fact that a friend took 
time to shop, select, and send it is stimulus enough. 

Then I try to be truthful, for the next step is to be sincere. 
Honesty is the most effective form of flattery, so, after 
selecting a few applicable truths like “Anthurium last such 
a long time” or “I’d never dream of buying Arpeége for 
myself,” treat them with a light touch. Staying within the 
bounds of truth does not preclude humor and originality. 
There are so many fresh ways of expressing gratitude that 
no one should be bored doing it. Amusing notes are also 
arresting to the recipients and let them know that you gave 
the matter more than a passing thought. 

Appreciative words can be written in verse or limerick 
form. This takes some skill, but not too much. Drawing an 
appropriate sketch or cartoon takes more talent, but anyone 
with a little creativeness can come up with a “gimmick.” 
There are endless possibilities for the novel approach. 

One young woman I| know once included a pinch of con- 
fetti in all her post-New Year’s thank-you notes. It was silly, 
but attention-getting. It made every recipient smile, visualiz- 
ing the writer surrounded by empty champagne bottles and 
paper. hats but diligent and thoughtful enough to sit down 
and write a thank-you note. 

Another friend of mine has developed even more effective 
gimmicks. She writes her thank-you messages on such things 
as paper napkins, scrolls, or backs of menus. Once, in reply 
to liquid gifts, she pasted eight aspirins on a sheet of note 
paper and on each pill printed one letter, adding up to: 
THANK-YOU. Enough said! 

A lazy man’s solution to the thank-you task is the pur- 
chase and mailing of a comic card. For this to be effective 
you have to take time and use some selectivity. You may 
have to read through a whole rack of greeting cards before 
locating exactly what you want to say. Even then you run

J. To antique the metal foil paper, 
fold it carefully, either with a pat- 
tern or without, into a small] unit. 
(You can try folding a plain sheet 
of paper first to see what patterns 
will come out—we used a_hex- 
agonal design on ours.) Dip this 
folded paper into a bowl! of water 
and pinch the fold well to make 
sure the metal leaf is broken. 





2. Open the wet paper carefully— 
it’s very fragile when wet. Dip the 
sponge into a very diluted dye solu- 
tion (a little dye goes a long way) 
and sponge color onto the paper. 
Do this on the tissue side of the 
paper so the dye that “takes” in all 
the lines and cracks will be toned 
down by the tissue. If you do it on 
the metal leaf side, you will get 
distinct dark lines. Let the paper 
dry as flat as possible.

3. Mount the paper to the board 
with the metal leaf side down, us- 
ing the “dry mat” method, as fol- 
lows: Coat both surfaces with a 
thin coat of rubber cement (thin- 
ning the cement first with “thinner” 
will help). Let them dry (it’s 
quick), then flatten metal leaf 
paper onto the board, starting very 
carefully at one end and smoothing 
it out tight as you go. You can't 
move it once you put it down, but 
small wrinkles can be pushed down 
with your fingernail. Cement the 
extra paper under the edges.

4. Spray the whole mat with a 
heavy coat of clear plastic. If you 
have a tight bond, the spray coat 
will make the tissue translucent so 
that the metal leaf backing will 
glow through. Rub the surface with 
your finger tip as you spray. 

This will help tighten the bond 
and make the tissue translucent. 
You can use several coats of spray 
as the metal leaf tends to become 
more and more shimmery with each 
coat. For the overlay designs we 
used cutouts of colored tissues, 
overlapping them to get variations 
and depths of color. These are ap- 
plied with a “dry mat” too and 
must be sprayed each time to main- 
tain the translucency. 

After you have made one with 
relatively simple coloring and de- 
sign, you can become more adven- 
turous. You can try more subtle 
colors and incomplete pattern ef- 
fects. Also, instead of folding the 
paper, you can try crumpling it to 
give an over-all texture to the foil 
background (see the bottom photo- 
graph on page 158). The crumpling 
should be done with the paper wet.

How to make our lantern shades 


Before using good papers to make 
lantern Shades, you should try out 
various cutting and folding pat- 
terns on other paper first, to under- 
stand something of what you can 
achieve (see the different effects 
in the photographs at the bottom 
of the page). This practice will 
also help you become skilled in 
careful cutting and folding. You 
will find that 
much easier than curves, simply 
draw a 


straight cuts are 
because it is harder to 
razor-sharp edge in a good curve. 

To make lantern shades like those 
on pages 156-157, all you need are 
the art construction papers and the 
foil papers in the Paper Kit offered 
on page 159), plus a good straight 
edge, a razor-edge cutting too] (we 
used an X-Acto knife), and some 
rubber cement. The papers are also 
available at all art supply stores.

1. The pattern being drawn here 
will make the shade seen in the 
photograph at the lower right on 
page 156.

3. A razor-edge knife with a handle 
will make it easier for you to make 
the cuts, though a single-edge razor 
blade will work too. Use a straight- 
edge if you find it easier, but most 
of your cuts will be short and if 
you rely on the straight-edge, the 
tendency is to continue the cuts 
far beyond the point required. 





4. In this pattern, the rows of dia- 
monds will be folded out; the sec- 
tions between, folded in. Here, the 
back edge of a dull knife is being 
used to put the proper fold into the 
paper, so the diamonds will fold 
out more easily. The long folds that 
will make the paper into a round 
shade have also been creased in 
this manner. 





5. The two edges of the shade are 
brought together and cemented 
with rubber cement. You can see 
the pattern begin to take shape, 
though the diamonds have not yet 
been firmed into position. This is 
done after cement is dry.

Push the coat-wire hooks through 
both the fiber glass and the shade 
at three equidistant points around 
the top.

This soup is entirely vegetarian. 
It may be eaten hot or iced, or jel- 
lied by the addition of gelatine 
powder in the proportion of 14% to 
34 ounce of gelatine to 1 pint of 
soup.

Scrub the beets well and cut off the 
tops. Put them into a saucepan 
with the carrots and celery and 
cover with 3 pints water.

Nature is supposed to mean, but 
rarely does, a Champagne that has 
received no dosage at all. Once 
“dosed” and given its final, wired- 
down cork, Champagne is ready to 
market. Despite 
that has been written to the con- 
trary, Champagne hardly improves 
in bottle at all after disgorging. 
Most very old Champagnes found 
to be in good condition—and they 


much nonsense 


can be superb—have been aged in 
the original before dis- 
gorging, with the sediment still in 
the bottle. 

The Champagne vineyards are 
the northernmost of France and,

as might be expected, 
wide variation, from one year to 
another, in the quality of the wine 
they yield. The more expensive 
and best French Champagnes 
carry a vintage, which means that 
they were made in large part from 
wines produced in a single, partic- 
ularly favorable year. Non-vintage 
Champagnes are almost invariably 
blends of wines of less-good plus 
good years, for, alone, the former 
would hardly be salable. 

The matter of vintage years on 
labels is notoriously one difficult 
to regulate and control. The meth- 
od set up for Champagne is both 
practical and effective, allowing the 
producer some latitude and discre- 
tion while protecting the public 
large-scale fraud. Briefly 
no producer may sell, as the wine

of a given vintage, over 80 per cent 
of his actual production for that 
year: in other words, what will 
eventually be sold as 1959 Cham- 
pagne cannot exceed four-fifths of 
what was produced in that extraor- 
dinary summer. 

At the same time, a_ producer 
who finds that his 1959, unblended, 
is too heavy and too alcoholic (as 
was often the case). may, if he 
sees fit, blend in some 1958 or 1960 
1959.”

Toolsmanship 


In which, among other thoughtful suggestions, 


the author makes a case for leaving his hoe in the rain 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e@ What are the right tools of the 
gardener’s trade? Well, mankind 
has run a gamut, from pointed 
sticks to power mowers, and the 
end is not in sight. The matter 
clearly deserves discussion. 

Among my gardening equipment 
I have at hand these things that I 
use frequently: a spade with a 
curved and rounded blade and D- 
handle; a digging fork with the 
same kind of handle; a hay fork 
for spreading mulch; two hand 
trowels—one narrow, one broad; a 
RapiDigger, a sturdy tool for one- 
handed mattock work, planting 
bulbs and digging in rocky places; 
a 14-tine steel garden rake; a 
bamboo leaf rake; a wheelbarrow; 
an ordinary draw hoe; a scuffle 
hoe; a hand cultivator with four 
teeth; a watering can; 75 feet of 
hose; pruning shears; a sickle; a 
heavy knife with a sheath; a small 
hand duster and a pressure sprayer, 
tank style. 

With these mechanical aids and 
a good constitution, I cultivate a 
small rock on a_ slope, 
a perennial garden, a cutting gar- 
den of mostly annuals, and three 
various vegetable patches. General 
lawn care does not happen to be in 
my province. 

Some gardeners | know would 
think this equipment rather scanty, 
but if you offered me an unlimited 
grant to be expended in a garden 
supply house, I cannot think what 
I would take with a sense of need. 
My tools have accumulated over 
the years, some purchased, some 
inherited, and some in reply to that 
unanswerable question: “What do

you want for your birthday?” 
Well, I use them with a feeling 
of being richly equipped, though 
I am sure the whole bagful did 
not cost $100. But I doubt if the

In fact, for digging and culti- | 
vating, some of the master garden- 
ers of history had nothing but a 
spade and a hoe. The American 
Indians, during the millenia when 
they created so many of our top 
crops, possessed only these two 
implements in very crude form. 
The Incas’ “spade” was a digging 
stick, a stout stick with a foot 
hold near the business end which 
they used to drive it into the earth, 
about as we use a spade. 

In the Stone Age, when nearly 
all of our crops were introduced to 
the garden and field in both the 
Old World and the New. the hoe 
“blade” was the scapular bone or 
horn of an animal, a clam shell. a 
piece of fire-hardened wood, flint, 
or other hard stone. In those times, 
far away and long ago, men also 
had the sickle; archeologists have 
uncovered sickles made of wood, 
preserved in peaty bogs. with edges 
of flint set in the cutting side of the 
curve. How they ever kept stone 
axes and other such tools tied to- 
gether solidly enough to work with 
them I will never know. 

I will admit that with an un- 
limited check I would be tempted 
by some of the power tools, even 
though my conscience might mur- 
mur that such a use of folding 
money would be carrying 
spicuous consumption a trifle far. 
In all truth I do not need them. 
But it is nice to dream—to dream 
that I could put the soil in the 
whole garden into fine tilth in time 
for a morning nap. Ay, but there’s 
a rubs if Ti had tools, I 
would probably soon discover that 
my waistline had grown, and _ it 
would be necessary to go in for 
exercise and all that. (The belt line 
is 38, I will maintain against any 
tailor’s argument. )

Even if you can do much of your 
_ work with machinery, you will also 
need the basic hand tools. Let’s 
' take a look at them. 

The ordinary hoe, with the blade 
fixed nearly at a right angle to 
the long handle, is called a draw 
hoe, for you can work with it only 
by chopping or drawing it toward 
you. With the Dutch or scuffle hoe 
you scuffle; that is, dig with a back 
and forth motion. I have 
scuffle hoes in various shapes, but 
the idea is that the cutting edge 
operates ahead and the blade is 
fixed more nearly parallel to the 
handle, yet at such an angle that 
you can scuffle it shallowly with 
convenience to create what used to 
be called a dust mulch and cut off 
weeds at their roots. 

The theory of the dust mulch— 
that loose dirt on the surface con- 
serves moisture because it prevents 
some evaporation of the capillary 
water—is- not in good standing at 
present, but the tool is useful in 
the war with the weeds. It can be 
used under a shallow mulch. It is 
faster than the draw hoe and has 
the advantage that one can see 
what he is doing and thus work 
closer to the crops. It does not 
have as many functions as the draw 
hoe, the hoe of the ages; you 
would not choose it to draw a fur- 
row, or hill the celery, but | am 
pleased that a friend gave me one 
for a birthday.

well made, would be satisfactory 
for big dust jobs. 

For larger garden jobs this side 
of regular farming, I think you can- 
not beat the compressed-air tank 
sprayer, for it is easy to use and 
most efficient. 


THER kinds of sprayers satisfy 

other people. The garden hose 
sprayer that attaches to your hose, 
using the water pressure for power, 
is easy to use if you can con- 
veniently drag the hose behind you 
as you work. It will spray some 
distance if you have good water 
pressure. If you have trees to cover, 
perhaps the best and cheapest 
($9.95 or thereabouts) for you 
would be the so-called trombone 
type, which you operate as you 
spray with a sliding motion. 

If you want a hand-sprayer more 
expensive, powerful and, to my 
mind, bothersome to operate, look 
at the barrel, bucket, knapsack and 
wheelbarrow types. These will give 
you great power and distance, but 
the trombone will throw the spray 
40 feet easily, enough to cover most 
fruit trees. Of course, there are 
many sprayers and dusters that 
are powered by electricity or gaso- 
line for those who have the need. 

In buying tools, remember, with 
Theophrastus, that time is the most 
valuable thing that a man can 
spend, more valuable than the few 
dollars extra that good tools cost. 

Question the two-in-one tool, the 


combination rake-and-hoe thing: 
most such dofunnies are more a 
hindrance than a _ help. Take 


thought to the extra effort and awk- 
wardness of lugging around the 
tool that you are not using for the 
job at hand. Do not buy a sprayer 
whose tank will rust out in a couple 
of years. for a worth-while sprayer 
should last ten years or more. 

The best time to buy tools is not 
on a Saturday afternoon in May, 
the rush of the planting season, 
when the one who waits on you will 
probably be a high-school green. 
Buy them out of season, when you 
can talk over the merits, and espe- 
cially the demerits, of the instru- 
ment with someone who knows. 

The garden writer always speaks 
piously about the care of tools, 
about how you should always wipe 
off the irons with a piece of burlap 
or old carpet after using them. 
wipe them with an oiled rag before

weather, each in its proper place. 
Well, the writer must do his duty 
by his readers, even though he 
knows his advice will seldom be 
followed. 

One method of care, I believe, is 
worth while for anyone. The weak- 
est part of a hoe or spade is the 
wood. To make the wood impervi- 
ous to the years, place the tool in 
the hot sun for a couple of days 
until the wood is dry and ab- 
sorptive; then, with a rag or brush, 
give it two coats of turpentine and 
linseed oil, mixed half-and-half. 
Some, instead, like to paint the 
handles in bright colors to make 
them easy to find in the tall corn. 

An excellent convenience is to 
have the distances you often need 
in planting marked off on hoe and 
rake handles with a file or knife; 
that is, one foot, eighteen inches. 
two feet, thirty inches, three feet, 
and four. 


OST gardeners keep a mason’s 

line to use in laying out 
straight rows, but I find it is more 
convenient to use a rake handle. 
unless the rows are very long. 
Measure off the stakes for the end 
of the row, place the rake with 
the handle in line with the stakes, 
take a sight and then step on the 
handle. In the soft earth the han- 
dle makes a furrow deep enough 
for many seeds and a guide for the 
hoe if you need a deeper one. 

I have never been able to scare 
myself into the higher virtues of 
tool care. My garden is some dis- 
tance from shelter, and I am afraid 
that those I use often are out in 
the wind and the rain from early 
The oldest of these is 
fourteen years old, but still seems 
sound enough for many another

My excuse for this neglect is 
that tools should be the servant 
of man, not man the servant of his 
tools. Moreover, one must ponder 
the - philosophy of planned ob- 
solescence, unemployment, and all 
that.
